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Rev. Mr. JOHN WESLEY's 

J O U R N A L, 

From May 27, 1765, to May 13, 1768. 

MONDAY, May 27, 1765, I took my leave of 
Londonderry. Mr. Kuox font his fervant to 
conduct me to Sligo, being now as afie^tionate as 
Mr. K. of Sligo, was the iirR time I was there. 
Keeping a Heady pace, we rode fifteen miles, fo 
called, in four hours and a half,' and came ut noon 
to Ballimafay. Here we were ihewn into a room, 
where lay a young man, brought near death by a 
vomiting of blood. Perhaps we were brought into this 
room, at this time, to fave a poor man's life. As we 
were riding thro' the mountains in the afternoon, we 
overtook one who wa3 juft come from Derry, and bad 
heard me preach all the time I was there, hpth in the 
evening and the morning. I talked plainly both ' to 
her and her huiband, and they exprefied all poiiible 
thankfulnefs. 

At five we reached Donnegal, the county town. 
What a wonderful fet of county towns are in tiiis 
kingdom ! Donnegal, and five more, would not all 
together make up fuch a town as Iflington. Some 
have twenty houfes in them, Mayo, . three, and 
Letrim, I think, not one. Is not this owing in part 
XIV. A 2 to 
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to the ficklenefs of the nation, who feldom like any 
thing loBg, and fo are continuaily ieekisg new habi- 
tations, as well as new faihions, and new titles of 
every kind? 

Tuefday 28. We breakfafted at Ballifhannon, I 
believe, the largcft and pleafanteft town in the county. 
Beyond it, a good-natured man overtook me, with 
whom I talked largely and clofely. He feemed much 
afic6led ; if it continues, well : if not, I am clear of 
his blood. 

About twelve we flopped at a little houfe. But a 
cloud of fmoke foon drove us out of the firft room, 
into another where the landlord lay, with a grievoufly 
bruifed and fwelled leg. I dire6ted him how to cure 
it, and thence took occafion to give him fome farther 
advice. Several eagerly liflened as well as himfelf. 
Porhaps fome will remember it. 

In the evening, I took my ufual iiand in the market, 
houfe, at Sligo. But here how was the fcene changed! 
I have feen nothing like this, fince my entrance into 
the kingdom. Such a total want of good fenfe, of 
good manners, yea, of common decency, was fliewn 
by not a few of the hearers ! It is good to vifit Sligo, 
after Londonderry : honour and diihononr balance 
each other. Have we done nothing here yet ? Then 
it is high time to begin, and try if fomethlng can be 
done now. In the two following days, I fpoke as 
itrongly as I could : and my labour was not in vain. 
The congregation increafed very confiderably, and ap*. 
peared to be of another fpirit. They behaved better 
the fecond night, tlian the firft, and far better the 
third night, than the fecond. Many of them, I be- 
lieve, had a freih call from God : and at the meeting 
of the Society^ he was eminently prefent. So that 
notwithdanding their decay, I could not but hope 
there would be a '' Bleffing in the remnant." 

I expe6ted one to meet me at Sligo : but lione ap- 
pearing, I fet out ak>ne at five in the morning, June 1, 
propofing to ride the new Toad to Caftle-barr. But 
on fecond thoughts, J rode ftraight on to Foxford. At 
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the entrance of the town, I met three gentlewomen, 
one of them turned and cried out, ^' Is not that Mr. 
Weiley ? " I thought it odd, but rode on. At the 
other end of the town a gentleman met me, and 
taking hold of my bridle, faid, ^^Sir, I muA beg you 
td turn ba,ck, and dine with me at the barracks. 
There is a lady whom you know, and who will be 
Tery glad to fee you." I went back, and found one 
"whom I had wifhed to fee, more than moft perfons in 
the nation, but fcarce ever expected to fee her 
more: it was Mifs B — n of Sligo. And I found 
jMrs. S — ^n, now a widow, juft the fame amiable wo- 
man that Mifs B — n was. I fpent an hour or two in 
clofe, ferious conrerfation, admiring the good provi- 
dence of God ! So I could not go the new road, 
which miffcs Foxford^ becaufc God had work for me 
to do there. 

About fcven I preached at Caftle-barr, on, *' The 
excellency of the knowledge of Jefus Chrift." I. 
found another kind of people here, than thofe at 
Sligo, and was much refreihed among them, ^nd^y 
2, moil of the gentry in the town being at the 
^ourt-houfe in the evening, my text was, " We 
preach Chrifl crucified, to the Jews a ^umbling-bloek, 
amd ta the Greeks fooliihnefs." I know not that 
ever I fpake more plain, tho' I fuppofed many would 
be ofiended. But I was miftaken : high and low 
feemed to approve. Some, I hope^ were profited. 

Monday 3. I rode to Newport, and preached at 
one, to the largeil congregation I remember to have 
feen there. And on Tuefday evening, I took a 
folemn leave of the congregation at Cafile-barr. 

Wednefday 5. At five I took horfe with a friend',, 
who undertook to bear me company to Galway. We 
faced the fun all the day ; but light clouds and a fmall 
breeze made the heat tolierable. After refling an hour 
at llollymount, (where the gardens, water- works,, 
and once lovely walks, fwiftly running to ruin, give 
a iiriking proof, that the falhion of this world pafleth 
away.,) we rode on to Mr. Lambert's, near Head.- 

A3 ford, 
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ford,, a plain, open, hofpitable man, and thence to 
Galway, ouc of the largeft towns, I have feen imca I 
i^ft Glafgow. Our room being fmall, fome of oujr 
v^iell-mcaning friends, were earned for my preaching 
in the Exchange. Becaufe I would not difobligo 
them, I began at fcTcn ; and was fufifered to go on, 
for a full quarter of aia hour ; ^^ the beads of the 
people," juft as I expe6ted, then roaring louder ani| 
loud^r^ I walked thro' them without any hindrance ov 
affront^ and returned quietly to my Jodgiiigs. A 
large retinue attended me to the door; but it wa£| 
only to gape and flare : none taking the pains cither 
to lift up a hand, or to fay any thing, bad or good. 

, Thudd&y 6. I wajs brought on my way by Lieu« 
tenant Cook^ who was in all the adiions,. at Fort* 
William-Henfiy, at Louiibourg,, Quebec, Martinieo, 
and the Havannah, and^ gave a more diflind^ account * 
pf thofe eminent feenes of Providence, than ever I - 
ieard before. Altho' he was fo often in the front of 
the battle,^ both againfi Indians, French and Spani- 
ards, and in the hotteil fire, both advancing and re- 
treating, he never received one wound. So. true is» - j 
the odd faying of King William, that ^^ every bullet 
has its billet." Between five and fix we reached 
£nnis, after a warm day, which, much ^xhanilcd my 
ibrenglh. But it Vas foon repaired : and the fcrious, 
well-behaved congregation, (tho' many of them were 
people of fortune, ) made amends for the turbulent 
Qne at Gal way. Siich is the chequer*work of life ! 

Fr^ay 7. I relied at Ennis ; and it was well I did : 
(or e^n in the houfe the heat was £earce fupporta- 
ble. Saturday 8. I rode to Limerick, and found 
the preaching-houfe jufl finiihed. I liked it the beii 
6f any in the kingdom, being neat, yea, elegant, yet _ 
not gaudy. Stinday 9, in the evening, I preached at' j 

Mardyke. The heat wa^ violent, even at fix : never- 
thelefs there was a numerous congregation, both of 
Proteftants and Papifts. Some of the* latter behaved 
with remarkable indecency, talking and laughing, as 
at a play. I turned and reproved them. They took 
it well, and neither laughed nor talked any more* ■ . 
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In the foUowing Week I fp6ke to 6ack moiiber of 
the Society, and hud muck faCbfadtioa among them. 
C^Hicermag federal of tkev, there 10 all reafonabie 
proQ^, that thej have giTen God ail tkeir heart. 
Af a^y others! are groaning after fall falration, and ail 
the refl are free froin outward blame. Whj may not 
erery chriftian community come as far as this ? 

Wednefday 1^. In the evening, I preached near 
Mardyke, on a fmootfa grafiy place, to^ I thiitk, the 
largeft congregation which I ever faw in Limerick. 
A folemn awe feemed to fit oa every face, while I 
declared in firong words^ ^' He died for all, that tbey- 
^ho lire ihould not henceforth life unto themfelvefy 
but unto Him." The next day the rain hegsMy fo 
that all the following days I was copfiraiaed to preach 
in the houfe. 

Friday 14. About noon I preached at Ballyga*. 
rane, to the fmall remains of the poor Palatines. At 
they could not get food and raiment here, with all 
tiieir diligence and frugality^ part are fcattered np 
and down the kingdom, and part gone to America. 
I fland amazed ! Have landlords no common fenfe, 
(whether they have eommon humanity or no,) that 
they will fuffer fuch. tenants as thefe, to be fiarved 
away from them? In the evening I preached at 
Newmarket, to a larger congregation of Papifts, as 
well as Proteflants, both in the evening and morning, . 
than I remember to have feen there before. For the 
prefent, many were fall of good refolutioHS : and 
'^ Why flkould ye revolt any more ? " 

Sunday 16. Was a Sabbath kideed. Botit in the 
morning and afternoon, many were filled with co^* 
folation. Few wei*e abfent at five, Monday IT^ 
when I chearfolly recommended them to the grace 
of God. 

Two or three of them were defirous to bear me 
company, for a day's journey. Before noon we' were 
met by a violent Ihower, which drove us into a Utde 
cabin, where were a company of children, with their 
mother, gcandmother, and great-grandmotJier. They 
^ feemed 
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feemed much' frighted : but one of our company, who 
fpoke Iriih, foon took away their fears. We then 
fang a hymn, and went to prayer. They gaped and 
ilared abundantly : and when we went away, after 
giving them a fmall piece of money, followed us with 
a thoufand bieffings. 

At feven I preached in the Markct-houfe, at Kill- 
finnam. Well nigh all the town, Iriih, Engliih, and 
Germans, Proteliants and Papifts, prefently gathered 
together. At firfi, moil of the Papifis flood aloof; 
and fo did feveral of the genteeler people : but by 
degrees they drew in, and mixed with the congre- 
gation. And I believe all of them felt, that God 
was there. 

When I went to my lodging, they crowded after 
me, fo that the houfe was quickly filled. I exhorted^ 
and prayed again, till' I found it was full time both 
for them and me to go to refl. 

To-day I received from Prudence Nixon herfelf, 
the ftrange account of her late hufband. In No- 
vember laft, on a Sunday evening, he was uucom-^^ 
monly fervent in prayer, and found fuch a deiire as 
he never had before, "to depart and be with Chi-ift." 
In the night Ihe awaked, and found him quite fliff, 
and without either fenfe or motion. Suppoling him. 
to be ^ther dying or dead, the broke out into a vehe- 
ment agony of prayer, and cried for half an hour 
together, " Lord Jefus ! Give me George ! Take 
falm not away." Soon after he opened his eyes, and 
faid earnefily, " You had better let me go." Prefently 
be was raving mad, and began to curfe and blafpheme 
in the moil horrid manner. This he continued to do 
for feveral days, appearing to be under the full power 
of an unclean Spirit. At the latter end af the week, 
fie cried out, "Lord, 1 am willing! I am wilting he- 
jihould go to thee." Quickly his underllauding re- 
turned, and he again rejoiced with joy unfpeakable. 
He tenderly thauked her for giving him up to Cod, 
kiiTed hcr^ lay down aud died. 

Tuefda..v^ - 
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Tuefday 18. The town feemed to be all ative 4 
little after four o'clock. So finding the congregatioB 
ready, I began a little before five, A cry foon arofe 
of yonng and old, on the right hand and on the left* 
But in many, it was not fo much the voice of forrow^ 
as of joy and triumph. A fair beginning thsB ! B«t 
>vho can tell what the end will be ? 

. Aboa^ nine we rode thro' Doneraile, one of the 
pleafantefi, toif ns in the kingdom. But a inan came 
galloping after us, and faid, ^^ All the town b^g^ you 
wUl fiop, and give them a fermon," I turned back^ 
and took my fi;and in the main ilreet. Men, women^ 
and children, fiocked from all fides. There wa» no 
drfturbance of any kind, while 1 declared, ^^the 
Grace of our Lord Jefus ChriH." fair blofiooil 
again ! And. who knows but fome of the/e may 
.bring forth fruit unto perfection ? 

In the evening I came to Cork, and at feven wj^ 
furprifed at the unufual largenefs of the congregation. 
I had often been grieved at the fmallnefs of the con- 
gregation here; and it could be no other, while 
we cooped ourf elves up in the houf& But now the 
alarm is founded abroad, people flock from all qnar-. 
ters. So plain it is, that field-preaching is the moft 
efie^ual way of overturning Satan's kingdom. 

Thurfday 20. , At feven in the evening I ilood in a 
vacant place near Blackpool, famous from time im- 
memorial for all manner of wickednefs, for riot in 
particular, and cried aloud, "Why will ye die, O 
. houfe of Ifrael ! " Abundance of Papifts, gathered 
at a difiance ; but they drew nearer and nearer, till 
nine part^ in ten mingled with the congregation, add 
were all attention. Surely this is the way to fpread 
religion : to publilli it in the face of the fun. 

Friday 21. I rode over to Bandon, and preached 
at feven in the main fireet. The congregation was 
exceeding large : So it was, in proportion, at five m. 
the morning. Sunday 23. I preached at eight, near 
the upper market-houfe. Till now I did not obferro 
that a|I I could fay^ made any impreffion upon thtt 

hearers. 
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liearers. But the power of God, was now eminently 
prefent ; and all feemed to be fenfible of it. About 
five I began in George's-ftreet at Cork, the oppofite 
corner of the town from the New Room. Many of 
the chief of the city were of the audience, clergy as 
well a9 laity. And ail but two or three, were not 
only quiet, but ferious and deeply attentive. What 
a change! Formerly we could not walk thro' this 
flreet, but at the peril of our lives. 

Monday and Tuefday, I fpoke, one by one, to 
the members of the Society. They are now, two 
hundred and ninety-five, fifty or fixty more, than 
they haf e been for fome years. This is owing, partly 
to preaching abroad, partly to the meetings for prayer, 
in feveral parts of the city. Thefe have been the 
means of awakening many grofs finners, of recover^ 
ing many backfliderS, of corifirming many that were^ 
weak and wavering, and bringing many of all forts :^ 
to the public preaching. At feven I went once more 
.to Blackpool, whgre' tife" congregation was far larger 
^ '^^ . than bdfo{%^- Abundance of Papifts ftole in among 
x*,. v«*s itjiem, a very few fiatiding aloof. . O what a day of 
God's power is this! May he fulfil in us,, all his 
good pleafure ! 

Friday 28. After giving our brethren a folemn *^ 
caution, not to " love the world, nor the things of 
the world," I left them with more fatisfa6^ion than 
ever, as there is reafon to hope, that they will be toil 
to and fro no more, but fieadiiy adorn the dodlrinc of 
God our Saviour. 

About feven in the evening, I began in the Ex. 
change at Youghal. Four or five noify men, dif. 
turbed thofe that were near them, till I reproved 
them iharply. The whole congregation then be- 
haved with the utmofl decency. 

Saturday 29. I preached at five in a room, that 
would contain four or five hundred people. But the 
word does not yet fink into their hearts : many are 
pleafed;bnt few convinced. In the evening I v^cMit to 
the Exchange again. The congregation was aim oil . 
1 1 doubled, 
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doubled, whom I exhorted (o aflc /or the old ptUhy 
the good uay^ and to jculk therein. Afterwards 1 
met the infant Society, confining of nineteen mem- 
bers : all of whom are full of good deiires, and fome 
know in whom they hare believed. 

Sunday 30. At eight the congregation was both 
larger and more affe6i^ than ever. I was glad to. fee 
a large and tolerably ferions congregation in the 
church. It was once a fpacious building : but more, 
than half of it now, a common thing in Ireland! 
lies in ruins. In the evening I preached to a multi- 
tude of people, in the main ftreet. _ A few gentry 
foon walked away: but the bulk of the congregation 
were deeply attentive. What a harreft is ready for 
zealous labourers! When wilt thou thrufi them out 
into thy harvefl? 

Monday, July 1. I rode to Waterford, and 
preached in a little court, on our ^^ Great High 
Prieil, who is paiTed into heaven for us." But I foon 
found, I was got aboire moft of my hearers : I fhould 
have fpoke of death or judgment. On Tuefday 
evening I fuited my difcourfe to my. audience^ which 
was confiderably increafed: but much more the next 
evening. And deep attention fat on almoii every 
faee. The room was well filled on Thurfday morn- 
ing, and the poor people Avere fo affectionate, that it 
was with difficulty we were able to break from tbem^ 
amidil abundance of prayers and.blefiings. 

At feyen in the evening I preached in the aflembly 
room at Killkenny, to many well dreffed, reputable 
paoplc ; fomc of whom attended again at five in the 
morning. In the evening the congregation was in- 
creafed, in fdfioufnefs as much as in number, while I 
enforced thofe awful words, ** God now commandetk 
all men, every where to repent." I never fpoke 
plainer. Yet I did not hoar of any that were offend- ' 
ed. What an alteration is there in this city, within 
fix or cfght years [ \ . 

Saturday (J. We rode to Portarlington. At feven 
I preached in ihc market-houfe, to a numerous con- 
gregation

gregation. Near as many were prefent at eight in the 
morning. I had great liberty of fpeech : and the 
manner wherein they fuffered the word of exhortation^ 
perfuaded me it would not be in vain. 

We came to Mountmelick, before the church be-' 
gan, and were glad to find it was a Sacrament Sun- 
day. In tiie eyening I preached on one fide of the 
Market-place, on *^our Lord's lamentation over 
Jerufalem," to almofl all the Proteftants in the town, 
and not a few of the Papifts. To thefe I made a par- 
tieular application, in the conclujion of my difcourfe. 
Indeed I never found fo great a concern for them, as 
fince I came laft into the kingdom. 

Monday 8. I preached in the Market-place, once 
more, and it was a folemn hour'. I left many of the 
people much alive to God, and athird for his whole 
image. I preached at Tullamore in the evening. **At 
five in the morning the houfe was near full. While I 
was preaching on Tuefday evening, in the Market, 
place, we had feveral ihowers : but few went away. 
Here likewife I was conftrained to addrefs myfelf to 
the Papifis in particular, and to exhort them, never 
to reft, till they were partakers of the common 
Jeihation. 

About eleven we were waked with a cry of fire, 
which was at the next door but one. The flame 
ihone fo, that one might fee to pick up a pin, and 
the fparks flew on every fide. So that it was much 
f^ed, the neighbouring houfes would take fire, as 
ffevera! of them w«re thatched. But the violent rain, 
which fell an hour before, had made the thatch fo 
wet, that it could not <;atch quickly. And in lefe 
than two hours all the fire was quenched. So we flept' 
the reft of the night in peace. 

Wednefday IQ. I preached at Clara, about noony 
and in the evening at Athlone. The two next even- 
ings, I preached in the Market-houfe, for the fake 
of thjB Papifis, who durft not come to the room. 
Saturday 13, I read. Sir Richard Cox's HKlory of 
Ireland. I fuppofe it is accounted as authentic as 

any 
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any that is extant, fiat furely neyer was th^re 
the like in th& habitable world ! fuch a ferlcs of 
robberies^ murders, and burning of houfes, towns 
and countries, did I nerer hear or read of before. I do 
not now wonder, Ireland is thinly inhabited^ but that 
it has any inhabitants at all ! probably it had been 
ivhoUy defolate before now, had not die Engliib 
come, and {Nrere^ted the implacable wretches from 
going on, till they had fwcpt each other from the 
earth. 

In the afternoon I rode to Aghrim, and preached 
about feven, to a deeply, ferious congregation, moil 
of whom were prefent again, at eight in the morning, 
on. Sunday 14. About five I began in my ufual place 
at Athlon e, on the Connaught fide of the rirer. I 
belieye the congregation, both of Proteftants and 
P^ifts, was never fo large before. Some were dif« 
pleafed at tliis: and fevcral pieces of turf, were 
thrown oyer the houfes, with feme Hones. But 
neither one nor the other, could in the leaft, inter- 
rupt the attention of the people. Then a Popiih 
milier, prompted by his betters, fo called, got up to 
preach over againil mc. But fomc of his comrades 
throwing a little dirt in his face, he leaped down' in 
haHe, to light them. This bred a fray, in which he 
was fo roughly handled, that he was glad to get off 
with only a bloody nofe. 

Monday 15. IJiad the pleafurc of meeting many 
of my friends, from various parts at Cooly-lough. 
I preached at twelve under the fhade of fome fpread- 
ing trees, and again at fix in the evening. Tuef. 
day 16, I preached at TyrcUs-pafs, with a peculiar 
blefiing from God, the' many perfpns of fortune 
were in the congregation. But the poor, and the 
rich are his. 

• Wednefday 17. I preached in the grove at Edin- 
derry. Many of the- Quakers were there, it being 
the time of their general meeting, and many of all 
forts. I met here with the Journal of William 
Edmundfon, one of their preachers in the lad century. 
XIV. . B 11 
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j If tlie originai equalled the pidltire, which I fee no 

I reafon to doubt^ what an amiable man was this ? His 

j opinionsy I leave: but what afpirit was here? What 

, faith, love, gentlenefs, longfaftering ? Could miftakev 

fbnd fuch a man as this to hell ? Not fo. I am fo lar 

from belieying this, that I fcrupie lEtot to fay,' ^' Let 

my foul be "witii the foul of Wittiam Edmuudfon ! " 

Thurfday 18. The wind in our face tempering the 
heat of the fiin, we had a pleafant ride to Dublin; 
In the evening I began expounding the deepeft part of 
i^e holy i^Hpture, namely, the firft cfplftle of St. 
John; by which, above all other,' even inf)Nt«il 
writings, I advife every young preacher to form hfer 
fiile. Here are fublimity and fimplicity together, the 
iirongeft fenfe and the plainefl language ! How can 
any one that would /peak as the orades cf Gad, ufe 
harder words than are found here ? 

Sunday ^1. Between eight and nine i *b^am. 
preaching in ^ the Barrack-fquare, to fuch a c^ngre* 
gation, as I never faw in Dublin before. And every 
one was as quiet^ as if we had been iti the New* 
Square at Briftol. What a change, fince Mr. White* 
field, a fdw years ago, attempted to preach near this 
place ! 

Monday 22. I rode to Donard, a little town in 
the county of Wicklow. Here I met with more 
noife and ilupid, fenfelefs impudence, than I have 
found fince I left England. But the chief man of 
the town, having handled one of the difiurbers 
roughly, and another of them being knocked down, 
not by a Methodift ; I concluded my difcourfe with- 
out any farther hindrance. 

July 23. I began, as ufual, at five. About the 
middle of the fermon, the rain, which was exceed, 
ingly wanted, began, and drove us into bur friend's 
tioufe ; where I found his daughters, five Mers, all 
rejoicing in God their Saviour. Hence, I rode to 
Baltinglafs. But I had fcarce fpoken five minutes, 
when the rain drove us into the houfe here alfo. I had 
defigned to preach at Carlow in the evening: But the 

difficulty 
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diffioiilty was, where to find a pUce ? Our houfe was 
too fmali : and there was little profpe^ of proach^ 
ing quietly ia the ilreet. While we were confidering, 
one of the chief perfons in the town, fent todefire I 
would preach in her Court-yard. This I did, to a 
multitude of pepple, rich ai|d poor. And there was 
no diflurbance at all. Nor did I obferre, that any 
went away, tho' we had a Iharp ihower, almoft as 
foon as I began. 

Weibiefday 24. I rode, in the hotteft day I hare 
felt this y^ar, to Dublin. Thurfday and Friday 
morning, I fpent in a Conference with our Preachers : 
in the afternoons, I fpoke to the members of the So- 
ciety. I left four hundred and forty, and find abo?e 
fire hundred; more than ever they were, fince my 
fir£ landing in the kingdom. Apd they are not in- 
creafcd in number only ; but many of them are re- 
joicing in' the pure love of God. And many more 
refttle to be cpmf<>rtcd, till they can witpefs the fame 
confi^fiion. 

' ^nday S9* I preached in the Barrack-Square, 
both moining a^d afternoon. The morning congre* 
gation YfH$ fv ' larger than laft week : ^ut this was 
doubted in the afternoon. At both times my heart 
ijras mnoh inlarged towards them? and my voice fo 
ftrengtheiied^ ^at I fnppofe, fevefal thoufands more^ 
n%ht h^ve diftin^lly heard ev^ry feiU»noe. 

Monday ^9. I vvas defired by fome friends id take 
a ride to 4he Durgie, tm or twelve m^s from Dublin : 
one of the greateft Batural curiofities, they faid, 
which the kingdom aibrded. It £ur esceeded my es- 
pe^tion. Yott have a high and fteep mountain^ 
covered with fiateiy wood, up the fide c^ which a 
path is cut, and feats placed at fmall di^ances. A 
deep vaje, tturo' which a clear rirer mitta, lies between 
this, apd another high ^lountain, ' whofe $des are 
clothed with tsU tre?S| rjowab^ve roW) from the river 
to the very top. ties^ the fmamit of ihe firft mbnn. 
tain,^yoa' have an opening pn the one h^j^d, whick 
commands the fruitful counties of KU^a^, Dublin 
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and Lowth, as far in a clear funihlny day, as the 
huge mountains of Newry : on the other hand, is a 
fine landfcape of meadows and fields, tiiart terminates 
in a f9a-profpe6t. Adding this to the reft, it exceeds 
any thing which I have feen in Great Britain. And 

I yet the et/e is not faii^Jied with feeing! It never can, 

* till we fee God. 

Wednefday 31. At the earncft defirc of a friend, 
I fuffered Mr. Hunter, to take my pidiure. I fat 
only once, from about ten o'clock, to half an hour 
after one. And in that time he began and ended the 
face ; and with a moil ilriking likenefs. 

Friday, Auguft 2. One informed me, that the 
Captain, with whom I had afifrccd for my paffage, 
' was gone without me, but had taken my horfe. I 
was content, believing all was for the beft. But we 
foon heard, he was only fallen down a few miles. So 
we took a boat and followed him; and about ten, 
we went on board the Felicity, bound for White- 
haven. In about an hour we fet fail. Soon after the 
wind turned, and was againft us moft part of Saturday 
and Sunday. On Sunday I preached to our little con- 
gregation, thirteen in all, on, ^^ The ' kingdom of 
heaven is at hand : repent ye, and believe the gofpel." 
In a ihort time, the wind fprung up fair, but with 
intervals of calm. So that we did not reach White, 
liiven Key, 'till Tuefday 6, between twelve and one 
in the morning. After fleeping two or three hours, I 
haftened'away, and in the afternoon, came to Carlifle.- 
Some friends waited for me here. We purpofed fet-- 
ting out early in the morning : but one of our com- 
pany being taken ill, we waited • fome hours, fo ^at 
we di^ not reach Newcaftle, till about' one on Thurf- 
day morning. , 

I fcarce ever faw the people here fo much alive to 

God ; particularly, thofe who believed they are ftived 

from fin. I was ready to fay, A is good for me to be 

I here; but I muft not build Tabernacles. I am to be a 

! wanderer on earth, and defire no restj till my ffMrit 

. returns to God. 

Sunday 
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Sundajr 11, I preached aiiout f«Teii at the FeH, 
ifif our houefi^ livelj ColUers : and aJbout two in the 
afternoon, ia the Square at Hartleyy eleven mil^s 
"fioxa Newcafile. . Tkcace J haftened back to the Gartb- 
heads^ where was the Largeil congregatloni which has 
heeo there /or many years.. Afterwards feveral 
hundreds of us met at die rocnn^ and fokomly re» 
iiAwed onr eonvenaut with Qod. About eight I wa» 
fo tirod, I could hardly fiaud : but after fpeaking 
another hour, aJl my wearineff was gone, and I was 
as lively and flrong as at eight in the mornmg. 

Monday 13* I went to Sunderland. Here like- 
wife is a people ready ju^-epaf ed for the Lord. Tuef* 
day 13, I pArpofed to preach abroad at Durham ; 
hnt the rain hindered. As many as could hear, be* 
hsk»ed veil ; and many Mt that God was there. At 
Yarm^ in the evening, tMic would have thought, the 
whole congregation loved or feared God: fo much 
thought a|)peared in all their faces : fo much decency 
in their behaviour., 

WednefHay 14. I preached in the evening at Leeds, 
and the next morning rode to Huddersfield. Mr» 
.Venn,, having given notice on Sunday of my .preach* 
i^gj we had a uumeroas congrc^tion. We . had a 
waarm ride from hence to Manchefter. But as my 
•day, fo was my fkrength. 

< Friday 16. I rode over to Qieiier, and preached 
4o as -many as the new houfe would well contain* 
•We had likewife, a nranM'ous congregation on Satur. 
day morning as well as evening. How the grace ik 
Ood ccMtcuTS with his providence i A new houfe not 
^nly itrings a new congregation, but likewife, what 
we have obferved again and again, a new blefBng 
from God. And no wonder, if every laboiMr of ioife 
dnds even a prefent reward. 

Sunday 18. The houfe contained the morning cotti. 
gregation. But in the evening n&ltitudes were con- 
iirained to go away. So does truth win its way againfi 
all oppottion, if it be fteadily declared with meeknefs 
of wifdom* 

fi 8 Monday 
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Monday 19. I preached in Northwich at ten, and 
at Manchcfter in the evening. Our Conference began 
on Tuefday 20, and ended on Friday the 23. Sun- 
day 25, having been all the week greatly ftraitened 
for room, I preached at feVen in the New Square ; 
the c5ngregation was exceeding large ; y^t generally 
and deeply attentive. About one I preached at 
* Stockport, on a Greenj at the South end of the 
town. It was fultry hot ; but few regarded it % for 
God fint a gracious rain upon his inheritance. 

At fix |n the evening I preached at Macclesfield, and 
fetting out early in the morning, by long fiages came 
to Birmingham^ where a large congregation waited 
for me. I began immediately to apply thofe comfort- 
able words, " Open thy mouth wide, and I will fill 
it.'' I foon forgot my wearinefs, and the heat of the 
place. God was there, and it was enough. On 
Tuefday 27, I rode on to Stroud, and the next 
morning to Briilol. After refting three or four days, 
on Monday, September 2, I fet out for Cornwalf^ 
and preached that evening at Middlefey. Tuefday 3, 
I rode to Tiverton, and in the evening preached near 
the Eafl; end of the town, to a large and quiet au- 
dience. Wednefday 4, I rode on to North Taunton ; 
a village wherct feveral of our Preachers had preached 
occafionally. About &x I went to the door of our 
Inn: but I had hardly ended the Pfalm, when a 
Clergy 9ian came, with two or three, (by the conr^ 
tefy of England,) called gentlemen. . After I had 
named my text^ I faid, '' There may be fome truths, 
which concern fome men only. But this concerns aU 
mankind." The Minifter cried out, "That is falfe 
do6trine, that is Predeflination." Then the roar 
began, to fecond which they had brought a huntfman 
. with his hounds. But the dogs were wifer than the 
men: for they could not bring them to make any 
noife at all. One of the gentlemen fupplied their 
place. He afiured ua he was fuch, or none would 
have fufpedled it. For his language was as bafe, foul^ 
and porterly, as ever was heard at Billingfgate. Dog^ 
rajcilj P^ppy^ Aiid ^^ like terms, adorned almofi 

every 
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every fentenee. Finding there was no probability of 4 
quiet hearing, I left him the field, and withdrew to 
my lodging. 

Thurfday 5. We had a pleafant ride to Millhoufey 
where I preached at five to a deeply fcrious congre* 
gation. The next day at noon, I preached in a field 
licar Camelford, it being the Fair-day*, on, " Come 
and buy wine and milk, without money and without 
price." I preached within at Port Ifaac, bccaufe of 
the rain : but many were conftrained to fiand without. 
It was a glorious opportunity ; God ihowering down 
bis bleffing on many fouls. 

Saturday 7. I rode to St. Cuthbert, (that is the 
true fpelling,) and found Mr. Hoikins weak in body, 
bat happy in God. He was juft able to ride to the 
Church-town, in the erening, where a fcrious con- 
gregation foon a£Pembled. Sunday 8, about eight t 
preached at St. Agnes : at one, in the main ftrcct at 
Redruth. But a ftill larger congregation was at 
Owenap, in the evening, equal to any I have feen in 
i)loorfieids. Yet, I think, they all heard, while I 
inforced, '' Why wUl ye die, O houfe of Ifrael ? " 

After preaching I returned to Redruth: whiere 
hearing an exceeding firange 'ilory, I fent for the 
perfon herfelf, Grace Paddy, a well-bred, feaifible^ 
young woman. I can fpeak of her now without re« 
firaint, asihe is fafc in Abraham* s hoiom. She faid, 
^^I was harmlefs, as I thought, but quite cardefs 
about religion,"' till about Chriftmas, when my 
brother was laying, ^' Grod has given to me all I want : 
I am as happy as I can linie." This was about ten in 
the morn^g. The words went like an arrow to my 
heart. I went into my chamber and thought, . ^ Why 
am not I f o ? O, I cannot be, beqaufe I am not 
convinced of. to.' I cried out vehemently, ^Lord^ > 
lay as much conviction upon me as my body can \ 
bear.' Immediately I faw myfeif in fuch a light^ 
that I roared for the dlfqutetnefs of my heart. . The 
maid running up, I laid, ^Call my brother.' He 
came i rejoiced over me ; faid, ^ Chrifi: is juft ready 

to 
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to receive ywx i Only believe 1 ' and went to prayer* 
In a ihort time all my trouble was gone, and I didL 
believe all my fins were blotted out. But in the 
evening, I was thoroughly convinoed of the want of 
a deeper change. I felt the remaias of fin in my 
kearty which I longed to have taken away. I longed 
to be foved from all fin, to be deanjed from all urim 
righteoufiiefa. And at the time Mr. Rankin was « 
preaching, t^ defire increased exceedingly. After* 
wmrds he met the Society. During his lail prayer I 
was quite overwhelmed with the power of God. I 
felt an inexprefiible change, in the very depth of my 
heart. And from that hour I have felt no anger, n» 
pride, no wrong temper of any kind : nothing con- 
trary to the pure love of God, which I feel con. 
tinually. I defire nothing but Chrifi: and I have 
ChriJft always reigning in my heart. I want nothing : 
ke is my fumcient portion, in time and in eternity." 

Such an infiance I never knew before : fudi an in^ 
ftance I never read of : a pcrfon convinced of fin, xoiw 
jrerted to God, and renewed in love, within twelve 
hours ! Yet it is by b« means incredible ; feeing one 
day 1^ with God as a thoufand years.. 

Meaday ^. The room would by no means 4umtain 
^e eongregatfon, at -five in the morning. IIow is the 
jlovim chaqgod I Siome years fince a Methodiit Preacher 
could not falely ride thro' it. Now high and low^ 
lew excepted^ fay, '' Blcfied is he that cometh in xthe 
aome of the Lord ! " 

About one I preached at Portkellis: at fii,. in 
Cpowman* i admired the depth of "graceinlhege^ 
morality of titts pea|^: fo fimf^, fo hiunble, rfo 
teachable, fo ferioas, fa utterly dead to the world*! 

Ttrefday IQ. They filled the houfe at five, i 
frreached in Breag, at twelve, under a lovely fiiade 
^f trees. About -fix, I began at St. John's, Hear 
Uelftoti, once as furious a' town as Redruth. Now 
almofi; all the gentry of the town were ^refeul, and 
heard with the de^pei attenlUxi. 

I Wednefday 
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Wednefday 11. Pereeiving my voic6 begin to fail, 
I refolred to preach, for awhile, but twice a day. In 
the evening I preached in a little ground at Newlin, 
to a nomerons congregation. None behared amifs 
but a young gentleman, who feemed to underftand 
nothing of the matter. 

Thurfday 12. Coming to St. Juft, I learned that 
John Bentiets, had died fome hours before. He was 
a wife and a good man, who had been above twenty 
years a father to that Society. A little before his 
death, he examined each of his children, concerning 
their abiding in the faith* Being fatisfied of this, he 
told them, " Now I have no doubt but we fliall meet 
again, at the right hand of our Lord." He then 
cheerfully committed his foul to him, and fell aileep. 

On the numerous congregation in the evening, I 
inforced thofe folemn words, "There is no work, 
nor device, nor knowledge, nor wifdom, in the grave, 
whither thou goeil." 

Friday 13. I rode to St. Ives, and in the evening 
preached on the fea-lliore. But tho' there was little 
wind, yet the noife of the waves prevented • many 
from hearing. Saturday 14, about noon I preached 
at the Hale, a fmall arm of the fea, which runs up 
into the land, two or three miles from St. Ives, and 
makes a tolerable harbour. In the evening wc pro- 
cured a more convenient place at St. Ives, a meadow 
on the iidc of the hill, where the people ^ood before 
me, row abore row, to a confiderable diftance. Qn 
Sunday 15, we had nearly the fame congregation at 
feven in the morning : to whom I explained, '' Truly 
our fellowihip is with the Father, and with the Son 
Jefus Chrift," At one I preached in Lelant, three 
miles from St. Ives : and at five in the fame meadow, 
to a larger congregation than before. Indeed the 
whole town feems moved : the truths we preach being- 
fb confirmed by the lives of the people. 

Monday 16. We had our Quarterly meeting at 
Hedruth : and it appeared, by the accounts from ail 
partSy that the iiame, which was kindled the lafl year^ 
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tho^ abated^ is not extinguiihed* At &x, I began on 
the Market.hottfe Heps, as ufttal, to a very niuncpous 
congregation. But I bad not finiJObcd the hymn, when 
Mr. C. came, and read the a^ againft riots. I £a.id. 
*^ Mr. C. I did not expei^i this from i/ou : I real! j 
^thought yoa had more underfianding." He anfwered 
not, but &ood like one a&onifhed, neither moving 
hand nor foot. However, I removed two or three 
hundred yards, and quietly finiflied my diCcourfe. 

Tuefday 17. I rode to Medras, near St. Awflle, 
where we had the Quarterly meeting, for the Eaftera 
Circuit. Here, likewife, we ha4 an agreeable account 
of a flill increafing work of God. This Society, has 
eighty .fix members, and all rejoicing in the love of 
GoiL Fifty-five or iifty.fix of thefe, believe he has 
faved them from all fin. And their life no way con- 
tradi6is their profefiion. But how many will endure 
to the end ? 

Wednefday 18. I fet out for Plymouth-DDck. In 
the way we called on one of our friftuds near Lificard, 
and found his wife, once ilrong in faith^ in the very 
depth of defpair. I could not but admire the Provi- 
dence of God, which fent us fo feafonably thither. 
We cried llrongly to God in her behalf, and left her 
not a little comforted. 

The Society at the Dock, had been for fome time 
In a miferable condition* Difputes had run fo high, 
concerning a wortfaleis man, that CYnry, one's fword, 
was fet, as it were, againii his brother. 1 (k^wed 
them how, Satan had defired to have them, that he 
^Shtjift them as wheat : and afterwards told thew, 
there was but one way to take, to pafs an abfolute 
a6t of oblivion: not to mention, on any pretence 
whatever, any thing that had been faid or done on 
either- fide. They fully determined fo to do: if ikey 
keep that refolution, God will return to them. 

Thurfday 19v I rode to Tiverton, and preached, 
to a deeply ferious congregation. Friday 20, I 
preached at noon in Hillfarrance, near fauntDn, 
where I had not been for fifteea years* Satni-day Qi. 

I preached 



i preacflted ai»etit noon ftt Shepton-maliet, and then 
.fi^e&t 041 to Bri^L 

Wednefd^y 25. About ofl« I preached at Paul ton, 
itndier a large, flmdy tree. My OM'n foul, and I tnrfl 
nftany others were refrelhed, while I was defcribing 
^' Our feSowfliip with flie Father and the Son.** 

After Tifiting the other neighbouring places, on 
Saturday SB, at noon I preached at Bath. But I had 
only the poor to hear, there being fervlce at the feme 
time, in Lady H's chapel. So I was juit in ny ele. 
ment. I hare fcarce erer found fuch llb^ty at Bath 
before. 

Monday SO. And the two following days, I ex- 
amined the Society at Brifiol, and was furprifed to 
find fifty members fewer, than I left in it laft Odtober. 
One reafon is, chrifiian perfe6lion has been little in- 
fifljed on. And whereyer this is not done, bfe the 
Preaohers erer fo eloquent, tlifere h little incretfe, 
either in the number or grace of the hearers. 

Saturday, Odlober 5. I fpent fome time with the 
children ,at Kingfwood. They are all in health. They 
behave well. They learn well. But alas! two or 
three ejEcepted, there is no life in them ! 

About this time the oldeft Preacher in our con- 
nexion, Alexander Coats, refted from his labours. A 
little account of his death, one who was in the houfe 
fent me in thefe words. 

- Newcafile. 06lober 7, 1766. 
^^ rhatd an opportunity the lafi evening of feeing 
our dear aged brother Coats. A few days before, he 
was fore tempted by the enemy ; but near the clofe, 
he had perfe6t peace. His faith was clear, and he 
found Chrifl precious, his portion and his eternal all. 
I aiked him a little before he died, if he had 
^* followed cunningly-devifed fables?" He anfwered, 
^^NOf no, no.?' I then a£ked him. Whether he faw 
land? He faid, "Yes, I do." And after waiting 
a few moments at anchor, he put into the quiet 
harbour." 

Wednefday 
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• Wcdnefday 9. I read Mr. Jones's iogenions Eflkj 
on the Principles of Natural Philofophy. He feems 
to haye totally overthrowii the Newtonian Principles. 
But whether he can eftablijQi the Hutchinjoniany is 
another queilion. 

Friday 11. We obfenred as a day of fafting and 
prayer. Sunday 13, we met in the eyeiiing, jointly 
to renew our convenant with God. It was, as ufual, 
a time of remarkable blefling. 

Monday 14. In the evening I preached at Shaftef- 
bury, and on Tucfday, at Wincaunton. . Riding 
homeward we faw the pond, in which a great man, 
a few weeks fince, put an end tf> a wretched life. 
And is death more welcome than life, even to a man 
that wallows in gold and filrer ? 

Sunday 20. I preached a funeral fermon at Kingf. 
wood, over the remains of Sufanna Flook : who, a 
few days before rofe up and faid, ^^lam dying;'' 
and dropped down dead. So little fecurity is there 
in youth or health! "Be ye therefore like wife 
ready ! " 

Monday 21. I went in the coach to Salisbury, 

and on Thurfday 24, I came to London. Monday 

28,. I breakfalled with Mr. Whitcfield, who fecmed 

to be an old man, being fairly worn out in his 

Matter's fervice, tho' he has hardly feen fifty years. 

, And yet it pi cafes God, that I, who am now in my 

; fix ty- third year, find no dif order, no WCaknefs, no 

decay, no difference from what I was at ^Ye and 

• twenty : only that I have fewer teeth, and more 

gray hairs ! 

Thurfday, November 7. A fire broke out, near 
the corner of Leadenhall-Street, which, the wind . 
being exceeding high, foon fcized on both the corners 
of the iireet, and both the corners of Cornbill, and, 
in a few hours deflroycd above threefcore houfes. 
Yet no lives were loft. Even Mr. Rutland, at whof^ 
houfe it began, and his whole family were preferved, 
part efcaping thro' the chamber window, part over j 
the top of the houfe. 

Sunday 
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Snnd%y .M. I. preached on thofe w.or^ in the 
leffoa fpr the day, ^' The (lOrd our rlghteoufneft.'? I 
faid not one thing, Wihiph. I have, not fludi at leaft, 
fifty tunes, within this, tv^v/^onth* l^t it appeared 
to vRmy entir^lji new, who. much, importuned me to 
print my , fermon, fuppc^g. ^^it would, fiop. the. 
mojq.ths.of ail^ ^nfayera^" Ala$ fpr their ilinplicityl 
In fpite of all I can print, or fay, or do, will not 
thofe whofeek occafion of offence, J^ncfoccafion? 

Monday^ D^cembec. % I wenj; tf> Can^bury, I 
had receiv^ moil tr^igic^ a^cQuntB, as. if the Society 
w,ere all fcUlen frfttn, grja^ if eyer they had any. I 
determined to fearch this to the botton^ Xo this end 
I examine thein. one.by one: a^d^as agreeably fur- 
prized, to find them all, (none excepted,), upright 
and blamelefs in their behaTlour, 

Tuef(iay 3. I rode to Pover, and found a little 
coippany more united together, than they have been 
for many years. While fevera^ of them, continued to\ 
rob the king, we feemed to be ploughing up the. fand. \ 
But tace they have cut off the right hand, the word j 
of God finks deep into their hearts. 

Wednefday 4. I preached about noon at Sandwich, 
and in the evening at'Margate. A fenc people here, 
alfo, joined in helping each other, to work out their 
falvation. But the Minifler of the pariih earnctUy 
oppofes them, and thinks he is doing Godfervice! 

Thurfdd.y 5. I rode back ito Feveriham. Here L 
was quickly informed, that the mob and the magif. 
trate^ had, agreed together, to (U-ive Methodifin^ fo 
cabled, out of the town. After preaching, I tolA 
them what we had been conftraincd to do, by% the 
Magifixate atRolvenden; who perhaps, would have 
been richer by fome hundred pounds, had he never: 
meddled with the Methodijis : concluding, "Since we 
have both ,6od ai^ the law on our Me^ if we can 
have peace by fair means, we had much rather, 
we fhould be exceeding giad: but if not, we will, 
have peace,^^ 

XIV.' C SiMni:day 
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SatardajT. I returt^ed to London. We^nefday 
11, I had much conrerfation with Mr.. D-— e, lately a 
Romiih Prieft* What wonder is it, that we hare fo 
many conyertft- to Popery, and to few to Protef- 
aattfm ; when the former are fure to want nothing, 
and the latter s^moA fure to fturre ? 

Thiirfday 1^. I rode- over to Layton-flone, and 
found one trulg Chrijtian fdmily. This w, trhat that 
2Li KingsTcood Jhrnild be; and would^ if it had fuch' 
goyeinours. Friday 19, I examined the children one 

Sr one. Sereral of them did fihd the lore of God-, 
nevenjoys it ftill, and continues to walk humbl;^ and 
clofcly with God. 

Saturday 14. I buried the remains of Henry Per- 
ronnet, who had been a child of forrow from his 
infancy. But from the time he was taken ill, his 
mind was more and more compofed. The day and 
night before his death^ he was praying continually,' 
tilt all fear being taken away, he cheerfuDy gave up 
his fpirit to God. 

Wednefday 18. Riding thro* the Borough, all my 
mare's feet flew up, and fhe fell with my leg under 
hen A gentleman ftepping out, lifted me up, and 
helped me into his ihop. I was exceeding fick, but 
Was presently relieved, by a little hartihorn and 
water. After refting a few minutes, I- took a coach; 
but Mhttk I was coldfound myfelf much worfe, being 
bmifed on my right arm, my breaft, my knee, leg and 
alikle, which f welled exceedingly. However, I went 
on to Shoreham, where by applying treacle twice a 
day, all the forenefs was removed, and I recovered 
fome ilrength, fo as to be able to walk a little on 
plain ground. The word of God does at length bear 
fruit here alfo, and Mr. P. is comforted over all his 
trouble. Saturday ^1. Being not yet able to ride, 
I returned in a chariot to London. 

Sunday 93* I was ill able to go thro' the fervice 
at Weft-Street. But God provided for this a^fo. 
Mr. Greaves, being juft ordained, came iiraight to 
the chapel^ and gave me the affiftance I wanted. 

Thurfday 
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Thursday S6. I Ihould hare be^ glad of a few 
days reft : but it could not be at this bufy feafon. 
However, being electrified morning and eTonlng wj 
lamenefs mexided) tho' but Howly. 

Wednefday, January 1, 1766. A large congre- 
gation met in the Foundry, at four o'clock, and 
nj^ered-in tbe New Year with the Yoice of pralfe and 
thankfgiving. In the evening we met, as ufual, at 
the church in Spitalfiekis, to renew our covenant with 
Ood. This is always a refrejQung feafon^ at which 
fome prifoners are fet at liberty. 

Friday 3. Mr. B. called upon me, now calm and 
in his laght mind. God has reprefied his furious, 
hitter 'Zieal, by means of Mr. Whitefieid.* He mtule 
the breach among the Metbodifts: O that God may 
impower him to hecU it ! 

Sunday 6. In the evening I went to Lewi&am. 
Thurfday 9, I read Biihop Lowth's anfwer to Blfliop 
W. If anything human could be a cure for pridis, 
furely fuch a medicine as this would t 

Monday 13. I went in the machine to Bui^, 'and 
preached to a fmall, ferious congregation. Tuefday 
14, the frozen road being exceeding rough, o^r 
machine broke down before day. However, itwms 
patched up fo as to carry us to Budfdale ; and in the 
evening I preached at Yarmouth. The work of God 
was racreafed here, ^hen . poor B. W. was converted 
to CalvimfiK. Immediately he declared open war^ 
tore the Society in pieces, took ail he could to him* 
felf, wholly quited the church, and raifed fuch^a 
fcandal as wiU not foon be removed. Yet doubtleis^ 
he who turned the young m^i's head, thinks he has 
done Godfervice I 

Thurf day 16. I rode to Norwich, and preached 
at fc^en in a large pkoe called 'the Priory. The 
voom, I fuppofe, waes formerly the chapel; I like it 
^he better on that account. After f pending three 
days here, more agreeably than I had don6 for mai^y

had^^re^t liberty'of 'fpeech both morning knd etening, 
and 'God Yeemed ilrongly to apply hiJB word. Surely 
they will at length learn to bear one anotkers burdens: 
then will the wiidemefs bloffom and bud as u rofe, 

Friday 24, I returned to London. Tuefday 28, 
our brethren met together to confider our temporal 
affaifis. One propofed, that we ihould in the firft 
place, pay off the debt of the Society, 'which was 
five liundred pounds. Towards this, a hundried and 
fcventy Were fubfcrlbed immediately. At *a fecond 
meeting, this, was inlarged to three hundr^ and 
twenty. Surely God will fupply the reft. 

Friday 31. Mr. Whitefield called updn me. He 
breathes nothiitg but peace and love. Bigotry cannot 
ftand before him, but hides its head wherever he 
comes* ^ 

Sunday, February 2. I dined with W. Welfli, the 
father of the late Society for reformation of manners. 
But that excellent- defign is at a full Hop. They have 
indeed convicted the wretch, who by wilful perjury 
carried the caufe againfl them in Wefiminfter.hall. 
But they could never recover the expence of that fuft. 
Lord, h<m long Ihall the ungodly triumph ! 

Wednefday $. One called upon me, who IM 

been- cheated out of a lai^e fortune, and was now 

periihing for want of bread. I had a defire to clothe 

I ^h^mand'i^bd him back to his own country; but ¥fhs 

fhort of money. However, I appointed him to call 

! againin an;hour. He did fo; but before he came, 

• one from whom I expected nothing lefs, put twenty* 

guineas into my hand. So I ordered him to be 

clothed from head to foot, and I fent him ftraight 

*away to Dublin.

»and in the morning, *took the machine for Briiio),

Wednefdi^ 12, I 
Tode over to Kixigfwood, and having told my whoie 
mind to the ma^rs and fcsrvants, fpoke to the chil-

Mbnday 17. I YOde to Stroud, the fun flilning as 
>in may. Se^ciit&dli fuch days in the beginning of 
March, I fuppofe i^w men hare known. But on 
Tuefday the weather -entirely changed : and ^tbe ' 
pfercing North^E^ wind, this and the two foUowing , 
days, was fcarde fupportable. At feten I preaclied 
in the room at Painfwiclc, and about ten came to 
'Cheltenham. Here I was in a flrait: the houfe 
would not hold half the people ; and the wind was 
-'keen* enough. However, I thought this 'the lefs "eTil 
^f <the two, and To preached abroad, where we wierc. 
tolembly^ihieltered. And I did not obferre, that any, 
rich or poor, went away till I concluded. 

I'r^ched ETtiham about five in the'eyening, 'and 
preached about fix with tolerable quiet. But as we 
returned, the' mob, encouraged by the wiretcbed 
Magiftrate, were rude and noify enough. Yet as 
they neither fainted us with 'fiones, nor dkt, mt were 
well contented. 

Wednefday 19. We called att a little Iim, about 
'fixteen miles from Eveiham. But as Duncm Weight 
and I had our '>hoods on, 'the good woman was fpigbt. 
•ed, and did not care to tdke t» in.* So we rode a 
mile or two farther to anotiier houfe, where we caae 
in feafon. After a' little 'talk, 'the woman of <the 
houfe faid, ^'1 fear, it Is not fo well with me as 4t ' 
was once. Before I married, I ufed to kneel down 
in the cow-houfe, to pray to God for all I wanted. 
But now I am incumbered with worldly cares ; and 
yet God has not forgotten me. Laft winter^ whei^

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4;o ^Gud <for 'bim^ and he was wdl/' This -iroman 
knew nothing about the Meihodifls: but God .is nig^ 
to all that call upon him. 

Itt the «TeniQg I ^preached at Birmitigham. To- 
^viucds ^the clofe, the mob vgatiiered ; but they ^wote 
retrained till 1 had concluded. 

Thuviday 20, It was as much as fwe coiiM do, ip 
'tiie >4;old before fun*rife. HoLwerer, we came 
wett to Burton before eley^i, where I preached U> 
•an eSiceeding furious congfegation., In the eyening I 
^preached at Nottingham in the new houfe, thoroi^h]b{r 
-^led #rith ferions ^heare^. Indeed there is ^iieTer<any 
'd^ur>bance here. And there could be none asiy 
ffrheie, if the magiflrates yfete lovers of ipeace, aiid 
^exerted themfelyes in the defence pf it. 

Smiday ^3, I jlxad thoughts of preaching ^in the 
Q^ai^ket-place. ^But the ^'fnow wiiich fell in the night 
^made dt impracticable. In the morning the 'houfe 
44NHitkiilied 'the < congregation : but ^in the eyening maitf 
^iMire «oniirained to ^go away. There feems to be 
now, «"Wh<lt nerer was before,, a general ^call to'tiie 
town. i 

l[MBii3ayfi4, we rode to >Derby, >I neyerrfawthis 
flionfe fair before, 'the people in general ^being 4pr«- 
ifomdly carelefe.

Tuefday 25. At ten, I preached in » their me^

Mhat i vfpofce of '^^ fellowihip with the Father wad

'There'has been much 
idifiinr1»an6e here this winter. But to night all ws

congregation at Macclesfield : and yet hardly a third 
part of thofe I formerly examined, now retain the 
glorious liberty which they then enjoyed. 

March 28. Being Good.Friday,^as foon as we 
came from church, 1 began at Stockport, on, ** We 
preach Chrift crucified, t^ the Jews a ftcrmbling- 
block, and to the Greeks fooliflmefs." At fix in the 
evening 1 pireached at Manchefler, and on Saitu^ay 
and £after.day. In the evening I explained to the 
So defy, the nkture of the yearly fublcription. Oto 
this one fent me the following letter. 

Good Sfir, March 81, 1756. 

^' I thought proper tb fend you a few lines, con- 
cerning what you fpoke of laft night.- HoW go6dit 
was, that you put us all tog^her as dne family ! That 
each might do his utmofl to help all his brethren i 
Had you fpoke of this f 6 oner, and opened your mtnd 
freety as you did y^fterday, where I have given one 
Ihilling, 1 would have given one pound. My heart 
was reijoiced at the good news, fo as my tongue cah« 
not exprefs. I was ready to cry out with Zaccheus, 
*' Lo, the half of my goods I give to the poor." 1 
have fent you two gtiineas, towards carrying on 
the work of the Lord. And may the bleifing of the- 
Lord go with it : for I give it freely : 1 would rather 
it had been two-fcore.'* W. N. 

Tiiefday, April 1. On a clofe examination, out of 
more than fifty perfons, who two or throe years ago 
were filled with the love of God, I did not find above 
a third part who had not fuifered lofs. But almofi; all 
were deeply fenfible of their lofs, and oarnefily groan- 
ing for what they once enjoyed. 

Wednefday 2. We rode thro' heavy rain to 
Chefier. Friday 4, I vifited a poor woman, who has 
been ill eight years, and is not yet weary or faint in 
lier mind. A heavy laden finner defired to receiva- 
the facrament with her^ and found r6ft to her foul ; 

and 
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4ftd from tbat h6ur iB^f€ft€ed eyeiy day in the knoir- 
ledge and love of God. 

Monday 7. I preached at Warrington about noon 
to a large congregation, rich, ami poor, learned and 
unlearned. I never fpoke more plain: nor have I 
erer feen a congregation liilen with more attention. 
Thence I rode to Liverpool, and thoroughly regu- 
lated the Society, which had great need of it. Wed- 
nefday 9. I took much pains with a fenfible woman, 
who had , taken feveral imprudent ileps. But it was 
laJbour loS: neither argument, nor perfuaiion made 
the'leafl iinpreffion. O what power lefs than Almighty 
can convince a thorough-paced Enthufiafl ! 

Thurfdaj 10. I looked aver the wonderful Deed, 
which was lately made here : on which I obferved, 
1. It takes up three large Ikins of parchment, and fo 
could not coft lefs than £x guineas : whereas our own 
Deed, tranfcribed by a friend, would not have coft 
fix ihillings. 2. It is verbofe beyond all fenfe and 
reafon, and withal fo ambiguoully worded, that oiie 
parage only might find matter for a fuit of ten or 
twelve years in Chancery. 3. It every where calls 
the houfe a meeting'houfe^ a name which I particu- 
larly object to. 4. It leaves no power either to the 
affiftant or me, fo much as to place or difplace a 
fleward. 5. Neither I, nor all the Conference have 
power to fend the fame Preacher two years together. 
To crown all. 6. If a Preacher is not appointed at 
-the Conference, the truftees and the congregation are 
to choofe one by moft votes I And can any one 
wonder I diilike this Deed, which tears the Methodiil 
difcipline up by the roots ? 

i$ it not ttrange, that any, who have the leaft regard' 
either for me or our difcipline, ihould fcruplc to alter 
this uncouth Deed ! 

Friday 11. I preached near Wigan to a large 
number oif ferious, well-behaved people, mixt with a 
few as ftupidly infoient creatures, as I ever faw. Find- 
ing them proof both againfi reafon and perfuafion, at . 
leagth I rebuked them fliarply. This they under- 
iiooq, and quickly retired. So I concluded in peace. 

Saturday 



Aprils 176^* M' 

Saturday 19. I was deired to preach at Brinfly, 
three or four miles from "Wlgan, The fun fhone hot, 
bat I had fomo ihelter : and the artlefs people drank 
in every word. About fix I' began in the ftreet at. 
Bolton. The wind was then high and cold enough. 
But I ft>on forgot it, and fo did moft of the people, 
b^og ahnofl as thirfty as thofe at Brinfly. When I 
began on Sunday in the afternoon, tilie wind was ex*, 
ceeding iharp; but it fell in a few moments^ and wc 
had a mild, agreeable fummer-eycning. 

Monday 14. I preached at Middleton, fix miles 
from Manchefter. A fiiarp fiiower of hail began in 
tilie middle of the fermon ; but fcarce any went away. 
Tuefday 15, We rode to Chupel in the Frith, We 
had a rough falutation in ricUng thro' the town : at 
the end of which a multitude of people gathered to* 
gether, in a conTcnient meadow. I preached on, 
** By grace ye are fared thro' faith." God fpoke in 
his word. It was an acceptable time, and few went 
empty away. 

In riding over the dreary mountains of the High- 
Peak, we met with fercral fiorms. But we were no 
worfe when we came to Rotherham, where I preach* 
ed in the eyening. The fpirit of the congregation 
was able to enliven the dulleft preacher. Indeed it 
was good to be there, Wednefday 16. About two in 
the aftempoB, I had anoth(»r kind of congregation, at 
Doncafter, wild and fiiupid enough. Yet all were 
tolerably civil, many attentive and fome affected. 
Thrice we haftened to Epwortb. Here I took know* 
ledge of the fame fpirit as at Rotherham. What a 
bleffing is it, to be with thofe who are alive to God ! 
But how few duly value this bleffing ? 

Friday 18. I fet out for the eafiern p%rt of Lin- 
colnfiiire, and. after preaching at Awkboro' and Bar- 
row in the way, came the next day to our old friends 
at Grimfby. It put me in mind of Purrylburg in 
in Georgia. It was one of the largell towna in the 
county. It is now no bigger than a.middIiQg village, 
containing a fmall number of half-fiarved inhabitants, 

without 
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i^Uhoutaay trade, either foreign or doroefiic. But 
tbis they have ; they loye the gofpel, hardly Ax fami- 
lies excepted. ' And a large proportion of them haye 
found, ^^ it is the power of God unto fajyationy' 

• Monday SI. Between nine and- ten I began 
{^reaching in ^t^ open place at Lowth. The mob 
here ufed to be exceeding boifterous ; but none now 
opened his mouth. How eaiily, Avhen it feems him. 
good, does God ^.^flill the madnefs of the people!'.' 

Hence we rode to Truftthorp in the Marih, where 
a multitude of plain, fimple hearted people a^embled. 
When I met the Society after preaching, abundance 
of them crowded in: many of whom, while we were 
wreftling with God in prayer, cj'ied out with a loud 
and Intter cry. But it was not long before fome of 
them cejoiced, with joy unfpeakable. 

Tuefday 22, I preached to a congregation of a 
very different kind at Horncaiile. John Hill has 
done more niifehief here than a man of far greater 
talents can do good. By that unhappy diyifion of 
the Society, he has opened the mouths of all the 
gainfayers; and to complete the fcandal, he and fix 
and twenty more have been dipped! ^^ Unftable as 
water, tl^u ihali not excell ! '' 

Wednefday 23, I preached at five, in Torrington 
«t nine, and about two at Scotter, where the poor 
people now enjoy great quietnefs, by means of Sir 
N. H. About fix I preached at Ferry. I do not 
ehoofe to preach above twice or thrice in a day. Bu( 
when I am called to do more, it is all one. I find 
ftrength according to my need. 

Thurfday 24. I rode to Epworth, and the next 
day thro' heavy rain, to Swainfleet. I fuppofed, as 
the rain kept many from coming, the preaching. 
houfe would contain the congregation ; but it would 
not. However, as the door and windows were open, 
I believe moft of them could hear. And the eager- 
nefs with which they heard made me hope, they will 
aot be forgetful hearers. 

1 ^ ' Sunday 
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Sunday 27, I rode over to Mifterton, and Tifited 
a young woman who a year or two fince, waa ftruck 
fndft with deep melancholy, and foon after with utter 
diftra^on. We were quickly conrinced whence her 
diforder came. Let Pfayficians do all they will or 
can; yet it will be found in the e&d, that, ^^thii 
kind goeth not out but by prayer and fidfting.^' 

After preaching I haftened away to Haxey, and 
came thither before the ctiurchv began. The Curate 
preached a very harmlefs fermon againft the Metho^ 
difts. Between one and two I preached at Weftwood«> 
fide, on *^ Behold, now is the day of falyation ! ** 
And it feemed as if all had ears to hear. About four 
I began in the Market-place at £p worth, on, "'' He 
beheld tire city, and wept over it.'' And fuch a c|dl 
I think the inhabitants of this town haye fcarce ever 
had before. 

Monday 28, I preached at Thome. Altho* a 
great part of the congregation, had neyer heard one 
preach under a tree before, yet they behayed ex^ 
tremely well. Before we came to York, I was tho- 
roughly tired. Bat my flrength quickly returned : fo 
that after preaching to a large congregation, and 
meeting the Society, I was freiher than lyhen I began. 

Tuefday 29, I preached at noon in the new houfe 
at Thirlk, aimqft equal to that at Yarm. And why 
not quite^ feeing they had the model before their cye£^ 
and had nothing to do bat to copy after it? Is it not 
am amazing weaknefs, that when they haye the moil 
beautiful pattern before them, all builders will afie^ 
to mend fomething? So theje nefcai qaoi is loft, and 
the fecond building fcarce ever equals the firft. 

I preached at Yarm in the evening;^ and the next at 
Newcaftle. I know not to tihat it is owing, that I 
have felt more wearine£s this fpriug, than I had done 
for many years; unlefs to my fall atChriftmas, which 
perhaps weakened the fprings of my whole machine, 
more than I was fenfible of. , 

Thurfday, May 1, I enjoyed a little reft. I do 
not find the leaft change In this refpe^l. I love qulet- 
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nefe and filence as well as ever : but if I am called 
into noife and tumult, all is well. 

Sunday 4, the rain conflrained me to preach in 
the room, both in the morning and eyeniug. But it 
was fair at two while I preached abroad at the Fell, 
where the room could not contain one half of the 
congregation. 

Tuefday 6, I rode to Sunderland. On Wednef- 
day and Thurfday eyening, I preached in Monk* 
Wearmouth church. Saturday 10, I fpent an agree- 
able hour at a Quaker's, a man of large fubfiance. 
His fpirit put me in mind of Thomas Keene. May 
thy lad end be like his! 

Sunday 11. The weather not permitting me to 
preach abroad, I preached in the room, morning and 
eyening, and about eleyen in Monk- Wearmouth 
church. In the eyening fome hundreds of us, 
folemnly renewed our conyenant with God ; and he 
anfwered many, in the joy of their hearts. Monday 
1% after preaching at South-iliiclds about noon, and 
at North -fliields in the evening, I returned to New- 
cafUe. In the following days I preached at as many 
of the neighbouring places as I could: and on 
Monday 19, fet out Northward, About two I 
preached to the honeft colliers at Placey, and in the 
eyening at Morpeth. Tuefday 20, about noon I 
preached at Fclton. There were many hearers, tho' 
the wind was extremely fharp. And mofl of thepa 
were attentive ; but very few feemed to underfland 
any thing of the matter. I preached at Alnwick in 
the evening. Wednefday 21, we fpent an hour in 
the caflle and the gardens, which the Duke is enlarg. 
ing' and improving daily, and turning into a little 
paradife. What pity, that he mull leave all thefe, 
and die like a common man ! 

Thurfday 22. At eleven I preached in the flreet 
at Belford, fifteen miles beyond Alnwick. The 
hearers were ferioully attentive, and a few feemed to 
underHand what was fpoken. Between fix and feven 
I preached in the town-hall at Berwick. I had 

uncommon 
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uiicommon liberty in fpeaking, and a folemn awe fat 
on the faces of all the hearers. Is God again Tilting 
tiiis poor, barren place! 

Friday 23. When I came to Old-Camus I found 
notice had beeVi given of my preaching, about a mile 
ofi*. So I took horfe without delay, and rode to 
Copperfmith, where the congregation was waiting. 
I fpoke as plain as I poffibly could. But very few 
appeared to be at all aflfefted. It feems to be with 
them, as with moft in the North; they ArnozD every 
thing, mid feel nothing. 

I had deiigned to preach .abroad at Dunbar, in the 
evening. But the rain drove us into the houfe. It 
was for good. I now had a full firoke at their hearts ; 
and I think iome felt themfelves fmners. 

Saturday 24. In the afternoon, notice having 
been given a week before, I went to the room at 
Prefton-pans. And I had it all to myfelf ; neither 
man, woman nor child ofijered to look me in the face. 
So I ordered a chair to be placed in the ftreet: then 
forty or fifty crept together. But they were mere 
fiocks and flones ; no more concerned, than if I had 
talked Greek, In the evening I preached in' the 
New-Room at Edinburgh, a large and commodious 
building. 

Monday 26, I fpent fome hours at the meeting of 
the National Affembly, I am very far from being of 
Mr. Whitefield's mind, who greatly commends the 
folemni ty of this meeting. I have feen few lefs 
folemn : I was extremely jfhocked at the behaviour of 
many of the members. Had any Preacher behaved 
fo at our Conference, he would have had no more 
place among us. 

Wednefday 28, I preached at Leith, and fpoke 
exceeding plain. A few received the truth in the 
love thereof. 

Sunday, June 1, many of the Minivers were 

prefent at feven, with a large and ferious congrega* 

tlon. In the afternoon I heard a thuiidering fermon 

in the New Kirk, occafioned by Mr. Jardin, a 

' ' ' D 2 Minifter's 
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Minifter's dropping down dead in the aflembly a day 
or two before. 1 preached in the evening, on, "The 
fpirit and the bride fay, Come ! " A few, I trufi, 
clofed with the inyitation. 

Monday 2, I came to Dundee wet enough. But 
it cleared up in the evening; fo that I preached 
abroad, to a large congregation ; many of whom at* 
tended in the morning. Tuefday 3, the congregation 
was fiill larger in the evening : but on Wcdnefday the 
rain kept us in the houfe. Thurfday 5, it being fair, 
we had a more numerous congregation than ever : to 
whom, after preaching, I took occafion to repeat 
moil of the plaufibie obje6tions which had been made 
to us in Scotland. I then ihewed our reafons for the 
things which had been objected to us : and all feemed 
to be thoroughly fatisfied. 

The fum of what I fpoke was this : 

I love plain dealing. Do not you ? I will ufe it 
now. Bear with me. 

I hang out no falfe colours, but fhevf you all I am, 
all I intend, all I do. 

I am a member of the church of £ng]aQd : but I 
love good men of every churCh. 

My ground is, the Bible. Yea, I am a Bible- 
bigot. I follow it in all things, both great and fmall. 

Therefore, 1. I always ufe a ^ort, pHvaie prayer^ 
when I attend the public fervice of God. Do not 
i^u? Why do you not? Is not this according t» 
the Bible ? 

% Ijtand whenever I feig the praife of God in 
public. Does not the Bible give you plain precedents 
for this ? ' 

3. J always kneel before the Lord my Maker, 
when I pray in public. 

4. I generally in public ufe the Lord's prayer: 
becailfe Chrift has taught me. When I pray, to fay— 

I advife every Preacher connected with me, whe- 
ther tQ England, or Scotland^i herein to tread in 
my fleps. 

Friday 
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Friday 6, we went on to Aberdeen, about 
feyentj meafured miles. The congregation in the 
evening was larger than the ufual one at Edinburgh. 
And the number o^ thofe who attended in the morn- 
ing, Ihewed they were not all curious hearers. 

Sunday 8. Knowing no reafon why. we ihould 
make God's day the ihorteft of the feven, I defired 
Jofeph Thompfon to preach at five. At eight I 
preached myfelf. In the afternoon I heard a ftrong, 
dofe fermon, at Old Aberdeen : and afterward preach- 
ed in the College-Kirk, to a very genteel, and yet 
ferious congregation. I then opened and inforced, 
"the way of holinefs," at New Aberdeen, on a 
numerous congregation. Monday 9, I kept a Watch* 
night, and explained to abundance of genteel people, 
" One thing is needful : " a great number of whom 
would not go away, till. after the noon of night. 

Tucfday 10, I rode over to Sir Archibald Grant's. 
The church was pretty well filled. And i fpoke ex- 
ceeding plain. Yet the hearers did not appear to be 
any more aife6ted than the ftone walls. 

Wednefday 11, I returned to Aberdeen, where 
many of the people are much alive to God. With 
thefe our labour has not been in vain. And they are 
worth all the pains we have taken in Scotland. 

Friday 13> we reached Brechin, a little before 
twelve. Quickly after, I began preaching in the 
Flefh-market, on the " one thing needful." It being 
the Fair.day, the town was full of Grangers : and 
perhaps fome of them were found of him they fought 
not. I preached in the evening at Dundee, with 
greater liberty than ever before. Saturday 14, it 
rained from the moment wc fet out, till (about one,) 
we came to King-horn. Finding the boat was not to 
move till four o'clock, I purpofed to hii^e a pinnace.. 
But the wind fpringing up fair, I went into the large 
boat. Quickly it fell calm again : fo that we did not 
get over till paft feven.. 

Sunday 15. Our room was very warm Jn.the after- 
noon, thro' the multitude of people : a great numbor 
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of whom were p6opl« of fafluoii, with many Minir-. 
tiers. I fpoke to them, with the utmoft plainnefs : and» 
I belieye not in yain. For we had fuch a congre*- 
gation at five in the morning, as I meyer faw at £din« 
. burgh before. It is fcarce poflible to fpeak too plain 
in England : but it is fcarce poihble to fpeak plain 
^ough in Scotland. And if you do not, jou lofe 
all your labour : you plough upon the fand. 

Monday 16, I took a view of one of the greateft. 
natural curiofities in the kingdoiai what is called. 
ArthniL^s feat, a fmall, roo^ eminence, fix or fetea. 
yards acrofe, on the top of an exceeding high moun^ 
tain, not far from Edinburgh. The profpe^ from, 
the top of the cafile is large : but it is nothing in 
comparifon of this. In the eyening we had another 
Sunday's congregation; who ieemed more affected 
than the day before. Tuefday 17, it rained much; 
yet abundance, of people came: and again, God 
made bare his arm. I can now leaye Edinburgh with 
comfort : for I have fully deliyered my own foul. 

Wednefday 18, I fet out ^or Glaigom In the 
afternoon the rain poured down, fo that we were, 
glarf to take ihelter in a little houfe,. where I foon^, 
began to talk with our hoft's daughter, eighteen or 
nineteen years old. But to my furprife I found her 
as ignorant of the nature of religion as an Hottentot. 
And i^any fuch I haye found in Scotland ; able to 
read, n^y, and repeat the Catechifm: but wholly 
unacquainted with true religion, ye% and all genuine 
morality. This eyening we were in the hou^ : but 
tbe next I preached abroad, to many more than the 
houfe . could contain. On Friday the number wat 
greatly increafed ; but much more on Saturday. I 
tKen enlarged upom ** Communion with God," as the^ 
only real, fcriptural religion. And I belieye many 
felt, that with al> their orthodoxy ^ they had no re^ 
ligion fiilL 

What a difference there is between the Society 
here, and that at Dundee ? There are about ^xty 
members there^ and fcarce more than fix fcriptural 

belierecv*. 
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betierers. Herer sre feteiiiy-feur nMmbert, and Aetr 
itarij amoDg tibeiA lifdy, sealoiiB beltflren ; one of 
whom waft jufiified tliirtj years mg^ aAd aaotto* ^ 
them two and forty. And feteral of tfacm hare been 
for Huuij jeart vejescing ia God their Saviour. 

Sunday t9. At feven I wai^ cfMged to ^reaelfr 
ateoad^ and the word fenk deep'hito the hearers, t 
atooft wondered at myfelf lor fpealiing fo plain^ and^ 
^iBondered how they eould bear it. it is the Lord^g 
doing ! In the afternoon^ Mr. GiMies ytds vnufoalhr 
i^fe and cenvinetng. At fire I preaehed on, *^ O* 
that thou hail known^ at leail; in this ^y day, the 
things that make for thy peace ! ^ I almdA de^aired 
ttf aiding the whole congregation' hear ; bat by their 
behaviour it feemed they did. In the elofe I enlarged 
upon Ih^r prejudiees, and explained mylelf with re«^ 
gaurd to moS of them. Shame, concern, and a 
imxt»e of yanons paffions, were painted on moil! 
faces. And 1 pereeii*ed the S^ots, if yon toueh 
bat the nf^ k«|F, rcceire as lively impreffiont as the 
Engl^, 

Monday 2Sw Wo rode in a mild, cooF day f» 
llMmywhill^ about fyity meafured miles from Gfafgow. 
Here I met with Mr. Knox's hiftory of the church of 
Scotland. And eoald any man wonder if the metn* 
bers of it were more^ fierce, four, and bifter of Ijpihit 
than Ibme of them aret For what apattem have they 
before them! I know it is commonly Aud, ^^The 
work to be done neednt faeh a fpint.'^ Not lb: the 
work of God does not, canAOt need the work ol th^ 
devil to forward, it. And a calm even fpiat joea 
thro' roti^h work fav better thaaa afltrioug one. Ak. ^ 
tho', tibberefore^ God did ufie* at tiic tine oi the reform ; 
nation, four, over.bearing, paffionate men, jtt hm , 
did not afe them hewn/^ ih&f were fueh^ but natwUh'^ \ 
Jkmdirkg they were fadu And there i^ no doubt, ho ! 
would have ufed them wmeh nwrCf had they bean oC ai i 
humbler and milder ffmit. 

TVieldi^ ^%tk Beioto eight we nacked DamMm^, 
and aftmr a^ fltort. bait vie- pnibad oa^ in hopes ot

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reaching Solway.frith, before the fea was come in* 
Deiigning to call at an Inn by the Frith-fide, we en* 
quired the way, and were -diredled to leave the main 
road, and go flraight to the houfe, which we faw 
before us. In ten minutes Duncan Wright was em- 
bogged. However, the horfe plunged on, and got 
thro'. I was inclined to turn back. But Duncan, 
telling me I needed only go a little to the left, I did . 
fo, and funk at once to my horfe's ihoulders. He 
fprung up twice, and twice funk~ again, each time 
deeper than before. At the third plunge he threw me 
on one fide, and we both made ihift to fcramble out. 
I was covered with fine, foft mud, from my feet to 
the crown of my head: yet^ blefifed be God, not 
hurt at all. But we could not crofs, till between 
feren and eight o'clock. A honefi; man crofiied with 
us, who went two miles out of his way, to guide us 
pver the fands to Skilborneze: where we found a 
little, clean houfe, and pafled a comfortable night. 

Wcdnefday 25, we rode on to Whitehaven. 
Here I fpent the reft of the week. Sunday 29, I ap*. 
pointed tiie children to meet me ; and defired Mr. 
Xtlay to meet them for the time to come. At one, 
Robert Williams preached in the Market-place, to 
fome thoufands of people, all quiet and attentive. 
About five I preached near the town to a willing, 
multitude, many of whom feemed -to be cut to the • 
heart! 

' Monday 30, about two we reached Penrith. Twa« 
of our friends guided us thence to Appleby, a county, 
town worthy of Ireland, containing at leaft, five and' 
twenty houfes. I was defired to preach here; but 
being very wet, I «hofe taride on to Arthur Johnfon'& 
near Brough. 

• I would willingly have preached, (tho' we had- 
rode upwards of feventy miles,) but it was a lone 
houfe, and there was not time to gather a congre* 
gation. Tuefday, July 1, the neighbours foon came* 
t<^ether, to whom I preached at feven, and then 
rede on to Baraard-cafile, and met the ftewards of . 

the 



the Societies, greatly increafed fince I was here be- 
fore. At iix I preached in an open fpace, adjoining 
fo the preaching.houfe. As the militia were in the 
town, the far greater part of them attended, with • ' 
large congregation from town and country. It rained 
moii of the time I was fpeaking : but I believe hardly 
fix perfons went away. At the lore^feail which fol-< 
lowed, feveral fpoke their experience, with all fim- 
plicity. One poor mourner was fet at liberty, and 
many greatly comforted. 

Wednefday % About noon I preached in Teef** 
dale, and at Weardale at fix in the evening* Here a 
poor woman was brought to us, who had been dif« 
ordered feveral years, and was now raving-mad. She 
curfcd and blafphemed in a terrible manner, and 
could not ftand or fit ftill for a moment.- However, 
her huiband condrained her to come to the place 
where I was going to preach. And he held her thertf 
by main Hrength, altho' ihe Ihrieked in the moft 
dreadful manner. But in a quarter of an hour, ihe 
left off fhHeking, and fat motionlefs and filent, till 
ihe began crying to God, which ihe continued to do, 
almofl without intermiffion, till we left her. 

Thurfday 3. We rode thro' a pleafant vale to 
Woolfingham, where I began finging near the middle 
of the town. A few foon gathered together, and 
their number increafed all the time I was preaching. 
Only one young man behaved amifs, Uriving to divert 
them 'that were near him. But they would not be 
diverted : fo that after a while he grew ferious too. 

In the evening we came once more to Newcad^le» 
On Saturday I rode to Sunderland : and at eight the 
next morning preached at the £a& end of the town, 
to a hugh multitude, the greater part of whom bad 
little thought of God or devil. Thence we returned 
to Gateihead-FelL where was a multitude of another 
kind, ripe for the whole Gofpel. Here therefore, aa 
well as at the Garth-heads about five, I enlarged on 
(hofs folemn words, '^ To-day, if yon will hear hit 
Toke, harden not your hearts.", 

Monday 
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Mbnday 7, I rode to Durham, and preached 
about noon on our Lord's lamentation over Jernfalen). 
In the evening, the rain hindering me from preaching 
in the ilreet, at Hartlepool, I Had a large congre- 
gation in the affembly-room. Many of them were 
prefent again in the morning, and fecmed almojl per' 
funded to be Chrijiians. 

Tuefday 8. While I 'vvas preaching at Stockton, 
a drunken man made fome difturbance. I turned and 
fpoke ftrongly to him. He flood reproved, and 
liftened with much attention. Wednefday 9, we had 
our quarterly meeting at Yarm. The Societies in this 
Circuit increafe : that is, among the poor ; for the 
rich, generally fpeaking, care for none of thefe 
things. 

Thurfday 10. About two in the afternoon I 
preached at Potto, and in the evening, at Ilutton- 
Rudbey. Here is the largeft Society in thefe parts, 
and the moft alive to God. After fpending fome 
time with them all, I met thofe apart, who believe 
they are faved from fin. I was agreeably furprifed, 
I think not above two, out of fixteen or feventeen 
whom I examined, have loft the direct wituefs of that 
falvation, ever fince they experienced it. 

Friday 11. I preached at five on ^' the fpies, who 
brought up an evil report on the good land." I 
breakfafted at — 's and met with a very remarkable 
family. He himfelf, his wife, and three pf his 
daughters, are a pattern to all round about them. 
About nine I preached in the new houfe at Stokefly : 
but if would by no means contain the congregation. 
,1 came to Giiborough a little before twelve, and 
found notice had been given of my preaching there. 
So having no time to lofe, I bv^gan without delay, in 
the ftreet, where I alighted. 1 had a ferious congre- 
gation in a few minutes, and did not at all repent of 
my labour. After riding on to Whitby, and preaching 
at feven, I was no more tired than when, I rofe in iht 
morning. 

Siinday 
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Sunday 13. I preached at fercn in the room ; at 
one in the main.ftreet, on the other fide the water. 
A Tail multitude quickly ran together, and were 
deeply attentive. At five I preached in the netf 
market-place, to a flill larger congregation. A great 
number of them attended at five in the morning, and 
we had a folemn parting. 

About one I preached in the little fquare at Robin, 
hood's Bay, and rode on to Scarborough. We were 
met' near the town by a furious thunder-fhower, but 
it was quickly over. And a fair evening following, 
I preached in the garden, to a tolerably ferious con. 
gregation. ^ 

Tuefday 15. I had much converfation with Mr. 
C. whom fome had again taken true pains to pre. 
judice. I think he is once more fet right, but fear, it 
will not continue long. It rained hard at fix ; but 
was fair at feven. Jufi; as ^I ended my fermon, the 
rain began again. 

Wednefday 16. About ten I reached Middleton, 
near Pickering. The church was pretty well fiUed. 
1 preached on part of the fecond lefl'on, John iv. 
particularly the 24th yerfe. And all the congre. 
gation feemed earnefl to know, how they might wor- 
fliip God, in fpirit and in truth. 

In the evening mofl of the congregation at Malton^ 
were of another kind. But a whole troop of the 
Oxford-blues, who fiood together, and were deeply 
ferious, kept them in awe. So that all behaved 
decently, and many of the foldiers were prefent agala 
in the morning. 

Thurfday 17. In the way to Beverley, I called upon 
Sir Charles Hotham, and fpent a comfortable hour. 
I preached before the time appointed at Hull, by 
which means the room was but moderately filled. It 
was near full at ^^^ in the morning : at noon I be. 
lieve few were unaffected. When we took horfe in 
the afternoon, it was quite calm, and the fun was ex. 
tremely fcorching. But t]ie. wind foon rofe and 
brought on the clouds : fo we had a pleafant ride to 

Beyerley. 
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Bererley. I preached at fix in a hotife as warm as an 
OTcn ; and the people were tolerably attentive. Who 
knows but we m^j^nd again after many days^ the 
bread we are now eqfting upon the watdrs? 

Saturday 19. I took a view of Beverley JVIinller, 

fuch a Pariih-church as has fcarce its fellow in Eng- 

, land. It is a mofl beautiful as well as llately build« 

1 ing, boIJi within and without, and is kept mor« 

nicely clean than any Cathedral^ which I have feen, 

*in the kingdom. But where will it be when the 

'^eardi is burnt up, and the elements melt with 

fervent heat ? " About one I preached at Pockling* 

ton, tho' my flrength' was much exhaufled, and in the / 

evening at York. / 

Sunday 90. After preaching at eight, I went to 
St Saviourgate-chnrch. Towards the clofe of the 
prayer, the Re^or fent tiie Sexton to tell me, ^* The 
IMripit vras at my fervice." I preached on the con- 
clufion of the gofpel for the day, ^ Not every one 
that £udi unto me. Lord, Lord, ihall enter into the 
kmgdom of heaven, but he thatt doth the will of my 
Fa^er which is in heaven." I did not fee oue 
pecfon laugh or fmile, tho' we had a mofi; elegant 
eeagregatien^ 

Wednefday 28, I went on to Tadcafler. Here 
Mv. i-^^m had oace a far larg^ Society tiian ours : but 
i* is now flirunk into nothing : oui>8 mesm time is in- 
crrcpifiiig. In the evening rich and poo;* flocked to. 
getliar, to ^hom I explained. We know that x»e are 
ef God: nainely, by the Jpkit which he hath given us: 
by the witnefs of the Spirit, and by the fruit confirm* 
ijBg tha4; witnefisk 

Thurfday %4» I preached at Pately.bridge. Such 
a congregation, both - for number and ferioufnefs, I 
have not feen finee we left Newcaftle. As it rained, 
I defired the men ,to put on. their hats : but in two or 
three minutes they palled them off again, and feeme<t 
to mind notiiing but how they -might knozo the gracs 
ef our Lord Jefm Chnft. 

Friday 
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Friday ^5, We -rode to Skipton in Craven. I de. 
figned to preach in the Market-place; but the rain 
prerented: fo I flood near Mr. Garforth's honfc, 
'where maay w^re uiider ihelter. Bat many i^cmained 
^tliout, feeming not to think whether it rained or 
not. Will all thefe be bmren and, unfruitful f 

SaiuFday 36, I preached at Adilngham about nine, 
And at Guifeiey in the evening. Sunday 27, As Bale* ' 
den church would not near contain the congregation, 
after the prayers were ended I came out into the 
church-yard, both morning and afternoon. The 
wind was extremeiy high, and blew in my face all 
4Jie time: ytt^ I believe, all the people could hear. 
fifit at 'Bradford Iheve was fo large a multitude, and 
the rain fo damped my voice, that many in the ikirts 
cff tiie congregatton could ndt hear diilin6t|y. They 
haare juft iiujlt a preachiiig-houfe, fifty.four feetr 
iquare, the largeft Octagon we have in England." 
Aitd.it 15 thefirft of the kind where the roof is built 
with common fenfe, rifing only a third of its bj^aadtlr? 
yet it is as firm as any in England : nor dpc^t^at aH ' 
imrt the walls. Why then does any roofi/riie't^her ? 
Only thro' want of ikill, or want of h<teafty,^^^6V' 
builder. V^i? * -if ? 

Tuefday ^9, I preached at Colnc, ^fccMAj^ tL*» 
ibund one wliom I had fent for, feveral years ago. 
8he lives two miles from CoLne, and is of an uAblam. 
able behaviour. Her name is Ann A^r-n. She is 
-now in the twenty-fixth year of her iige. The ac- 
count ihe gave, is as follows : — ^^ I cannot now-remem-'^ 
i>er the particulars, which I told Mr. ^rrimfliaw from 
time to time. But I well remember, that from ihi^ 
iime^I was aj^out /our years old, >fter I was in bed ; 
I ufed to fee feveral perfons walking up aad down 
the room. They all. ufed to come very near the bed, . 
and loo]^ upuon me, but fay nothing. 'Some of them 
looked very fad, and fome looked veiy cheerful. 
Some feemed pleafed, others very angry:. aad the£($ 
frayed me fore. Efpccially a man and a woman of 
our own pariih, who feemed fightiug, ai^ died fooa 
XIV. E after. 
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after. None of them^ fpake to me ' but a lad about 
fixteen, who, a week before, died of the fmall-pox. I 
faid to him, ' You are dead ! How did you get out 
of the 'Other place?' He faid, ' Eafily enough.' I 
faid, ' Nay, I think, if I were there, I ihould not 
gQt out fo eafily.' He looked exceedingly angry, i 
was frighted and began to pray, and he yaniihed away. 
If it were ever fo dark, when any of them appeared, 
there was light all round them. This continued till I 
was fixteen or feventeen. But it frighted me more 
an^ more. And I was troubled, becaufe people 
talked about me : and many told me, I was a witch. 
This made me earneftly cry to God, to take it away 
from me. In a week or two it was all at an end. 
i And I have feen nothing fince." 

In the evening I preached near the Preaching-houfe 

at Paddiham, and ftrongly tnfifted on Communion with 

God, as the only religion that would avail us. At 

the clofe of the fermon came Mr. M. His long, 

white beard, Ihewed that his prefent diforder was of 

fome continuance. In all other refpe6is he was quite 

|fenfible; but he told me, with much concern, " You 

I can have no place in heaven without — a beard ! There- 

\ fore I beg you will let your's grow immediately." 

Wednefday 30, I rode to Rofendale, which, not- 
withflanding X its name, is little elfe than a chain of . 
mountains. The rain in the evening obliged m« to 
preach in the new houfe, near a vilkige called New 
Church. As many as could, crowdea in, and many 
more flood at the door. But many were confirained 
to go away. Thurfday J5l, I preached at Bacup, 
and then rode on to Hepton-ilall. The tall mountain, 
on which it ilands, is quite deep and abrupt, only 
where the roads are made : and the deep vallies that 
fur round it, as well as the fides of the mountains be. 
yond, are well clothed with grafs, corn, and trees. I 
preached with great enlargement of heart, on, '^ Now 
is the day of falvation." The renegade Metkodifts^ 
firft turning Calviniils, then Anabapiiils, made much * 
confuiion here for a feafon. But as they now have 
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taken themfelves away, the poor people are in peace 
again. 

Friday, Auguft 1, I rode to Ewood. The laft 
time I was here, young Mr. Grimfliaw received us in 
the fame hearty manner as his father ufed to do. But 
he too is now gone into eternity ! So in a few years 
the family is extindt ! I preached at one in a meadow 
near the houfe, to a numerous congregation. And 
:we fang with one heart, 

^^ Let ficknefs blaft and death devour, 
, If heaven will recom pence our pains : 
Perilh the grafs and fade the flower, f 

Since firm the Word of God remains." 

In the evening I preached at Halifax. When I 
began, the fun was intenfely hot. But quickly the 
clouds covered him. 

Sunday 3, When the prayers at Haworth were 
ended, 1 preached from a little fcaiFold on the South 
fide of tlie church, on thofe words in the gofpel, '^ O 
that thou hadft known the things that belong unto thy 
peace 1" The communicants alone, (a fight which 
iad not been feen fince Mr, Grimfliaw's death,) filled 
the church. In the afternoon the congregation was 
fuppofed to be the largefl; which had ever been there. 
But ftrength was given me in proportion ; fo that I 
believe all could hean 

Monday 4, At one I preached at Bingley, . but 
with a heavy heart, finding fo many of the Mcthodifls 
here, as well as at Haworth, perverted by the Ana. 
baptifls. I fee clearer and clearer, none will keep 
to usj unlefs they keep to the Church. Whoever 
fcparate from the Church, will feparate from the 
Methodifis. In the afternoon I went to Otley. But 
the town feemed to be run mad. Such noife, hurry, 
drunkennefs, rioting, confufion, I know not when I 
have met with before. It was their feaft-day! A 
feafl; of Bacchus, or Venus, or Belial ? O Ihame to 
a chrifliart country ! However, both the fmall and 
great rabble were fo engaged, that they had no Icifure 
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to molefl us: fb Hblat I preached to a large congre* 
gation under the hill, with perfe^ quietnefs. 

Tuefday 5, I rode to Bradford. Wednefday 6, I 
preached at one in Great Gummerfal ; in the eyening 
at DcTTlbury. The congregation was as large as at 
Bradford, and as attentiye, altho' a few years fince 
the people of Daw-Green were as eminently favage 
and irreligious, as even the Colliers of. Kingfwood. 

Thurfday 7, We had as hot a day as raoft I hare 
known in Georgia. However, about nooa I rode to 
Horbury : but it was impra^eable to preach abroad. 
So we retired into the New Aoufe: but this too wa« 
sis hot as an oven. Some of the people behaved ex* 
ceeding ill at firft : but it was foon over. In a few 
minutes the whole congregation was as ferious and at- 
tentive as that at Daw-Green. 

Friday 8, I rode over to Huddersfield. The 
Church, tho' large, was exceeding hot, thro' the 
^multitude of people: on whom I enforced St. Paul's 
words J " God forbid that I 0)ould glory, fave in the 
crofs of our Lord Jefus Chrill." How we fliould 
have rode back, I knew not: bnt that the wind 
>vhich was in our face as we came, was again in our 
face as we returned. At Birflal we found many of 
our brethren ftom various parts. One of them was 
mentioning a remarkable cafe. David Prince, c^ 
Thorner, near Leeds, had been ftone-blind for many 
years, and was without God in the world, till pad 
four-fcore. At about eighty-one he received remiffion 
of fins^ and from that hour he never lofl a fenfc of 
it. When he was aiked, How he did? His anfwcr 
was, ''Happier and happier.'* In the dghty.fifth 
year of his age, his fpirit returned to God. 

Sunday 10, After Mr. Eaftwood had read prayers^ 
I came out into the Church-yard, and preached 
to four-times as many as the Church could contain^ 
on, "Are not Arbana and Pharpar better than all 
the wateirs of Ifrael?" About one I preached at 
Daw-Green. I judged the congregation clofely 
wedged together, to extend forty yards one way, 
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and about an hundred the other. Now fuppofe five to 
Hand in a yard fquare, they would amount to twenty 
thoufand people. I began preaching at Leeds be- 
tween five and fix, to juft fuch another congregation* 
This was the hardefi day's work. I have had fince I 
left London ; being obliged to fpeak at each place, 
from the beginning to the end, to the utmoll extent 
of my voice. But my flrength was as my day. 

Tuefday 12, Our Conference began, and ended 
on Friday evening. A happier Conference we never 
had, nor a more profitable one. It was both bqgun 
and ended in love, and with a folemn fenfe of the 
prefence of God. 

Sunday 17, After preaching at Leeds, at fey en, I 
rode to Birflal, and heard a found, ufeful fermon, on, 
'' Come unto me, all ye that labour and are heavy 
laden." At one I preached to an immenfe multitude, 
on, ^^Corne, Lord Jefus!" I then fet out for 
Rptherham. But the next day I turned off from the 
road I had defigned to take, and, going on to Lcicefler 
that night, on Wednefday reached London. 

It was at the eaniefi requcft of — , whofe heart 
God has turned again, without any expectation of 
mine, that I came hither fo fuddenly. And if no 
other good refult from it, but our firm union with 
Mr. Whitefield, it is an abundant recompence for my 
labour. My brother and I conferred with him erery 
day: and let the honourable men do what they 
pleafe, we refolved, by the grace of God, to go on, 
hand in hand, thro' honour and diftononr. 

Sunday 24, The Chapel was fufficiently crowded, 
both morning and afternoon. And God was emi. 
nently prefent. In the evening I went to Brentford, 
and faw a remarkable monument of mercy : a man, 
who in the full career of fin, was fo hurt by a fall, 
that there was no hope of his life. But after deep 
repentance, God broke in upon his foul, and gave 
him a better hope. So that he is now little concerned 
about life or death, but praifes God all the day long. 

E 3 M6nday 
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Monday ^5, we fet out early from Bpetttford, and 
reached Bath on Tnefday in the afternoon. 

Many were not a little furprifed in the evening, at 
feeing me in the Countefs of H's. Chapel. The con. 
gregation was^ not only large^ bat ferious : and I fully 
delivered my own foul. So I am in no concern, 
whether I preach there again, or not. I have no 
choice concerning it. 

Wednefday 27, I rode to Briflol, and the next 
day delivered the management of Kingfwood-houfe, 
to ilewards on whom I could depend. So I have caft 
a heavy load off my ihoulders. Bleffed be God for 
able and faithful men, who will do his work, without 
any temporal reward! 

Friday 29, In my way to Cornwall, I preached 
at Shepton-mallct at nine ; in Wincaunton at one. I 
was thoroughly tired before we ckme to Shaftibury : 
However, at fix I preached in the New Houfe, fitted 
within and without, to the no fmaill aftonifhment, it 
feemed, of moil of the hearers. But it was a time of 
<ronfolation, as well as convidtion. I trufl^ many will 
experience both, in this houfe. 

Saturday 30^ We rode to StaHbridge, long the 
feat of war, by a fenfeleDs, infolent mob, encouraged 
by their betters, fo called, to outrage their quiet 
neighbours. For what ? ** Why they were mad : 
they were Methodifits." So to bring them to their 
fenles, the^ would beat their brains out. They 
broke their windows, leaving not one wliole pain of 
glafs, fpoiled their goods, and affaulted their perfons, 
Mith dirt, rotten eggs, and ftones, whenever they ap-. 
peared in the fireet. But no tnagifirate, tho' they 
applied to feveral, would ihew them either mercy or 
j 11^ ice. At length they wrote to me. I ordered a 
lawyer to write to the rioters : he did fo ; hut they 
fet him at naught. We then moved the Court of 
. King's-Bench. By various artifices they got the trial 
put off, frpm one aifizes to another, for eighteen 
months. But it fell fo much the heavier on them- 
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felves, when they Vfere found guilty. And from tkat 
time, finding <^ tkem is iUiw for Methodifts^^ they 
haye fnffered them to be at peace. 

I preached near the ' main flreet, ifithont the leaft 
dsfturbance, to a large and attentire congregatioii. 
Thence we rode on to Axminfter, Imt were thoroughly 
wet before we came thither. The tain obliged me to 
preach within at fix. But at feven on Sunday morn- 
ing, I cried in the Market-phice^ " The kingdom of 
God is at hand : repeat ye^ and beliere the gofpeL" 

In the evening I preached in the ftreet at Aih-burton. 
Many behayed with ^decency : bat die reft, with fuch 
ftapid radenels as I hare not feen for a long time in 
any part of England. 

Monday, September 1, I came to Plymouth. 
Dock, where, after heavy ftorms, there is now a calm. 
The faoufe, notwithftanding the new galleries, was 
extremely crowded in the evening. I fl:rongly ex* 
horted the backiliders to return to God. And, I be- 
lieve, many received the word of exhortation. 

Tuefday % Being invited to preach in the Taber* 
nacle at Plymouth, I began, about two in the after- 
noon. In the evening I was offered the ufe of Mr. 
Whitefield's Room at the Dock : but, large as it is, 
it would not contain the congregation. At the clofe 
of the fermon, a large ftone was thrown in at one of 
the windows, which came jufi; behind hie, and feU at 
-my feet, the befi; place that could have been found. 
So no one was either hurt or frightened, ' not many ^ 
knowing any thing of the matter. 

Wednefday 3, I rode to Medros, where there 
was lafi; year the mofl lively Society in Cornwall. But 
they are d^reafed both in number and in firength ; 
many who were then ftrong in the Lord, being now 
weak and faint. However, we had a deeply ferious 
congregation in' the evening, and a remarkable blefiT- 
ing at the meeting of the Society. 

-Thurfday 4, At noon I preached in Truro. I 
was in hopes, when Mr. Walker died, the ^nmlty in 
thofe vrho were called hU people^ would have died 
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Monday 15, I preached at St. Cuthbert's, and 
the next morning jode on to St. Columb's. Being 
defired to break the ice here, 1 began preaching withw 
out delay, m a gentleman's yard, adjoining to the 
main-ilreet. I chofe this, as neither too public, nor 
too priratc. I fear the greater part of the audience, 
underftood full little of what they heard. However, 
they behaved with fcrioufnefs and good -manners. 

Hence I rode to Port-Ifaac, now one of the live- 
lier places in Cornwall. The weather being un* 
certain, I preached near the houfe. But there was 
no rain while I preached ; except the gracious rain 
which God fent upon his inheritance. 

Here Mr. B. met me. For fear of offending the 
Bifhop, he broke off all commerce with the Methodifis, 
He had no foonec done this, than the Bilhop reward* 
ed him, by turnkig him out of his curacy : which^ 
had he continued to walk in chriflian Umplicity, he 
would probably have had to this^ day. 

Wednefday 17, I twice ftopt a violent bleeding 
from a cut, by applying a brier-leaf. The room at 
Launcefion would not near contain the congregation 
in the evening, to whom I iirongly applied the cafe 
of the impotent man at the pool of Bethefda. Many 
were much affected. But O ! how few, are uilling to 
be made whole! 

Thurfday 18, I rode to Collumpton, preached at 
fix, and then went on to Tiverton. Friday 19, came a 
meffenger from Jo« Magor, dangeroufly ill at Sid* 
mouth, four or five and twenty miles off, to tell me, 
he could not die in peace, till he had feen me. So' 
the next morning, after preaching, I fet out : fpent an 
hour with him, by which he was exceedingly refreshed ; 
and returned to Tiverton time enough to reft a little^ 
before the evening preaching. 

Sunday 21, I preached, morning and evening, in 
the market-houfe, and at one, in an open place at 
Bampton. Monday 22, I preached in the ilreet at 
Culumb.ilock, to almoft all. the inhabitants of the 
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town. A little before -fix In the evening I preached 
at Mr. Jones's d*)or iu Middlefey. Many of the 
hearers did once rw\ w<*il : fooie of whom refolve to 
fet out anew. Tucfday 23, at eleven I preached to a 
large and fcrions coiip^regatlon at Lymihain*Green. 
When I concluded, a Clergyman began to entertain 
the people, with a difpute concerning lay-pr^achers* 
In the inflant began a violent Ihower : fo they left 
iiim to himfelf. But it was fair again in the after- 
noon, and we had a pleafant ride to Briilol. 

Sunday 28, I preached in Princes-llreet at eight, 
in Kingfwood at two^ and at five near the New 
Square. The laft efpecially was an acceptable time : 
|>articnIaTly while I was explaining, " Neither can 
they die any more, but are the children of God, 
-being children of the refurre6lion." 

In the following days, I preached at Pensford, 
Paulton, Coleford, Buckland, Frome, Beckington, 
Frefliford, and Bradford.' Sunday, O^lober 5, At 
^ght I adminiflered fhe facrament at Lady H's, chapel 
ill Bath. At eleven I preached there on thofe words 
in the gofpel for the day, "Thou ihalt love thy 
neighbour as thyfelf." The word was quick and 
powerful, and I truft many, even of the rich and 
^reat, felt themfelves finners before God. 

Several evenings this week I preached at Bi^iflol, on 

the Education of Children. Some anfwered all by that 

poor, lame, miferable Ihift, " O, he has no Children 

of his own." But many of a nobler fpirit, owned 

the truth, and pleaded guilty before God. 

Thurfday 9, I waited on the good old Bifhop of 
Londonderry, and fpent two or three hours in ufeful 
converfation. In the evening I preached again at my 
Lady's chapel, to another numerous congregation. 
Who, knows but a few amongt his gay multitude, may 
Twrk out their f ah at ion with fear and trembling^ 

Friday 10, I took a ride to Cheltenham. It being 
•too" cold to preach abroad, at fix I preached in the 
chapel, and fully declared the whole counfel of God. 
Afterwards 1 examined the little Society, aad found 
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tbe grater part t)f tliem lively belieTers, and quite 
free from bigotry, H'hich is uncommon among Church* 
men, and Aill more among Diffenters. The next day, 
after preaching at five, and at eight in Gloucefler, I 
jiad a pkafant ride to Briftol. 

Sunday 1% I took iay leave of Princes-ftreet for 

this feafon. We had fuch a congregation at Kingf. 

wood at ten, as I have fcarce feen thiere for thefe 

twenty years. Asd at two I was obliged to preadi 

abroad. Sunday 19, I preached once more in the 

fquare: and in the morning, Monday 20, leftBriftoI, 

with .a firm ho|)e, that both here and at Kingfwood, 

things -will now be condu6ted to the glory of God^ 

and the honour of true religion. In the evening I 

preached -a healing fermon ai Bath, «n Col. iii. 9. 

The next day I went on to Salifliury, -and preached 

in as roufittg a manner as I could, ou, '^ One thing is 

needful." Thurfday ^3, I preached at Rumfey : the 

<iext day, at Winchefier, WJkitchureh^ and Bafiog* 

fioke: where many attended at five on Saturday 

m«fmng. In the afternoon I came to London. 

Sunday 36, I preached at Weft^ftreet in l^emorn. 
ing to a crowded audience, and in the evening at the 
Foundery. How pleafing would it be, to play be- 
tween Brifi;ol and London, and preach always to'fuch 
cangregatioBS as thofe! But what account then 
ihould I give of my fiewwdftdp^ when I can be no 
longer Jlex»ardf 

' Mondsty 27, I rode to Wycombe. The room y^WA 
much crowded ; and yet could not contain the con- 
gregatkm. In the morning too they flocked together 
in fuch ^ manner, as had not been feen here before. 
In the evening 1 preached at Witney, (where a little 
eompany fiandfaft together,) and thrice the next day, 
endeavouring to lay Hue uponline^ and precept up0n 
precept, 

. Thurfday SO, at one I preached in Wattleton^ 
and thence rode with fome difficulty, the wind being 
exceeding high, over the mountain to Wycombe, 
the congregation was as befoxe both ibr number 
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aad earneftnefs. So at length we fee the fruit of 
our labour. , 

Friday 31. At my return to Loudon, I found it 
needful to hafien to Layton.flone. But I came too 
late. IVIifs LeijFen died the day before, after an 
illnefs of five days. Som^ Lours before, fhc wtt- 
neffed that good confeffion, 

^^ Nature's laft. agony is o'er. 
And cruel fin fubfifls ^o more.*^ 

A -irhile after Ihe cried out, eameftly, '^ Do not 
you fee Mm? Thefeheis! Glory, glory, glory! I 
ihall be with him for ever, for ever, for ever ! " 

So died Margaret Lewen! A pattern to all young 
women of fortune in England : A real Bible chriftian. 
So ihe rejks from her labours^ and her works do 
foUow her. 

Saturday, November 1. '^ God who hath knit 
together his ele6t in one . conimunion and fellowlhip," 
gave us a folemn feafon at Wefl.ftreet, (as ufual) in 
praifing him for all his faints. On this day in par- 
ticular, I commonly find the truth of thefe words ; 

The church, triumphant in his love, 

Their mighty joys we know : 
They praife the Lamb in hymns above, 

And we in hymns below. 

Monday 3, I rode to Brentford, where all wa« 
quiet, both in the congregation and the Society* 
X^efday 4, I preached at Brentford,. Batterfey, 
Deptford and Welling, and examined the foveral 
Societies. Wednefday ^, I rode by Shoreham to 
Seven-oaks. In the little journies which I have 
lately taken, I have thought much of the huge en- 
comiums, which have been .for many ages bdlpwod 
•on a count ri/-J\fe. How hiave all the learned world 
-cried out, 

O Fortunaii mmium, bona fi Jna norint^ 

Agticolce! 
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£^ But after all, what a flat contradidlioii is. this to 
imiverfal experience ? See that little houfe, under the 
wood, by the river-fide!- There is rural life in per- 
fection! How happy then is the farmer that iive& 
there? li^t us take a detail of his happinefs. He 
rifes, with or before the fun, calls his fervants, looks. 
to his fwine and <;ows ^ then to his ilables and barns. 
He fees to the ploughing and fowing his ground, in 
winter or in fpring. In fummer and autumn he hur- 
ries and fweats, among his mowers and reapers. And 
where is his happinefs in the mean time? Which .of 
thefe employments do we envy? Or do we envy t}ie 
delicate repaft that fucceeds, which the poet fo lan- 
guiihes for ? 

O quando fdbuf Pi/ihagores €ognatUj Jimulque 
Un&a fatis pingui panentur olufcula lardo ! 

O the happinefs of eating beans well greajed kUJi 
fat Bacon T Nay, and cabbage tool Was Horace 
in his fenfes when he talked thus ? Or the fertile 
herd of his imitators ? Our eyes and ears may con- 
vince us, there is not a lefs happy body of men in all 
England than the country farmers. In general, their 
life is fupremely dull; and it is ufually unhappy 
too. For of all - people in the kingdom they are 
the moil difcontented ; feldom fatisfied either with 
V God or man. 

Monday 10. l fet out early for Northampton. 
But before we came to Luton, James Glafbrook met 
me, and informed me, that he had given notice of 
my preaching every day, at one place or another, in 
Bedfordihire. Upon rcfledlion, we thought it beft 
for Mr. Blackwell to go to Northampton, and for 
me to keep the appomtments which had been jn'ade. 
So I preached in Luton at two, and in the evening at 
Sundon. Tuefday 11, I preached between one and 
two, at a village called Milbrook, to a company of 
plain, ferious people, and in the evening at Watton- 
Pillidge: where feveral have alrca^ found this word 
to be the power of God unto fahation, Wedacfday 
. 13^ I preached at two in Lidlin^ton, to another 
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company of plain, country people. Thence we 
croiied over to Copel, where is at prefent the mott 
liTely of all the little Societies in * Bedfordihire. 
Thurfday 13, I rode to Bedford, and in the evening 
fpoke with more plainnefs, I may indeed fay rough- 
nefs, than ever I did before, if haply God might 
roufe fome of thefe drowfy people. Friday 14, I 
preached at Luton, and on Saturday I- returned to 
London. 

Sunday 16. ~ I ftrongly inculcated familtf reltgion^^ 
the grand defideratum among the Mathodijts, Many 
were aihamed before God^ and at length adopted 
Joihua^s refolution, '^ As for me and my houfe, we 
will ferve the Lord." 

Thurfday 27. I conterfed with a yonng Clergy- 
man full of good refolutions. But 1 judge it im- 
pofiible they can hold : for he has nat the leaft con- 
ception of his own weaknefs. 

Sunday 30. I preached, on the education of chih 
dr^n^ wherein we are fo jQiamefttlly wafiting; Many 
were now deeply convinced of this. I hope they 
will not all ilifle that convidtiou. * 

Mondays December 8- I went ta'Canterlmry, and 
on Wedniefday It), to-Dover^ At all the fea-ports, we 
have a multitude of hearers. Is not this a token 
lor good to the nation ? Surely mercy embra^s us 
on evert/ Jf(fe. Will it not likewife go through 
the land ? 

Thurfday 11. I preached at Dover, Sandwich, 
Ramfgate and Margate : On Friday, at Canterbury. 
1 have not leen this Society *fo at unity among them, 
lelves for many years, Saturday 13, I left them 
with much fatisfa^tion, and cheerfully returned to 
London. 

Saturday 2(X I fpent an hour with. ■ , juft of 
the faiue fpirit as" ike vras twenty years ago. So 
hitherto all the bad labour of my >JmM friendsy 
id loft. 

Monday 29. At five in the morning, I again 
began a courfie of fermons on Chriilian ^ Ferfedlioa: 
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if haply that th'irfi; after it might return, ivhich was 
fo general a few years ago. Since that time, how 
deeply have w« grieve^ the Holy Spirit of God? 
Yet two or three have lately received his pure love : 
and k few more are brought to the birth. 

Thiirfday, January 1, 1767, The whole Sorfefy 
met in the evening, in Spitalfields church, and 
foleinnly renewed their covenant with God. Sunday 
4, I buried the remains of Mary Clarke (formerly, 
• Gardiner,) who having been much hurt in the 
late contefls, was, during a lingering illnefs, firft 
thoroughly convinced of her fall from God^ and 
afterward thoroughly retlorcd. She then vehemently 
exhorted all, not to jftray from the fold; and died, 
rejoicing in the full falvation of. God. 

Sunday 11. I made a puih for the lending-fiock, 
fpeaking more flrongly than ever I had done before. 
The effe6l was, that it was raifed from about fifty to 
one hundred and twenty pounds. 

Tuefday ^. I buried the. remains of Ann 
Wheeler, who, whife flie was hearing the preaching 
in Moorfields, four* or five and twenty years ago, 
was ftruck in the forehead with a fiione; being then 
big with child. The daughter with whom flie then 
went, retains the mark of the ftone in her forehead 
to thi^ day. 

Wednefday 21. I had a converfation with an in- 
jgenious man, who proved to a demonftration, that it 
was the duty of every ttian that could, to be clothed 
in purple and fine linen ^ and to fare fuwptuoujly ever^ 
day: and that he would do abundantly more good 
hereby than he could do by feeding the hungry and 
dofhing the naked. O the depth of human under- 
flanding ! What may not a man believe, if he will? 

Saturday 31. From the words 6f our blefied 
Lord, " He that followeth me fliall not walk in dark- 
nefs," I largely lliewed, that God never deferts any 
man, unlef^ he firft deferts God : and that, abftra^* 
ing from bodily diforders on the one hand, and 
violent temptation on the other, every believer may 

be 
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be happy as well as holy, and waik in ths light ail ( 
.the dmfs of his life* 

Thurfday, February 5. I heard a melancholy 
relation. One who had run well for many years, a 
year or two ago, took violent oifence at a perfon ihe 
thought had ufed her ill. A week or two £uce ihe 
was taken ill. But as her illnefs increafed, fo did 
her anger. She often cried out, " I cannot forgive, 
I will not forgive," and intermixed horrid ^rieks, 
till file died. 

Tuefday 10. I baptized a young woman, who had 
been educated among the Anabaptifts. God bove 
witnefs to his ordinance, and gave her iach a bleffing, 
as ihe could not find words to exprcfs. 

Thurfday 1% I preached at Layton.Stone. O 
what a hottfe of God is here ! Not onlj for decency 
and order, but for the life and power of religion ! I 
am afraid, there are very few fuch to be found) in all 
the king's dominions. 

Sunday 15. I buried the remains of Richard 
Morris, who had been in the Society twenty years ; 
and was a right honeft man, but never convinced of 
fin, till death began to look him in the face. And 
then he rather /dzo than felt his need of Chrift. Yet 
when he called upon Him even in his dull way, he* 
was foon alfured of his love ; and continued praifing 
and rejoicing, till his fpirit returned to God. 

Monday 16. I rode to Colcheiler, and found 
more life there, than for feveral years. Why ihould 
we defpair of feeing good done in any place ! How 
foon can God turn the wildernefs into a fruitful field ? 
Wednefday 18, I preached at Herringfwell, and the 
next day came to Norwich. Here I fpent a few days 
much to my fatisfa6tion, finding the people far more 
fettled than ever. Monday 23, 1 rode to Yarmouth, 
and found the Society, after the example of Mr. 
W — p, had entirely left the church. I judged it 
needful, to fpeak largely upon that head. They 
fiiood reproved, and refolved, one and all, to go to 
it again. 

F 3 Tuefday 
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Tuefday 24. I was deiired to ride over to Leoftoff* 
The houfe would not contain .one fourth of the peo^ 
pie : fo that I was obliged to preach in the open air* 
And all behaved with great ferioufuefs. 

Wednefday 25. I took a lift of the prefent So- 
ciety in Norwich, confifting of one hundred and 
fixty members. But I have far more comfort In it 
now than when it confifted of fix hundred. Thele 
know what they are about, and the greater part are 
not ignorant of Satan's derices. 

Thurfday 26. I fet out for London. A good part 
if the day, we had furious wind and rain full in our 
faces. How9rer, we puflied on to Lakenheath. Not* 
withftanding the feverity of the weather, the church 
was pretty well fQled in the evening. • The liext even- 
ing we reached HockeriU, and London on Saturday 
in the afternoon. 

On Alb,- Wednefday, March 4, I dined at a 
friend's with Mr. Whitefield, ftiil breathing nothing 
but love. Thurfday 5, I at length obliged' Dr. D. 
by entering into the lifts with him. The letter I 
wrote, tho^ not pubiiihed till two or three weeks 
after, was as follows : 

«' To the Editor of Lloyd's Evening-Poft. 

" Sir, 

" Many times the publiiher of the Chriftian Ma^ 
gaztnCj has attacked me without fear or wit. And 
hereby he has convinced his impartial readers, of one 
thing at leaft, that (as the vulgar fay) " his fingers 
itch to be at me ; " that he Has a pallionate deiirc to 
incafure jfwords with nie. But I have other work 
upoi) my handb* : 1 can employ the ihort remainder of 
ray life to better purpofe. 

'^ The occaiion of his late attack, is this i five or 
&x and. thirty years ago, I much admired the cha- 
ra^er of a perfect chriftian drawn by Clemens Alex- 
andrinns. Five or fix and twenty years ago, a 
thought came into my mind^ of drawing fuch a cha- 
racter 
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ra6^er myfelf, only in a more fcriphiral manner, and 
moftly in the very vWords of fcripture : this I in titled 
the "Charaaer of a Mcthodift," beliering that 
curiofity would incite more perfbns to read it, and 
alfo that fome prejudice mi^bt thereby be remored 
from candid men. But that none* might imagine, I 
intended a panegyric either Qn myfeJf or my friends, 
I guarded againft this in the yery title page, faying 
both in the name of myfelf and theifi, Not as fho^ I 
had already attained^ either were dlre&dy perfedf. 
To the fame effe^ I fpeak in the conclujion, " Thefe 
are the principles and practices of our fe<5l ; thefe are 
the marks of a true Methodift,*' (i. e. a true chrif. 
tian, as I immediately after explain myfelf.) < By 
thefe alone do thofe, who are in derifion fo called, 
dejire to be diHinguifhed from other men,' p. 11. " By 
thefe marks do we litbour to diftinguiih ourielves from 
thofe who fe minds or lives are not according to the 
gofpel of Chriil,'' p. 12. 

" Upon this llufliculus, or Dr. Dodd, fays, ^ A 
MetliodiK;, according to Mr. Wcfley, is one who 
is perfe6^, and finneth not in thought, word, or 
deed.' 

^^ Sir, hare me dxcufed. This is not according fa 
Mr. Wefiey. I have told all the world / am not 
perfeSi: and yet you allow me to be a Methodifl. I 
tell you flat, / have not Attained the chara<5ter I draw. 
Will you' pin it upon me in fpite of my teeth .? 

« But Mr. Wefley fays, the other Methodifts 
have." ** I- fay no fuch thirtg. What I fay, after 
having given a fcriptural account of a perfe6l chrif. 
tian, is this : "^ By thVXe marks the Methodifts dejire 
to be diilinguiflied from other men; by thefe we 
labour to diftingni^ ourfelves.' And do not you 
yourfelf de^re and labour after the very fame thing ? 

" But you infift, ' Mr. Wcfley affirms the Metho. 
difts, i. e. all Methodifts, to be perfe6tly holy and 
righteous.' Where do I affirm this ? Not in the 
TraQ; before us. In the front of this, I affirm juft 
the contrary ; and that I alffirm it any where elfc, is 
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more than I know: be pleafedj Sir, to point out the 
place ; till this is done, all you add (bitterly enough) 
is mere brutum ftdmen. And the Methodiiiks fo called . 
may flill declare, (without any impeaehnient of their 
fincerity,) that they do not come to the holy table 
trufiing in their own righteoufnefsy tmi- in God^s 
manifold and grea^ mercies,

Simday 8. In the evening I left London, and^ 
reached Bath on Tuefday in the afternooi^ time 
enough to wait on that Tenerable man, the Biihop of 
Londonderry. After fpending an agreeable and a 
profitable hour with him, my brother read^ prayers, 
and I preached at lady H's. chapel. I know not 
when I have feen a more ferious, or more deeply at- 
tentiye congregation. Is it poilible? Can the gofpel 
bare place, where Satan's throne is ? 

Thurfday 12, and the two following days, I ex- 
amined the Society in Briilol. Still I find the mofi to 
be in peace and love, and none blameable as to their 
outward conrerfation. But life, power^.and "ftrng. 
gling into God " are wanting. Few are agonizing to 
be altogether Chriilians. 

Monday 16. Finding no ihip which could take 
OTer me and my horfes, I fet out with Thomas Dan. 
cer for Liverpool. Wednefday 18, -I reached Wed- 
ne&ury, but with difikulty. For my horfe, which I 
left in Oftober, to reil for fix months, had been rode 
all the winter, and was now galled, jaded, and worn 
to ikin and bones. 

Thurfday 19. Puihing thro' the rain and violent 
wind, we. came in the evening to Namptwich. But I 
knew not where to ^o, till a good woman in the 
ftreet aiked me, " If Mr. Welley was come? " And 
conducted me to the place where the people were 
waiting. Many were noify at firfl^ becaufe they 
could not get in* But when they did, all were filent* 

Friday 
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Friday 20, I rode on thro' rtiore iiorina to lAYetw 
pool. But here too, I found no ihip to carry my 
horfes. So Monday 23, I fct out for Portpatrick. 
This day we rode but about forty miles : the next 
to Kendal, where I preached at fix, and fpent a 
comfortable erening at Serjeant Southwell's. \Vcd» 
nefday 25, the rain, .which began yeflerday noon, 
continued till noon to-day, without intermiffion : but, 
thd' driyen againfl us by a flrong wind, it was no- 
thing fo troublefome as the piercing cold, while we 
rode between the fnowy mountains, the road alfo 
being covered with fnow. However, after a Ihort 
bait at Kefwick, we reached Cocker mouth in the 
afternoon. 

The mare Thomas Dancer rode being now quite 
lame, I left him, to crofs over at Whitehaven. And 
Mr* Atlay, who came jufl in time, offered to accom- 
pany me to Portpatrick. Thurfday 26, we rode 
thro' miferable roads to Solway Frith. But the 
guides were fo deeply engaged at a cock-fight, that 
none could be procured to Ihew us over. VVe pro* 
cured one however between three and four. But 
ther^ was more fea than we expe6led : fo that not- 
withllanding all I could do, my legs and the fltirts of 
my coat were in the water. The motion of the 
waves made me a little giddy : but it had a firauge 
eiTedl on Mr. Atlay. He lofi his fight, and was jufl 
dropping oiF his horfe, when one of our fellow 
travellers caught hold of him. We rode oq nine or 
ten miles, and lodged at a village called Ruthwell« 
Friday 27, we rode by Dumfries and the Bridge of 
Orr, over the Military way, to Gatehoufe of Fleot. 
But the houfe was filled with fo much noify company, 
tiiait we expedled little reft. Before eleven however I 
fell afleep, and heard nothing more, till between three 
and four in the morning. 

Saturday 2S, W© rode to Portpatrick. Sunday 29, 
the Pacquet-boat was ready in the morning; but 
waited for the mail, hour after hour, till pad three in 
the afternoon. Hereby we avoided a violent fiorm^ 

and 
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and had onty what they called stfr^ breeze. How. 
ever this breeze drove us to Doiia^hadee, thirty miles 
in about three hours. 

Mon&y 30, I rode to Newtown, and In the even, 
ing preached' in the Market*houfe to- a large number 
of ferious hearers. The Society, I found had been 
ihattered in pieces, but were uniting again. Tothefe 
I fpoke more particularly in the morning. It 'may be 
they will yet haye ears to hear. 

Tuefday 31, After meeting the Society at Belfaft, 
I rode on to liibam. At fix I preached in the Lin. 
nen-Hall^ (a fmall Square fo called,) as alfo the fol^ 
lowing evenings. We had many people of faihion 
there, and the congregation increafed continually. 
Friday, April 3, at the end of Dromore I met 
Robert Williams, who took my bags, and ihewed. 
me the way to Newry. A littfe after fix I went to» 
the Market-houfe. But when I began I had only 
four hearers. A good number aiTembled before I 
had done; only none of the gentry* They were- 
hindered by a bufinefs of more importance! Dreffing, 
for the Jjfembly^ 

■' Sunday '5, I was in hopes of reaching Tanderagee^ 
before the church fervice began. But it was farther 
off than we expected. At five in the evening we 
bad the largefi congregation I had feen in Ulfler. 
And I believe many found much of the' prefence of 
God, but fi;in more at the meeting of the- Society. 
Monday 6, the congregation was fiirprifingiy large 
this morning, amd ftill larger every morning and 
evening. Wednefday 8, I preached, at noon to our 
old Society at Terryhugan, the Mother-church of all' 
thefe parts. Thurfday 9, the houfe would not con.- 
tain the people at Tandragee, even at five in the 
morning. So I went, ta the MarketUiouie, where 
God gave us a folemn and afie6tionate parting. 

I was not glad to hear that fome of the Seceders 
had fettled in thefe parts alfo; Thofe of them who 
have yet fallen in my way, are more uncharitable 
than the Papifts themfelves. I never yet met a Papift, 

who 
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who avowed the principle of mttrdering Hereticks. 
But a Seceding Miniiier being aiked, ^^ Woald not 
you^ if it was in your power, cut the throats of all 
the Methodills ? " Replied diredUy, " Why, did not 
Si^muel hew Agag in pieces before the Lord?*' I 
have not yet met a Papift in this kingdom, who would 
tell me to my face, '' All but themfel?e8 mud be 
damned." But I haVe feen Seceders enough, who 
make no fcruple to afiirm, " None but themfelves 
could be fayed." . ^d tliis is the natural confequence 
of their doctrine : for as they hold, 1 . That we are 
faved by faith alone ; 2. That faith is, The holding 
fuch and fuch opinions : it follows. All who do not 
hold thofe opinions, have no faith, and therefore 
cannot be fared. 

About noon I preached near Dawfon's Grove, t0 
to a large and ferious congregation: but to a far 
larger in the evening at Killmararty. I do not 
wonder th« gofpel runs fo fwiftly in thefe parts. The 
people In general have the fineil natural tempers which 
I ever knew ; they have the foftnefs and courtefy of 
the Iriih, with the ferioufnefs of the Scots, and the 
Xipennefs of the Englifli. 

FridaylO, ,at one I preached at Portadovm, a 
place not troubled with any kind of religion. I 
flood, in the flreet and cried, " Now God com- 
mandeth ^i men every where to. repent." The peo- 
ple gathered from all fides, and when I prayed^ 
kneeled dpwn upon the ftones, rich and poor, all 
around me. In the evening I preached again at Kill- 
mararty. At five in the morning the houfe was well 
filled : imd a little after fix I cheerfully commended 
them to the grace of God. « 

Saturday 11, about three I preached at a village 
called the Grange. The people came from feveral 
miles round, and '•feemed to hear with the fpirit, and 
with^ the underftanding alfo. At fix I preaehed near 
XDock-hiU: where, at nine in the morning, Sunday 12, 
we Had a congregation .from all parts. But this was 
juotre than doubled at five in the evening. All were 
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ferious, and, according .to the cuftom of the country, 
when I went to prayer, immediately kneeled, tho' 
it was in the higlj road. I beliere, not a few 
were deeply wounded. O may none heal the wound 
flightlyl 

Monday 13, I preached at Mount-Roe, a gentle- 
man's feat, about three miles from Cock-hill : Tuef- 
day 14, at Clanmain. This, I believe, was two years 
fince, the only Society in thefe parts. I think there 
are now one or two and twenty, within the compafs 
of ten miles, 

Wednefday 15, I rode to Armagh. Half an hour 
before the time of preaching, an officer came and 
faid, ^' Sir, . the fovert^ign or mayor, orders me to 
inform you, you Ihall not preach in his town." In 
order to make the trial, I walked to the market-houfc 
at fix. I had jirft began when the fovereign came. 1 
was informed his name was Harcoiirt. He was talk- 
ing .very loud, and tolerably faft, when a gentleman 
ciame and faid, *^Sif, if you are not' allowed to 
preach here, you are welcome to preach in Mr. 
M^Gough's avenue." Mr. M'Gough, one of the 
chief merchants in the town, himfelf i&cwed us the 
way. I fuppofe thrice as piany people fiocked to- 
gether there, as would have heard me in the market, 
houfe. Sp did the wife providence of God draw 
good. out of evil! And his word has indeed free 
courfe. 

,Thurfday 16, about one I preached to a large con- 
gregation at Dungannon, in the county of Tyrone : 
and in the eveu,iiig before the gate of the great old 
hoafe at Caflle-Caulfield. The Society here, the firll 
fruits of this county, fcemcd to be all alive. Early 
in the morning I took horfe, and got to Londonderry 
jttft at feven, where the congregation was waiting for 
me. My voice was weak; but I think moS of 
them could hear : and fome I trull, heard the voice 
of God. 

Saturday 18, I found we were ftill honourable men 
here, fome of eminence in the city being both hearers 
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and doers of the word, I employc^d Monday, Tuef. 
day, and part of Wednefday, in fpeaklng feverally 
to the members of the Society, and waa glad to find 
the greater part of them had tailed that the Lord is 
gracious. Saturday ^5, I rode to Mr. Knox'ft farm, 
and preached to a little company on, ^^ By grace ye 
are faved, thro' faith." I fpoke exceeding plain to 
them at Derry in the evening, on, " How long halt 
ye between two opinions ? " And more plain, if 
poffible, both morning and evening, on Sunday 26. 
Surely this is an underjtanding people. But it is only 
love that edifies, 

Monday 27, I rode to Augher, and preached at 
fix in the Caftle«yard, to a large aad deeply /erious 
congregation. TueCday 28, I preached near Athen. 
acly, after riding thro' otie of the feieft countries in 
4:he kingdom. Wedncfday 29, a little beyond Swad- 
ling-bar I found a lively congregation, of plain, 
country people, as iimple and artlefs as if they had 
lived upon the Welfli mountains. So has God chofen 
thefoolifti things of (he-worldj to confound the wife, 

. Thurfday 30, fome of the chief perforts in the 
town,> deliring I would give them a fermon there, I 
went thither in the morning. A large room was 
offered : but it was quickly fo full and fo hot, that I 
was obliged to go out into the fireet. I had hardly 
named the text^ before a poor Papifl;, at a fmall dif. 
tahcc from me, began blowing a horn. But a gentle- 
man flepping up, fnatched his horn away, and with.^ 
out ceremony knocked him down. In the evening 
I preached in the gauntry again, to a ftill larger 
cpngregation. And God made his word quick 
and powerful. Many were wounded, and many 
comforted. 

Friday, May 1, we rode by a large feat, elegantly 
built, and finely fituated. But to my furprife, the 
gates of the grand avenue were painted blue, green 
and yellow, like a child's rattle. Surely the owner 
h^ never feen the pretty bauble. But will no one 
inform him of it ? In the evening I preached in the

Market-ho^e^ai SH|*a^ to a lai^er congregation, as. 
w«ll.as better beliaved, than when I was here before. 
The iiext eTeiving Mas exceeding cold and bloileringi 
Hoii-^cver, thfe. Proivoft' refujiiig me tltj nfe of the 
cottrt'boufe, abundaace of people fuOod y, irh me ia 
tke lireet) and 140B of them bchayed wcW. Srnday 
3) Ipreachedf morning and eyening, ih the market* 
hottfe, afidshad' much hope, both iVoth the numrbev-- 
aiul behaviaur of the hearers, that even here, our< 
labour will not be in yain. 

Monday 4, we rode to-Caftie-barr, thirty old Irifli, 
abqut fifty-fix Eugliili miles. Between fix and feveu 
I :b^aa preaching in the couct-houfe ; but few of. the 
rich we^re there. Thefe feldom hear me aboye once : 
they find it is playing with edge tools.. Many of the ' 
poor were prefent at fiye in the morning, and many 
more, both rich and poor, in the evening^ AndM^'> 
potacr of the Lord was prefeni to heal: but how 
many rejected, his: counfei agattifithewrfclves! 

Wednefday 6j I rode to Newport, and preached 
in the eyening, and at fix-in the morning. Rich and 
poor behayed extremely well, and fecmtdalmoftper- 
fvLSLdedto be chKiftmns, la the ^ evening I took my 
leuye of the congregation at Caille»barr, by fpeaking 
from, thofo wQcdfi, ^^ Come, Lord,- Jefusl" Baiwho-. 
wiU abide his .coming in . the cIoudB ? Thofe who are 
partakers of his holinefs. 

Friday 8, we rode to Gal way, (above fifty Englifh 
miles.) It rained aim ofl; eyety fiep of the way. I 
ppeached at Ballinrobe in the court-houfe between 
eight and nine, and at Galway about ^x. Colonel 
E— *— , and all his family, were there. Perhaps a 
word might reach their hearts. 

Saturday 9, I rode to Ennis, but found the preach- 
ing had been difcontinued, and the Society was yaniih- 
ed away. So haying no bufinefs there, I left it in the 
morning, preached at Clare about eight, and in the 
evening at Limerick. The continued rain kept me 
frOm preaching abroad this week ; and I was fcanda- 
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.iixed at the fnattn^ of the Congregation in the houfe. 

I am afraid my glorying, touching many of thefc So- 

xieties, is at an end.. Aimofl throughout the pro. 

fisce of Uifter, I found tiie workof God increaling: 

«nd not a little in Coana«ght, particularly at Siigo, 

€«kleJ[)arr, andGalway. But in Mnnfter, a lajid 

^fiowing wkh ndhk. and koney, how widely is the cafe 

'aiteo&li! At^Enms'the god of this world has wholly 

i|MReT«aiied : at Clare, r there is but a fpark left : and at 

Limerick itfelf, I find only the remembrance of the 

.fire^whieh 'Was kindled 'two years <^;o. And yet one 

•of the two pteacheis who was here Itifl, was almod 

'ttniverfally,ii</;«trac?/ But, alas! how little does this 

dTail! ^'Kc is the bell pliyiician, laid a fenfible 

man, not who talks befi, or who writes bcfl, bat , 

who performs the moft cures." 

Sunday 17, the waather being fair, I took my 
.ftand lathe oM tamp, and had, 1 belicye, as many 
'hearers as all the preceding week put together. 
There was a fol^nn awe throughout the congregation, 
And I b^an to hope God would revire his work. 
Monday IS, Ifpoke to the members of the Society 
^fevcKdly: moft'of ^em appeared to be honeH and 
upright. Bnt a . general l^intnefs feemed to hare 
fp read among them; there was no zeal, no vigour 
of ^race, 

Tburfday 21, I pneached about . noon at Baiiygar. 
4nie, to what is left of the poor Palatines. Many are 
^one. to America; many fcajt^red up and down in 
various parts of the kingdoi^. Every where they are 
pefttems of induftry and frugality, in the evening 
1 preached at Newmarket. Sunday 24, the old camp 
w;ouid ill contain the congregation, cldfely wedged in 
tc^ther. Afterwards we had a folemn hour at th^ 
meeting of the Society : in whifch God caufed many 
of »the rbones which had been broken to rejoice. So 
ithey ave fet upon 'their feet once again. Now lei 
them tun w*ilh .ipatience the race fet -before them! 

Monday ^5, I rede to Slironill, and |>reached'at 
tm^y^ to tiie latgeft congrc^^on I have «ver feen 
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there. Thence we croflfed the* country to KiMnnan. 
I had hardly begun to fpeak, when a young perf on, 
a kind of a gentleman, came, and took great pains 
to make a diflurfcance. Mr. Dancer mildly defired 
him to dcfill ; but was anfwered with a volley of 
oaths and a blow. One of the town then encoun- 
tered him^ and beat him well. But the nbife pre- 
Tenting my being heard, 1 retired a few hundred 
yards, with the ferious part of the; congregation, and 
quietly finiihed my difcourfe. 

Tuefday 26, I went to Cork, and on Thurfday 28, 
to Baiidon. This evening 'I preached in- the houfe; 
the next, in the main flreet ; but the wind was fo 
high and fo cold, that none either could or would 
bear it, but thofe who really defired to fare their 
fouls. I judged the houfe would hold thefe. So the 
next evening I preached within, and when tho 
benches were, removed, it held the greatefl part of 
the congregation. And thofe who could not get in, 
heard tolerably well, eitlier at the doors or windows. 
Sunday 31, we had mpH of them ftgain at feven : and 
I took my leave of them with much fatisfadtion, 
after having flrongiy inforced, " To-day, if ye wiU 
hear his voice, harden not your hearts.'* 

I would fain have preached abroad at Cork in th« 
eVening, but the wind and rain would not permit; 
Two years ago I left' above three hundred in the 
Society. I find a hundred and eighty feven. What 
has occafioned fo confiderable a reduction ? I believe 
the real caufe is this : 

Between two and three years ago, when the So- 
ciety was nearly as low as it is now, Thomas Taylor 
. and WilMam Penington came to Cork. They were 
zealous men and found preachers; full of activity and 
llri^ in difcipline,. without 'refpe6t of perfons. They 
fet up meetings for prayer in feveral places, and 
preached abroad at both ends of the city. Hearers 
fwiftly increafed ; the Society increafcd : fo did the 
Buinber both of the conyinced and the converted. I 
6ame when the flame was at the height, and preached 
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aliriHuly in ihe heart of .the city, oa the Stnidi.fida of 
U^ near thie barracks, aod feverstl tunes in Biackpool^ 
whkh lies on the North^de of it. More and mora 
w^re.flirred up, and there if as a greater awakening 
\kxSK, than ia any |mrt of the kingdom. 

Bat ntifftnderfhmdiags crept in between the LeaderSy 
and between feme of them and the Preachers. AoA 
tiiefe. iacreafedv feyenfoid, when one of the Leaders 
was expeUed the Society:. Dume beliering him fauity^ 
foine not, and neither £d^ having patience with the 
other. Hebce a flame of anger fucceeded the fiamo 
of love, and many were deBroyed by it At ^^ 
fame time fome of . our brethren learned a new 
opinion, and wacmly propagated it This heat was 
almofi as de£tru6UTo as the formers and the effect of 
boUbi was, the Spirit of God was grieved ; his bieAng. 
wa£ withheld^ an\^ of conrfe the flock was fcattered- 
When they are convinced of tbeir fin, and humble4 
before him, then, and not before, he will return. , 

Wedndday, Jniw 3. As it was fair, tho' .the wmd^ 
WAS h^h and oxtremely iharp,*^! preached in an orpeii 
place, at Blackpool, to a larga number of quiet, 
hearers. On the tin^ae following evenings tho wind 
and rain confined as in ihi^ houfe: much againft my 
wiU, as thofe who wanted us mofi, could not or 
would not come thither. 

Sunday 7, (Whitfunday) the weather turning Mr, 
between four and ^e in the afternoon I begam 
preaching in George's ilreetj to fach a congregation 
as that in the old camp at Limerick. A folemn awe 
latOB tthe faces of the whole affembly, while I et- 
j^inod, ^^ If any man thirfl, let him -come unto me 
and drink." Surely fome of them found the promife 
fulfilled, and did drink of the living water I 

Monday 8^ I rode to Youghall. When I was here ' 
two years ago, a flame" was kindled asnojig the peo- 
ple. But it was gone out. And I could not wonder 
at it: for they have fcarce had any preaching fince. 
I puppofed fl;aying only a night: but obferving the- 
number and deep attention of the congregation', I 
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fiayed another day, and on Tuefday '&, preached iil 
the Exchange again. The hearers were much in*^ 
creafed, and all but a few gentlemen, So called, be. 
haTed with great ferioufnefs. Wednefday 10, after 
preaching to sir multitude of people, J took horfe,^ 
and in the eyening of a veiry hot day reached 
Waterford. 

Here I found a final], poor, dead Society, and bat 
a handful of even dull, carelefs hearers. Hbweyer, ' 
I preached in the yard, and found more life among 
them than I expected. In the morning I fpoJs:e to 
the feveral members of the Society, fome of whom 
feemed much devoted to God. I dcfired Mr. Morgan 
to preach at noon. God gave him acceptable words : 
and the whole congregation, rich and poor, appeared 
to be greatly moved. They feemed to be flill inore 
affedted in the evening. What pity, that this ihould 
pafs away like a cloud!, 

Friday 12, we rode to Kilkenny. The fun was- 
exceeding hot : but did not incommode us much, as 
we had the wind in our face all the w^. The con«^ 
gregatioD at the town-hall in the evenmg was large 
and tolerablyrleri<»us: a few of the gentry excepted, 
who feemed iieither to underhand, nor care for cm^ 
of thefe things. We had great part of them at fire 
in the morning. At nopn, when Mr. Morgan 
preached, I expelled to have feen the largeft com- 
pany of all. But I was miftaken. The ladies could 
not rife /o/oon; at lead they could not huddle on 
their dothes fit to be feen. In the evening I fpoke. 
exceeding plain, both to the rich and poor. And a 
few, at leafl;, received the truth in love. But wha 
will endure to the end ?; 

Sunday 14, in the evening I preached at Birr, to a 
wilder congregation than I ever faw at Kilkenny. 
However, as I flood near the Barracks, the num^> 
ber of foldiers that attended, kept them fo far 
in awe, that they duril only laugh and make a 
little noife, till the whole body of the Fapifls 
ran away together. The reft were then tolerably 
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attentiTe, and grew more and more ferious till I 
coacluded. 

Monday 15, I^rode thro' a pleafant and well cnl. 
tivated country to Aghrim. For many years I h^ye 
not feen fo large a congregation here, and fo remark* 
ably well-behaTcd. At the prayer, both before and 
after fermon, all of them kneeled upon the grafs. 
A few of the poor Papifts only remained Klanding, at 
a diftance from the reft of the people. Thefe woiild 
come in droyes at every place, if the priefts, as well as 
the king, woulc( grant them liberty of confcience. 

At the deftre of the good, old widow, Mrs. M — , 

I went with Mr. S — to C . Lord and lady M — 

were there before us ; to whom I was probably 

^^ A not expe6ied, much.unwelcome guefi.'' 

But whatfoeyer it was to them^ it was a heayy 
afternoon to me^ as T had no place to retire to, and I 
fo was obliged to be in genteel company, for two or 1 
three hours together. O what a dull thing is life, I 
without religion ! I do not wondery that time hangs i 
heayy upon the hands of all who know not God, : 
nnlefs they are perpetually drunk with noife and hurry * 
of one kind or another. 

Wednefday 17, we came to Athlone. , Here the 
fcene was changed : I was am6ng thofe that both 
feared and loyed God. But to this day they haye 
not recovered the lofs which they fuflained, when 
they left off going to church. It is true, they have 
long been convinced of their miHake; yet the fruit 
of it flill remains. So that there are very few. 
who retain that vigour of fpirit, which they before 
enjoyed. 

^t feven I preached in the New Hx)ufe, whi^ 
Mr. S. has built entirely at his own expence. The 
congregation was, as ufual, both large and ferious. 
I refted the four following days, only preaching 
morning and evening. , Sunday ^1, we had a folemn 
meeting of the Society at five. After preaching at 
eight, 'I would willingly have gone to church, but 
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iras ifif^4D»d| thoi« l|94>e^i» jno 4ierv«ce/or oeftr tim 
years, and would be none for a year or two Umg^t*^ 
tkfi iafide •f the church wanting to be vep^red ! In 
the fiyemng^ I preached jn the barracks. I knew 
not that CTer I utw fuch a congregation at AthloA» 
before. Rich and poor, Proteflants and Papifi^K 
gathered together from eyery fide. And deep at- 
tention f().t on all> while I explained that folemii 
declaration, (part of the ^©Ipel for the day,) " If 
they hear not Mofes and the Prophets, neither wi4 
they he perfuaded tho' one rofe from the dead." 

It was about this tii&e, thai; a romackal^e paiSkge 
happened at Ma<;clesfield in CheHiire. One £llei| 
Stanyeivi, a young woman of that town? v^ry i^f 
ligious in her own way, but (|uite a ftranger to the 
fcripture-way of falyation, had her ■ work from one 
pf t])e Ibops in the tovji. A f9\iwig man boi^ingiiig 
^p the iawe ibop,» fell in l^ve with her. Fearing lefi^ 
^er refu^i^ him would difoblige hfxr ms^SLer^ ihe gaye 
him encouragement ; and afterwards, tho' ihe neveK 
intended it^ prpmifed to m^rry him. One day as ihe 
n^as fitting at her work, this iiU w^s brought to her 
ir^membranee, and lay fo exceeding heavy upon her 
mind, that ihe -was utterly diftreffed* She took her 
wprk, ^d carried it to her matter, telling him^ file 
luid destroyed her foul with it. At the fame time ihe 
told the young man, ihe was refolved never tq 
have hi^. lie cam^ to her and iaid, '^ If you doi 
not keep your word, I will hang myfelf at your 
door. And then I will come and take you away 
with me to the devil." She was fo frighted, that ik^ 
fell into black defpair. Her father carried her to a 
clergyman, and afterwards to another, who feeme^ 
to pity her cafe, but. knew not how to comfort her. 
billing to try every way, he ordered one to read to 
her in Burkitt upon the New Teilament, till ilie cricd,^ 
" Take it away ; I cannot bear it; " aiid attempted 
to run away. But her father held her, and when Ihe 
ftruggled, beat her, and told h^r, fkejhould hear it, 
whether ihd would or no. She grew woitfe and 
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worfe; could neith«T eat, drink, nor fleep; add 
pined away to a mere ikeleton. She wandered about, 
as one difhra6ted, in the fields and lanes, feeking reft, 
but finding none. She was exceedingly tempted to 
deflroy herfelf : but that thought came into her mind, 
^^ If I do, I ihall leap into heU immediately. I muft 
go thither; but I will keep out of it as long as I 
can.'' She was wandering about one day, when a 
perfon met her, and advifed her to hear the MefAo- 
difts. Altho' file hated them, yet ihe was willing to 
do. any thing for eafe, and fo one evening came to 
the preaching. After the fervice was over, fhe de*- 
fired to fpeak to the preacher, Mr. Pawfon : but file 
talked quite wildly. However, he encouraged her to 
come to the Saviour of finn^ers, *and cry to Him for 
deliverance. " The next day [fo Mr. P. continues 
the accoiint^ about ^ twelve of us met together, and 
prayed with her. I found great freedbm, and a full 
confidence, that God would deliver her. After 
prayer, fiie faid, ^ I never felt my heart pray.be- | 
fore. . I felt my heart go along with the Preacher's ! 
words. They have done me good at my heart. My 
defpair is all gone, I have a hope that I fliall be 
faved.' The next morning two or three prayed with 
her again. She fpent all the day with one or another 
of the Methodiftsj and did not go home till night. 
Her father then aiked, * Nelly, where have you 
been all this time?' She anfwered, ^I have been 
among the MethodiftsV 'The MetTwdifi^! faid he, 
have you got any good there!' She replied, * Yes, 
I blefs God, I have. I now hope, I fiiall be faved.' 
' Well,' faid he, * I care not where you go, if you 
only get relief.' She then went to bed, but could 
not fleep. While fiie was meditating on what fiie had 
heard, thofe words were brought to her mind. Is 
there no bulm in Gileetd? Is there no Pkt(fician there? 
With the words the Lord fpoke peace to her foul : 
and in one and the fame moment, all pain and forrow 
fled away, and fiie was entirely headed, both in body 
and mind. £arly in the morning file came to the 
houfe of one of our friend^,, ahd clapping her hands 
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togeAer, ciiod oiit hi an ^eeftAfy 'of joy, ^ O'^ny

'Of faith and love.'' 

Tuefday 23, about one I preached in the Market-' 
place at Clara. I admired the feriouftiefs of the 
"whole congregation. Indeed one or two gentlemen 
appeared . quite unconcerned. But the prefence df 
greater gentlemen, kept them within bounds. S^ 
fliat they wckc as quiet — as if they had been at the 
I'lay-houfc. 

This and the following evening I preached in the 
Markct-»place at Tullamore. Thurfday 25, I was 
. dofired to look at the Monument lately ere6ied for 
'the Earl of Charleville. It obferves, " That he was 
the laft.of his family, the great Moore's of Croghan." 
But how little did riches profit either him, who died 
in the Hrength of his jears ; or his heLr, whp was 
I literally overwhelmed by them ; being fo full -of care, 
( that fleep departed from him, and he was reillefs day 
! and night : till after a few months, lUo itfelf was a 
• burden, and an untimely death clofed the fcene! 

In the e^i^oiuBg^ I finie^tehed ^ IMbumteelick, near 
the Mac]ceUhoi»fe. The opqgffcg^ion was exoeediilg 
Lar^e: and Gpd mide his wfird q^ick and pazmrfid^ 
^mijh^per than u d^o^edged fioord.

Fer* \ 
cctv4ttgt]m6re«fionwg; profited aotfaittg, we betook our* 
CttHes to prayer;^ On a^fadden the mighty power-of' 
God^ broke in upoAtkemi The aagtj oae^ on both 
iides biirlSr> i^io tears, and fell on each other's necks* 
AM anger aad projndke vaniflied away^ and they were 
as cordialiy uBitod as eyer. • 

Saturday 27, the congregation in the Market^houfo 
at Pdrtarlbogton wasi widely, difiercnt' from that at 
Monntmelick. lendeayoui^ to fuit my. fubjeA to 
my audience, preaching from, ^^ Gallto cared for non* 
of thefe things*'' Bnt fome< of * them were qmte 
abl>Te conviction; So, finding, that- they had neither- 
fenfe, nor good«manaers, (of religion I did not fuf-* 
pe^ them) the next day I adjourned to the ihell of* 
our new honfe, in which I pieaehcd, momtog. and' 
ci^aniiig. And here the greateft. part of the con. 
gFegaticMi, both Papi&s ^aad Proteflaat9, beha.ved with . 
decency^ 

Monday Wf we took horfe about a quarter paft 
throe^ and befove eight reached Cooly lough* At 
twelve I preadied In the ihhdy walk : afterwards we 
had the Quarterly . meetings I found no reafon to 
complain of any of tho Societies ; only- they, want 
more life and zeal.- 

Tuefday 30, I obferi^ed^ more go.od«manners at 
Tyrrels-p^s, in rich as well as poor^ than at Port*, 
arlington. Wedne^dayy July 1, a frielid carried me 
t6 Beiyidere^ afeatbuiit on the fide of a clear lake^ 
with walks and gardens adjoining, fo curioufly laid 
out, as to exceed eren the late £ar) of Charleville's. 
One would fcarce think it poffible, to have fuch a 
Tarjety of beauties in fo fmall a. compafs« Bu^ 

How foon, alas 1 will thefe " upbraid. 
Their tranfitory Mafler dead ! " 

Wo went on to Molingar, where for. many . years 
jio Iklethodifi; Preacher could appear. The Seffions* 
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lioufe htere was ufed as a gaardlfaoufe. I fent to the 
commanding Officer, and defired leave to pre^h 
there. This he not only gave, but came himfelf. So 
did many of the foldiers, as well as the townfmen. 
In the evening, notwithftanding the cold and blufier- 
ing winds, I was obliged to preach abroad at Tyrr^ls- 
pafs. But the rain, on the two following evenings, 
drove us into the houfe «at Edlnderry. Saturday 4, 
having now inlihed my Circuity I went on cheerfully 
to Dublin. 

' Sunday 5, our houfe was thoroughly filled^ a fight 
which f have feMom fecn. Friday 10, we obferved 
as a day of fafting and prayer. It was at our iaft 
meeting, that we found the anfwer of our prayers. 
It feemed as if the windows of heaven were opened ; 
the Spirit of grace and fupplication was poured out, 
IM^any were filled with confolation ; and many who 
had grown weary, refolved'to fet out anew. 

' Tuefday 14, A poor bacMider, whom I • found 
•ten days ago dying in black defpair, told me, " Now 
I am not afraid to die. I fee Jefus juft before nie; 
and his face is all glory." Inflances of this kind do 
by no means prove liiat a faint cannot fall, even for 
eter : l)ut only ' that God is pitiful and of tender 
merc^j not voUling any Jhouid peri/h. 

Thurfday 1 6, about ten I reached Donard, feven or 
eight and twenty Englifii miles from Dublin. Stand- 
ing under fome Diady trees, 1 inforccd upon a ferious 
congregation, ^^ All things are ready : come unto the 
niarriage.'' Prom hence I rode on to Baltinglafs, 
and preached on, ^' By grace ye are faved thro' 
faith." It was fultry hot as we -rode to Carlow : fo 
that I was weary ^nd faint when we came in : but I 
foon recovered, and at feven preached in the Seffions- 
houfe, to a numerous congregation. But the greater 
part of them were like blocks, and feme like wild 
affes colts. I was confi; rained to reprove them 
(harply. They reocived it well, and behaved with 
more decency. 
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Friday 17, we loft our way in , fetting out of fhe 

town. It rain^ moft of the day. Howerer, this 

was better than fultry heat. In the eyening we 
returned to Dublin, 

In my fcrap§. of tiijfxe this week, I read over thai 
wonderful Poem, Fingal. If it be ge/iuin^^, if it bt^:. 
really extant, (as many alTure me it is,) in the firfe 
language, it; is^ an amazing proof of a genius in thofo 
barbarous times, little inferior to Homer or Virgil ! 

jMppdiv ^0. A f^ienc^ fliewed. me the apartments 
in the Canle, the refidence of the Lord Lieutenant. 
The Duke of Bedford, made a noble addition to, the 
iQdgings, which are now . both grand and convenient. . 
Bujt the.furniture furprifcd me not a, little. - It is by 
n.ojppteans^qual to tjie .building. In England, many 
gentlen^en of five hundred a year, would be utterly 
' ajhamed of it. 

Tuefday ^1,: I received an.accpunt of a young wo- 
man, the. Aibftance of which, was q,s foUoi^s: 

. ^^;K^iJ2erin^ Murray j was, Ippra February % 1729$ 
atCarr^c^ .^n Sure. . ^hp. feared Ood .fron|i ^ ohild, 
and i^ftained ^pm lying axul, .f peaking, bad words.

where. Day and night it was before., her, till after 
fom^ time, th^t^pn^i^tioi^g^'a^ually.^Y^re p^. 

*^ In the yea,r, 1740,, her , fitter , heard , thp.Metho- 
difts, . fo> called.. She wasj fqpi^ convinced of fin, 
joined the Society, ^^d ; advijCed Jier. to 4!^ fo tpo. . 
But hearing ope n^unedt th^t . was /n it, .^L^ was filled: 
vvitb difdain, ' Whfit ! , jMeet yviik. ^ fuch^^.a . mp'A a» - 
t^t? * Yet not l^ong afteif, ihe . waSr,iCp|^3Kif^c€|d, tl^at.' 
th^ Jpyns of jlier own ^i^e^^^^pri^e a^id.jp^Qiipn in^par. /; 
tlcttjiaf^ were as a))pniinable in th^ fight g^ C^od,. as 
the fina q( l^t m§n or any othei;. .^iThis-CQUvidtion. 
was exceeding iharp. She could no longer defpife 
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anj, but only cry out, day and night, ^ God be 
merciful to mcy a finner.* 

. ^^ In February flie went to hear Mr. Reeves. He 
preached on part of the 103d Pfalm. She was now 
more deeply than ever convinced of heart-fin, of un- 
belief in particular, and had fuch a fight of the excel- 
lency of /alth, that flie determined to feek it with all 
her heart. 

^^ In the May following, Ihe was fitting in her 
room, lamenting her flate, and crying to God for 
mercy, when fuddenly flie had a fight of our Lord, , 
' from the manger to the crofs. But it did not bring 
comfort ; on the contrary, it fo heightened her dif- 
tref^, that flie cried aloud, and alarmed the family : 
nor could flie refrain, till her fl;rength failed, and flie 
fainted away. Often her fleep departed from her ; 
her food was tallelefs, and flie mingled her drink with 
weeping ; being refolved never to refl;, till flie found 
refl;. in him, whom alone her foul defircd. 

^^ It was not long, before the Lord looked upon ' 
her. As flie was in prayer, flie had a clear reprelen- 
tation of our blefled Lord, as crowned with thorns, 
and clothed with the purple robe. In a moment her 
foul refi;ed on him, and ihe knew he had taken away 
her fins, Diftrefs wa* gone : the love of "God flowed 
into her heart, and flie could rejoice in God her 
Saviour. Her foul was fo ravifhed with his love, that 
flie could not hold her peace : but cried out to all flie 
knew, ^ You may know your fins forgiven, if you will 
come ulito Jefus.' 

'^ Yet a while after, flie drefled herfelf as fine as 
k ever flie could, and went to worfliip God, as flie ex- 
♦ prefled it, ^ proud as a devil.' Upon the fpot God 
convinced her of all her folly, of her pride and vanity. 
She was fl;ript of her comfort, yea, and brought to 
doubt the reality of ^11 flie had before experienped. 
The devil then laboured to perfuade her, that flie had 
finned the fin againfl: the Holy Ghofi:; and puflied it 
fo, that flie thought her life would fail, and flie 
Ihould inftantly drop into the pit. But the Lord did 
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not leave her long in the fnarc: he appeared again, 
to the joy of her foul. Her confidence was more 
ftrong than ever, and the fear of God more deeply 
rooted in her heart. She abhorred all fin, that in 
particular which had occafioned her diflrefs: of 
which indeed ihe had a peculiar deteilation to her 
lafi hours. * 

" God now made her heart flrong: ihe walked 
feven years in the clear light of his countenance, 
never feeling a moment's doubt of his favour, but 
having the uninterrupted witnefs of his Spirit. It 
was her meat and drink to do his will. His word, 
read or preached, was her delight, and all his ways 
vere pleafant to her. She faid, flie never came from 
a fermon unimproved ; often fo fefrefliied as to forget 
wearinefs or pain. And ihe was .truly diligent in 
bufinefsj as well as/t'i're/i/ in fpirit. 

^' And now ihe thought, ihe ihould never be re* 
moved; God had made her htllfojlrong. But foon 
after this, ihe was prefent when her fifter was ill ufed 
by^herliufband. She gave way to the temptation, 
fell into a paffion, and again loft all her happinefs. 
Yet not long : ihe continued inilant in prayer ; till 
God again healed her backiliding. 
' ^^ But from this time, as her temptations were 
more violent, fo ilie had a keener ^ fenfe of the re- 
mains of fin. Tho' ihe enjoyed a conflant fenfe of 
the favour of God, yet ihe had alfo much fear, left 
inbred fin ihould prevail' over her, and make her 
bring a fcandal upon the Gofpel. She fpent whole 
days in prayer, that God would not fuffer her to be 
tempted abote that Jhe was able^ and that with every 
temptation he would make a way for her to efcape. 
And ihe was heard ; fo that her whole converfatioQ 
adorned the dodtrine of God her Saviour. 

^* Yet ihe fuffered much reproach, xxot only from 
ihe children of the world, but alfo from the children 
of God. > Thefe wounds funk deep into her foul, and 
often made her weep before the Lord. Sometimes JRie 
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felt refentmeut for a fliort time, of which darkn^fs 
was the fiire confequence ; but if kt any time iSie foft 
the confcioufnefs of pardon, 'it almoft toot away hejc 
life; nor could fife reft' fatisfied a* moment, till ihe 
regained the* light of his countenance. She always 
judged, it was the priTilejge of every believer, con. 
llantly to walk in the light: and that nothing but fin 
could rob any who had true faith, of iheir con- 
iiderice in a pardoning God. 

*^ She was tried from within and without for above 
five years, yet kept from all known fin. In the year 
1761, it pleafed God to fljew her Aore clearly than 
ever, under a fermon preached by John Johjifon, the 
abfolute 'ncceffity of being favcd from all fiii, an^ 
perfe^ed in love. And now her confiant cry yas, 
" Lord, take fiill pofleffion of my heart, and reigij 
there without a rival.' Nor was this at alF hindered 
by her diforders, the gravel and colick, which about 
this thne began to bfe vefy violent. ' . • - ' 

" In theyear l't6%%e bielieved God did hear her 
prayer'; thaf her ifbiil was intirely filled wJth IdvCj^ 
^nd all unholy tempers dellroyed. And for feyeral 
months the rejoiced evermore^ pm^ed kit/iout ceafmgj 
and in evert/ tiling' gave thanks, ' Her li&Lpplnefs /ha^ 
no intermiffion, day or Viight, yea, arid increated,, 
Whife her diford^t iricrealftdfteceeflitiglyr "' ^ ' , 

' '^' Bui in the beginning of the year 176?, whett 
fome unkind things wer« "whifpered about concerning 
her, flic gav€ way to'the femplafiob, and felt a^ain q^ 
degree of anger in her 'heart. This foon occafiohed a 
doubt, whether ihe was not deceived before, in thliik* 
ihg flie was faved from fin? Biit flie faid, ' Wliether 
r was or no, I am tu're, I may be." And I am^ deter^ 
mined now* to feek it from the Lord.' 
' " From this time her diforders gradually increafed.. 
Whenever I was in town, * I vifited her from time to. 
tiine, and always 5found her, wl^atever her pains 
were, reined to the will of God; having a cle^r; 
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fcnfe of Lis faf onr, and a ftrong coiifidence that he 
would finiih his work in her foul. 

" So fooii as I came' to town, January 1767, fliei 
fent for me. I found her confined to her bed, and 
frequently in fuch backing pain, that it was thought^ 
ihe could not live many minutes. But fhe faid, my 
pain is nothing : the prefence of the Lord bears me 
up aboye it all. I have not a murmuring thought: 
neither the ihadow of a doubt. My way to glory is 
pAain before me. I aiked, ^ If Ihe were not afraid of 
having great fufierings before the foul and. body were 
parted r ' She faid, ' Not in the ieaii. I expert to 
have fharp pain, jufi before I depart;' (which was 
f6) ^ bnt I do not concern my f elf about what I ihall 
fuffer. It is all at the difpofal of the Lord.' 

^' Two days after I went again to fee her. She . 
faid, ^ JVty happinefs is much incrcafed. For a day 
and anight my pains have been ex^uifite: yet in the 
midfl of all, my heart did dance and fing. The Lord 
fb fmiles upon me, I cannot exprefs it in words.*' 
February 6, fiie fent for me again. I found her in a 
rapture of love, finging and praiiing God ; fo that I 
iras confirained to fay, ' O Lord, thou haii highly 
favoured me, in permitting me to fee fuch a chrif. 
tianl' I cannot attempt to defcribe how ihe then 
appeared: it was with fuch a fmile as I never faw 
before. Moil of the preceding day ihe had fpent in 
finging praife to God, and telling of his goodnei^ to 
a;U that came near her; her foul, fiie . faid, being fo- 
happy^ that Ihe could not be filent. 

'^ When I fpoke to her of death, ihe faid, < It is 
not death to me: it is only fleep: death is my friend! 
death is welcome ! Its ding is gone : I ihall foon be 
with my Lord ! O that I could fing on to all eternity ! 
My work of praife is begun, and ihall never end.' I 
afl^ed, ' Do you find the greatefi; inclination to 
prayer or praife?' She faid, ^O praife! Praife. 
I am full of Love. And I cannot doubt but I ihall 
love and praife him to all eternity.' I then aiked her 
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concerning Ii€r former* profeffioil^ of being fared 
from fin. Slie faicf, "'Sir^ I'have it now! ' I have it 
now! And. more abnndantty. ' My foul is fp f»ll of* 



finffiniT as well as her weak body would permit. I 
aikedy ' Arc you as i^appy now, as when 1 faw you 
lad? She fiiid, * Yes, I,ain: t'l^aVe not the fliadoV^ 
of a' dofibt. * I had many' con flj^ with a wiclk^A,. 
heart: but thofe are all oyer'now: the I^ord has* 
&iiihed his ^ork.' She converfipd now like one on 
Pifgak'i^ top, in fight'^ of the New Jerufi^lem; often" 
fayiiig'}' ^ My work is 'begun, which l^all* ncTer ehdi I 
Tihall praife.him to all ^ eternity 1* ' 

<* She was alked, * Can you wait the lord's 
leifure to releafe you?' She faid. ' ^ Yes, ' ye^ : as

^^'F.rfday I3, after doling a little, flie awaked in a 
tranfp^rt,- ihying, * O ). you • cannot conceiTC the joy 
I feeLi *Yoii know but in part: bicrt when that which, 
ii perfect is come, you ih^il^ know eren as you are 
kllown/' ^e fpoke^ with, regard to fome gk^rlou»; 
Tiews which Ihe thea-hpd of her dear Redeemer*

On Wednefday and Thurf(}ay. we had our little 
Conference at Dublin. Fricjay we obferYed as a day^, 
of fatting and prayer: and. concluded if with tjie moft^ 
fplemn watch-night/ that I ever remijmber, in thjsr 
Itingdom. I. was much ^ tired, between feven and eight 
o'clock^ "fciut^ lefs ' and l^fs ' fo as the fervice went oijl 
And at"^ the ' coricluf^pn, a little after twelye^ I wa^ 
ff eflier than at fix ii^ the mprning. 

Sunday 26, was a comfort9.ble day ii^deed. But 
t})e conclu£o](^ of it fried my flrength, a^ I was fpeakr 
ing with f9arce any inte/miflion, from a little after^ 
ive, till between nine and tei^. 

Monday 27^ haying, a fey ere col^, I waB ii^ Hopes 
of ri^ng it away. So I took horfe a little after four^- 
an^^ reacj^e^f Newry in th^ evening. But my roicq^ 
'^^as^ftiU.fft.^ea,^, that j, d^ubt. if m^y of the^coxi*. 
g;regati,9Jn^ in t|ie Afarket-hpute could hear m,e. Aa.<j^

went on board^bput;]twp o.^lock, But it wa? fo lat;^

Thurfday 30j we rode, thro' a country. fwif% in^* 
proving tp Air,, and palled a qui^t and comfortable 
night.^ Friday 31^5 before i^¥(^ w^ reached. Glafgow, 
In the evening I preached^ an4,; ag£un at fi^^^ in th^ 
morning.. Saturday, Auguft, I5 as bqth my^.horft 
and myfelf were a littlp, tired> I took|th^ ilage-coach 
to Edinburgh. 

Before I left Glafgpi^r I h^ard fo iiE^j)gi^ an ap,. ' 
count, that I defired, . tp. h^ar it fr<)0i^;A%P^£fQPjii'^5 
felf. He wa^ a. i^ton^ anl yrt J<«.. mjyjy^yea^,ha4 
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little troubled himfelf about religion. I fet down his 
words, and leare every man to form his own judg- 
ment upon them. ^' Sixteen weeks ago, I was walk- 
ing an hour before funfet, behind the high kirk, and 
looking on one fide I faw one clofe to me, who 
looked in my face, and aiked me, How I did ? I 
anfwered, pretty well. He faid, '^ You have had 
many troubles. But how have you improved them ? " 
He then told me all that ever I did, yea, and the 
thoughts that had been in my heart, adding. Be ready 
for my fecond coming." And he was gone I knew 
j not how. I trembled all over, and had no flrength in 
me, but funk down to the ground. From that time I 
groaned continually under the load of fin, till at the 
Lord's fupper it was all taken away." 

Sunday 2, I was forry to find both the Society and 
the congregations fmaller than when I was her laft. 
I impute this chiefly, to the manner of preaching 
which has been generally ufed. The people have 
been told frequently and ftrongly, of their coldnefs, 
deadnefs, heavinefs, and littlencfs of faith, but very 
rarely of any thing that would move thankfnlnefs. 
Hereby many were driven away, and thofe that re- 
mained were kept cold and dead. 

1 encouraged them flrongly at eight in the morning, 
and about noon preached upon the Caflle-hill, on, 
'' There is joy in heaven over one finner that rcpcnt- 
6th." • The fun flione exceeding hot upon my head: 
but all was well ; for God was in the midfl of us. In 
the evening I preached on Luke xx. 34j &c. and 
many were coniforted ; efpecially w^hile I was inlarg- 
ing on thofe deep words, ^' Neither can they die any 
more, but are equal to the angels, and are the chil- 
dren of God, being the children of tht I'efurreftion." 

Monday 3, I vifiled as many as I could, fick and 
well, and endeavoured to confirm them. In the 
evening I preached at feven, and again at nine. We 
concluded about twelve. One then came to me with 
An unexpe6ted meflage. . A gentleman in the Weil of 
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Scotland^ was a ferions^ fen^ble ,man, but Tio]entlj 
attached both to the "*dO(6triiie and 3ifcipline of the 
kirk. ' Ills eldeft daiigKier,' dreamed fame months 
^nte, that fhe Vas poironed^ and muii die in an hour. 
She waked in the ntmbfl coniteiiiation, which liTued 
M a'de'ep cbnyi^iion' of fin. Soon 'after file ha^ an 
'earnell defire t6*fe6'mtf', tho' not perceiTing'any pofif- 
bilify of it. Bift' brifinefs called Mr. H. to Edinburgh, 
Tie brought heir with liiim, three days before I cam^. 
Dii Sunday ihorniiig he heard the preaching for the 
firft* tim^ and - afterwards^ omitted no opportunity ► 
He now fent his daughter, to beg. I would come' if 
^'offibleto the WeR] and to defire that I or any of 
^ur Preachers woc^ make hi» lioufe our hon^e. 

Tnei3ay 4, I rode to Dunbar, and endeavoured, if 
po^ble,"" to rouze fome ' df the ileepers, by ftrongly, 
yek,' rougily inforcing thbfe words, *^ Lord, are there 
few that be faved? " And this I mufl.fay for the Scofe: 
iii^g^n^rdl, I know no men Jikc them, for bearing 
jaaan:aealing. ' ^ ^ ' ' ■ 

' Ott^huAday I reached Newcaftle. Saturday 8^ at^ 
the fe^iicr of Mw. WMtater of NewlEngland, I 1 
feVeadK^d^ atftf iaflfirwar^ ' made a odIIe6tipn, fbr the 
indid^n Tehdols in America. A large fum of money * 
fe'tttJ^ cdlld^ed : but will mohey convert Heathens r 
Find Preachers of David Brainard's fpirit, and noi- . 
tltiifg Csin Aand before them. But wlthduf t}iis, what 
imi g<^d Or fifver do }. No more thaa lead* or iron.. 
They haSr^ indeed fen^t thoufands ta hell ; but never 
yet brought a foul to heaven. 

' Sunday 9, t preached^ abouit ten* in^ Mr. Goodday's*- 
chiitdh at Monk'-Wearmouth. JAbout two. I preached 
t6 *&,' wiltfng mukitude alt (rateihead^Fell, and at five, 
ii^r tBfe t^r1:h:Heads at Newcaftle. 

* 'Moiiday'ip, I laboured to^ ifet fome right, who- 
have ihubh: 'grace, but 'little uhderilanding. And t 
pf'evailei oh all but one, who appeared indeed to be 
ilie twiti-foulof poor (reoree Bel!; 

Tuefday 11, I came to a friendly • conclufion 
(blefled'be God!) witli' IWr. L. He agreed to pay 
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the legacies on the fecond of November: and wc 
relinquiihed the refidue of the eflate. So the Harpy- 
Lawyers are happily difuppointed : and the defign.of 
the dying faint in fome meafure anfwered. 

Wednefday 12, I took coach. The next day we 
reached Grantham, and • London about feven on 
Friday cyening, having run that day a hundred and 
ten miles. On the road I read over Seller's Hiflory 
of Palmyra, and Norden's Travels into Egypt and 
Abyffinia: two as dry, and unfatisfying books, as 
ever I read in my life. 

Sunday 16, I hoped to preach in the fields: but 
the rain prevented. However, one of our brethrea 
preached there at feven, to thoufands upon thou- 
fands. And there was not the leaft Ihadpw of 
interruption. How long will thefe Halcyon-dayS 
continue! 

Tuefday 18, I met in Conference with our Affif* 
tants, and a fele6t number of Preachers. To thefe 
were added on Thurfday and Friday, Mr. White- 
field, Howell Harris, and many Stewards gjid Lojc^ 
preachers* hore and harmony reigned from the 
beginning to the end. But we have all need of inore 
love and holinefs : and in order thereto, of crying 
continually, " Lord, ii\creafe our faith ! " 

Having finifhed my work at London for the pre* 
fent, on Monday 24, I rode to Wycombe, and 
preached in the evening to a numerous and deeply 
attentive congregation. 

Tuefday 25, I read Mr. Crantz's Account of the 
tDiifion into Greenland. Altho' I make much allow- 
ance for the liberty which I know the brethren take, 
in their accounts of one another, yet I do not fee. 
any reafon to doubt that fome of the Heathens have 
been converted. But what pity, that fo affe6ting an 
Account ihould be difgraced with thofe vile, doggerel 
verfes, jufi; calculated to make the whole performance 
flink in the ooilrils of all fenfible men ! . In the even, 
ing the multitude that flocked together, obliged me to 
preach abroad. I faw but three or four that feemed 
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unaffedled. And thofe, I fuppofe, werefooimen: a t. 
race of men "who are commonly loft to all fenfe of I 
ihamc, as woll as of good and evil. 

Wednefday 26, I rode to Ipflone-IIall, near S token 
Church, and preached about ten o'clock : and in the 
evening at Witney. The next evening I preached on 
Wood-Grecn, near the town, to a huge congregation, 
en, '' Seek ye the Lord, while he may be foundj call 
ye upon him while he is near." Scarce any were light 
or unattentive. Surely fome will bring forth fruit 
unto perfedlion. 

Friday 28, I preached at Stow in the Wold, about 
ten, to a yery dull, quiet congregation, and in the 
^Tcning to almofi: fuch another at Gloucefier. Satur- 
day 29, we rode to Brecknock. Sunday 30, one of 
Treyecka gaye us a flrange account A young wo- 
man who feryed as dairy-maid there, was beloved 
by all the family. She was loving to every one, 
never angry, never out of humour. That morning 
ihe was much happier, and had a fuller manifeflation 
of the loTe of God than ever. As ihe was coming 
thro' the entry, a lad met her with a gun in his hand, 
which he did not know was charged. He prefentcd 
it, and faid, '^ Nanny, I will flioot you." The gun 
went off, and Ihot her thro' the heart. Sh,e fell on 
her face, and without any flruggle or groan, imme* 
diately ex|>ired. 

I preached at eight to a large and ferious congre- 
;g'atlon, and on the Bulwarks at five. A multitude of 
people attended: and even the gentry feemed, for 
the prcfent, almoft perfimded to be Chriftians. 

Monday 31, I rode to Carmarthen, and a little 
Irefore fix went down to the Green. The congre- 
gation was near as large as that at Brecknock, but 
nothing fo gay, being almoft all poor or middling 
p'eople. To thefe therefore, I directly preached the 
gofpel: they heard it with greedinefs. And tho' I 
was faint and weary when I foegan^ I was foon as a 
jgiant refre/hed with wine, 

Tuefday, 
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Tuefday, Sejptemb^r 1, I jrode ,on. to Pembroke, 
md this and the' next evening ^ preached in the main 
flreet, to far more than the houfe could have co^- 
tained. In the mornings we were within. Wednefdajr 
2, upon enquiry, I foupd the tvork of God in Pem- 
brokefliire had been exceedingly hindered, chiefly by 
Mr. Davies's Preachers, who had continually inveigh- 
ed agiinfl purs, and thereby frighted abundance of 
people from hearing, or coming near them. This had 
foihetiines provoked them to retort, which always 
made a bad matter worfe. The advice therefore, 
which I gave them was, 1. Let all the people Tacredly 
^bflaiB froni' backbiting, tale-bearirig,' eyil-fpeakirigr 
2. Let all our Preachers aMam from returning" rail- 
irf^ for railing^ either in public or in' piivate,' as 
well as from difpuiingl 3. Let them ' never preach 
on points of controverfy, but plain j pradlical' and 
experimental 'religion.' 

Thurfday 3, about noon I preached at Lamphy,, a 
▼lilage ty o miles from Peml)r oke. The rain , a little. 
le^e^ei the congregation, bui did. not hinder, the 
bleffirig^ GoA was eminently pfefeiit to comfort the 
mourners: as likewife at rembro^e in tjie evening, 

Saturday 5, I rode to Haverford-Weft, j but Jt.pew, 
not what to do* becaufa of, .the rain. ^ However« at 
fix I was conilrained l)y the number pf pepple, tq 
(land abroad, near the ^caftle, And tjie whole, con. 
gregation as' quietify attendecl^ as if we had been in a 
cathedral. . . . , 

Sunday 6^ I had a large £^nd earneft ^ongr^ati<)n at 
^x. About ten 1 began the fervice at St-, DaniePsy a 
littl^ chuVch about half a mile, from Pen^ broke, .vrliiqh, 
til|* lately lay in ruins. It_w^s ^^hqrbug)hijY fillejl, 
during ' the ^ pray iers and fcrmon, ajid a. . coniiaerable.. 
number glailly* partook ^f " the Lora's fuppei;. Afteic-. ^ 
walrd's I rode back to Haverford^ ana not>yi£hft4nding!; 
the rain, ftpod in the fame' place as before, arid api-'^ 
plied, " O that thou hadfl 'known, at leafl; in this thy 
day, the things 'that make for thy peace f* 
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Monday 7, I rode to Caermarthen, and preiclied 
on the Green, on, ^^ Is there no balm in Gilead ? " 
In the afternoon, finding none that could direct us to 
Gxwj'ch, we were obliged to ride roun(f by Swanfoy. 
The next morning we came to Oxwych, and found 
George Story there, who had come to Swanfey the 
day before in his way to Cork. Hearing I was qcar, 
he came oyer juil in feafon, to preach to the congre- 
gation who waited for me. At noon I preached to, 
I fuppofe, all the inhabitants' of the town, and then 
rode to Neath. 

I had deiigned to preach abroad, but the rain 
would not permit. The Preaching-houfe was much 
crowded. And the power of God was in the midil 
of the congregation : prejudice funk down before it. 
And the innumerable lies, which moft of them had 
heard of we, vaniflicd into air. The fame power 
refted upon them early in the morning. The bigots 
on all fides were afhamed, and felt thcU in Chrift Jefu9y 
nothing avails, but the faith that workeih by love> 

Wednefday 9, about twelve I preached to a large 
and ferious congregation, in the AJTembly-Room at ^ 
Cowbridger and in the evening, in the Court-honfe 
at Carditf, where, both this and the following even- 
ing, we had moil of the gentry in the town : and 
both of the mornings, the hearers were more than for 
many years. Who knows, but even in this defalate 
town, God may build up the wafte places ? 

Friday 11, I rode to Llanbraddock, a finglehoufe 
delightfully fituated near the top of a high mountain, 
and in the evening preached to a ferious company of 
plain Welchmen, with uncommon enlargement of 
heart. Saturday 12, fetting out early, I reached 
Chepflow before noon, and preached at a friend's 
door, to a civil, unconcerned congregation. We 
came to the Old Paflage, (being told we had time to 
fpare,) a few minutes after the boat was gone off. 
Finding they would not pafs again that day, I left 
my horfes behind, and croiling over in a fmall boat, 
jgot to Brifiol, foon enough to preach in the evening. 
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The followiBg week I ¥^cd raoft of the'Somerfet- 
Aire Societies. Sunday %0^ (as the Sunday before) I 
preached in Princes-ftreet at eight, about two under 
the Sycamore-tree at Kingfwood, and at five in the 
New Square, to a larger congregation, than, I think^ 
was erer there before. Monday 21, 1 preached at 
.iPensford, Paulton, and Coleford: on Tuefday noon 
at MidfniiMner*NortoE : (fo called, I fuppofe, be- 
fCaufe formerly it was accefiible at no other time of 
the year,) and in the evening at Coleford again, 
where we had a comfortable Love-feaft, at which 
many fpoke their experience with all fimplicity. 
Wednefday 23, about noon I preached at ^ckland, 
and in the evening at Frome ; but the houfe was too 
fmall, fo that many were conflrained to go away. So 
the next evening I preached in a meadow, where a 
multitude of all denominations attended. It feems 
that God is at length giving a more>general call to this 
town alfo; the people whereof feemed before, in 
every, fenfe, to, be richj und increajed in goods^ and 
needing nothing. 

Friday 25, I was defired to preach at Freiliford ; 
.but the people durft not come to the houfc, becaufe 
♦of the Small-pox, of which Jofeph Allen, an Ifraelite 
'indeed, had died the day' before. So they placed a ~ 
table near the- Church-yard. But I had no fooner 
.begun to fpeak, than the bells began to ring, by the 
procurement of a neighbouring gentleman. How- 
ever, it was labour loft ; for my voice prevailed, and 
'the people heard me diftindl'ly. Nay, a perfon ex- 
tremely deaf, who had not been able to hear a fermon 
for feveral years, told his neighbours with great joy, 
^^ That he had heard and underftood all, from the 
beginning to the end." 

I preached at Briftol in the evening, on 2 Cor. iv. 
17, a text which had been chofen by "William New, a 
little before God called him hence. He laboured 
under a deep afthma for feveral years, and for feven 
or eight months was confined to his bed, where he 
was from time to time viiited by a friend, who wrote 
tJi£ following account. 
^ 1 ."He 
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" He was one of the firJft Methodiils in Briftol, ) 
and always walked as became the gofpel. By the 
fweat of Ms brow he maintained a large family, leav- 
ing fix children behilid him. When he was no longer 
able to* walk, be dfd not difoontinue hi& labour : and 
after he kept his room^ h» ufod to cut oat glafa, 
(being a glazier) to enable his eld«ft fon, a child 
about feufiteej^, to do fomething toward the fuppof't 
of his- family. Yea, wh^Q> he kept his bed^ he was 
Bot^ idle, but RWl gave him what aiiftance he could. ' 

^ He was formerly fond of company and diver- 
fions, but as foon a^ God caMed him, left them all ; 
having a nobler diveriion, yifiting the fick and 
afflicted, in which he fpent all his^ leifure hours. He 
w^ diligent ia ' the uie of aU the mean« of grace ; 
T€ry rarely, during hi« health, miffing the morning 
preaching at fi^e, tbo' he lived above a mile from th>s 
room. 

" About a year ago he took his leave of the So«- 
ciBty, telling them, ' That it was with great pleafure 
he had joined and continued with them : that it was 
in this def^ifed place, the Lord firft manifcfted himfelf 
to his foul : that no tongue could tell what he had 
fince enjoyed under that roof: tiiat the fame Jefus 
had enabled hjm to hold on thus far, and he hoped 
to be with- him foon : ' adding, '- 1 do hot oxpedi to 
fee yon any more here, but have no- doubt of meeting 
you in glory.' 

^' During the tail twenty days- of his life, he took 
no other fuftenance, than now and then a tea-fppon- 
fuli of wine, or of balm-tea. About fourteen dayff 
before his dieath, his tongue turned black, with large 
chops in it, thro' the heat of his fiomach; and his 
Ifps were dixawn two or three inches apart, fo that it 
was difficult for him to fpeak. In this condition he 
lay waiting for his difcharge, faying fometimes, * I 
am, as it were, two perfons. The body is in tortur- 
ing pain, the foul is in fweet peace.' He frequently 
faid, ^ I long to be gone. Come, Lord Jefus ! Come 
quickly.' When I aiked, < ©o you defire to fee 

I a fucb 
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fuch a perfon ? ' He faid, ' ^ I defire to fee none but 
Jefus. To him I leave my dear wife and children. I 
have no care about them.' 

" The next day Satan violently aflautted his faith : 

<but infiantly our Lord appeared in all, his glory, and 

he was filled with love and joy unfpeakable, and faid, 

^ Call my friend, and let him fee a dying chriflian. 

O «what do I feel ? I fee my Lord has overcome for 

me. I am his: praife the Lord! Praife the Lord! 

.Hallelujah ! Hallelujah ! ' He defired them that were 

prefent to fing, and began, " Jefu, lover of my 

foul." He then defired the text for his funeral fermon 

• .might be 1 Cor, iv. 17. 

^' The next time I faw him, having defired him io 
make figns rather than fpeak, which was painful to 
him, he faid, ' Here is a fign, (puihing out his feety 
and holding up his hands,) a dying chriflian, full of 
love and joy! A crown, a never fading crown 
awaits me: I am going to everlafling habitations.' 
He then defired us to fing, and quickly added, ' He 
is come! He is come! I want to be gone: farewel' 
to you all.' When he could no longer fpeak, he con- 
tinued fmiling, clapping his hands, and difcovering an 
ccitafy of joy in every motion. 

" After a while his fpeech returned, and he faid, 
* To day is Friday : to-morrow I expedt to go.' One 
faid, ' Poor Mr. New ! ' He faid, ' It is richr New. 
Tho' poor in myfelf, I am rich in Chrift.' 

'^ I faw him on Saturday in the fame fpirit, praif. 
ing God with every breath. He appeared quite 
trdnfported, pointing upwards, and turning his fingers 
round his head, allnding to the crown prepared for 
him. 1 faid^ ' Your Lord has kept the befi; wine 
unto the laft.' * Yes, yes, faid he, it is in my foul.' 
When I took my leave he preffed my hand^ pointed 
upward, and again clapped his hands. Afterward he 
fpoke little, till he cried out, ^The chariot, the 
V chariot of Ifrael,' and died." 

Saturday 26, I was informed between twelve and 
one, that Mrs. B. was dying. Judging I had no 
> ^*. * ^ f : time 
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time to lofc^ about one I left Briflol, and about feyen 
on Sunday-morning came to London. Learning there 
that He w^s better, I flayed to preach and adminif- 
tei the. facrament at the chapel, and then baftened on, 
and fpent a folemn aj»d proiitaltle hour ut Lewiftam. 
I preached again at Weft-ft^eet chapel in the after* 
noon, and' made a coUe(5lioa for the poor, as I had 
done in the morning. Soon after I took chsufe again, 
and^ on Monday about noon I came to BrlftoL 

Wednefday 30, I preached to a large and tcry 
ferious congregation on Redcliff-Hill. This is the 
way to overturn Satan's kingdom. In field-preach- 
ing, more than in any other means, God is fouftd of 
them that fought him not. By this, death, heayen 
and hell, come ta the ears, if not the hearts, of tkem 
that care for none of thfifa things. 

Friday, October 2, and fome days in the following 
week, I yifited the other Societies round Briilot 
Sunday 11, I preached at eight in Princes-ftreet, and 
a little before fiye, near the New Square, where, 
notwithftanding the keennefs of the wind, the con- 
gregation w^ exceeding large. I permitted all of i 
Mr. Whitefield's Society that pleafed, to be prefect 1 
at the love-feaft that followed. I Tiope We fliall not > 
know war any more^ unlefs with the world, the flelh I 
and the devil. 

Monday 12, I preached at Bradford, on Tuefday 
at S^Kbury, On Wednefday about one at liuaxjCey : 
whence I code to Southiunpton, and the wind beii\g 
io high, tha^ I could not well preach abroad, I fent 
a line to. the mayor, requeiHing leave to preach in the 
Town-hall. In ap hour, he fent me word, I might; 
but in an houir more he retra(5ted. Poor mayor of 
Southampton ! So I preached in a fmall room, and 
did not repent my labour. 

Thurfday 15, about is^eont I preached a^ Fareham, 
then went on to Portimouth Common. I font to.deiire 
the ufe of the Tabernacle;, but was anfwered, " Not 
unlefs I would preach the perfeverance of t^e faints." 
At iix I preached in our own room, which was fnf. 

I 3 ficiently 
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ficiently crowded both within and Without. Refolving 
there fliould be room for all that would come^ I 
preached the next afternoon on the fide of the Com* 
moD. And the whole congregation was as quiet as 
that in the fquare at Brillol. Saturday 17, I fet out 
early, and in the eyening came to London. 

Tuefday 20, I went to Colchefter, and fpent three 
days very agreeably^ among a quiet and loving peo- 
ple. All their little mifunderftandings are now at an 
end. • Yet they had not the life which they had once. 
A lofs of this kind is not eafily recovered. Saturday 
24, I returned to London. 

Mondfiy 26, I began my little tour, thro' North- 
amptonfihire and Bedfordfhire. I preached at Whit, 
tlebury in the evening. Tuefday 27, I rode to 
Weedpn, where the ufe of the church being refufed, 
I accepted the offer of the Prelbyterian meeting- 
houfe, and preached to a crowded audience. Wed- 
nefday 20, about two in the afternoon I preached at 
Towcefter, where tho' many could not g<tt in, yot all 
were quiet. Hence we rode to Northampton, where 
in the evening, (our own room being far too fmall,) 
I preached in the riding-fchool to a large and deeply 
ferious congfegation. After fervice, I was chal- 
lenged, by one that was my parifhioner at Epworth, 
near forty years ago. I drank tea at her houfe 
the next afternoon, with her daughter-in-law from 
London, very big with child, and greatly afraid that 
fhe Ihould die in labour. When we went to prayers, 
I enlarged in prayer for her in particular. ^Within 
five minutes after we went away, her pains began, 
and foon after fhe was delivered of a fine boy. 
Friday 30, I rode acrofs the country to Bedford, and 
preached in the evening to a civil, heavy congre- 
gation. Saturday 31, after preaching at Luton in 
the way, I returned to London. 

Sunday, November -1, being All SaintS'^day^ (a 
feftival I dearly love,) I could not but obferve the 
admirable propriety with which the colle6t, epifi^le 
and gofpel for the day^ are fuited to each other. As 

I was 
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I was to fet out for Kent in the morning, Mr. B. 
invited me to fpend the evening with him at Lew. 
ifham. Soon after we took horfe, we found one of 
our horfes lame. On enquiry, it appeared, that five 
nails were driven • into the quick. So we were at a 
full fiop. But Mr. B. fupplying us with another 
horfe, we rode on, tho' {hro' heavy rains, to Staple- 
huril. In the evening I met with a young clergyman, 
who feemed to have no defire, but to fave his own 
foul and thofe that heard him. I advifed him, to 
expe6t crolTes and perfecution. But he was fure, his 
Re^or would fland by him. Vain hope. That the 
children of the world ihould long ftand by the chiU 
dren of God! Soon after, his Redtor told him, 
^' Unlefs he kept away from this people, he muft leave 
his curacy." 

Tuefday 3, I rode to Rye, and preached in the 
evening. A poor prodigal, who was cut to the heart 
the firfl time I was there, was one of the audience ; 
but exceeding drunk. He dined with us the next 
day ; but was ftill fo muddled, that I could make no 
impreifion on him. He w<is almofl perfuaded to be a 
chrliiian ! But I doubt is now farther off than ever. 
In the evening I dealt once more exceeding plain 
with him and his fellow iinners. If they now perifli 
in their iniquity, their blood is on their own head. 
Thurfday 5, about noon I preached at Norjam. I 
was furprifed at one, to hear the Tower-guns fo plain 
at above fifty miles diflance. In the afternoon we 
rode thro' miferable roads to the pleafant village of 
Ewhurft, where I found the moll lively congregation 
that I have met with in the county. Saturday 7, I 
called at the houfe of mourning at Shoreham, where 
I found Mr. P. borrowing like a chrifi,ian, for his 
youngefi; fon, the fi;aff of his age, the fourth that has 
been fnatched from him in the bloom of youth. 
After fpending a profitable hour here, J rode forward 
to Loudon. 

Sunday 8, I buried the remains of that excellent 
young man, Benjamin CoUey. He did rejoice ever. 

more 
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mope,, and prjty without ceafing : and. I believe hi» 
h9£ki\iding coft him his life. From the time h« 
mifl'^d hifi-way, by mcan» of Mr. Maxfield, he wcat 
heavily all his days. God indeed reHored his peace, 
bat left him to be baJTetted of Satan, in an uucommou 
ia3BA»E. And his tfials did not end but with, his life. 
Jlaw^Ter fome of his lail words were, ''Tell aU 
the Society^ tell all the world^ I die without doubt 
QB fear." 

Thurfdky 12, I occafioaally looJted into a book, 
vhich I had long thro:>rn by, as not worth readings 
It i& entitled;^ "Thoughts on God and Nature.** 
But how a^eeably was I furprifed? Itco&l^insa 
tareofui^e of aatient learnuig, delivered ia> clear and 
ftrong lang?iiflgfi : aoid i& indeed a ma^er.pieee in its 

I kind, a thunder-bolt to Lord Bolingbroke and aJU hifi 

^ admirers* 

Sunday 15, I buried the remains of Rebecca Mills^ 
Site fouad poace with G^d mwocj years Anoe, and 
about five years ago waS' entirely changed, and en*, 
abled to give her whole foul to God. From that 
hour file never found any decay^ bu^ lov<ed and ferved 
hJQDa: with her whole headrt. Paii^ and ficknefs, and 
Toiiious trifiis fuceeeded, almofb without any inters 
naSkoiH. Bnt fhe was. always the faiae, finn* and lui^ 
movied, as tibe Rock on which ihe waa built ; ia life 
iml in deaith uniformly praifing the God of her faU 
vation* The attainablenefs of this great £^vati0n, is 
put beyond ali reasonable doubt, by the teiUmioiiiy 
^ one ifiiQh (were then^ but one) living atsd dying 
witaefs. 

Fri<Jtay 20^ I preached to the condemned felbns in 
Newgate, on, ^' To day thoU' ilia^t be with me in 
Pkradife." All of them were ftruck and melted into 
tears: who knows but feme of them may reap in 

In the evening I preached at Layton-ftone. How 
good would it be for me to be here, not twice in' a 
year, but in a month ! So it appeur9 %9 me. But 

Qod 
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God is wifer than man. When it is really beft, will 
he not bring it to pafs ? 

About this time I received two or three remarkable 
letters; extra6ls from which I here fubjoin. 

" Rev. Sir, 
" Lately I was requeued to read Mr. Marfhall's 
Gofpel-myflery of Sandtification : it was reprefented 
to mc, as the moll excellent Piece, ever publiihed on 
that fubjedl. I have read it, and left I ihould be 
inifiaken, fubmit to you the following ihort re- 
marks. 

*' It muft be acknowledged, he is on the one hand, 
copious in fliewing the impra(5tibility of real, genuine 
holinefs, or of doing any works acceptable to God, 
till we repent and believe the gofpel. On the other 
hand, he fliews the deadly confequenccs of that faith, 
which fets afide our obligations to obferve God's 
holy law. 

" I rejoice likewife, to find him ihewing, how 
well able a believer is to keep this law, and proving 
that this faith implies a divine afiurance of our belong- 
ing to Chrift. But moll of all, to obferve him fpeak- 
ing fo excellently of the growth of a believer in holi- 
nefs. * We are cdwaifs^ fays ho, to refift the dtjvil, 
to quench cdl his fierif dartSy and to perfeSi holinefi 
in the fear of God, We are to be built up in Chritt, 
until ice come to a perfeSi man^ to the meafure of 
thejtature of the fulnefs of Chrijl.^ 

'^ But how does this agree with his aflerting, 
^ Our natural ftate doth remain in a meafure with all 
its corrupt principles and pra6iices^ as long as we live 
in the prefent world ? You may as well wafli a 
blackamoor white, as purge the flclh from its evil 
lulls. It will luft againfl the fpirit in the beft faints 
upon earth.' How then am I to come to a perfeci 
man^ to the meafure of the Jhature of the fulnefs of 
Chrift? Is there a reconciliation between the fulnefs 
of Chrift in a believer, and all his corrupt principles 
andpra6iices? Is it thus, that the ilrong. man armed 

is 
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ig to be caft ouij with the Jpoiling of his gooda? 
Does he tell me, I am to quench all tlieJiePy darts of 
the devil: And in the fame breath that ' I may as 
well walh a blackamoor white.' That I can do all 
thifigs thro' Chrift ftrengthening me: and yet, that 
the fleih Ihall neyer be purged from its evil Lifts ; no, 
not in the beft faints on earth, fo long as they live in 
the prefent world ? What a wonderful communion is 
here between light and darknefs ? What a llrange 
fellowlhip between Chrift and Belial ? * 

ii What can we infer from hence, but thai Mr* 

, Marihall's Book, containing fo much poifon mixt 

with food, is an exceeding d^ngeroius one, and not 

fit to be recommended to any but experienced 

Chriftians?" 

The following letter is of a very different kind. 

" I was yefterday led to hear, what God would 
fay to* me by year mouth. You exhoctsd u«, Sirfce 
to entm" in at thejirait gate, I am williAg fo to do» 
But I find, one chief part of my ftriving^ muft be^ 
to feed the hungry, to clothe the naked; to inftrwft 
ika ignorant, to vi£t the fick, and fuch as are ia 
prifon, bonndf in mifery and iron. 

'^ But if you. purge out all who fcorn fuch prac- 
tices, or at ieaft are not found in them, how man.j 
wiU remain in your Society? I fear, fcasce enougli 
to carry your body, to the grav.c! Alas, how many 
even among tho& who are cabled beUevei:^ have 
plenty of all the neceffurLe» of li£e, and ye^ cdmpldia 
of poiirerty ? liow many have houXe»^ and landfi^ oji 
bags, of money, and yet cannqt find in t^ieir hearts ta 
fpare now and then to God^s poor, a little piece of 
gold? Mow many have linen ioi pieii.t;y, with thre^ 
or four fuits o£ clotheft, and- can fee tiie p«of ga 
naked? They will change them away for painted 
clay,, or lei^ tba niothfi devowr' tbem, before they mlt 
gi¥6 them to- cjavei* ttie aa^ednefs o| ih» paor brch 
threuty m»ny oi wkofe* fouls are ^lotfiedwMttb glorious 

robes, 
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robes, tho' tlieir bodies are covered with rags. Pray, 
Sir, tell thefe, you cannot believe they are Chrillians, 
ilnlcfs they imitate Chrill, in -doing good to all men, 
and hate covetoiifnefs, which is idolatry," 

I do tell them fo: andl tell them. It will be more 
tolerable in the day of judgment for Sodom and Go~ 
morrah than for them ! I tell them. The Methodijts 
that flo not fulfil all righteoufnefs, will have the 
liottefl place in the lake of fire ! 

To awaken, if poffible, thefe flecpers, I add one 
extract more. 

^' Rev. and dear Sir, 

^^ Some time ago I aequaialed yon how.gvaciaiilly 

the Lord had dealt with me,*'in delivering me out of 

•all my troables. For fome time 'pail I have been 

omased-at my f^eech, memory and underftaadiag, in 

-all which I was remarkabiy defiR^ive. I have had 

power 'to «?(plain the fcriptures to my friends that 

meet here, in a manner that aftonilhed -me. But I 

immediately fe,w from whence thefe bleffiags cama, 

and With an overflow of love and yvry^ worfhipped 

the great fountain of all goodnefs. I never was £6 

'fenjible of my unpvoiitabienefs, never fo abhorred 

myfelf as I do no*w. And yet I feel no condemn. 

atton, nor any withdrawing of my Hedeemer's love. 

He is my fliield and buckler, 'my God and my aU. 

'Glory be tQ'God and the Lamb for ever! Praife him 

fer me, and praife him for 'ever, ij^t every thin^ 

;ftat hfirth breath, praife the Loid. 

^' Since the Lord has not only been -gracious to my -, 
foul, but/ has intrufted me with a fbore of this world's i 
good, I am under an equal obligation to be faithfal, j 
in this as in other gifts of God. Now efpecially, 
when help is fo much wanted, I ought to be tke 
more careful. Suffer me, "Sir, to fpeak freely of 
myfeif. I have about forty 'feven pounds a year. 
As to my dilburfemcnts, for apparel, I buy the moft 

lafling 
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lafting, and in general, the plainefl I can. I buy no 
furnitare but what is nece^ry and cheap. I make 
my own fire, and get my own breakfafl and fupper. 
I pay fix-pence to one of our friends ^for my dinner. 
I drink herb-tea, and thereby fave at leaft a fliilling 
a week. I feldom drink tea in the afternoon, but 
fup at fix, on bread and cheefe, with milk and water. 
So I fare at leafl; eight-pence by dropping tea in the 
Afternoon. I fafl;ed much, till my health was greatly 
impared. Then I ufed abftinence on. Wednefdays, 
Fridays and other FafUdays, till I was obliged to 
leave this off too : but not till I was quite indifferent 
as to what I eat. So I determined, if I cannot re- 
trench a meal, I can retrench the expence of a meal 
twice a week, and on other Fafi;-days, ufing potatoes, 
milk, or fome other cheap thing. Thus I fave four- 
pence per dinner twice a v/eek, ^hich with the one 
Hulling and eight-pence, makes two fhlllings and four-' 
pence per week, without retrenching one necefiary 
meal. Now this two ihiUings and four-pence would 
buy as much meat, as made into broth, would nearly 
fuffice for a fmall family. To be fhort, the expence 
for myfelf, meat, drink, clothes and waihing, is not 
twenty-eight pounds per anpium^ fo tltSit I have near 
twenty pounds to return to God in the poor.- Now 
<, if every chriftian family while in health, would thus 
j far deny themfelves, would twice a week dine on the 
J cheapeft food, drink in gejueral herb-*<tea, faithfully 
I calculate the money. faved thereby, and give it to the 
fpoor, over and above their ufual donations; we 
llhouldthen hear no complaining in our fiireets, but 

ithe poor would eat and be fatisfied. He that gathered 
much would have nothing over, and he that gathered 
' little, would have no lack. O how happy fiiould we 
ail be, if this were the cafe with us ! I mentioned 
this' fome time ago. in a meeting at London, >vhen a 
brother faid, ' Thefe are . but little things.' As I 
w^it home, I thought of his words : ' Little things J * 
' Is the want of fire, in frofl; and fnow, a little thing ? 
Or the want of food, in a difl;reffed, helplefs family ? 

Gracious 
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Gracious God ! Feed me uUh food convenient for 
me I Give me not poverty ^^ left Ijleal; and take the 
name of my God in vain! 

*' Dear Sir, I know what yon feel for tke poor, 
and I alfo fympathize with you. Here is a hard 
feafon coming on, and every thing yery dear. 
Thoufands of poor fouls, yea, chriftians, dread tke 
«j)preaching calamities. O that God would fiir up 
the hearts' of all, that believe themfelves his children, 
to evidence it by (hewing mercy! Surely the real 
children of God will do it of themfelves : for it is the 
natural fruit «f a branch in Chrifi. I would not 
4efire them to lofe one meal in a week, but to ufe as 
cheap food, clothes, &c. as pojffible. And I think 
the poor themfelves ought to be quedioned, with 
regard to drinking tea and beer. For J cannot think 
it right^ for them to indulge themfelres in thofe 
things, which I refrain from, to help them. My 
eamcft prayers fliall accompany yours, That God 
would givje us all, in this our day, to know the 
things which belong unto our peace, and to acknow. 
ledge the bleffings which are freely given to u$ of 
God!" 

Monday 23, I went to Canterbury. Here I met 
with the Life of Mahomet, wrote, I fuppofe, by thfi 
Count de Boulanvillers. Whoever the Author is, he 
is a very pert, ikallow, felf-coueeited coxcomb, re- 
markable for nothing but his immenfe afiTurance, and 
thorough contempt of chridianity. And the book is a 
dull ill-digefled Romance, fupported hy no authorities 
at all : whereas Dean Prideaux, (a writer of ten- 
times his fenfe,) cites his authorities for every thing 
he advances. 

In the afternoon I rode to Dover ; but the gentle- 
man I was to lodge with, was gone a Ipiiger journey. 
He went to bed well ; but was dead in the morning. 
Such a vapour is life! At ifix I preached; but the 
houfe would by no means contain the congregation. 
Moft of the officers of the garrifou were there. I 
Ibave not found fo much life here for fome years. 

Xiy. r. K ^itev 
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'After preaching at Sandwich and Margate, 'and 
fpending a comfortable day at Canterbury, On Satur- 
day I returned to London. 

Mbnday 30, I took coach for Norwich, and in 
•fhe evening came to Newmarket. . Tuefday, Decem- 
ber 1, being alone in the coach,' I was confidering 
feveral points' of importance. And thus much ap- 
'pcared clear as the day : 

That a man may be fared, who cannot easprefs 
himfelf properly, concerning imputed n'ghteoujhefi. 
Therefore to do this, is not necejfary to fairation. 

That a man may be faved, who has not dear con^ 
ceptions of it: (yea that never heard the phrafe.) 
Therefore dear conceptions of it are not necejfary to 
falvation ; yea, it is not necejfary to falvaiion, to ufe 
the phrafe at all : 

That a pious Church-man^ who Has not dear con^ 
ceptions even of J ujtijkation byfaith^ may be faved : 
therefore clear conceptions even of this, are not 
necejfary to falvation: 

That a Myfiic^ who denies juflification by faith, 
(Mr. Law, for inftaifce) may be faved. But if fo, 
what becomes of " Articulus flantis vel cadentis Ec- 
cleJiaB ? " If fo, is it not high time for us 

Projicere ampullas & fefquipedalla verba ; 

'And to return to the plain word, '^ He that-feareth 
God, and worketh righteoufnefs, is accepted with 
him!" 

Eveify evening this week, I preached at Norwich, 
to a quiet well-behaved congregaticm. Our friends, 
the mob, Ceem to have taken their leave. And fo 
have trifiers : all that remain feem to be deeply 
ferious. But how eafily are even thefc turned out of 
the way ? One of our old members, about a year 
ago, left the Society, and never heard the preaching 
fince, " Becaufe Mr. Lincoln faid, Mr. Wefley and 
all his followers would go to hell together ! " How- 
ever on Tuefday night he rentured to the houfe once 
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more. Aad God met him there, and revealed his Son 
in his heart. 

Saturday 5, believing it was my duty to fearch to 
the bottom, fome reports which I had heard concern* 

ing Mr. B— — , I went to his old friend, Mr. G , 

an Ifraelite indeed, but worn almofl to a Ikeleton. 
After I had explained to him th^ motives of my en. 
quiry, he fpoke without refcrve. And if his account 
be true, that hot, four man, docs well to hold fad 
his opinion; for it is all the religion he has. 

Monday 7, I went on to Yarmouth, and found 
*' Confufion worfe confounded." Not only B. W.'s 
Society was come to nothing, but ours feemcd to be 
fwiftly following. They had almoil all left the Church 
again, being full of prejudice, againft the Clergy and 
againfi one another. However, as two or three re- 
tained their humble, firople love, I , doubted not but* 
there would be a bleifing in the remnant. My firll 
bufinefs was, to reconcile them to each other : and 
this was effedlually done, by hearing the contending 
parties, firft feparately, and afterwards face to face. 
It. remaned, to reconcile them to the Church : and 
this was done partly by arguments, partly by 
perfuafion. 

Friday 11, we fet out at three in the morning; 
but did not reach Bury till paft feven in the evening. 
The people being ready, I began preaching imme. 
di^tely. Many feemed really defirous to fave their 
fouls. The next day M^e went on to London. 

Sunday 13, I was defired to preach a funeral 
fermon for W — O — . He came to London near 
thijrty years ago, and from nothing increafed more 
and more, till he was worth feveral thoufand pounds. 
He was a good man, and died in peace. Neverthe- 1 
lefs, 1 believe his money was a great clog to him, and - 
kept him in a poor, low ilate all his days, making no 
fuch advance as he might have done, either in holinefs • 
or happinefs. 

' To-day I found a little foreAefs on the e&gQ of my 
tongue, which -the next day fpread to my gums, then 
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to my lips, which inflamed, fwelled, and the Ikin 
burftiag, bled coufiderably. Afterward the roof of 
my mouth was extremely fore, fo that I could chew 
nothing. To this was added a continual fpitting. I 
knew a little reft would cure all. But this, was not to 
be had; for I had appointed to be at Sheernefs, on 
Wednefday the 16th. Accordingly I took horfe 
between five and fix, and came thi&er between fiyc 
and fix in the evening. At half an hour after Ax I 
began reading prayers, (the Governor of the Fort 
having given me the ufe of the chapel,), and after- 
wards preached, tho'. not without difliculty, . to a 
large and ferious congregation. The next evening it 
was confiderably incrcafed, fo that the chapel was as 
hot as an oven. In coming but, the air being ex- 
ceeding fliarp, quite took away' my voice, fo that I 
knew not how 1 iUould be able the next day, to read 
prayers or preach to fo large a congregation. But in 
the afternoon the good Governor cut the knot, fend- 
ing word, *' 1 mak preach in the chapel no more." 
A room being ofi'ercd, which held full as many people 
as I was able to preach to, wc had a comfortable 
hour, "and many feemed refolved, to feek the Lord 
while he may he found, 

.Examining the Society, confiding of four or' five 
and thirty members, I had the comfort to find many 
of them knew in whom they had believed. And all 
of them feemed really defirous to adorn the doctrine 
of God their Saviour. 

• Such a town as many of thefe live in, is fcarce to 
be found again in England. In the dock adjoining to 
the Fort, there are fix Old Men of War, Thefe are 
divided into fmall tenements, iotty^ fifty or ^xiy in a 
ihip, with little chimneys and windows, and each of 
thefe contains a family. In one of them, where we 
called, a man and his wife, and fix little children 
lived. And yet all the Ihlp was fweet and tolerably 
clean, (weeter than moil failing fiiips I have been in. 
Saturday 19, I returned to London.

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Saturday 26, I riiited poor Mrs, IL whofc wild 
huftand bus very near murdered her, by vehemently 
afiinning, ^^ It was revealed to him, that ihe ihouid 
die before fuch a day." Indeed, the day is paft; but 
her w.eak^ i)erTOu$ confUtution is lb deeply fliocl^ed 
liy it, that ihe flUi keeps her bed, and perhaps will- 
feel it all the days 6( her life. 

Saturday, January 2, 1768, I called on a poor 
man in the Marflialfca, whofe cafe appeared to be.un- 
common. He is by birth a Dutch-man, a Chymilt by 
profeifion ; being but half employed at home, he was 
advifed to come to London, where he doubted not of 
having ffill -employment. ' He M'as recommended to a 
countryman of bis to lodge, whd after fix weeks ar- 
reted him, for much more than he owed, and hur- 
ried him away to priibu, having a wife neair her time, 
without money, friend, or a word of Engliik to 
fpeak. I wrote the cafe to Mr, T — , who imme- 
diately gave fifteen pounds, by means of which with 
a little addition, he was fet at liberty, and put in a 
way of living. Dut I never faw him'hnce. And 
reafon good ; for he could now live without me. 

Monday 4, at my leifure hours this week, I read 
Dr. Prie^ley's ingenious book on EUBricUif^ lie 
feems to have accurately collected and well digefted, 
ail that is known on that curious fubjedt. But how 
little is that all! Indeed the ufe of it we know; at 
leaii, in fome degree. We know it is a thoufand 
medicines yi one : in particular, that it is the molt 
eiEcacions medicine, in nervous diforders of every 
kind, which has ever yet been difcovered. But if 
we aim at llieory^ we know nothing. We are foon 

*^ Loft and bewilder'd in the fruitlefs fearch." 

Monday 11, this week I fpent my fcrj^ps of timo; 
in reading Mr. Woodrow's HUlory of the SuiFerings \ 
of the Church of Scotland- . It would traul'ccnd be- ' 
lief, but that the vouchers are too authentic, to ad« > 
mit o/ any exception. O what a blcifed govcrnour, ' 
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I was that good-natured man, fo called. King Charles 
\ the fecond ! Bloody Queen Mary was ^ lamb^ a 
\ mere dove, in comparifon of him !, 

Monday ^5, and the following days, in the inter- 
vals of more important work, I carefnily read the 
pleadings at Edinburgh, in the famous Douglas caufe* 
So intricate a one I never heard, I never read of be- 
fore. I cannot but believe the birth was re^l. But 
the objections are fo numerous, and fo llrongly urged, 
I cannot at ail wonder that many ihould beliere 
other wife. 

' Monday, February 8, I met with a furprifing 
poem, intitled, Cokeleth; or The' Preacher. It is a 
paraphrafe in tolerable verfe, on the book of Eccle^ 
fiajies. I really think the author of it, (a Turkey 
merchant,) underilands both the difficult exprefiions, 
and the connexion of the whole, better than any 
' other, either ancient or modern writer, whom I have 
feen. He was at Lilbon during the great Earthquake^ 
jufl then fitting in his night-gown and flippers. Be- 
fore he could drefs himfclf, part of the houfe he was 
in, fell and blocked him up. ^y this means his life 
was faved : for all who had run out, were dalhed in 
pieces by the falling honfes. 

Thurfday 18, having been importunately preft 
thereto, I rode (thro^ a keen EaU wind) to Chatham. 
About fix in the- evening I preached at the barracks, 
hi what they call. The Church, It is a large room, in 
which the chaplain read> prayers, and preaches noz» 
and then. ItwasfOon as hot as an oven thro' the 
multitude of people, fome hundreds of whom were 
foldiers. And they were ail ear^ as Mr. Bofton fays, 
fcarce allowing themfclves to breathe. Even between 
five and fix in the morning, the room was warm 
enough. I fuppofe upwards of two hundred foldiers 
were a part of the audience. Many of thefe are 
already warring a good warfare, knowing in whom 
they have believed. 

Tuefday 23, I rode to Shof^ham and preached at 
five in Mr. Ps. houfe: but the next day I preached 

in 
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in the church, being St. Matthias' day. I then rode 
back *to a large room, which is taken in Rotherhithe 
about three miles from London-Bridge. Altho' the 
people were flrangely fqueezed together, yet they ap- 
peared to be all attention. Not a cough was to be 
heard. I ftrongly exhorted them, To call upon the 
Lord while he is near. And when I had concluded no 
one offered to move, but every one flood ftill in his 
place, till I had paded thro' them. 

Friday 26, I tranflated from the French one of the 
moil ufeful tra^s I erer faw, for thofe who defire to 
he fervent in fpirit. How little does God regard 
men's opinions ! What a multitude of wrong opin. 
ions are embraced by all the members of the church 
of Rome ? Yet how highly favoured ha?e many of 
them been ? 

Monday 29, I dined at Mr. M— — 's. His flrangc- 
nefs is now gone. . He has drank of my cup. Re- 
proach has at length foun'd "out him alfo. Afterwards 
I fpent an hour at Mr. G — 's.. I can truft myfelf | 
about once a year in this warm fun-ihine; but not} 
much oftener, or I ihould melt away. 

Sunday, -March 6, in the evening I went to Brent- 
ford, and on Tuefday 8, I reached Briftol, where I 
did not find any decay in the work of God, tho' it 
did not go on fo vjgorouily as at Kingfwood. Here 
the meetings for prayer had been exceedingly bleft : 
fome were convinced or converted almoil daily. And 
about feventy new members had been added to the 
Society, in about three months time. The fchool 
likewife is in a flouriihing condition. Several of 
the children continue ferious : and all of them are 
in better order than they have been for fome years. 

Monday 14, I fet ant on my Northern journey, 
and preached at Stroud in the evening. Tuefday Id, 
about noon I preached at Painfwick,. and in the 
evening at Gloucefter. The mob here was for a con- 
fiderable time both noify and mifchievous. But an 
honefl Magiftrate, taking the matter in hand, quickly 
tamed the beafts of the people. So may any Magif. 
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trate, if he will :. fo thatt whejieTer a mob continues 
any time, all they do is to be imputed, not fo much 
to the rabble, as to the Juflices. 

Wednefday 16, about nine I preached at Chelten- 
liam, a quiet, comfortable place; tho' it would not. 
«liaTe been fo, if either the re6tor or the Bap till mini f- 
ter could have prevented it. Both thefe hare blown 
the trumpet with their might: but the people had no 
ears to hear. In the afternoon I preached at Upton, 
and then rode on to Worceiier. But the difficulty 
was, where to preach ? No room was large enough 
to contain the people: and it was too cold for them 
to Hand abroad. At length w6 went to a' friend's 
near the town, whofc barn was larger than many 
churches. Here a numerous congregation foon af- 
fembled ; and again at five, and at ten in the morning. 
Nothing is wanting here but a commodious houfe. 
And will not God provide this alfo ? 

In the afternoon we rod^ to Evelliam. As all was 
hurry and confufion on account of the ele6!ion, I was 
glad Mr. D. aiked me to presich in his church, where 
we had a large and exceeding quiet congregation. 
How long a winter has been at this place? Will not ' 
the fpring at length return ? 

Friday 18, the Vicar of Pcbworth had given notice 
ip t^e ch\^rcb on Sunday, that I was to preach there 
QSk Friday. But the Squire of the pariih faid, '' It is 
cputrary to the Carpons^ (wife Squire!) and it ihall 
got l^e.'^ So I preached about a mile from it, at 
Brpfidmarfion, by the ijLde of Mr. £den'8 houfe. 
The congregation was exceeding large, and remark- 
ably attexifive. In the morning the chapel (fo it 
anpiently was) w^s well filled at hva. The fimplicify 
and carneflnefs of the people, promife a glorious 
^^rvefl. 

Saturday 19, we rode tp Birmingham. The tumults 
which fabfiiled here fo many years are now wholly 
fupprefled Hy a refolute Magiltrate. After preaching, 
I was pleafed to fee a venerable monument of anfi- 
i^uity, George Bridgins, in the oue hundred and 
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feyenth year of his age. He can flill walk to the 
preaching, and retains his fenfes and underfianding 
tolerably well. But what a dream will eyen a life of 
an hundred years appear to hlm^ the moment he 
awakes in eternity ! 

. Sunday 20, about one I preached on Wefl-Brom- 
Wich-Ueath : in the evening near the preaching-houfe 
in Wednelbury. The North wind cut like a razor; 
but the congregation, as well as I, had fome thing 
elfe to think of. 

Tuefday 22, I read oyer a fmaH book, ^' Poems by 
Mifs Whately," a farmer's daughter. She had little 
advantage from education, but an aftoniiUing genius. 
Some of her P^legies I think quite equal to Mn 
Grey's. If ihe had had proper helps for a few years, 
I quellion .whether flie would not have excelled any 
female poet, that ever yd appeared in England. 

Wednefday 23, after preaching at fcveral other 
places, 1 rode on to Wolverhampton. Here too all 
were quiet. Only thofe who could not get into the 
houfe, made a little noife for a time. And fome 
hundreds attended me to my lodging. But it was 
with no other intent than to ilare. 

Thurfday 24, I rode to Newcaftle-under-Line, (a 
river fo called,) one of the prettiell towns in England. 
Many here already know themfelves ; not a few know 

^ Chrill. The largenefs of the congregation conflrained 
me, tho' it was very cold, to preach in the open air^ 
on ^' God commandeth all men, every where to 
repent." I fcarce ever faw a more attentive, or 
better behaved congregation. 

. . Friday 25, I turned afide a little (to Borflem, and 

. preached in the new houf«. That at Congleton is 
about the fame fize, but better contrived, and better 
finiihed. We had an elegant congregation here ; but 
yet earneftly attentive. It feems the behaviour of the 

. Society in this town, has convinced all the people in 
it, but the curate : who ftill refufes to give the facra- 
ment to any that will not promifc to hear thefe 
preachers no more. 

Saturday 
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Saturday 26, we rode to Macclesfield. Sunday 27, 
at eley,en, one of the miniflers preached a ufeful 
fermon, as did the other in the afternoon. At five 
in the evening we had thoufands upon thoiifands. 
And ail were fcrious, while I enforced, " Now is the 
day of falvation ! " 

Monday 28, I met the ftewards of the feveral So^ 
cieties at Manchefter. The times of outward diftrefs 
are now over. God has given us plenty of all things. 
It remainsf only, < to give ourfelves up to him, who 
giveth us all things richly to enjoi/, 

Tuefday 29, I preached in Stock|)ort at noon, and 
Manchefter in the evening. Wednefday 30, I rode to 
a little town called New-Mills, in the High Peak of 
Derby (hire. I preached at noon, in their large, new 
chapel, M^hich (in coniideration that preacliing-houfes 
have need of air,) has a cafement, in every windoir^ 
three inches fquare! That is the cuftom of the 
country ! 

In the evening and the following moaning, I 
brought ftra.nge things to the ears of many in Man- 
chefter, concerning the government of their families, 
and the education of their children. But fome ftill' 
made ^hat very filly anfwer, " O, he has no children' 
of his own." Neither had St Paul, (that we know) 
nor any of the Apoftles.* What then? Were they 
therefore, unable to inftrudl parents ? Not fo. They 
were able to inftru<^l every one, that ha4 a foul to be 
faved. 

Saturday April 2, I preached at Little-Leigh, and 
in the evenin/^, at Chefter. At eight in the morning, 
(Eafter-Day) I took my old ftand in the little- 
fqiiare at St. Martin's Afh. The people were as 
quiet as in the houfe. While I ftayed here, I cor» 
reeled Mifs Gilbert's journal, a mafter.piece in its 
kind. What a prodfigy of a child ! Soon ripe, and 
foon gone! 

Tuefday 5, about noon I preached at Warrington ; 
I am afraid, not to the taftc of fome of my hcareris, as 
my fubje6l led me to fpeak ftrongly and explicitly on 
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the Godhead of Chrift. Bat that I cannot help ; i 
for on this I muji infiH, as the foundation of all our I 
hope. 

Wednefday 6^ about eleven I preached at Wip^n, 
11^ place near the middle of the town, which I fup. 
pofe was formerly a play-houfe. ^It was very full, 
and very warm. Moft of the congregation were 
wild as wild might be; yet none made the leaft 
diiiurbance. Afterwards as I walked down • the 
fireet, they ftared fufhciently : but none faid an 
uncivil word. 

In ^e evening we had a hnge « congregation at 
* Liverpool. But fome pretty, gay, fluttering things, 
did not behave with fo much good manners as the 
mob at Wigan. The congregations in general were 
quite well-behaved, as well as large, both morning 
,ftBd evening. And I found the Society both m^re 
numerous and more lively, than ever it was before. 

Sanday 10, I rode to Prefect, eight miles from 

Liverpool, and came thither juft as tiie church began. 

The Vicar preached an excellent fermon, an, ^^Whot- 

foef ef is bom of Ood, overcometh the world. And 

this is the vi^ry that overcomctb the world, ev«n 

our fa;lth." After fervice, many followed me to a 

Vacant place, where we were tolerably iheltered from 

. the cold wind. Fifty or fixty of our Liverpool 

.friends alfo were there, who had walked over.' And 

God made it both afolemn and a comfortable oppor- 

. tunity to many fouls. 

Monday 11, I rode to Bolton; on Wednefday to 

Kendal. Seceders and mongrel Methodijls^ have fo 

.furfeited the people here, that there is fmall profpe^ 

.of dotqg good. However, I once more cqfi my bread 

upon the zoatprsy and left the event to God. 

Thnrfday 14, I rode on, thro' continued rain, to 
Ambleiide. It cleared up before we came to Kefwick, 
and we fet out thence in a fair day. But on the 
mountains the ftorm met us again, which beat on us 
•fo impetuoufly, that our korfes could fcarce turn 
their faces • againfl it. However, we made ihift to 
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reach Cockermouth. But there was no room for 
preaching, the town being in an uproar, thro' 
the election for members of parliament. So after 
drying ourf elves, we thought it bell to go on to 
Whitehaven. 

I found the Society here more alive to God than it 
had been for feveral years. And God has chofen the 
weak, to make them firong : -the change has been 
wrought chiejBy by means of Jofeph G. Many of 
the children likewife are ferious and well-behaved, 
and fome of them feem to be awakened. Sunday 17, 
I commended them to the grace of God, and rode to 
Cockermouth. I had deiigned to preach near the 
market-houfe ; but the rain confirained us to go into 
the houfe; where I explained (out of the firftlefibn,) 
^^ Let me die the death of the righteous.'' In the 
evening I preached at Coldbeck, in the mountains, 
to an exceeding ferious congregation. Monday 18, 
taking horfe at four, I reached Solway-Frith before 
eight, and finding a guide ready, crofied without 
delay, dined at Dumfries, and then went on to 
Drumlamic. 

Tuefday 19, I rode thro' heavy rain to Gla%ow. 
On Thurfday and Friday, I fpoke to moft of the 
members of the Society. I doubt we have few So- 
cieties in Scotland like this : the greater part of thofe 
i faw, not only have found peace with God, bat 
continue to walk in the light of his countenance. 
Indeed that wife and good man Mr. Gillies, has'been 
of great fervice to them : encouraging tkem by all 
poffible means to abide in the grace of God. 

Saturday 23, I rode over the mountains to Perth. 
I had received munificent accounts of the work of 
God in this place; fo that I expected to find a numer- 
ous and lively Society. Infi;ead of this, I found not 
above two believers, and fcarcefive awakened perfons 
in it. Finding^ I had all to begin, I fpoke exceed- 
ing plain in the evening, to about a hundred perfons 
at the room. But knowing this was doing nothing, 
on Sunday 24, Ipseached about eight at the end' of 
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Watergate. A mnltitiide of people were foon af- 
fembled, to whom I cried aloud, " Seek ye the Lord 
-whilehe may be found ; call upoa him while he is 
near." All were deeply attentive, and I had a little 
hope, that fome were profited. 

At the Old Kirk we had ufeful fermons, both in 
the morning, and at fire in the afternoon. Imme-w 
diately after fervice, I preached, on, "God fo/bid 
that I ihould glory, fave in the crofs of our Lord 
Jefus Chrift." The congregation was fo exceeding 
large, that I doubt many could not hear. After 
preaching, I explained the nature of a Methodijt So- 
ciety : adding, That I (hould not look on any perfons 
at Perth as fuch, unlefs they fpoke to me before I 
left the city. Four ftien and four women did fpeak 
to me, two of whom I think were believers : and one 
or two more feemed juft awaking, and darkly feGi- 
ing after God. In truth, the kingdom of God among 
thefe is as yet but as a grain of muflard-fecd. 

Monday 25, Mr. F — , minifter of a neighbouring 
pariih, defired us to 'breakfaft with him: I found 
him a fcrious, benevolent, fenfible man, not bi- 
gottedio any opinions. I did not reach Brechin, 
till it was too late to preach. -Tuefday 26, I came 
to Aberdeen. 

Here I found a Society truly alive, knit together 
in peace and love. The congregations were large 
. both morning and evening, and as ufual, deeply at- 
tentive. But a company of ftroliing players, who 
have at length found place here alfo, ftole aw;ay the 
gay part of the hearers. Poor Scotland! Poor ^ 
Aberdeen ! This only was wanting, to make them as 
completely irreligious as England. 

Friday 29, I read over an extremely fenfible book ; ^ 
but one that furprized me much. It is, " An Enquiry 
into the Proofs of the Charges commonly advanced 
againft Mary Queen of Scotland." By means of ori- 
ginal papers, he has made it more clear than one would 
imagine it pOffible at this diftance, 1. That fhe was 
altogether innocent of the murder of Lord Daraley, 
' XIV. L ■ and 
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and no way pdvy io il : 2*. T*liat fhe married Lord 
ifethwislj, (thbn near feveiity years old, herfelf but 
four and twen'ty,) from the' preffihg inftahce of the 
nobiiity in a body, whb at the fame time aflured her, 
** He was innocent of the king's murder : 3. That 
Mui^fay, Morton and Lethington, themfelfcs contrived, 
liiat m^rd^i', in order to charge it upon her, as welt 
as foiled' thofe vile letters anS fonnets, which thej 
palmed vtpon the world for hers." 

*^ But* how then can we account for the quite con- 
trary jftory, whi(ih has been almoll univerfalJy re-. 
ceived?" Moll eafily. It was penned and publiflied" 
in Frencfi, EngliHi' and' Latin, (by Queen Elizabeth's 
order,) by Georg6 Bu(ihanan,^ who was fecretary to 
Lord Murray, and in Queen Elizabeth's pay. So He 
Was fure to thro^ dirt enough': nor was Ihe at liberty , 
to anfwer fpr herfelf. " But what then was Queen 
Elizabeth?" Asjufi and merciful as Nero, and as 
. good a Chriflian as Mahomet. 

Sunday, May 1, I preached at feven in the N^w 
Room : In the afternoon at the College Kirk in Old 
Aberdeen. At iix, knowing our houfe could not 
contain the congregation, I preached in the Caille. 
pLte on the paved ftones. A large number of people 
were all attention: but there were many rude, 
ftnpid creatures round about them, who knew as. 
little of reafon as of religion : I never faw fiich brutes 
in Scotland before. One of tiem threw a potatoe, 
'Which fell on my arm. I turned to them : and fome 
Were afltamed. 

MoncEay 2, I fet out early from Aberdeen, attd 
alnmt noon preached in Brechin. After fermon, the 
Provoft deiired to fee me ; and faid, ^^ Sir, my fon 
had Epileptic Fits from his infancy. Dr. Ogylvie 
prefcribed for him many times, and at length told 
me, he could do no more. I defired- Mr. Blair lai{ 
Monday to fpeak to i^ou. On Tuefday morning my 
fon fiEud to his mother, he had juft been dreaming 
that his fits were gone, and he was perfe^ly well* 
Soon after I gave him the drops you advifed. He is 
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perfe6tly veil, and has .not had one fit ftnce." In 
the evenUig I preached to a large congregation at 
Dundee. They heard attentively, but feemed tofeei 
nothing. The next evening I fpoke more ftrongly, 
and to their hearts rather than their underftanding ; 
and I believe a few felt the word of God fliarp as a 
two-edged fword. 

Thurfday 5, we rode thro' the pleafant and fruitful 
Carfe of Gowry, a j[)lain fifteen or fixteen miles long^ 
between the river Tay and the mountains, very thick 
inhabited, to Perth- In the afternoon, we walked 
oyer to the Royal Palace at^Scoon. It is a large old 
hquCe^ delightfully fituated, but fwiftly rupning to 
ruin. Yet there are a few gpod pictures, and fome 
fine tapeftry left, Jn what they call the Queen's, aiid 
tl^e King's chambers. And what is far more curious, 
;,there is a bed a^d a ;fet ,of hangings, in the (once) 
voyal; apartment, w}iich was wrought by poor Queen 
*Mary, w}iile flie was imprifqned in the caftle of 
Lochlevin, Jt is fome of the fipeil needle^work I 
jeyer.fajW, aiid plainly fliews, both her exquifite fciU 
and unwearied induflry. 

About, this time^a remarkable work of Qpd: bicoke 
out among the children at .Kingfwood fchool. Qne 
of the mafters fent me a ibort account of it, as 
follows : 

" ReYerend and dear Sir, April 27, 1768. 

^^ OniWMnfMAj 4he SOth, ^God broke in upoiT^ 
our boys in a fuprifing .manner. A ferious concern 
has been. obfecif able in, fome of them for fome time 
paft. But that night, while they were in their private 
apartments,^ the power of God caipc upon them, 
even like a mighty, rufliing wind, which made them 
cry aloud for "mercy. Laft night, I hope, will never 
*be forgotten, when about twenty were in the 
ntmod diftrefs. But God quickly fpoke peace to 
two of them, J — Gl — t, and T— M — e. A 
f^reater -difplay of his love, I never faw : they indeed 
rejoice wkh joy unfpeakable. -For my own part, I 
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have not often felt the like power. We have no 
need to exhort ihem to pray ; for that Spirit runs 
thro' the whole fchool ; fo . that this houfe may well 
be called, a houfe of prayer. While I am writing, 
the cries of the boys from their feveral apartments, 
are founding in my ears. There are many Hill lying 
sd the pool, who wait every moment to be put in- 
They are come to this, ' Lord, I will not, I cannot 
reft without thy love.' Since I began to write, eight 
more are fet at liberty, and now rejoice in God their 
Saviour. The names of thefe are John Coward, 
John Lion, John Maddern, John Boddily, John 
Thurgar," Charles Brown, William Higham, and 
Robert Hindmarfh. Their age is from eight to four- 
teen. There are but few who withftand the work, 
nor is it likely they ihould ,do it long. For the 
prayers of thofe that believe in Chrift, feem to carry 
all before them. Among the Colliers likewile the 
work of God increafes greatly : two of the Colliers 
boys Were juflified this week. The number added 
to the Society fince the Conference is" a hundred 
and thirty. 

"I had fealed my letter, but have opened it to 
inform you, that two ' more of our children harVe 
^ found peace. Several others are under deep con- 
viction. Some of our friends from Briftol are here^ 
•who are thunderftruck. This is the day we have 
vCiihed for fo long, the day you have had in view, 
which has made you go thro' fo much oppofitlon, for 
(the good of thefe poor children. 

James Hindmarsh.'' 

A few days after, one wrote thus : , 

" I cannot help congratulating you on the happy 
£tuation of your family here. ' The power of God 
continues to work, with almoft irrcfiftible force. 
And there is good reafon to hope, it will not be 
withdrawn, till every foul is converted to God. — I 
h^ve had frequent opportunities of converfing alone 
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with the boys, and find the work has taken deep 
root in many hearts. The houfe rings with pcaife 
and prayer, and the whole behayiour of the children 
firongly fpeaks for God. The number, of the new- 
born is increafed fince you received your lail infor- 
mation. I have been a witnefs of part: but the 
whole exceeds all that language can paint." 

Another writes. May 18. "The work of God 
fiill goes on* at Kingfwood, Of the hundred and 
thirty members who hare been added to the Society 
£nce the lafl Conference, the greater part have re- 
ceived juftifying faith, and are flill rejoicing in God 
their Saviour : and (what is the moft remarkable) I 
do not know of one backilider in the place. The 
outpouring of the Spirit on the children in the 
fchool, has been exceeding great. I belicTe, th^re 
is not one among them, who has not been affedted 
more or lefs. Twelve of them have found peace 
with God. And fome, in a very remarkable manner*' 
Thefe have no more doubt of the favour of God^- 
than of their own exiflencc. And the Lord is flill 
with them, tho' not fo powerfully, as he was two oc 
three weeks fince." 
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OATURDAY, May 14, 1768. I walked once more 
^ throagh Holyrood-houfe* a noble pile of building ; 
bat the greatefl part of it left to itfelf, and (fo like the 
palace at Scone) fwiftly runniivg to ruin. The tapeflry . 
is dirty and quite faded ; the fine ceilings dropping, 'i 
down ; and many of the piftures in t;he gallery torn, j 
or cut through. This was the work of good General ! 
Hawley's foTdiers, (like General, like men!) who, | 
after running away from the Scots at Falkirk, revenged \ 
themfelves on the harmlefs canvas ! 

Sunday, 15. At eight I preached in the High-School- 
Yard ; and I believe not a few of the hearers were cut 
to the heart. Between twelve and one a far larger con* 
gregation afTembled on the Callle-hill. And I believe 
my voice commanded them all, while I opened and in- 
forced thofe awful words, I /aw the dead fmdl and great 
fiand before God. In the evening our houfe was fuf- 
ficiently crowded, even with the rich and honourable. 
Who hath ^warned thele to flee from the ^wrath to come ? O 
may they at length aixjake and arife from the dead I 

Monday i6. I preached in the evening at Dunbar, 
near the fliore, to an unufually large congregation. 

Tuefday, ij. I looked ovex*Dr. Shaw's Travels: 
great part of them is very dull and unentertaining : 
but fome remarks are extremely curious* I was a little 

A 2 furprized 
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fbrprized at onoiof them : namely, that the celebrated 
Mount At^s, is not higher than many of our Englifh 
mountains^ and nothing near To high as the Alps. But 
it was much farther from Rome. So travellers might 
snake it as high as the moon ; and few in Italy could 
contradidt them. 

Wednefday 18. I came to poor dead Berwick. 
However I found a few living fouls even here. At 
feven I preached in the Town-hall, to an exceeding 
ferious, though not numerous, congregation. The 
next evening I preached in the Market-place at Aln- 
wick. 

Frid. 20. 1 went on in reading that.£ne book, Bp. 
t Butler's Analog. But I doubt it is too hard for moft of 
ithofe, for whom it wa^chiefiy intended. Free thinkers, 
! fo called, are feldom chfe ihiiikers. They will not be 
\ a,t the pains of reading fuch a book as this. One that 
• I would profit them,' mud dilute his fenfe, or they will 
I neither fwallow, nor digefl it. 

Saturday 21. About noon I preached at Morpeth, 
and in the evening at Newcaftle, in the Old Cuftoni- 
houfe, a targe commodious room near the Key-fide, the 
grand reforl of publicans and fmners. 

Sunday 22. I preached in the morning, vnder the 
trees in Gatefhead, to a large and ferious multitude : 
and at two, on the Fell, to a much larger. But the 
largeft of all attended at the Garth-heads in the even- 
ing. And great part of them were not curious hearers, 
but well acquainted with the things of the kingdom 
, of God. 

■^ Wednefday fiij, and the two following days, being 
*t Sunderland, I took down from one who had feared 
God from her infancy, one of the llrangeft accounts I 
ever read. And yet I can find no pretence to diibelieve 
it. The well-known charadler of the perfon, excludes 
ail fufpicion of fraud ; and the nature of the circum- 
ftances themfelves, excludes the poflibility of a delu- 
fion. 

It is true, there are feveral of them, which I do not 
comprehend. But thia is with me a very (lender objec- 
tion. , For, what is it%hich I do comprehend, even of 
the things I fee daily ? Truly not 

*' The 
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" The fmalleft grain of fand, or fpirc of grafs." 
I know not how the onegrows» nor how the particles of 
the other cohere together. What pretence have I then 
to deny well atteSed h€ts, becaufe I cannot compre- 
hend them ? 

It is true likewife, that the EngHih in general^ and 
indeed moft of the men of learning in Europe^ have 
given ap all accounts of Witches and Apparitions, as 
mere old wives fables. I am forry for it : and I wil- 
lingly take this opportunity of entering my folemn pro- 
left againft this violent compliment, which fo many 
that believe the Bible pay to thofe who do not believe 
it. I owe them no fach fervice. I take knowledge, that 
thefe are at the bottom of the outcry which lias been 
raifed, and with fuch infolence fpread throughout the 
nation, in dired oppofition not only to the Bible, but 
to the fuffrage of the wifeft and beft of men in all ages 
and nations. They well know, (whether Chriftians 
know it or not) that the giving up Witchcraft, is in 
eiFed, giving up the Bible, And they know, on the 
other hand, that if but one account of the intercourfe 
of men with feparate Spirits be admitted, their whole 
caille in the air, (Deifm, Atheifm, Materialifm) falls 
to the ground. I know no reafon therefore, why we 
ihould fuffer evep this weapon to be wrefied out of our 
hands* Indeed there are numerous arguments beiides, 
which abundantly confute their vain imaginations. But 
we need not be hooted out of one ; neither reafon nor 
religion require this. 

One of the capital objedlions to all thefe accounts, 
which I have known urged over and over, is this. 
•*Did you ever fee an apparition yourfelf ? " No : nor' 
did I ever fee a murder. Yet I believe there is fuch ai 
thing ; yea, and that in one place or another murder 
is committed every day. Therefore I cannot as a rea- 
fonable man deny the fadl ; although I never faw it, 
and perhaps never may. The teHimony of unexcep- 
tionable witnefTes fully convinces me both of the one 
and the other. 

But to fet this afide, it has been confidently alledged 
that many of thefe have foen their error, and have been 
clearly convinced, that the f^ppofed preternatural ope- 
ration was the mere contrivance of artful men. The 
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fkmoas inflance of this, >vhicli has been fpread far and 
wide, was the Dramming in Mr* MompeiTon's houfe 
at Tedworth ; who, it was faid, acknowledged, ** It 
was all a trick, and that he had found out the whole 
contrivance.*' Not fo.^ My eldeft brother, then at 
Chnft-phurch, Oxon, enquired of Mr. MompefTon, 
his fellow collegian, ** Whether his father had acknow- 
ledged this or not f '* He anfwered, " The reCort of 
Gentlemen to my father's houfe, was fo great, he could 
not bear the expence. He therefore took no pains to 
confute the report, that he had found out the cheat : 
altho' he, and I, and all the family knew the account 
which was publiihed, to be pundually true." 

This premifed, I proceed to as remarkable a narra* 
tive as any that has fallen under my notice. Th^ read« 
er may believe it if he pleafes : Or may di (believe it, 
without any offence to me. Mean-time let him not be 
offended if ] believe it, till I fee better reafon to the 
V^ontrary. — I have added a few fhort remarks, which 
' niay make fome paflages a little more intelligible. 

1. Elizabeth Hobfon was born in Sunderland, in the 
year 1744. Her father dying when (he was three or 
four years old, her Uncle, Thomas Rea, a pious 
man, brought her up as his own daughter. She was 
ferious from a child, and grew up in the fear of God. 
Yet fhe had deep and iharp convidiiehs of iin, till (he 
was about fixteen years of age, when (he found peace 
with God : And from that time the whole tenor of 
her behaviour was fuitable to her profeffion. 

On Wednefday May 25, 1768, and the three fol- 
lowing days, I talked with her at large. But it was 
with great difficulty I prevailed on her to fpcak. The 
fabilance of what uie (aid was as follows. 

2. ** From my childhood, when any of our neigh* 
\ hours died, whether men, women or children, I ufed 
'to fee them, either juft when they died, or a little 

before. And I was not frightened at all, it was £0 
common. Indeed many times I did not then know 
they were dead. I faw many of them by day, many 
by night. Thofe that came when it was dark, brought 
a light with them. I obferved all little children and 
aoiany grown perfons^ had a bright glorious light round 
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tkem. But many had a gloomy, dlfmal light, and, 
a dufky cload over them. 

3. When I told my uncle this, he did no^ feem to 
be at all furprized at it.* Bat at feveral times he faid, 
*« Be not afraid: only take care to fear and fervc God. 
As long as he is on your fide, none will be able to hurt 
you." At other times he faid, (dropping a word now 
and then« but feldom anfwering me any quellions about 
it,) '* Evil fpirits very feldom appear, but tetweea 
eleven and two in the morning. But after they have 
appeared to a perfon a year, they frequently come in 
the day-time. Whenever fpirits, good or bad, come 
in the day, come at fun rife, or at fun-fet." f 

4. When I was between twelve and thirteen, my 
uncle had a lodger, who was a very wicked man. One 
night I was fitting in my chamber, about half an hour 
after ten, having by accident put out my candle, when 
he came in all over on a flame. I cried out, '^ William 
why do you come in fo to fright me ? " He faid no^ 
thing, but went away, I went after him into his room 5 
but found he was fail afleep in bed. A day or two 
after he fell ill, and within the week died in raging 
defpair* 

5. I was between fourteen and*fifteen, when I went 
\t\^ early one morning to fetch up the kine. ' I had 
two fields to crofs into a low ground, which was faid 
to.be haunted. Many perfons had been frightened 
there : and I had myfelf often feen men and women, 
(fo many, at times, that they were out of count) go juft 
by me and vanifh away. This morning, as I came to- 
ward it, I heard a confufed noife, as of many people 
quarrelling. But I did not mind it, and went on till I 
came near the gate. I faw on the other fide a young 
roan dreft in purple, who faid, " It is too early : go 
back from whence you came. The Lord be with you 
and blefs you#*' ^ And prefently he was gone. 

6. When I was about fixteen, my uncle fell ill, and 
grew worfe and worfe for three months. One day hav- 
ing been fent out on an errand, I was coming home

through 
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through a lane> when I faw him in the field coming 
fwifcly toward me. f ran to meet him ; bat he was 
gone. When I canfe home, T found him calling for 
me. As foon as I came to his bed fide, he dafp'd his 
arms round my neck ; and burfting into tears, earnefUy 
exhorted me, to continue in the ways of God. He 
kept his hold, till he funk down and died ; and even 
then they could hardly unclafp his finders. I would 
fain have died with him, and wiihed to be buried with 
him, dead or alive* 

7. From that time I was crying from morning to nighty 
and praying that I might fee him. I grew weaker and 
weaker, till one morning, about one o'clock* as I was 
lying, crying as ufual, 1 heard fome noife, and rifing 
up, faw him come to the bed fide. He looked much 
difpleafed, ihook his head at me, and in a minute or 
or two went away, 

8. About a week after I took my bed, and grew 
worfe and worfe, till in fix or feven days my life was 
defpaired of. Then about eleven at night, my uncle 
came in, looked well-pleafed, and fat down on the bed 
fide. He came evtry night after, at the fame time, and 
ilayed till cock-crowing, I was exceeding ^lad, and 
kept my eyes fixt upon him, all the time he ftayed. If 
I wanted drink or any thing, though I did not fpeak or 
ilir,f he fetched it, and fet it on the chair by the bed 
fide. Indeed I could not fpeak : | many times I flrove 
but could not move my tongue. Every morning when 
he went away, he waved his hand to me, and I heard 
delightful mufic> as if many perfons were finging, toge- 
ther. 

9. In about fix weeks I grew better. I was then mu- 
fing one night, whether I did well, in defiring he might 
come ? And I was praying, that God would do his 
own will, when he came m, and flood by the bed fide. 
But he was norin his ufual drefs : he had on a white 
robe which reached down to his feet. He looked quite 
pleafed. About one there flood by him a perfon in 
white, taller than he and exceeding beautiful. He

I Such an impreilion, even thongh ihe felt no fear, did the 
pretence of a fupehor aaiture make upon herl 
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came with the finging as of many voices^ and con« 
tinoed till near cock-crow iag# Then my uncle fmiled 
and waved his hand toward me twice or thrice. They 
went away with inexpreiTible fweet muiic, and I faw 
him no more. 

10. In a year^ after this, a young roan courted me, 
and in fome months we agreed to be married. But he 
t>ropofed to take another voyage firft« and one evening 
went aboard his fhip. About eleven o'clock going out 
to look for my mother, I faw him (landing at his mo* 
ther's door with his hands in his pockets, and his hat 
pulled over his eyes. I went to him, and reached my 
hand, to put up his hat. But he went fwiftly by me, 
and I faw the wall on the other Ade of the lane part aa 
he went through, and then immediately clofe after him. 
At ten the next morning he (Ued. 

1 1 . A few days after, John Simpfon> one of our 
neighbours, a man that truly feared God, and one with 
whom I was particularly acquainted, went to fea, as 
ufual. ^ He failed out on a Tuefday. The Friday night 
following, between eleven and twelve o'clock, I heard 
one walking in my room, and every ftep founded, as 
if he was ftepping in water* He then came to the bed 
£de in his fea-jaclcet, all wet, and ftretched his hand 
over me. Three drops of water fejl on my breaft,* 
and felt as cold as ice. I ftrove to wake his wife, who 
lay with me ; but I could not, any more than if fhe 
was dead. Afterward I heard, he was call away that 
ni^ht. In lefs than a minute he went away. But he 
came to me every night, for fix or feven nights follow- 
ing^, between eleven and two. Before he came and 
when he went away, I always heard fweet mufic. f 
Afterwards he came both day and night : every night 
about twelve, with the muiic at his coming and going, 
and every day at fun-rife, noon and fun-fet. He came 
whatever company I was in ; at church, in the Preach- 
ing.houfe, at my clafs : and was always juft before me, 
changing his poiiure, as I changed mine. When 1 fat, 
he fat ; when I kneeled, he kneeled ; when I flood, he 
flood likewife^ I would fain have fpoke to him, but

continued ten weeks, while I pined away not daring to 
tell any one. At laft he came four or five nights with- 
out any muiic, and looked exceeding fad. On the fifth 
night he drew the curtains of the bed violently to and 
fro ; ilill looking wi(hfally at me, and as one quite dif- 
treffed. This he did two nights. On the third, I lay 
down about .eleven, on the fide of the bed. I quickly 
faw him walking up and down the room. Being re- j 

felved to fpeak to him, but unwilling any (hould hear, 
I rofe and went up into the ^rret. When I opened . 
the door, I faw him walking toward me, and (hrunk 
back : on which he ftopped and ilood at a diflance* I 
faid, 'I In the name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghofl, 
what is yoor bufinefs with me ? '' He anfwered, 
** Betfy, God forgive you, for keeping me Co long 
from my reft.* Have yon foreot what you promifed 
before I went to fea ? To loo^ to my children, if I 
was drowned ? You mnft Hand to your word, or I can* 
not reft." I faid, ^<l Mifti I was dead. He faid> 
** Say not fo. You have more to go through before 
then. And yet, if you knew as much as I do, you 
would not care how foon you died.— 'You may bring 
the children on in their learning while they live : they 
have bat a ihort time.*' f ^ ^^^^» *' ^ will take all the 
care I can.** He added, *' Your brother has wrote for 
you^ to come to Jamaica. But if you go, it will hurt 
your foal. You have alfo thoughts of altering your 
condition ; % but if you marry him you think of, it 
will draw you from God, and you will neither be hap- 
py here nor hereafter. Keep clofe to God, and go on 
in the way wherein you have been brought up.** I 
aiked. How do you fpend your time ? He anfwered » 
*^ In fongs of prdfe. fiut of this you will know more 
by and by ; for where l am you will furely be. I have 
loft much happinefs by coming to you ; || and I ihould 
not have ftayed fo long without ufing other means to

make 
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make yoa fpeak ; bat the Lord would not fuffer me to 
fright you* Have you any thing more to iay ? It ^ 

draws near two, and after that I cannot ilay. I ihall 
only come to you iwice more, before the death of my ^ 

two children. God blefs you." Immediately I heard ' 

foch ringing, as if a thoufand voices joined together* \ 

He then went down fbir» and I followed him to the 
iirft landine. He fmiled and 1 faid, ''I defire yoa 
will come back." He ^ood ftill till I came to luro* 
I afked him one or two queilionSf which he immedi- 
ately anfwered; but added, ''I wifli you had not} 
called me back ; for now I mail take fomething from \ 
yoa." * He paufed a little and f^d, ** 1 think you can \ 
beft part with the hearing of your left ear." He laid '' 
his hand upon it, and in the inftant it was deaf as a * 
ftone. And it was feveral years before I recovered the 
leail hearing of it. The ^ock crowed as he went oat 
of the door; and then the muiic ceafed. - The elder of 
his children died at about three years and an halfi the 
younger, before he was hve years old. He appeared 
before the death of each, but without fpeaking ; after 
that, T faw him no more* 

12. A little before Michaelmas, 1763, my brother 
Oeorge, who was a good young man, went to fea* 
The day after Michaelmas-day, about midnight, I faw 
him &and by my bed-(ide, furrounded with a glorious 
light, and looking earneflly at me. He was wet all 
over. That night the ibip in which he failed, fplit up- 
on a rock, and all the crew were drowned. 

13. On April 9, J 767, about midnight, I was lying 
awake, and I faw my brother Tohnf Handing by my 
bed-fide. Jnft at that time he died in Jamaica. 

14. By his death I became inticled toahoufe in Sun- 
derland, which was left ns by my grandfather, John 
Hobfon, an exceeding wicked man, who was drpwned 
fourteen years ago. I employed an attorney to recover 
It from my aunts, who kept pofleflion of it. Bat find- 
ing more difficulty than J expe^ed, in the beginning 
of December I gave it up. Three or four nights after,

1 ^, In January, as I was fitting on the bed -fide a 
quarter before twelve, he cajue in, flood before me^ 
looked earneilly at me, then walked up and down and 
Hood and looked again. This he did for half an hour : 
and thus he came every other night,* for about three 
weeks. All this time he feemed angry, f and fome* 
times his look was quite horrid and furious. One night 
I was fitting up in bed crying,* when he caine and be- 
gan to pull off the clothes, I drove to touch his hand'„ 
but could not{ on which he fhrunk back and finiled.|: 
. 16. The next night but one, about twelve, I was 
again fitting up and crying, when he came and ftood at 
the hed-fide. As I was. looking for a handkerchief he 
walked to the table, took one up,§ brought and dropt 
it upon the bed. After this, he came three or four 
nights and pulled the clothes o£F, throwing them on the 
other fide of the bed.

2Z. Saturday, 28. About twelve, my Gxandfather 
flood at the bed-fide. I faid, <^In God's name what 
do you want ? ** He faid, •* Yon do not make an end 
of this thinjg : get it decided as foon as poifible. My 
coming is as uneafy^ to myfelf, as it can be to you." 
Before he came, there w^ a ftroijg fmell of burning, 
and the room was full of fmoke, which got into my 
cycsy and almoft blinded me for fome time after. 

2^. Wednefday, June 21. About fun-fet, I was: 
coming up-ftairs at Mrs. KnotV, and I faw him coming 
towards me, out of the oppofite room. He. went 
clofe by me on the ltaix> head. Before I faw him, I 
fmelt a flrong fmell of burning *, and fo did Mifs Hof- 
mer. It got into, nvy throat and almoft ftifled me. J 
.fat down» and fainted away. 

24. On Friday, July 3. I was fitting at dinner, .when 
I thought I heard one coming along the pailage. I look- 
ed about, and faw ray Aunt, Margaret Scott of New- 
caftle, (landing at my back. ' On Saturday I had a let- 
ter informing me, that Ihe died on that day," Thus 
far EUzabcth Hobfon. 

On Sunday, July iq, I received the following letter 
from a friend to whom 1 had recommended her.

them any anfwer. A quarter after twelre,.I'fhallcome 
and call you: but ftijl donot anfwer, nor ftir. She 
faid, ** It is a hardlhip upon me for yott to deiire me.^ 
meet you there. Why cannot you take your leave 
now ? " He anfwercd, " It is for your good that I de- 
fire it. T can take my leave of yon now. Bni if I do, 
I muft take fomething from you, which yon would not 
like to part with. She faid, " Nfay not a few fyien4s 
come with me?*' He faid, "They may t but they 
muft not be prefent when I come." 

.iTiat night, twelve of us met at Mr. Davifbn^s, ( 
and fpent ft me time in prayer. Gcki was with us of a 
truth. Then fix of us went with her to the place, 
leaving the reft to pray f^r us.. We came thUher a 
little before twelve, and then ftood at a* ftnajl' diftancb 
from her. It being a fine night, we kept her in. ouT 
fight, .and fpent the time in prayer. She flood there 
'.lill a few minutes after one. .When we fawher move, 
we went to meet her. She Aid, *^ Thank God it is aH 
over and done. I found every thing as he told me. I 
law nrany appearances, who called me to them,: but I 
did not anfwer or ftir. Then he came and called me 
at a dift^nce ; but I took np notice. Soon after he 
came up 10 me and faid, !' You are come well fortiff- 
ed,'* He then gave her the reafons, why be requtred 
her to meet him at that place; and why he eould take 
his leave there, and not in the heufe, without tak- 
ing fomething from het.

eternity.^* He thcd bade her farewell, waved his hand 
anddifappeared. 

Tuefday, 31. I made a little excurlion into War- 
dale« and found a people ready prepared for the Lord. 
Ihad defigned to preach abroad^ but had fcarce done 
iinging, when a florm of rain drove us into the houfe.- 
We had a bleffed opportunity there ; parxicularly for 
healing the backiliders. 

Wednefday, June i. I preached in Tecfdale. The 
fon was fcorching hot when I began, but was foon co- 
vered with clouds. Many of the Militia were prefcnt 
at Barnard-caflle, in the evening, and behaved with 
decency. I was well pleafed to lodge at a gentleman's, an 
old fchool-fellow, half a mile from the town. What a 
dream are the fifty of iixty years that have flipt away, 
fihce we were at the Charter-houfe ! 

Thurfday, 2. 1 preached at noon at a Farmer's houfe, 
near Broughih Weftmoreland. The fun was hot enough: 
but fome 3iady trees covered both me and mofl of the 
congregation. A little bird perched on one of them, 
and fung without intermiffion, from the beginning of 
the fervice unto the end. Many of the people came 
from far ; but 1 believe none of them regretted their 
labour. 

The evening congregation in Swaledale was far lar- 
ger, and equally attentive. And the Society was one 
of the moft lively, which I have met with in Eng- 
land. Many of them do rejoice in the pure love of 
God, and many more are earneflly feeking it. 

Friday 3. f rode to Richmond intending to preach 
near the houfe of one of our friends. But iome of the 
chief of the town fent to dcfire me to preach in the, 
market-place. The Yorklhire Militia w^re all there, 
jult returned from their exercife And a more rude^^ 
rabble-rout I never favv ; -without feafe, decency, or 
good manners. 

In running down one of the mountains yeilerda^y I 
had got a fprain in my thigh : It was rather worfe to- 
day ; but as 1 rode to fiarnard-caftle, the fun ihone fo 
hot upon it^ that before I came to the town, it was 
quite well. In the evening the commanding-Officer 
gave orders there iboujd be no e^^eKife, that «U the'

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Durham Militia, (wb9t.%0O|UlFaft!) ought lie at liberty . 
to attend the preaching. Accordingly wc hftd 2 Uttlp , 
army of Officers as well, as foldiers : and all behaved 
well. A large number of them were preTcnt at five iji 
the morning,— I have not found fo deep and lively a 
work, in any other part of the kingciom, as runs thro' 
the whole circuit ; particularly in the Vnlc5 th^t wind 
between thefe horrid moitntains. J returned to New- 
caftle in the evening. 

Sunday 5. I preached in tl^Q morning at Placc)^, to 
fome of the moft lively colliers in England : a4id about., 
two at Hartley, to a ftill larger congregation: but iq 
the largcft of all, in the Cafllegnrth, at Newcaftle. 

Tucfday 7. I went down by water to South-Shields^ 
and preached at noon to far more th^tn could hear* We 
went after dinner tQ Tinmouth- Gallic, a unagnificcni. 
heap of ruins. ^ Within the walls are th^ remains of a 
\'ery large Church, which feems to have iv^en of- ex* 
quifitc workman fliip. And the flones arc joined by io 
flrong a cement, as but for CromweU's cannon they 
might have flood a thoufand y^rs, 

Monday 13. I left Newcaflle, ami in the rcfiduc 
of the month, vifitcd mofl of the Soci^lies ip York- 
(hire. Thurfday, July 14. I crofTed over into Li-n* . 
cplnfl^ine, and aft^r rpeii4ing about ten d'ys there, re- 
turned by DoncaQ^r, Rotherham and ShefBeld, and 
theiikce crodbd pvor lo Madeley. On TueCday 19, I 
wrotfi the following letter : '

When others applied for a licenf^, tj>e Cletk er Jus- 
tice faid, " I wi|l not liceale yo:U» but a^ Protcftaat 
Dififcntpis^" They rcpli^, " W^ ^jq of the Church. 
W'e arc not DiflEejiters B-uJt if yoL» will callus lo, wc 
cannot help it.'* They did call ih^if\ To,, in their Ccr- • 
^ tificates. But this did not make them fo. . They ftill 
call themfdvcs membei^s of theCiuireh of EngUndr : and 
they believe themfelves lb lo be. Therefore neither do*' 
thefe aEi tmdcr a lie. T'b^y fpoak no more than they 
verily believe. Surely thcn^ unlefs there are flronger 
objcftions than this, both well-meaning and fenlible men^ 
may in perfeft coniiftence with their fenfe and fmcerity, 
not only hear, but join the Methodift?. 

We are in truth fo f^r from being enemies to the 
Church, that we are rather bigots to iu I dare not, like 
Mr. Venn,- leave the Parilh Church where I ain, to 
go to an iadependant meeting. I dare not advife others, 
to go thither, rather than go to Church.^ I advife all, 
over whom I have any influence, ftcadily to keep to the 
Church : mean-time, I advife them, to fee that the king- 
dom of God is within them : that their hearts be full of , 
y love to God and man : and to look upon all, of what- 
ever opinion, who are like minded, as their brother, 
and fitter, and mother, — -O Sir, what art of men or dc* 
vils is this^ which makes jo^ fo ttudioudy ttaod aloof 
frgm thofe wJio ai-e thus m.i.rided ? I (pt^nnot but lay 
to yoUf as I did, to M^» Walker, (aud. I fay it the moro 
freely, becaufe^ Quid rhea rcfert ? I am neither better

nor worfc, whether you hear or forbear) ** The Metlib'^ 
dtfts do not want youj but you want them." . You 
want the life, the fpirit, ihe power, whicTi they have : 
not of themfelves; but by the free grace of God. Elfe ' 
how could it be, (let me fpeak without referve) that 
fo good a man and fo gooc^ a Preacher, fhould have fo 
little fruit of his labour, his unwearied labour, for fo 
many years ? Have your parifhioners the life of reli- 
gion in their fouls ? Have they fo much as the form 
of it ? Are the people of Wintiingham in general any 
better than thofe of Winterton or Horton ? Alas ! 
Sir, what is it which hinders your reaping the fiuit 
of fo much pains and fo many prayers ? 

Is it not podible this may be^ the very thing, your 
fetting yourfelf againft thofe whom God owns, by the 
continual convi6tion and converHon of fmners ? 

1 fear, as long as you in any wife oppofe thefe, your 
rod will not blofTom, neither will you fee the dcfire of 
your foul, in the profperity of the fouls comuiitted to 
your charge*

Sunday 31. I preached for Mr. Fletcher in the 
morning, and in the evening at Shrewfbury. 

* Monday, Auguft i, I lodged at the Abbey in Car- 
Siganfliire; and on Wednefday morning reached Haver. 
ford-Weft. Here abundance of people flocked toje* 
ther, and willingly fufftrtd tht word of exhortation. 
Indeed a more quier, humane, courteous people 1 have 
fcarcc ever feen. But I fear, they were furfeited with 
preaching before we fet fool in the town. 

'Saturday 6. I went to Pembroke. We were here 
leveral times before we had any place in Ha'rford- 
Weft. But we have reafon to fear, left the fir ft be- 
come la ft. Sunday 7, I took a great deal of pains to 
compofe the little mifunderftandings which have much 
obftruded the work of God. At ten, I read prayers^

Sunday 14. Hearing my wife was dangerou fly il]»

the afternoon came (not at all tired) to Briftoh 

Our Conference began on TuelSay the. j 6th, and 
ended on Friday the 19th* O what can we do for mme 
labourers ? We can only cry to the Lord of the harvefi. 

Sunday si. Thou&nds of hearers, rich and pooT) 
seceived the word near the New-Squai^, with the deep- 
eft attention. This is the way to fhake the trembling 
getes oF hell.

Monday 22. I rode thro' impetuous rain to Wefton, 
a village near firidgewater. A while ago the people 
here were lions : but now they are become lambs* 

Tuefday 23. I faw a ferious congregation at Taun* 
ton ! And ihall we have fruit here alfo ? In the^ 
evening I preached to the poor backfliders at Colluipp* 
ton, on will the Lord be no more intreated ? 

Wednefday 24. I rode to Launcedon, whsre both 
the ferioufnefs and largenefs of the congregation, evening 
and morning, gave us reafon to hope, that all our la- 
bour here will not be in vain. 

Friday e6. I came to Camelfordy where the Socir 
ety is once more lb runk from feventy to fourteen. I' 
preaqhed in the market-place on, /' that .thou hadCl 
known^ at leaft in this thy day, the things that make 
for thy pe2ce ! " Many were moved for the prefent : 
as they wore thenext day, while X was applying thofe 
awful words, *' The harveft is pafti the fummer is end- 
ed, and we are not faved ! " 

Saturday £7. I went on to Pprt I(aac, now the 
livelieft 4)lace in the Circuit. I preached from a bal- 
cony in the middle o{ the town; a circumilance I cquld,

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not but obferve. Befoit I cttse to Fort Ifatfc the firft 
time, one Richard Scantkbury, invited me to bdgc at 
his houie : but when I came, fedng a hrge mob at my* 
heels, he fairly (hu( the door upon me. Yet in that 
very houfe -I now lodged ; Richard Scanflebttry, bein^ 
gone to his fathers, and the prefent proprietor Richard 
Wood, counting it all joy to receive the (ervantsof God* 
About this time I wrote to a friend as follows :

Monday 29.* I rede to St.- Celcrfnb, iti tending to 
Ipfeach there, feat findhtg -no pisrce tfhat wafS tolerafcly 
cenvcfticrif , I was goifig'to lak* horfe, yfrhcn .otic 6ffcii- 
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^d rae the ufe of his meadow, clofe to tl^c town, A 
large congregation quickly adembled, to whom I ex- 
plained the nature and pleafantnefs of religion. I have 
feidom feen a people behave fo well the firfl titne I have 
preached to them. 

Tuefday 30, calling at St. Agnes, I found a large 
cong'cgntion waiting, fo I preached without delay. At 
Redrut^h likewiA: I found the people gathered from all 
parts : and God gave a loud call to the backfliders. In- 
deed there was need i for T. Rankin left between three 
and four hundFed mycmibersin the Society, and I foun4 
an hundred and ten ! 

In the evening I preached in the fneadow at St. Ives, 
ts> a vexy numerous and deeply ferious congregation. 
WiednefiJay 31, I met the children, a work which- 
iwiU lesiArcife all the talents of the mod able preadhers 
in Englaad. Thurfday September i, tlie grafs being 
wet yic could not ftaod in the meadow, but we found 
an open fpace, where I called a lidening multitude ta 
feturn to ihim, who. has not forgotten to^he gracious* 

Frid«y ^. I preached at noon to an earneft company at 
Zennor, «nd jn the evening to a far larger at St, Juft. 
Here heit^ informed that one of our fiftcrs in the next 
pari(h, Morva, who entertained the preachers formerly, 
was now decrepid, and had not heard a fermoii for many 
years, I went on Saturday 3, at noon, to Alice Daniel's, 
and preached near the houfe, on "They who fhall be 
accounted \A«>rt'by to obtain that world and the refur- 
re^lion from the dead,— -Are equal unto the angels, and 
are the chijdien of Cod, b»eing the childEcn of there- 
furje^Hon." . I have al,\Afays -thought thcKe is foiwethin^ 
venerable in 'perfoas wqj n out with a^e ; cfpccially when 
ihey retain their uader (lauding, awd walk in the ways 
.of God. 

Sunday 4. I went to St. Crcet's- Church where I 
.heaud.anexcftUent.fermon. Between one and two I con* 
^firmed jt, by ejcpU'ming that happy religion, which ow 
,Jl.o*d tdftfcrihes in the eight hew ^udes. Abuut five in 
^the evcpit^g 1 p* cached at Newlin : about nine the next 
.mot^nUi^g, at Penza^nce. Surely God will h<ive a paopVe 
even in this pUcej where we have fo long reemed .only 
to .beat the air. At noon I preached in St. Hilnrv's, 
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^nd at St. John's this and the nestt evening, I believe 
the inofl fenfejefs then felt the word of God (harp as a 
-t wo- ed ged . i wor d. 

Wcdnefday '7. After the earJy preaching the felcft 
Society met ; fuch a company of lively believers, full 
pf faith and'lcwe, as P never found in this country be- 
fore'. This and the three fpUowing diys, I preached 
at as many places as I could, the' I was at tirfl in doubt, 
whether I could preach eight day« together, moftly in 
ihe open air, three or four times a day. But my 
Arength was as my work ; 1 hardly felt any wearinefsi 
firft or laft. 

Sunday 1 1 . About nine I preached at St. Agnes, 
^nd again between one and two. At five i took my old 
/land at Gwenap, in the natural Amphitheatre, I fup- 
.pofe no human voice could have commanded. fuch an 
audience on plain ground. But the ground riting all 
round ^aveoaefuch an advantage, that I believe all could 
Jiear diftin£ily. ^ 

Monday 12. I preached about noon at Calleftick, 
and in the evening at Kerley. It rained all the time ; 
but that did not divert the attention of a large congre- 
gation. At noon^ Tuefday 13, I preached. in Truro, 
and ip the evening, at Mevagizzy. It was a feafon of 
folemn joy : I have not often found the like. Surely 
God's thoughts are not as our thoughts 1 Can any good 
be done at Mevagizzy ? , 

Wednefday 14. After preaching at St. Awftle and 
Medros, I rode over to St. Roach, and fpent a com- 
ibrtable evening with my eld acquaintance Mr. Furly. 

Thurfday 15. We had our quarterly meeting at 
MedroSi fiut it was not now as the lafl time I was 
here, when the whole Society was in a flame : The love 
of many is ik>w xoaxfd cold. Friday 16, I rode thro* 
lieavy rain to Paulpcrrow. Here the room, over which 
we were to lodge, being iilled with Pilchfrds and Con* 
<^r-eels, the perfume was too potent for me; fo that I 
,was not forry, when one of our friends invited me to 
lodge at her houfe. Soon after I began to preach, hea* 
vy rain began : yet none went away till the whole fer- 
4ricc WHS endecl* 

Saturday 
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Saturday 17'. When we came to Crtmbfe PalTage 
we were at a full ftop. The boat-men told us, flic ftorni 
was fo hrghy that it was not pofTible to pals. However' 
at length we perfuaded them to venture out : and we 
did not (hip one Tea, till we got over. 

Sunday 18. Our room at the Dock contained thtf 
morning congregation tdlerably well. Between one 
and two I began preaching on the Key in Plymouth * 
Notwithftanding tbe rain, abundance of people ftoodf 
to hear. But one filly iritin talked without ceafing, till 
I deiired the people to open to the right and left^ and' 
let me look him in the face. They did fo. He pulled 
off his hat and quietly went away. 

At five I preached in the Square at the Dock, to aiY 
exceeding large congregation. And the rain, thougb 
it prevented fome from coming, did not caufe any to go 
away. Monday 19. In the evening, I preached vnf 
what is vulgarly called Mr. 'Whitefield's Room. Afteir^ 
wards I met the Society in our own, "and exhorted them 
to ftand fafi in one mind arid one judgments I fet out> 
early in the morning ; and in the evening preached at 
Tiverton. 

Thurfday 2a. I rode to Axminfter. The rain pre- 
vented my preaching abroad, though the room would 
ill contain the congregation. Oblerving many there 
who Teemed quite una wakened, I opened and (Irongly ap- 
plied, Ezekiel's vifion oF the dry bones, hovdf ircathc, 
'Upon tbtjt fiain^ that they may live, 

Friday 23. I rode a-cro(s the country to Charlton^- 
and found the congregation waiting : in the afternoon: 
we went on to Lympfham ; but not without fome diffi* 
culty. The waters were put, fo that it was no eafy matter 
either to ride or walk. My horfc got into a ditch overi 
his back in water. Nor could I get to my lodgings the 
foot- way, till an honefl man took me on his ihoulders^ 
and fo waded through. 

Saturday 24. I returned to Briftul. Tuefday 2y, 
I preached in Pensford at eight, in Shepton-mallet at 
one, and at Wincaunton in the evening, with far greater 
freedom than 1 iifed to find among, that dead people*. 
About one, Wednefday 289 I preached at Stallbridge 
to a large and ferious, attentive congregation. Hence I 
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■went on to cold uncomfortable Shaftefburjf, and fpoke 
exceeding ilrong words. All feriouAy attended : foiuc 
ieemed to underflaud/and a few to feel wljat was ^okeai. 

Thurfday 29. - 1 rode to l^rome* The peof^le hei* 
feem more alive, than mod I h^ve feea in the Circuit* 
And this is the more ftrange, becaufc in this town only* 
there is fuch a mixture of men of all opinions, Asizn 
baptids, Quakers, Prcfbyterians, Arians, Antinomians, 
Moravians, and what not r If any hold to tlie truih^- 
in the midfl of all thefe, furely the power xnufk be of 
Ood. - 

, Fi;i^y 30.. We obferved as t day of faftirtg andt 
prayer* And, it was^ » good day ior mimy, who no> 
f#oncr ciilled, than God aivlwefed tbetar in tbe joy of 
tkeir kcart* ' 

Sunday, 0£kib«r t* I pt«»cl9cd at KingfwtKPii ti^- 
on (linnck not tht Spirits ^ifOMy tliis pecrpfe itiayno^* 
l^ve ears te^ hear, aad fftsy defpift pTtfphehfnp no-vaWt-M 
Hereby they h»vc fre^emly qtjetich«a the (p^k^ a«># 
xkHroyed his work in ibeir he»Ftff» 

Wedneftby gr J padc <wer to Maidton Bradley, ati^ 
preached at a little di dance from the town, totftferious 
ar €ongf0g»tton air I e^wlow, many oF ^hotti were in 
tbits. It i« » wonder, ihere ftiould be roorfr for the 
^ofpel here Mior>g lb many Lords and Gentlemen! 
But indeed they fvetl; her tneddle nor ma\e. And this is 
all! we deftre <^f tkem. 

Friday 7. 1 fpcnt an hour much to my f»tIsfa61iony 
vhh the chHdren of Kiogfwbod. There is reafon 10 
hope, that the grace of God » ftill worki-rrg among 
them. Some are dill alive to God: am]»dll behave in 
fuch a mantier, that J have /cen no otlycr Ichooi-boy* 
like them. 

Sunday 9; I began examining the Society in Kings- 
wood, much increaied both in grace and number, chiefly 
by means of thofe meetings for prayer, which God dill 
blefles greatly. On Monday and Tuefday 1 examined 
the Society at Bridol, and found caufe to rejoice over 
thefe alfo : altho' there is dill a heavinefs of ipirit upon 
many, indeed on all who are not go'.ng on to perfe&ioru 
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Wedncfday 1 2. In the evening I preached at Kings« ■ 
wood. I have not feen fuch a congregation there on a • 
week day, for above thefe twenty years. Nor have I 
feen fuch a congregation ai Pill for many years, as was> 
prefent on Thurfday in the afternoon. It is podiblcy 
even on this barren fojl, we may fee a little fruii of 
much labour* 

Friday 14, I dined with Dr. Wrangle, one of the 
King of Sweden's chaplains, who has (pent (icveral 
years in Pennfylvania. His heart feemed to be greatly 
united to the American chriftians; and he (Irongly 
pleaded for our lending fome of our Preachers to help 
them, rouhitudesof whom are as fheep without a ihcp- 
herd. Tuelday 18, He preached at the New Roomy 
to a crowded audience, and gave general iaiiifaftion by> 
the fimplicity and life which accompanied his lound ' 
doft-rine, 

Sat. 22, I was much furprifed in reading an Ellay , 
on Muhc, written by one who is a thoro* mailer of the ^ 
fubjcft ; to find that the mufic of the antients, was as " 
fimple as that of the Methodiils: that their muiic j 
wholly confided of melody, or the arrangement of fingle 
notes: that, what is now called harmony, Angsng in 
parts, the whole of Counterpoint and Fugues, is quite 
novel, being never known in the world, till the Pope* 
dom of Leo the tenth. He farther oblerves, that as the ] 
iinging different words by different pcrfons at the very • 
fame time, neceflarily prevents attention to the fenfe*^ 
fo it frequently deftroys melody for the fake of harmony : 
meantime it deflroys the very end of mufic^ which is<] 
to a£Fe6l the pafifions. 

Monday 24. I left Briflol, and went by Bath and 
Bradford, to Salilbury. Wedneiday 26. At one I 
preached in Rumfey, to a very quiet, unaffc6lcd audi- 
ehre : and in the evening at Wincbeijcr, to a compa«> 
ny of as poor people as I have (cetk for m»ny years. 

Thursday 27. The fcene was changed ;. at Portf- 
mouth rich and poor flocked together from all parts.. 
Abundance qf them came again at five in the morningw 
in the evening the houfe ill-contained them. And 
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never JiidLI fee «ny receive the word with greater earn* 
e&fiefsk The next day I returned to London. 

Monday 31, I took horle at fivey and juft then 
found th«t my hode had fcarce a (hoe on his feet* How- 
tBver I was obliged (not having a mmute'to fpare) to 
ride on as far as Colney. There i fMrocured one to (hoe 
sny horfe all rouhd> and lame him on both bis fore 
feet. However he halted on to Hockley ; where an 
honefl and fkilful Smith, fo altered aiid removed th^ 
fhoes, that he did not halt .any more^ But by this 
saeans we had loft fo much time that the fun fet before 
We reached Whittlebury Foreft. We had then won- 
derful road : fome of the ridings. (Co called] being belly 
deep. However between (ix and feven^ we came fafi^ 
to Whittlebury. 

. James Glafbrook was fb wearied out, that he could 
ncarce ftir hand or foot. So I defired him to go to reTl* 
1 1 was weary enough myfelf, till I began to fpcak. But 
I wearinefs then vanifhed away, and we all praiied God 
I Vilh joyful lips. 

Tuefday, November i^ X preached at Weedon, and 
•t five next morning : about eleveii at Towceder^ and 
in the evening to m^ny more than th« houfe would 
hold at Northampton. Friday 4. James Glaibrook^ 
(who had a fit of an ague at Whitttebury) undertook to 
condudi me to Bedford. But he was taken ill on the 
road : I preached there at feven on, Awake thou ihot 
JUepeft. And never was more need : for a more fleepy 
audience I have not often feen. 

Saturday 5, about nooQ I preadied at Hertford in 
the New Room to a large ana &rious congnegation. 
The Mayor's ufage of Mr. CoUey for preacliing in 
the Market-pkce, with Mr. Cblley*s£rm and calm be- 
haviour, was the mean of convincing Mr. Andrews^ 
who built tiiis room at his own expence^ 

Monday 7, I let out for OxfordQitre : preached .at 
^Vycombc in the evening, and on T«efday and Wed- 
nefday at Witney. On Thursday, in my return, I was 
Retired to preach at Oxford. The room was thorough- 
Ay filled, and not with curions but de^ly ierious.he^r" 
trs^ many of ihefe defired, that our traveUing preachers 
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wciild take them in Ifacir turn ) whh wkidi I willitig-^ 
ly complied. 

In the evening I preached in the Chapel at Henley, 
to a considerable number of ferious people, one or two 
ioi the ba(er fort made fome noife : init 1 reproved themi 
^d for once they were afhamed. 

Friday 11. I returned to London- The next week 
I vifited the clafTes, and at intervals read Mr. Bofwell's 
account of Coriica. But what a fcene js opened there- 
in ! How little did we know of that brave people ? 
How much lefs were we acquainted with the chara^er 
of the'rr General Pafchal Paoli ? As great a lover of 
his country as Epaminondas, and as great a General as 
Hannibal 1 

Saturday 19. I read Dr. Nowcl's anfwcr to Mr. 
Hill, concerning the expulfion of the Students at Qx- 
ford. He has faid all that could be faid, for that ftretch 
of power, that inftance of fummum Jfus : and he fay^ 
^uite enough, to clear the Church of England from 
the charge of Prededination : a d<>S.rine which he 
proves to be ..utterly inconliftent with the Commoa 
Prayer, the Communion Service, the ofEce ^ Baptifm, 
the Articles^ the HomUies, and the other writings of 
thofe that compiled them. 

, Monday 28. In the «v«ning, I peached in fhe 
Barracks at Chatham* I fpoke buxier than I have done 
for years ; yet the (kirts of the congregation could no^ 
hear. Few of thofe that did hear, heard in vain ; 
for God was in the midft of them* T^uefday 99^ At 
noon, I preached at SittenbourQ, t^ a deeply attentive 
audience : and in the evening, at Cantei'J»ury, in a 
-tfoufe half tilled*; a iight J do not often ioe. 

Wednefday 30. I rode to Dover, and came in ju ft 
4»efore a violent florm began. It did not hinder the 
|>eople : many were obliged to go away, after the houfe 
was 'filled. What a delire to hear, runs thro' all the 
fea-port toMrns, wherever we come J Surely God ic 
4>e(i)eging this nation, and attacking it at «ll the en. 
trances ! 

Thurfday, December 1. The ftorm was ready to 
J3e{tr away both, man and beafl. But it abated about 
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noon ; fo that after preaching at Margate, I had a plea«< 
iant ride to Canterbury. 

I made an odd obfervation here, which I recommend 
to all Qur preachers. The people of Canterbury have* 
been fo ofien. reproved , (and frequently without a 
caufe,) for being dead and cold, that it has utterly, 
difcouraged them, and made them cold as (lones. How* 
I delicate a thing is it to reprove ? To do it well, re- 
quire^ more than human wifdom. 

Friday 2. Thofe who are called Mr. Whitefield's 
Society, at Chatham, offered me the ufe of their 
Preaching-houfe, which I fuppofe, is nearly four times 
as large as that at the Barracks. In the morning I 
walked on, ordering my fervant to overtake me with 
my carriage. And he did fo •, but not till J had walk- 
ed feven or eight miles. 

Tuefday 13. Having heard a heavy charge brought 
againft W. G. a member of our Society, I defired the 
parties concerned to meet me together. But this after- 
noon we could' not get half through. At the fecond 
hearing I was convinced, i. That he had /poken un- 
kindly and onjulliy ; 2. That he had i/one wrong, in 
leaving Mr. D. at fo (hort a warning. But I was 
equally convinced, 3. That there had been no dijhonefy 
on either fide* 

Wcdrrefday 14. I faw the Weflminfter fcholars a£l 
the Adelphi of Terence : an entertainment not unwor- 
thy of a Chrillian ! O how do thefe heathens fhame us ? 
Their very comedies contain both excellent fenfe, the 
livelieft pictures of men and manners, and fo fine ilrokes 
of genuine morality, as are feldom found in the writ- 
ings of Chriflians. 

Monday 19. I fpent an hour with B-^a J — n. If 
the account (he gives is true, what bleiled creatures are 
both thofe gentlemen and their wives \ That would 
ufe the moft fcurrilous language, yea flrike and drive 
out of their houfe, and that in a rainy night, a young 
gentlewoman, a ftranger, far from home, for ** Joining 
with the Methodifts." Do thefe call them^slves Cb(ilt-> 
ians ? Nay, and Proteltants ! Call them Turks^ Pa* 
pifl is too good a name i 
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Taefday 20. 1 \(rcnt to Shoreham* Here I read 
Mr. Archdeacon Blackburn's ** ConfiJerations on th^ 
penal laws againft papills.". In the appendix, p. iq8. 
to ray no fmali furpife, I read thefe words, faid to b^ 
wrote by a gentleman at Paris. 

** The Popiih party boall much of the increafe of 
the Methodifts, and talk of that fed withTapture. How 
far the Methodifts and Papifts ftand connected in prin- 
ciples, i know not : but I believe, it is beyond a doubt 
that they are in conftanc correfpondence with each 
other." 

It ieems> this letter was publifhed in the St. James's 
Chronicle. But I never fa w or heard of it, tilh thefe 
words were pmted m the CanteHxtry Journal, as Mr. 
Blackbi^yn's own.

Many things to the fame purpofe occur in the Jour- 
nals, and the Appeals to men of Reafon and Religion:

tant," a •' Roman Catcchifm,** and ** The advantages' 
of the members of the Church of England, over the 
members of the C^hurch of Rome." 

What amazing ignorance then, not to fay impudence^ 
does it imply, for any one at this tine ol day to ^* Tax 
me with having any connexions with Popery!" 

In the latter end of this month I took fome pains in 
reading over Dr. Young's Night Thoughts, leaving out 
the indifferent lines, corre£ling many of the reft, and 
explaining the hard words : in order to make that nOr 
ble work more ufeful to i&y and more intelligible to 
ordinary readers. 

^€unday» 
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Stjnday, January 1, 1769, \¥e met, as ulual, at Spi- 
talfields Chapel, to renew our Covenant with God. 
And we never do this without a blefling. Many were 
comforted and many ftrengthened. 
. Monday 9, I fpent a comfortable and profitable 
hoar with Mr. Whitefield, in calling to mind the for- 
mer times, and the manner wherein God prepared us 
for a wprk, which it had not tnen entered into our 
hearts to conceive. 

Tuefday 17. I rode to Cheftiam, Oar own rooa> 
being neither fo lar^c, nor fa convenient, Mr. Spooner, 
the DiiTcnting Minifter, gave me the ufe of his meet- 
ing. Theve was a great namber of hearers. They 
were very attentive : and I doubt, that was all. 

Tuefday 24, 1 went (by land and water; to Sheer- 
^ncfs. Our place here would by ito means contain the 
congregation. A large number of them attended in 
the morniDg, and feemed juft ripe for the blefling. It 
is an advantage to the people here, that they are in a 
little corner of the land, ihut up, as it were from all 
the world, but not from the gofpel or Spirit of Chrift. 

Thurfday 26. I returned to Chatham and preached 
in .the great Meeting on God forbid that I jhould gloryi 
faij^ in the crcfs of our Lord Jefus Chrifi. Friday 27. I 
returned to London. The fame dfay Elizabeth Var*. 
dome went to reft. A month or two ago, when (he 
• was firft taken ill, Ihe diftated the following letter : 

Dear and Rev. Sir, 

" When I firft heard the gofpel from you, I 
was convinced of fin, and nothing could fatisfy me^ 
but a fenfe of pardoning love. For a month the gar- 
ment of weeping was put upon me night and day ; till 
one day, as I was repeating thofe words, 
I truft in Him that ftands between 

The Father's wrath and me : 
Jefus, thou great, eternal Mean, 
I look for all from Thee : 
I was ftruck down to the ground, and felt the arm of 
the Lord revealed iame. 1 knew that God was recon- 
ciled : I felt Sanguification begun. The fight of faith 
cnfued, and for three quarters^of a year, I was ftrug- 
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gling with my own will. Sometimes I was in an ago* 
ny : I was ready to weep my life away, fearing the fins 
I felt in my heart would never be done away. Yet I 
Believed there was a Rell for the people of G^^d, a reft 
from all fin. One day converfing with one about the 
things of God, he faid ^ " You would have all things 
become. new, hefpre yoxx believe. But that is not the 
way. You mult believe firft.^' V/hen he went away, 
th-e fpirit of prayer and fupplication refted upon me. 
Yet I felt " bound down with twice ten thoufanAies.'* 
However I wreftled on till the Lord broke in upon my 
foul, like the fun in his glory. He loofened me at 
once fr-om all my bonds, and I knew I loved him 
with all my heart. Jefus appeared with hair as 
white as 'wool, and garments down to his feet, and 
gave me to fit with him in heavenly places. And from 
that time (which is feven or eight and twenty year3 ago) 
i have felt no temper contrary to love, I have no de- 
fire contrary to the will of God> On this bed of fick- 
nefs, I have communion with the church triumphant; 
Jinow, that 

" Jefus is my ihrother now^ » 
And God is all myown.^ 

When the tempter comes, my fool cleaves to Jefm, and 
I am kept in |)eric6V peace. 
, J thought it my ducy, to leave ^his ihort account of 
the gracious dealings of God with my foul : as you 
vitxt the infirument he was pleafed.to make ufeof, for 
the beginning and furthering of his work. O may 
the Lord flrengthen you and your brother, and increafe 
in you every fruit of his Spirit. And when you fail 
on earth, may we meet in heaven, and praife the Great 
Three-^One to all eternity J 

*' This account was written ibme Xxme pail when {he 
was fick in bed. But finc^ then God raifed hex up> 
^nd enabled her ftill to be ufeful to others, though in 
great weaknefs of body. When Ihe took to her bed 
again, about three weeks ago, fhe had a remarkable 
dream. She thought fhe faw Mr. W. labouring with 
his might to .keep the people from falling into a deep 
pit, which very few of them perceived. The concern 
ihe was in awaked her in great emotion. On Tuefday 
evening lail, ihe defired us to fet her up in bed, to meet 
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her clafs. Her voice faultered much. She earneftly 
exhorted them all, to live near to God, and to keep 
clofe together : adding, *' I (hall foon join the church 
above." She fpoke no more : all was filent rapture ; 
till on Friday morning : without figh or groan, Ihe re- 
iigned her fpirit to God," 

Such a living and dying witnefs of the perCedt lovfi 
of God, which fhe enjoyed for eight and twenty years, 
one inDuld think fufficieiU to filence all the .doubts and 
cbjedlipns of reafonable and candid men* 

Saturday, Jan. 28. 1 began viii ting the dafiibs. la 
the intervals I looked over the traniailions of the Royd 
Society. Is 'not -that a little lioo fe¥efe, 

" Tarpe eft dtficiks habere nugas? "* 
if this "be true, and if it had been well confidered, 
would half of thefe tranCaftions have had a being? 
Nay, were men convinced of this, what ^ould become 
of the greater part -of all the phrlofophical experiments 
in Europe ? 

Monday, February 6. I fpent an hour with a vene- 
rable woman, near ninety years of age, who retained 
her health, her fences, 'h^ underHanding, and even her 
tn^mory to a good degree. Jn tthelaft century fke be- 
longed to my grandfather Aiuiefley's . congregation, at 
'whofe hofife her .iatfaer and ihe nfed to dine every 
Thur0ay, and whom ihe remembers to have^equemly 
4een in las tbuly, at the top of the houfe with Ms win* 
daw <q3eo> and withiout aiy >fire, winter ^or ftimmer. 
He lived leventy^feven years, and would probably 
have lived Icesgef, had hie not tiegan water-druikiftg 
4itfeveoty. 

Friday 10. I went to Dcptford on purpofe to fee 
diCHieft' ^iHiam 'Brown, worn out whh age and pain, 
and longoonfiiied'rohis bed, without the ufe of either 
ihand or foot. But 'he Iws the irfe of hisundeVftanding 
and rBBgtte, and teftifies, that God does all things welL 
rThat.he has no doubt or fear, but is chearfully waiting 
.tillihis change (hall come. 

. Monday 13. T rode to Colchelier, and had the fa- 
'tlsfe4ition of feeing fuch a congregation, both this 

evening

evetiitig and tha following, as t ndver Taw In that houfe 
before. 

Wednefday 15. I rode to Bury, and found not only 
att attentive audience, but a little fociety athiril for 
God. ThuHjday i6« Suppofini^ we had but five and 
forty tAlhs to Y^moiith, I did not fet out till near 
fciren, but it proved thrcefcore ; likewifc it rained all 
Atyi artd pal-t dt the fOad was very bad. However 
God tlrengthened both man and .beafl; fo we reached 
it beforo fix in the evetlihg. 

As. We were both thoroughly wet, T Was a little afraid. 
for my conbptinion^ who w^s ditrch older th^h tat ; tho' 
fa« bad iiot lired fo many year?. But neither of us was 
any woi-fc. 'the congregaiion was the largeft I ever 
faw at Yermotith. And I fpokft hit m&re plainly (if 
not roufhly) than eter 1 did before. Bfct I dotrbt, if 
after all I be flQmbHn|j -bloeks laid in thdir way, any 
thing will &dk into their htatts* 

Friday 17. I abridged Df.- Watts** ptetty t* rdatlfe 
on the Faflions. His 177 pages will make an ufeful 
tra^ of fcWr and ti^elity.

Sat. iK# We rode to NorWieh : Suntday 19, at 
fe^en^ I adoiiniftertd the Lord's Stfp^i^ to abotrt 17a 
ierious communicants. One perfon theA fc^fiJ peace 
wilh Ged, and many were ctiKm^fti^d. In the evettirt^, 
finding the hovife wotftd not tontaih 01^ thrrd of the 
cong(regati»R> I was^.obHged to^ftand ii^'the 6'petii ajt, a 
fight which has not been feen at Noi'vvieh for ifta^A/ 
years. Yet all the peo|^ Wtfeftilf, and dee^y ktei^- 
tive, two or three wild AminomkAs aEoepte4. I ^e^ch- ' 
ed on the gpfpel for the day. The Woih^ o# CanaaA« 
I believe God fpake to many l^a^ts, B^i whii will 
obey his voice ? 

Wed. 22. I rode to JLakenhea^h, and had more * 
hearers there,, than I had had for fever^l years. 1 fpoko 
exceeding pfeinly in the evening* One fruit of which 
was, that the hoir^e was filled at five in the mc^rning, ^ 
Thence \ returned to Bury^ and found the fame little 
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lively company, whofe fpirit feemed to reach the 
\rhole congregaiion. I know not when I have obfeirv- 
ed fuch a conitraining power, as while I was enforcing^ 
** Seek ye the Lord while he may be found ; .call upon 
Mm while he is near.'' 

Friday 24. 1 rode to Braintree. The Iharp froft 
did not hinder many from attending : and all were fe- 
rious and well-behaved. Saturday 2^. I went on to 
London. * 

Monday 27. I had one more agreeable converfation 
with my old friend and fellow-laboarer, George White* 
field. His foul appeared to be vigorous ftill ; but his 
body was . finking apace. And unlefs Gpd interpofe 
with his mighty hand, he mud Toon iinifh his. labours. 

Thurfday, March 2. I buried the remains of Mi- 
chael Hayes, a good old foldier of Jcfus Chrift. He 
had lived above an hundred and four years, and moftly 
in vigorous health. His fpeech and underflanding con- 
tinued to the laS> and as he livedo fo he died, praifing 
God. ' 

Sunday 5. After preaching at Spitalfields in the 
morning, and at Weft-Street in the afternoon, I went to 
Brentford; on Monday to Hungerford, and the next 
day to Bath. On the road I read over Dr. Campbell'^ 
excellent anfwer to David Hume's iafolent book againft 
Miracles: and Dr. Brown's keen animadverfions on the 
Charafterifticsof Lord Shaftftury, another lively, half- 
thinking writer. 

In the evening my brother read prayers, and I preach- 
ed in the Countefs of Huntipgdon's Chapel, The con- 
f negation was very large, and very attentive. Let us 
efpair of nothing ! 

.Wed. S. I preached at Briftol, and met the Society. 
The next three days, I examined them as ufual one by 
one, and found fome increafe in Number, with much 
itt(creafe in peace and love. 

Monday 13. I fet out Northw^ard. We had fine 
weather for a while : then the wind rofe, at>d the rain 
came down amain* We were thoroughly wet, before 
we came to Stroud, but took no cold at all. At fix, 
the houfe was as ufual, .quite filled, tho' the wind and 
fain kept many ftrangers away. Th« people appeared 
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to be all alive, and ready to devour the word. After- 
wards we had a Love-feall, at which many, both men 
and women, fpoke with a\\ fimplicity what God had 
dotac for their fouls. 

Tuefday 14. After preaching to a large cortgrega- 
tion'at five, we rode toward Tewkfbury ; notice hav- 
ing been given of my preaching aboot noon at a houft; 
a mile from the town. But we could not get to it : 
the floods were fo high : fo L intended to go liraighi to 
Worcefter . But one informing me, a congregation 
from all parts was waiting, we fet oat another way, 
and waded through the water. This congregation too 
leemed qaite earneft ;. fo that I did not regret my \^ 
boar. But the going and coming was hard work, (b 
-that tl was a little tired before we came to Worcefter« 
. 1 1 began preaching. abont fix in the Riding^hoofe* 
Abundance of people were deeply attentive. But to- 
ward the clofe, a large number of boys made a great 
noife, . When .we came out> men and boys joined xo^ 
gether, in (houting and puihing to and fro* Many 
were frlghtenejj, but none hurt. Hitherto could Satan 
come ; but no farther. 

Wed. 15. .My horfe bdng • lame, and part of the 
road very bad, 1 did not reach Mr. Lee'sof Cotery till 
Aoon. . The Jioufe is .delightfully fituated in his park, 
at' the top of a fruitful hill: His chaplain had juft be^ 
gun reading prayers. Afterwards he defiredme to 
give, an exhortation. So I could not take horfe till 
h^lf an hour after one> when I had eight and twenty 
niiles to ride on a lame hopfe, I came, however, to 
Shrewftury, between five and fix, and preached to a 
large and quiet congregation. As. we returned, the 
rabble was. noify enough ; but they ufed only their 
tongues. So all was well. ^ 

Thurfday 16. We rode with a furious wind, full 
in our face, to Chefter, Friday 17, and the next days 
we had a refrelhing feafon, with a loving people, and 
in a loving family. The congregations were not 
fmall in the mornings ; in the evenings exceeding 
large. And all who attended behaved, as if they not 
only underftood, but reliftied the good word. 

Sunday 19. Elizabeth Oldham called upon. me. 
She told me, fome time fince, my mother 'laid, "Call 
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sny (on, to fee me die/' He afliecU Hsive you smx 
fear of death ? ** She faid, " O no. That is go»e 
long iince. Perfefl Ipve cads put fear. Do not you 
fee him ? There he is, waiting to receive roy fouU'* 
She then fang, virith a clear voice, 

*' Praife God from whom all bUiliiigs flow : '' 
And ended her fong and her life together. 

" Bvery Round my hufband took lately, being 
doubtful wheix he took horfe, whether he fiiould not 
drop by the way : he. carried a pi^ier in his pocket, 
telling who he was, and whither he was going. This 
day five we^s,. being caececdiftg weak« he W]«4 ht 
JS\o^l4 not be aUeto |<«ach« But 1 faid, '' My Dmt, 
go ^n^o th^ pttkil, and the Lard w^l Oitefftken tkM/' 
i^ad alW he had ^eke a few worda, t&t liOrd 4id 
Ar/f^gikfLn bim.

. " 9g< A day or tvb before he died, I Ml a kind of

t ibyl, f* WUt thou not give him back te me^ wihem I 
! h^v^ i»(te4 f<MF mylelf ? " i faid, <« Lovd,; I do, i d# 
g\ye hii9 up^*^ And immediauly he chaaged for death* 
'* On the Sunday fDliowing, I was faying to my little 
maid, (always a ferioos aifd datifal child, three yeart 
aail a half old,) '* Hannah^ Doft thou love God?^ 
She eagerly anfwered, '* Yes, Mammy, I do." She 
addsd, M I «(ii] go to Ged, I wiU go to God ; " lean- 
ed down, and) died*" 

Tueftlay 21. I went to Park-gate, and about eleven . 
enibarked on board the Kiug George. We had mild 
-weather and ftpooth water aH day. The next day, the 
Weft wind blew freih. Yet about five we were in Dub- 
lin bay, where we procured a fifliing boat, which 
brought us to Dunlary. Here we took a chaife, and 
ffot to Dublin about eight o*clock. 

On Thurfday, Friday, and Saturday, I laboured to 
allay the ferment which flill remained in the Society. 
I heard the preachers face' to face once and again, and 
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endeavoared to remove their little mtfunderflandings. 
And they did come a little nearer to each other : but 
Hill a jealoufy was left^ without an entire removal of 
which, there can be no cordial agreement. 

March 26, Eafler day, Many felt the power of 
the Spirit, which raifed Jefus from the dead. Oit 
Monday and Tuefday I vifited the Claffes, and the re- 
fult of my clofeft obfervaiion was, i. That oat of five 
hundred members whom I left here, only four hundred 
and fifty remained : 2. . That near half of the Believers 
had fuffered lots, and many quite given up their faith : 
3. That the reft were more ellabhfhed than ever, and 
fome fwiftly growing in grace. So that confidering 
the heavy ftorms they had gone through, if there wa^ 
caufe of humiliation on the one hand? there was oa 
the other, more abundant caufe of. thankfulnefs, to 
him who had iaved fo maiiy> when all the waves went 
over them. . ' ' _ 

Thurfday 30. I was fummoned to the Court of 
Confcience by a poor creature who fed my horfes three 
or four times while I was on board. For this fervice 
he demanded ten ihilli0gs. I gave him half a crown. 
When I informed the Court of this, he was (harpiy re- 
proved : Let all beware of tbefe Land-Sharks on our 
lea-coafts ! — My: fcraps of time this week I employed 
in reading the account of Commodore Byron* I never 
before read of any who endured fuch hardfhips, and 
furvived thei^. Surely no novel in the world can be- 
more affecting, or more furprifing than thi:S-hiftory ! 

Monday, April' 3. I took horfe at four ; and not« 
withftanding the North-Eafl wind, came to Newry be* 
fore iivc in the evening. It was fo extremely cold». 
that the congregation ia the Market-houfe was but 
fffl^l. The next evening it was con&jerably iincreafed. 

Wed. 5. I rode to Terryhugan, where the poor 
people had raifed a tent (fo called) to fcreen me from 
the North- wind. I urged them with much enlarge- 
ment of heart, Nat to receive the grace of Godin^jainv 
Thence we rode to Lilburn. The wind was flill pierc- 
ing cold: yet it did not hinder a multitude of people 
from attending at the Linen- hall, an open fquare fo» 
ten&ed^ as' are all the. Linen-halh in- Ireland.-

Thqrfday $, I defig^o^d to preach at nqon in tl^cs 
MarkeNhoufe at Belfafl. But it was pre-epgaged by. ^ 
I>iineing-Qiafter: fo I flood in th^ ilreet, which doub- 
led- the congregation^ to whom I ftrongly declai:edfl 
ji/i have finnedi and art come Jhort of the glory of Gq4» 
But' thi^ na^ny of them had no ears to hear, being fkith- 
ful followers of Dr. Taylor. 

Coming to Carrickfergus, I found it was the time of 
the Quarter Sejfions* This greatly iftcreafed the con- 
gregation. And mod of there feemed to be deeply af^ 
it^ed^ rich as well as poor^ Friday 7. I preached 
at eleven> and I believe, all the gentlemen in the town 
were prtfent. So were all at Newtown in the evening, 
wlule I infbrced thofe folemn words, Qod no'w commatud- 
eik all tnem, ewery ^where, to r$fent* 

Saturday- 8« I returned to Lifburn, where I' was 
agreeably furprized by a vifit from Mr. Higginfon, 
Re6ior of Ballenderry. He faid-, <<I was prejudiced 
lA favour of the Moravbns, -fettled in my parifti, till 
tbf la|e«S^ir. Oixe of my j>arifhion€rs, Mn Campbell, 
di|4i leaving by Will his fortune to his two dmigh- 
ceiSy and in cafe of tbeir death* a thoufand pounds to 
th^ poor of the pariQi. His widow was extremeiy ill ; 
notwithjiaAdiAg wUch, fome of the Brethren, to* whom 
fhf wa^f <|tti^e devoted ; came in the depth of winter, 
anjl carri^ hex by night feveral miles, to their koufe. 
Ship died in a few. days, after (be had made her Will^ 
w^r^in ihe made two of them executors, a thircl gjuard- 
]a%.tq the chUdren ; and in cale of thtir death, left the 
vrhole eftate. to the.Brethren. They concealed her death " 
fix days* M^an time two of them wf At to Dublin and. 
procured le^M^ of adminiibatiom aad of gua^rdianfhip, 
Soc^ after I was pre£ed, to undertake theoaufe of tHe 
orpKan^. I Weat to Dubhjaand laid the affair before 
th^ JLord Chancellor, who after a foil hearing, cancel^ 
le4 the fecond Will, askd ordered the fifil to fUnd.''

Tuefday 1 1. I preached m the Market-hoaft at ^ 
Tmidragee to out of the livielieit oongre^tioii9 in the 
kingdi^ Thurfday asid Friday T preached at Daw- 
fan's Grove and Kilmararty ; and on Saturday 15, I 
rode to Denry Aftvil, a little village, out of all road« 
furronnded with bogs, juft like my dd pariOi of Wroote ' 
in, Lincolnihire. The congregation however was ex» 
ceding large, and exceeding lively. 1 talked largely^ 
wi^ levemi of them who believe they are fayed from 
fin, and found no: caufe to difbelieve them. And I 
met with many more, in thefe paris^ who witnefs the 
fatne confefiion, 

Sunday i6. At nine I preached in a meadow near 
Cock-hiil to a UAoiing multitude. I fuppofe we ihould 
have had twice the numbea' in the evening ; but the rain 
prevenced. The grafs beipg wet, Lftood in the htgh« 
v^ay» Mrhik many ftood in the nrnghbouring houfes. 
Ailfd the word oi God was as the rain upon the ten- 
der hecb. 

Monday 17, In the evenli^g, and twice on TueC- 
daf : I pseached to a genteel, yet ferious audience, in 
Mr, M'Gough'f avenue at, i'^magh. But God only 
can reach the heart. Wed. 19. As it rained, J chofe 
jrather to preach in Mr. M^Goegh's yard. The raiQi 
in«irea&Pg» wereiimlinto^one.of hisbuildifigs. This) 
Vfdfi the Srft time that- 1 preached in a ftable t and I be- | 
liev'e moie good waJ^ done by> this, than all the other^ 
ferjMm I haare preached at Armagh* 

We to»k borlir about, tea, being de^red to call at 
KiiMll4;4 (ten ear.ekvea miles out of our way) where 
a litde'Soci^ty he»d\beeii lately fopmed, who were much 
alive, to. God. At the town end I was met by a meiieit- 
get from Archdeacon O^, w^ho defired I would take 
a bed with him, and foon after by another, who told 
mck *' The Archdeacon d«fired I w^uld alight at his 
doQF*'* I did fo* and found an old friend wlmm I had 
not feea for four or live and thirty years* He received 
me; with the moft cordial affedion^ and after a time 
faid/'We have been building a new chureh, which 
toy neighbours expeded »^ to opea. But if you pleai^ 
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ta do it, it will be as well." Hearing the bell, the 
people flocked together^ from all parts of the town, 
and received the word with all readlnefs of mind. I 
faw the hand of God was in this for the ftrengthenlng 
of this loving people : feveral of whom believe, that the 
blood of Chriil has cUanfed them from all fin. 

Hence we rode through a pleafant country to Charle- 
mponty where I preached to a very large and ferioas 
congregation, near the Fort, 'which has a ditch round 
it, with fome face of a fortification : and probabl/ 

fa/: cording to cuilom) cods the government a thou- 
and a year, for not three farthings fervice I 

•Thurfday 20. I went on to Caftle-Cau^field, and 
preached on the green adjoining to the Caftle, to 3 
plain, Terious people, who itill retain all their earnefl- 
nefs and fimplicity. Thence I rode te Cookflown, a 
town confiding- of one (Ireet, about a mile long, run* 
ning dire^iy through a bog. I preached to moftof 
the inhabitants of the town: and fo the next day, 
mprning and evening. Many recei<ved the tfnord lu/f^ - 
gladfrefi. Perhaps they will not all be fioty-ground 
Morers* '

W|e were near five hoars going fourteen mi>es^ pai^fly 
on. horfe back, partly on foot. We had as tifual^ a fuU ' - 
honfe at Londonderry in the evening, and again at 
ci^ht on Sunday morning. In the afternoon we had a 
brilliant congregation : bnt fuch a fight gives me no 
great pleafure : as I have very little hope of doing 
them good : only with God all things arifofiffU, 

Both this evening and the next I fpoke- exceeding 
pl^nly to the members of the Society. lo no other place 
in Ireland has more pains been taken by the inoft able 
of jOur preachers.

Thnrfday 27. I went .to a village caHed TJm Ne«p 
BnUdingftj aboai t)m^ niks from the citjf, a»d preach- 
ed in a MA near the town* to a civil, caicleiii coiigre- 
gatipn. In the evening I preached in oar room^ on, 
** If thoft cimbA bflMve* all tktngs are poiEhle to hki 
that bdieveth.*' Asul sow. firft f faw a profpeft of do- 
i^ipgood here» (I mean ftnce I came left.) God did 
i^rif^ tp maiotain his owncaufe: and the flent*hearte4 
trembled before hifla« 

Friday ?4» I peached agaiti at Brickfield; and 
Qod ipade fome impe^loes qb the ftony hearts. Eae 
iQHis!k inAre 9kt Derry in ihft evening. Here he fpoke 
i|ri(th his mighty< voice. And I believe many were juft 
on the brink of belisiiing ia ihc name of the Son of 
God. 

Sasday a8. I pceached ta a very large eongrega-* 
tton at the New -Boil dings > who now were all attention. 
T' pleached ia the evening at Derry, atid having taken 
a foieoia leavo of th* fociety, rode to Br ickfiieid and 
ilept in peace. 

' Monday, May 1 . J rode to Aagher. It being ex-^^ 

tremely hot, I came in faint and vearv : before I fini(h- 

ed my fermoa> my head turned giddy, and I could 

^fdly ftafid. But T had a good night's refl> and rofe 

as well as when I left Dublin. 

Tuefday 2. I began preaching at Sydare, about 
half ah hour after five. And it was a day of God's 
fovitt. Ths impreSon was general^ if not-univer{al : 

none- 
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nooc appeared to be anmoved. This conftrained me 
to iniarge in prayer, as [ have not done forfome years. 
So that I did not difmifa the congregation, till it wad 
almoil eight o'clock^ 

Wed. 3. About noon, I preached in the Market- 
place at Innifkillen, once inhabited only by • Proteflants* 
tfat it has loft its glorying, having now at leafl iivc 
Papifts to one Proteftant, Thei*c was a large number 
of hearers, fome civil, fotne rude, almoft all totally 
unafFe^led. Thencci rode fint or feven tniles to Tonny- 
Lommon, where was a congregation of qmte another 
kind. Great part of them knew in whom they had 
beiieycd: all were deeply and fteadily attentive. And 
many were thoroughly convinced of inbred fm^ and 
groaninff for fall redemption. 
. Thurfday 4. T found near Swadling-Bar^ as artlefs, 
earneft, and as loving a people as even at Tonnfy-Lom* 
mon. About fix I preached at the town's end, the very: 
Papifts appearing as attentive as the ProteHahts. And' 
I doubt not, thoufand^ of thefe would foon be zealous' 
Chriilians, were it not for their wretched Priefts, wha 
will not enter into the kingdom of God themfelves,* 
and diligently hinder thofe that would* ' 

Friday 5. I rode over the Black -Mountains to 
Mannor-hamil.ton ; fo called from a poor wretch who^ 
^ttled here in the laft century, and was femoos for no- 
thing elfe,. but hanging up all the Irilh, who fell into 
l|is hands. There was a general love to the gofpel' 
here, till Ample R. W. preached againft the Clergy.' 
f It is ft range every one does not fee, 'i . The finfulnefs 
I of railing at the Clergy : If they are blind leaders of* 
i the. blind, then (fays our Lord) Let them atone: 2. The- 
\foolijhnejs of it. It never can do good ; and has fre-- 
» quentiy done much harm. 

At fix, I preached to a large congregation in the Sef- 
fions Roufe. All behaved well, but one young gentle-* 
woman, who laughed almoft incefTantly. She knew 
there was nothing to laugh at, but ihe thought ftie 
laughed prettily. 

Sat. 6. In the evening, I preached near the Market • 
houfe in Sligo, to a large and tolerably quiet congre-' 
gation. But I foon found I was (hobting pver th^ir 
heads, in talking of fahatiott by faiths So at eight in. 
* - the 
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the morning, Sanday 7, I fuited myfelf to their capa- 
city, by preaching on •* Where their worm dieth not, 
and the fire is not quenched." The effect was> that 
the evening congregation was fuch as I had not feea 
here for many years. 

Monday 8. I rode to Caflle-barr, and at feven 
preached in the Court-houfe. Taefday g, I dined at 
Sir C. B's ; who aiked me if it would be convenient 
for me to give them a fermon in his hall ? We fent 
tp the Court-houfe, and the people who were waiting 
there, came up without delay. The family were in 
the parlour, the bulk of the congregation in the hall, 
and the long paiTage. Wed. 10. I preached in the 
Court-houfe, oh '^Put on the whole armour of God : 
and taking horfe early in the morning, Thurfday 11, 
rode to Galway. 

About feven Ipreached in the Seffions-houfe, a large 
commodious place, where were hearers of every fort*. 
All were filent and tolerably civil : fome appeared to 
be a little affedted. Many officers and a coniiderable 
number of genteel people attended the next evening. 
And I am in hopes a few 0/ them will not eafily forget 
what they then heard. ^ 

^ Sat. 13. We rode to Limerick. This evening I 
preached in the room ; and at eight in the morning, 
Whitfunday, but was much fcandalized at the fmall- 
nefs of the congregation. In the evening I preached 
in the Old Camp, where the congregation was larger 
than i,t had been for feveral years. So it was likewife 
on Monday and Tuefday evening. But flill I obferved 
i^ne wounded among them ; nor any thing more than 
a calm dull attention. 

Wed. 17. I preached in Ballygarane at noon^and 
in the evening at. Newmarket. ' One gentlewoman, 
violently prejudiced againft7i&/V«ii;i7^, at firil flood at a 
diibnce. Then ihe came a little nearer; after wai^ds 
fat down, and in a ihort time hid her face. She attend- 
ed again in.the morning, being much convinced of fin, 
particularly of defpifiqg the real Word of God. 

We obferved Friday 19, as a day of failing and

Yet I did not* 
vepent of the difaj>pointtnent 1 fo giresit was the power 
of God in the midft of us. I believe few were un- 
touched : many were deeply wounded ; many rejoiced * 
with joy unfpeakable. The fame power was prefent 
the next morning and eveningi both to wound and tO' 
heal. God employed his two*ed?ed fword on every 
fide, in a manner I bad not feen here for many years. 
O how ready is he to anfwer every fray^ that goetb not 
out <f fetgmd lips ! 

Tuefday 15. We had an evening congregation at*' 
live, and an exceeding folemn parting. At nX in the^ 
evening i tried to a company Httle above brutes^ 
«« Why will ye die, O houfc of Tfrael ? " This was at' 
Kilfinnan. I lodged a mile from the town, amoli|^ 
fome that were alive to Qti^, 

Thurfday 24. £ had a cool pleafant ride to Cork ; 
where I ft^n heard how cold and carelelefs the people^ 
were, lafked, "But. are not the Society at leaft alive?" 
''No; thefe arc the coldcft of all.** What then? Are. 
we to be carelefs too? Nay, fo much the more let us 
ftir up the gift of ^<A that is in us. I began in the 
evening to fpeak exceeding pldtily : and I prefeatly faw 
fome lr»t« The congregittion at five in the morning 
was not Much lefs than it was in the evening. Manv ^ 
faw dieir lofs: God gave me again very (harp, though' 
loving words^ I trcrft this alfo is a tok^n for good^ and 
fatan ihall not' long triumph over U15. 

Friday ^;. I rode to Bandon. Since I was here 
before, feveral have gone hbme rejoicing^, l^ut others 
ate come in their place. So that the Society contains 
jui^ as many members as when I left it. And mofk of 
the believers feem much alive j particularly the young 
men, maidens, and children. 

In the evening we were obliged to be in the honle. 
But the next. Sat. 26, I ftood iii the main ftreet and 
cried to a numerous congregation, ** Pear God, and 

keep 
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keep his commandments, for this is the whole of man/* 
Afterwards I vifited one, that a year or two ago was in 
high life, an eminent beauty, adored by her hofband, 
admired and careiFed by fome of the firfl men in the' 
nation. She was now without hufband, without friend^ 
without fortune, confined to her bed, in conftanc piain, 
and in black defpair, believing herfelfforfaken of God, 
and pofleffed by a legion of devils ! Yet I found great 
liberty in praying for her, and a flrong hope that ihe' 
would die in peace. 

Sunday 28. I returned to Cork. The rain drove 
us into the houfe, which was once more thoroughly 
El led, I fcarce ever fpoke fo plain as I did both this, , 
and the two following days. Yet for many years the 
cpngregations have not been fo large. Wed, and- 
Thurf. I vifited the clafles. pecreafmg flill! Sevea 
years ago we had near four hundred members in this 
Society ; five years fince, about three hunJred. Two 
years ago' they were two hundred ; now one hundred 
and ninety. On Thurf. evening June i. 1 preached 
at Black-pool, to fuch a congregation as I never faw 
there before. Friday 2, we obferved as a day of 
falling and prayer. At five and at nine we found God. 
Was with us ; but much more at one, and mo(l of all at. 
the Watch-night during the application of thofe awful 
words, " Where their worm dieth not, and the fire is 
not quenched." 

Sat. 3. I preached at Blackpool again. Again, 
raultitudes of publicans and finners drew near, and 
gladly heard that " there vs joy in heaven over one 
jinner^ that repenteth." Sunday 4. The rain again 
prevented my preaching at the Barrack Hill, But 
God was again prefent at the room, and filled many- 
fouls with Itrong confolation. When I took my leave 
of the Society, many were moved, fearing we fhould 
meet no more. If not, is it not enough that wc Hiall 
meet again at the refurredion of the Juft ? 

Monday 5. Having been much importuned to 
give them a day or two more, I rode to Limerick. 
Tuefday 6. I looked over a conflder^bl'e part of 'Mj\ 
Turner's remarkable Providences. What pity is it, 
that the author* had not a liti?le judgment a^ well a^a 

E piety J 
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piety! What a heap of things has he huddled to- 
gether, good, bad, and indifferent ! But how fine a 
Treatife might a man of fenfc coUefl out of it? After 
encouraging as many as I could both in public and 
• privaLCj "to prefs on toward the mark," on Thurfday 8. 
I once more took my leave of this loving people and 
fet oat for Waterford. We intended to dine at Tip- 
perary, but were diredled wrong. At length we 
l^umbled on a little town, called Golding. Anc| here 
I found poor Michael Wefton, who rambled hither, 
from Weltminfter, fome months fince, in queft of an 
ellate. I clearly faw the Providence of God, dire£l-. 
ing me hither, before he was quite ftarved. Thence 
we rode to the Garter, near Clonmell, (where we had 
excellent entertainment ;) and the next morning over 
exceeding pleafant and well-cultivated mountains, to 
Waterford. 

Never was the profped more gloomy here than at 
prefent. Thro' the continual negledl of the Preachers, 
the congregation was reduced aimoft to nothing ; and 
fo was the Society. Yet I found much liberty of 
£peech in the evening, and a ilrong hope, that Gocl 
would revive his work. 

I was invited to lodge at Mr. Scot's, a confiderable 
tradefman. I found a young gentlewoman there, a 
I vifitant, well-bred, fenfible, good-humoured ; ftudious 
I to oblige, and lacking nothing but the one thing« 
Sat. 10. The room was quite filled in the morning. 
In the evening I* preached in the court, to thrice as 
many as the room would contain. And all were not 
i)nly quiet, but ^attentive. 

Sunday 11, The congregation at eight was ftill 

larger. But not many feemed to be afFefted. In 

the evening the court was filled, and I believe God 

opened both the underftanding, and the hearts of many. 

, Afterwards I met the Society, and endeavoured to lift 

' up the hands that hung down. Light began to fpring 

up. Mifunderflandings vanifhed away, and the fpirits 

< of many revived. 

Monday 12. I laboured to re-unite the poor, (bat- 
tered fociety, and to remove the numbeflefs offences, 
which had torn them in pieces. Tuefday 13. In the 

evening 
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'evening God began to arifwer for himfelf. I fcarce 

. ever fa \¥ a more deep and general impreffion made on 
a congregation. Ac the meeting of the Society like- 
wife, he refreihed us with the multitude of peace. 
'Wed. 14, I preached in the Market-houfc s^c 

;Pairage, to as dull a congregation as I have feen. 
They' would have been rude enough, too, but that 

'they ftood in awe of Mr. Freeltone, who gave one 
and another, when they did not regard his figns, a 
ftroke on the head wiih his iHck. By this means the 
whole multitude was tolerably quiet> and many Teemed 
muchafFe^ed. 

A little before twelve I came to Old Rofs, and 
pireached to k fmall, ferious congregation. Thence 
we went on to Innifcorthy : but the difficulty was» 
where I fhould preach? It rained; but no houfe 
would contain the people. We made the bed (hifc 
we could, by (lowing as many as poflible in the houfe: 

'the reft, as I flood near the door, were quiet without. 

. Jt was an uncommon time, particularly with regard to 
thofe who had pppofed the truth. One dropt down 
like a ftone ; many trembled and wept exceedingly, 
AH declared, that fuch a work as this, was never fcen 
at Innifcorthy before. 

Thurfday i^. I began to preach a little before 
five, on ^** the Kingdom, of God within us." The hearts 
of the hear:rs, one and all, feemed to be as melting 
wax. Surely it was not for nothing, that fatan 
fought fo furioufly, to Jceep the gofpel from this 
place. 

indeed there has not been hotter perfecution of late 
years any where in the kingdom than here. The 
mob encouraged by their fuperiors, beat and abufed 
whom they pleafed, broke open their houfes, and did 
juft what they lifted, A wretched Clergyman con- 
firmed them therein, and applied to the Methodift 
Preachers, 2 Tim. iii. 6, 7, (the very text of that 
unhappy Gentleman at Briftol, which he uttered and 
dropped down in the pulptt.) After he had painted 
them as black is devils, he added, ** I have not time 
to finifti now ; next Sunday I will give you the reft." 

E a But 
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Bnt tbe next morning he ^^ .ftrock in a Grange 
manner.' He cried out, "^ Thofe Hobgoblins ! Do not 
you fee them ! There, there I . The room is full of 
th^m." Having continued thus fome days, l>e 
fcreamed put, "See that Hobgoblin at the bed's 
feet ! O that roll, that roll, which he holds up to 
me! All my iins are written therein." Not long 
after, without (hewing the leaft fign of hope, he went 
20 his account. 

In the afternoon I came to Kilkenny, and in the 
evening preached in the Tholfel. A more civil and 
unawakened audience, I know not when I have feeo. 
The bulk of them appeared to be no more affefledi 
than if I had been talking Greek* However man^ 
of them attended the next morning, and more th;^ 
ever in the evening. And ^11 behaved well but oniB 
gentleman, who took much pains to divert thofe that 
mere near him. I &xed my eves upon him, but he di4 
not regard it. I was then obliged to fpeak to him.; 
and he was iilent. 

^ Sat. 17. 1 finiihed ''HiHoric Doubts on th^ Lije 
and Reign of Richard the Third." What an amazing 
jnqnfler both in body and mind, have our Hidoriai^s 
and Poets painted him ! And yet I think Mr. Walpo^ 
makes it more clear, than one could exped at this 
diftance of time, i, '* That he was not only not re- 
markably deformed, but on the- contrary, remarkably 
handforpe. 2. That his Queen, whom he enurel^ 
Joved, died a natural death, . 3. That his Nephew, 
Edward the Fifth, did fo too ; there being no fhadow 
•of proof to the contrary* 4. That his o^her Nephew 
B.ichard> was the very perfon whom Henry the Seventh 
mardered, a,fter conftraining him to call himfelf Perkin 
Warbeck. 5. That the death of his Brother, the 
Duke of Clarence, was the fole a£V, not of him, bvit 
Edward the Fourth. 6. That he had no hand at all in 
th^ murder of Henry the Sixth, any more than of his 
fon. And lallly, That he was clear of all blame, as 
to the execution of Lord Haflings ; as well as of 

Rivers, Gray, ^n4 Vaughan.'* What a furprifii^ 

thing is it then, that all our hiftorians (hould have fo 
readily fwallowed the account of that wretch who 

kUled, 
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killed^ and alfo took poiTeHIon of the throne ; and 
blundered on, one after another ? Only it is to be 
obferved, for fifty years, no one could contradid that / 
account, but at the peril of his head. -^ 

Sunday x8. As it rained, I preached morniag and 
evening in the Tholfel, to a multitude of people. I 
jTpoke exceeding plain, and all received it in love« 
Perhaps fome may bring forth fruit. 

: Monday 19. In the evening I preached at Birr, and 
removed fome mifunderftandings which had crept into 
the Society. Tuefday 20. I went on to Aghripi, and 
fpoke as plain as poiiibly I could, to a money-loving 
people, on, "God faid unto him. Thou fool ! " Buc 
I am afraid many of them are fermon- proof. Yet 
God has all power. And fometimes he fends, whea 
and where it pleafes him, 

X ** O'erwhelming Ihowers of faving grace.*'' 

Biit I have never obferved thefe to laft long. And in 
all the intervals of them, he adls by his Handing rule, 
^' Unto him, that hath, [and ufes what l^e hath,] Ihall 
be given ; and he fhall have more abundantly : bat 
from him |hat hath not, \ ufes it not,] fhall be taken 
away even that he hath/' 

• Wed. 21. I went on to Athlone. Friday 25, I rode 
to Abidarrig, to the Quarterly Meeting. Many of- 
the people came from far"; and God gave them a good 
reward for their labour. Sat. 24, we returned td 
Athlone. Sunday 25, In the afternoon, I Hood in 
Bdrrack-ftreetj and cried * aloud to a mixx multitude, 
" Behold I ftand at the door and knock." I never 
before faw fo quiet a congregation on this fide the 
nvater. There was not only no tumalt, but no murmur 
to be heard, no fmile to be feen on any face. 

Monday 26. About noon, I preached on the Greeii, 
at Clara, to an exceeding ferious congregation : and 
in the evening at Tullamore. Tuefday 27. I found 
a little increai'e in the Society." But there cannot be 
much without more field- preaching. Wherever this is 
intermitted, the work of God ftands ftill, if it do 
bot.gobackt - 
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To-day I M^ rote to a pious and fen-iiblc woman ai 
follows: 

TnUainore, zyih June, 1769* 

X)e;ar Madam, 

** When I had the pkafure of converfing with yoil 
Ibme years lincc, you had a regard both for me, and 
the people called Methodiils. If I am righily informed 
yoa axe now of another mind. May I &{k, Wken 
did that change begin $ Was it at your laft journef 
to Dublin ? Whenever it was, fuffer me to aik. What 
were the reafons of it ? I will tell you what I con* 
jedure, and I do it in writing, became I may not hav9 
an oppdrtunity of talking with you : becaufe I can 
writ€ ituyre freely than 1 could fpeak : becaufelcaa 
now fay all I have to fay at once : whereas, if wa 
were taking together, 1 might probably forget fome 
part : and becaufe you may by this mean have the 
pettej opportunity of calmly cooildering it." ' 

" I conjedur.e, (to tell you juft what riies in my 
))earc,) that this change was Qwing to feveral C9uies« 
Some admired and commendied you as a perfon of ua* 
f ommon (^nfe, aa4 unp opnnM>n attainments in religion. 
Others told you at large from time to time, a)l the re^} 
pr f^ppo&4 ff^ul^s of the Methodifls. In particular, 
the jars which had lately been in Dublin* on agcoupt 
9f ]^r. Morgan and Olivers. This naturally tende4 
IP brped and increafe pride 0|i the one hand, an4 
prejudice on the other. Riciies increafed : which noi 
only led you Hep bv flep intQ more conformity to thf 
world, but iniennbly infilled felf- importance, i^n« 
wijlingnefs to be f,pntradided, and an pver-bearing 
temper. And hence you were of courfe difgufl^d s^t 
thofe who did not yi^ld to tl^is temper, and blame^ 
that conformity. Perhaps fome of tnefe profeiTed or 
^xpe6led to be perfedled in love. They at leaft be- 
lieved Perfedlion. Now this you feemed to hate with 
a perfed hatred : and on that account difliked them 
the more. 

•* Permit me to add a few words on each of thefe 
heads. And firll: Would it not be well, if you llarted 
ba^k from every appearance of admiration, (which yoil 
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know is tieadly l>oircn) whether <Jn account of your 
fcnfe or piety ? Aiid if you utterly drl^otintenanced alU 
who diredly or iTidircftly coinTnendcd you to yoirr 
lace ? Yea, and all who told you of the jars or 
faults of the Mcthodiite ? Or indeed of any abfent 
perfon ? 

'* Should you not earneftly ftrivc and pray againft 
thinking highly of your own underftanding, or at- 
tainmepts in religion ? Otherwife this, by grieving 
the Holy Spirit, would expofe you to ftill 'more pre- 
judice : efpecially towards thofe who might item t0 
vie with you in religion, if not in underftandine^. 

** Can you be too fenfible. How hardly they that 
have riches enter into the kingdom of heaven ? Yea, 
or into the kingdom of an inward heaven? into the 
whole fpirit of the ,gofpel ? How hard is it for thefe 
(whether you do or no) not to conform-too much to 
the world ! How hard not to be a little over- bearing, 
efpecially to inferiors ? 

*' Is it right to* be difgulled at thofe who fearyoa 
conform too far : who do not fink down before you f 
Nay/ perhaps oppofe your judgment, or blame your 
pradice ? 

*' And with regard to Perfeflion. Have not they 
that hold it, the faipe right to be angry with you for 
denying it, as you with theih for affirming it f 

•* But what is it you are angry at ? What is it you 
object to f Let us u&derftand the qtiedion, before we 
difpute about it. 

** By Chriftian Perfeftion I mean^i i. Loving God 
with ail our heart. Do you obje6l to this ? I mean^ 
2. A heart and life all devoted to God. Dp you defire ^ 
lefs ? I mean, 3. Regaining the whole image of God. 
What objection to this i I n^ean, 4. Having all the 
Sfiind that was in Chrift, Is this going too far? [ 
inean;i 5. Walking umformly as Chrift walked. And 

<his furcly no chnftian will objed to. If any one 

fpeans any thing more, or atiy thing elfe by Perfeftion, 
I have no concern with it. But if this be wrong ; yet 
what need of this heat about it, this violence, I had 
Almoft faid, fwy of opposition? Carried fo fm: as even 
not to lay out any thing with this man, or that woman 
wto pjofeiTcs it, «* Nay, fays Mrs, — -■ I did not 
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refrain from it for this only; but for their efpoufinir 
Mr. Oliver's caul'e againft Mr. Morgan." Worfe and 
worfe ! what ! are people to Harve (at lead for me) 
unlefs they think as I think, or like whom I like ? 
Alas! what religion! what humanity, what common 
fenfe is this ? 

• " But 1 have done. I have once for all taken upon 
myfelf a moft unthankful office. I have fpoken with 
all plainnefs and fimplicity, and now leave the event 
to God. May he open your heart, that you may 
difcern his holy, and acceptable, and perfeft will, 
that you may have a right judgment in all things, and 
- evermore rejoice in his holy comfort. 
I am, dear Madam,

Wed. 28. I rode to Mountmelick, and for the fake 
of fome tender perfons, preached in the new houfe. 
^t was a folemn time; in confcquence of which, it 
was pretty well filled in the morning. A ferious.awe 
fpread over the whole congregation; but more re- 

. inarkably the next evening, while I was opening, and 
applying the ftory of Dives and Lazarus. Friday 30. 
I roue over to Montrath, a wild place as mod in 
Ireland, and preached in the (hdl of a new houfe, to 
many more than it would contain. All were quiet and 
attentive. In the middle of the (ermon a young woman 
who was a fmner, endeavoured for a while to hid^ 
her tears, by creeping behind another, till in a few 
ininutes her llrength failed, and (lie funk down tQ the 

. ground. I was forry they carried jier away j other- 
wife I think fhe would have foon lifted up her head 
with joy. 

In the evening we had a Love-fcaft, at Mountmelick, 
and great was our rejoicing in the Lord. Many 
were Hlled with confolation, trulling he would fooa 
''make an end of fin, and bring in everlafting 
righteoafnefs. , ^ 

Sat. July I. I found a far different face of things 
at Portarlington. The fociety had once a hundred 
4od thirty members ; (a hundred and four I joined in 
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three days.) It had now no more than twenty four; and 
feme of thefe had only a namfe to live. In the eveninig 
I applied particularly to the backfliders. But almoft 
fis loon a& I began, a large company of quality, (as 
they called them) came and embarraiTed me not a 
little. I knew this was heathen Greek to them. But 
I could not then change my fubjeft. However I 
diluted my difcourfe as much as I could, that it might 
not be quite too ftrong for their digeilion. 

Sunday 2. I read Mrs. Row's " Devout Exercifcs 
of the Heart," It is far fuperior to any thing of hePs 
which I ever read, in ftile as well as in fenfe. Her 
experience is plain, found and Tcriptural, no v/ay 
whipfical or myflical. And her language is cleaj, 
flrong and fimple, without any of that afleded florid* 
nefs; which offends all who have a tolerable ear, or 
any judgment in good writing. 

At nine we had a ferious congregation, to whom .1 
could (peak of ^he deep things of God. And the 
new houfe held them tolerably well : but in the 
evening it was far too fmall* So I flood in a little 
grouna adjoining to the houfe. Many tender ones fat 
within, but the bulk of the congregation flood in the 
meadow, and the gardens on each fide. 1 have not 
(een in all the world a people fo eafy to be convinced 
or perfuaded, as the Irilh. What pity that thefe ex- 
cellent propenfities fhould not always be applied to tl>e 
mofl excellent purpofes 1 

Monday 3. I rode to Coolylough, (where was the 
quarterly meeting) and preached at eleven ; and in the 
evening. While we were fioging, I was furprifed to 
fee the horfes from all parts of the ground gathering 
about us. Is it true tb&n that horfes, as well as lions 
and tygers, have an ear for mufic ? 

Wed. 5, I went on to Tyrrelfpafs. Thurfday 6, 
at eleven, I preached in the Court- houfe at Molinger, 
to a very gemeel, and yet ferious audience. In the 
evenings I preached at Tyrrelfpafs again ; and on 
Friday 7» at Edinderry. Here I received from Jofspl^ 
Fry, a particular account of his late wife, an Ifraelite 
indeed! He faid, '^ Sih^ was a. flri6l attendant on »11 
the (peans of grace, and a fmccre lover of the people 
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e£-<3od. She had a remarkable good underflanding> 
and much I^nowledge of the things of God. Tho* 
ihe was of an exceeding baftiful temper, yet ihe was 
valiant for the truth ; not fparing to fpeak very plain, 
in defence of it, before perfons of all conditions. 

. Two years ago (lie began to lofe her health, and grcwr 

" worie and worie, till Sept. 29* On that day ihe was 
very reftlefs. Obferving her to have an unufual 

'colour, I judged (he could not continue long. She 
was fenfible of it, and faid, • Do not go from me ; 
for my time is fhort. O ! it is an hard thing to die .1 * 

' After a while ihe faid, * Dear Jfcfus, fh^U it be (o with 
me as with the wicked ? * 1 was deeply affedicd at 
feeing her in fuch a liate : yet fomething told me, all 
yfill be well. I exhorted her with all my might, to 

' lean on Jefus s and found myfelf unufually bleft in fo 
doing. But ftill (he did not Teem to receive it, till I 

. obfcrved her jaw was fallen. I was then concerned 
more than ever, left fhe fhould die without hope. I 
fpoke with ihore vehemence, while fhe lay fpeechleis^ 
with her eyes up to heaven. But on a fudden, ihe g<^t 
her lip^ together again, and faid with a loud voice, 
"• Now, my love, 1 experience what you have faid* 
After all, my Jefus is mine! The devil is conquered : 
there, there you may fee him going with fhame.' She 
then praifed God fo loud, that one might hear her in 
the ftreet j and added, * Fine fport, my dear Joe, the 
devil is caft.* After rejoicing in God fome time, 
fhe elofed her eyes : but in a little while, (he faid, ^ O 

' was it not very pretty, when the wife virgin^ went out» 
in white, to meet their Lord ? Yet what would their 
robes have fignified,' without his righteoufnefs ? '— 
And died." 

The next day I went on to Dublin, and found all 
things as quiet as 1 left them. Wed.- 12. I rode 

. thro* a lovely country to Ballymore, in the county of 
Wexford. Near twenty years ago, all this country 
was moved by the preaching of James Morris. Thou- 
fands flocked to hear ; but one falfe ftep of his, quite 
fcattered them again, 7'he houfe would not near con- 
tain the people ; fo I flood abroad, in a fair mild 
cvening^. And once more God has given them a loud 
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call. 10"* turn unto Him, that they may fave their 
fouls alive. 

Thurfday 13. I rode- on to Innifcorthy, and 
preached on, •» Is there no balm in Gilead?" To-day 
I faw one of the molt lively and fenfible children, that 
I have met with in the kingdom. What a miracle will 
it be, if (he fave her foul ! If general admiration 
do not deftroy her ! ' 

Hence I rode to Bunklody, a little, ugly, fcattered 
town, but delightfully fnuated. I did not find that 
five perfons in the town would come a bow-fhot to 
hear. So 1 o^lered a table to be fet in the llreet, and 
a few flowly crept together. They were as quiet, 
and feemed as much afFefted as the trees. Thence I 
rode on to Carlow. The Under-SherifF had piomifed 
the ufe of the Town-hall. Bat the High-Sheriff* 
coming to town, would not fuffer it. 1 thank him : 
for by this means 1 was driven to jhe- Barrack -field, 
where were twice as many as the Hall could have con- 
tained : over and above many of the poor Papifts, 
who durft not have come inlo it. Afterwards 1 met 
the little Society. I ufed to wonder they did not 
increafe. Now I fliould wonder if they did.; fo ex- 
quifuely bitter are the chief of tham again ft the 
Church. I folemnly warned them againft this- evil : 
and fome of them had ears to hear. 

Friday 14. At noon I preached in Baltinglafs, to a 
handful jof ferious people : and in the evening, at 
Donard, to a much more numerouis, but not more " 
ferious congregation. I could i\ot but obferve one 
pretty kind of a woman, with a child in her arms. - 
She ilood awhile ; then walked to and fro : then 
flood: then. walked again; and appeared as perfectly 
unconcerned as fome pretty calves, which flood behind 
her. Sat. 15* I crofTed the country to my old pupil, 
Mr. Morgan, and in the afternoon returned to 
Dublin. 

All the following week we bad a remarkable blefling 
both at the inornine and evening fervice. On Wed. 
and Thurf. we had our little Conference, at which 
moft of the Preachers in the kingdom were prefent. 
We agreed to fet apart Friday 21, for a day of fafting 
r ' * and 
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and prayer. At every meeting, particularly the laft, 
our Lord refreflied us in an uncommon manner. 
About ten I was a little tired ; but before it flruck 
twelve, ray wearinefs was all gone. ' It feemed to be 
the fame with all the congregation, and prayer was 
fwallowed up in piaife, 

Sunday 23. At nine I preached in. the Royal Square 
at the Barracks, on^ ** The dead fmall and greats 
{landing before God.'' A h<i(e multitude roon 
gathered together, and liflened with deep attention. 
Many of the fold ers were among them. By what 
but iield-preaching, could we have ^ached thefe 
poor fouls ? 

Monday 24. After preaching in the evening, I 
went on board the pac^quet, snd the next afternoon, 
landed at Holyhead. We reached CheHer, on Tharfday 
morning. Here 1 finiihcd I?r. Warne<r*s Hiftory of the 
.Iri(h Rebellion. I never faw before, fo impartial an, 
account of the tranfa^i(Mis of thofe times. He reaiiy 
feems to be of no iide, but to fpeak the naked truth 
of all, according to the befl light he could procure* 

Friday 28. I rode to Manchefter. As we were 
piretty well tired, oar friends there iniiiled on my 
gping on in a chalfe. So in the morning. Sat. 29, we 
fet out. When we were on the brow of the hill above 
Rippendale, fuddenly the faddle-horfe {t\\, with the 
driver under him, and both lay without motion. The 
fhaft- horfe then boggled and turned lhart« toward the 
edge of the precipice. But prefenicly the driver and 
the horfe rofe up unhart> an^ we went oa fa£e to 
Leeds. 

Sunday 30« Mr. Crook being ,out of order, I read 
pravers and preaohed in HunQet Church, boih morning 
and afternoon.. At iive i preached, at . l^eeds, aod on 
^londay 31, prepared aU things fee t^ie cnfuing Con • 
ffrenge. T^^fday* Auguft 1, it began, and a more 
loviag one we never had. On Thurfday 1 mentioned 
the cafe of oar brethren at New York, who had built 
the irft Methodifl preachiag-houfe in America, and 
vyere in great want of money, but much more of 
pxeachers. Two of our preachers, Richard Boardman, 
and Jofeph Ptllg»Qor> willingly o^red. themiieives for 
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the fervice ; by whom we determined to fend them 
^fty pounds, at a token of our brotherly love. 

Sat. 5. In the evening I preached at Bradford, to 
<an extremely crowded audience. The heat was hardly 
fupportable. Such a day I had feldom, if ever, known 
in England. It was nearly as hot at four in the morn-> 
ing, Sunday 6. But the rain began before five, and 
in three or four hours quite cooled the air. At one 
we had the ufaal congregation on the fide of BirilaU 
hill. But it was nearly doubled at Leeds in the even- 
'ing. -Monday 7. I returned to Manchelter; and on 
Taefday 8, • went on to Shrewfbury. I preached at 
Bvc : and foon after, receiving an invitation fr^m Mf. 
Powis^ iat Berwick, I went over diredly, gave a (hort 
exhortation, and returned to Salop. 

Wed. g: We^reached Welchpool before nine, whcr,e * 
tiotice had been given of my prea(;hing, the Bailiff 
having granted the ufe of the Town-hall. But he had 
-now changed his mind. So I rode on to New Town, 
and at one we went to the market houfe. But In a 
few minutes, a poor wretch exceeding drunk, came 
in curling and blafpheming, and ilriking all that Hood 
in his way. His dick was foon taken from him ; bat 
(the noife increaiing, I removed to the Brynn, and qui- 
etly finilhed my difcourfe. . 

At fix in the evening I preached at the Tuffin, the 
next morning at Lanidlos, and in the evening at the 
Abb^. Friday 11, I reached Carmarthen; the rain 
^ontinuing^ Mr. Peter Williams offered me his Preach- 
ing houfe> in which I enforced, *' God forbid that I 
(hould glory, favein the crofs of our Lord Jefus Chrift.'* 
;Saturday 1 2, I preached at Haverfprd Weft. 

Sunday 13. 1 went to St. Daniel's, and after read/- 
ing prayers, preached on thofe words in the fecond lef- 
fon, "What God hath cleanfed, that call not thon 
common." . The bigots of all fides feemed aihamed ])q- 
fore God, andl truit will not foon forget this day. . in 
the afternoon I read prayers, and preached again. I 
then met the Society in Pembroke. Once more their 
little jars are laid aileep; <jod grant they may rife 
ao morel 

Monday 14. I preached in the Town-hall, toalmoft 
all the gentry in Pembroke. And I thiak, whatever

they had before, *they had dicn a tlear call from God. 
Tuefday 1 5> in the evening, although |he wind was 
high, yet the largenefs of the congregation obliged mp 
do iliand on the outfide of the houfe at Haverford-'Weft. 
Wed. 16. I examined the members of the Society, 
now the moft lively one in Wales. Many of them are 
jejoicing in the love of God ; and many groaning for 
iull ^-eden^tion. . 

To-day 1. gave a fccond reading to that lively book, 
Mr. Newton's account of his own experience. There 
is fomething very extraordinary therein ; but one may 
account for it without a jot of predeilination. 1 doubt 
jiot but his converfion (as well as Col. Gardiner's) 
^as a»anfwer to his mother's prayers. 

Tburfday 17. At twelve I preached in the Caftle 
x>f Carmarthen, in the evening at Lanelly. The beha- 
viour of Sir Thomas's fervants here, (four or five of 
whom belong to the Society) has removed all prejudice 
^rom him, as well as from molt of the Jtowp. Indeed 
they are a. pattern to all of their rank, truly ''adorn- 
ing the do^rine of God our Saviour," 

Friday 18. I preached at eleven in Oxwych, and 
whence haftened to Swanfey, where an eiFedual door is 
opened once more. The rain drove us into the room, 
which was as hot as an oven, being much crowded 
f>oth within and without. Sat. ig. About eighty I 
•preached at Neath; about three in the Church at 
Bridge-End, (where the rain doubled the congrega- 
<cion, by flopping the harveft work) and at feven in the 
Aflembly Room at Cowbridge, on, *' Lord, Are there 
few that be faved ? " J was enabled to make a clofe and 
pointed application; I believe, not without effed. 

Sunday 20. I preached there again at eight, to a 
^congregation who feemed to feel what was fpoken. 
At eleven the Vicar Tead prayers, and I preached on 
thofe words in the leiTon, " Gallio cared for none of 
tthefe things." Moft of the Jhearers feemed more awake 
than I:<expedted, and a few appeared to be affedled. In 
the eyqiiing I topk my old ftand, on the fteps of the 
Caftle at CardiiF. Abundance of people were gathered 
^getber, it being a fair and mild evening : on whom 
i enforced, ''Ifaw the dead> fiaall aad great, ftand be* 
lore God." 
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Tuefday 22. Mr. Davies read prayers, and I preach- 
ed in Carphilly Church, and in the evening at Llan- 
braddoach. Wed. 23, I went on to Trevecka. Here 
we found a concourfe of people from all parts, come to 
celebrate the Countefs of Huntingdon's birth-day, and 
the anniverfary of her fchool, which was opened on 
the 24th of Auguft, laft year. I preached in the even- 
ing, to as many as her Chapel could well contain* which 
is extremely neat, or rather elegant, as is the dining 
roomy the fchool, and all the houfe. About nine 
Howel Harris defired me to give a, ihort exhortation to 
his family. I did fo, and then went back to roy Lady's, 
and laid me down in peace* 

Thurfday 24. I adminiftred the Lord's Supper to 
the family. At ten the public fervice began. Mr. 
Fletcher preached an exceeding lively fermon in the 
Court, the Chapel being far too fmall. After h'un 
Mr. William Williams preached in Welfh till between 
one and two o'clock. At two we dined : mean time a 
large number of people had bafkets of bread and meat 
carried to them in the court. At three I took my turn 
there; then Mr. Fletcher: and about five, the congre- 
gation was difmiiTed. Between feven and eight the- 
Love-feall began, at which I believe many were com-- 
forted, • In the evening feveral of us retired into the 
neighbouring wood, which is exceeding pleafantly laid 
out in walks, one of which leads to a little Mount, 
raifed in the mid/l of a meadow, that commands a de- 
Jightful profped : this is Howel Harris's work ; who' 
has likewife greatly enlarged and beautified his houfe ;' 
fo that with the gardens, orchards, walks, and pieces 
of water that furround it, it is a kind of littie> 
paradife. 

Friday 25. We rode through a lovely coii-ntry tar 
Chepftow. I had defigned to go ftraight on : but yielded' 
to the importunity of our friends, to ftay and preach 
in the evening. Meantime I took a walk through Mr. 
Morriy's woods. There is fcarce any thiftg like thetn- 
in the kingdom. They ftand on the top and down the* 
fide of a fteep mountain, hanging in a fcmicircular. 
fo.m over the river. Thra' thefe woods abundance ^ofl 
ferpen:ine walks are cut, wherein many feats and 
alcoves are placed ; moll of which command a furprif- 
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ing profpeft of rocks and fields onr the btRet Me of 

(the river. And muft all thefe be burnt up ? What 
will become of us then, if we fet our hearts upon 
them? 

Sat. 26. Refolving not to be too late now, as I 
was lad year, I took horfe at four.. But being earneftly 
engaged in converfation, we miiFed our way, and came 
to the Pafiage juft as the boat was gone. About three 
in the afternoon, it pafTed again : and foon after fix 
we reached Briilol. 

Sunday 27. After preaching at Kingfwood and 
Briftol, 1 rode to Crofs, to lefTen the next day's jour- 
ney. Monday 28, I rode to Tiverton : on Tuefday, 
to Launcelton, where I ftrongly applied, *' Hath God' 
forgotten to be gracious ? *' And 1 believe, he anfwer- 
cd for himfelf in the hearts of feveral backfliders. 

Being infornied it was between fixty and feventy^ 
miles to St. John's, I fent my horfe a few miles for- 
ward to night. Wed. 30. I purpofed taking hOrfe 
at four, but the horfe was not brought from the field. 
So 1 borrowed another, and rode on without delay to* 
the houfe where my own waited for me. We had in- 
ceffant rain, driven upon us by a furious wind. How- 
ever I reache.d Bodpiin, about eight : where at the re* 
queft of one of our friends, I preached to a fmall, fe- 

- rdous company in the Town-hall. The rain accompa^ 
, nied us moft of the way to Truro. - I knew not where 

to call, till a friend met me and told me, -Mr. Painter 
had been very ill. So I rode diredlly to his houfe. 
While I was there, one of Redruth came in, who lent 
roe a frefh horfe, with which I reached St. John's 
about five o'clock. I preached at fix, and was much 
oomfprted, among a loving, earned people. 

Thurfday 31. I rode over to St. Juft, but could 
not preach abroad, becaufe of the violent wind. How- 
ever God fpoke to many hearts, both this evening and 

- in the morning. September i. 1 now confidercd Dn 
Erfkine's account of faving Faith. He aflerts, (if I 

^ comprehend him right) " it is in ^general, an^aflTent to 
, the word of God, in which thcrSis a light, a ^ory* 
a: brightnefs, which believers,, and\:hey only perceive. 
I In particular it is an afifent of the underilanding> to the ^ 
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gofpel method of falvation ; in \vli I eft there' js an ex- 
cellency and glory, which only believers fee. A fupcr- 
natural convidion of this is faith." But if this be his 
judgment, why does he quarrel with mo ? For how 
marvelouQy fraall is the difference between us? Only 
change the word ajent for convi6lion; (which cer- 
tainly better anfwers St. Paul's word iAf/3^05.) And do 
we not come within a hair's breadth of each other? I 
do not quarrel with the definition of faith in general, 
** A fuptrnatural afftnt to the Word of God : " Tho*" 
I think ^fuptrnatural convitlion of the truths contained 
in the Word of God," is clearer. I allow too, that 
the Holy Spirit enables us to perceive a peculiar light 
an** glory in the Word of God, and particularly in th«' 
gofpeUrnethod of falvation. But £ dpubf, whether 
iaving faith be properly, " An affent to this light and 
glory." Is it not rather, An aflent (if we retain the 
word) to the truths which God has revealed ? Or 
.more particularly, a divine conviftion, that " God 
was in Chrift, reconciling the world to himfelf ? " 

The congregation at St. Ives, in the evening, was the' 
largeft I have feen fince I came to Cornwall, and it? 
was a folemn arfembly. We had another happy oppor- 
tunity at. the meeting of the Society. 

Sat. 2. Our quarterly meeting was at Redruth* Itv- 
the jcvening I preached to eleven or twelve hundred* 
people. But there was no t rifle r, much Icli mocker 
among them. They beard as for eternity. . 

Sunday 3. We had a very large congregation^and 
an ufeful fcrraon at Church. Between one and two L^ 
preached to fomc thoufands in the m^in:- ftreet : but to. 
abundantly more at five in the Amphitheatre at Gvve-. 
nap; and they were fo commodioufly placed, row above 
row, that I b-lieve all could hear. 

Monday 4. About noon 1 preached in the Lower 
Street at St. Awflle, to a very numerous and very fe-. 
rious congregation. But at Medros, where vva*» once 
the Iiveliefl. Society in Cornwall, I found but a fcsv> 
and moll of thoie faint and weary. 

Tucfday 5. I rode on to Plymouth Dock, and preach-" 
cd on, '* Love is the bond of perfc^trfefs." What 
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pity ^that any thing (hort of this, fhould ufprp the 
name of religion ! 

La ft week I read over, as I rode, great part of Ho- 
mer's Odyfley. I always imagined, it was like Milton's 
Paradifc Regained, 

*'The faint effort of an expiring Mufc." 

But how was I miftaken ? How far has Homer's latter 
poem the pre-eminence over the former ? It is not indeed 
without its blemifhes, among which perhaps one might 
reckon his makingUlyfles fwim nine days and nights - 
without fuftenance ; the incredible manner of his efcapc. 
from Polyphemus, (unlefs the goat was as flrong as an 
ox ;) and the introducing Minerva at every turn, with-, 
out any dignus vindice nodus- But his numerous beau- 
ties make large amends for thefe. Was ever man To 
happy in his defcriptions, fo exa£l and confiftent in his 
charafters,. and fo natural in telling a flory ? He like- 
wife continually inferts the fineft ftrokes of morality, 
(which I cannot find in Virgil) on all occations recom- 
mending the fear of God, with juftice, mercy, and truth.. 
In this only he is inconfiftent with himfelf* He makes 
his Hero fay, 

" Wifdom never lies." And, 

*' Him, on whate'er pretence, that lies can tell| 
My foul abhors him as. the gates of hell." 

Meantime he himfelf, on the flighteft pretence, tells 
deliberately lies over and over : liay, and is highly com- 
mended for fo doing, even by the goddefs of Wifdom ! 

Wed. §. I rode to CoUumpton ; and on Thurfday 
refled at Tiverton. Friday 8, I preached about nine 
at Taunton, and then rode on to Bridge- water, where 
the preaching had been difcontinued for fome years. It 
Was fuppofed there wq^ld be much difturbance. But 
there was none at all. The very gentry (all but two 
cfr t1|i:ee young women) behaved with good fenfe and 
decency i 

This afternoon I went to the top of Brent-Hill : I 
know not I ever before faw fuch a profpeft. Weft- 
ward one may fee to the mouth of the Briftol Channel, 
9^d the three other ways as far as the eye can reach. 
And mbft qf the land which you fee is well cultivated, , 
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well wocxled and well watered : fo that the globe of 
earth in its prefent condition can hardly afford a more . 
pleafing fcene. Sat. 9, I returned to Briflol. 

Tuefday 12. I enquired into the flatc of Kingf- 
wood School. The grievance now is^ the number of 
children. Inftead of thirty (as I defired) we have near 
fifty, whereby our mailers are burdened. And it is 
(carce poflible to keep them in fo exad order, as we 
might do a fmaller number. However this ftill comes 
nearer a Chrillian School, than any I know in the 
kingdom » 

Sunday 17. I preached to a ferious congregation^ 
in Princc's-ftreet, many of whom came fronx the (hips 
on the river, and gaped and ftared, as if they had ne- 
ver heard a fermon before. In the afternoon I preached 
near the New Square, on, *' What God hath cleanfed,' 
that call not thou common." I was in hopes this 
would remove rather than increafe prejudice : but I was' 
* much miftakcn. One of the hearers luon after told his* 
friend, *'Mr. W. is as dark and blind as ever." 

Tuefday 19. Between twelve and one I preached 
at Frefhford ; and on White's-Hill, near Bradford in 
the evening. By this means many had an opportunity 
of hearing, who would not have come to the Room. 
I had defigned to preach there again the next evening : 
but a gentleman in the town deii red me to pr6ach at his 
door. The beads of the people were tolerably quiet, 
till I had nearly Bni(hed my fermon. They then lifted 
up their voice, efpecially one, called a Gentleman, who* 
had filled his pockets with rotten eggs. But a young 
man coming unawares, clapt his hands on each fide, 
and mafhed them all at once.* In an inftanthe was per* 
fume all over ; tho' it was not fo fweet as balfam I 
' Friday 22. I faw poor Mrs, — at Briflol, on the 
very brink of defpair. I prayed for her in faith, and 
not many days after, found her fwcetly rejoicing in 
God her Saviour. Sat. 23, I rode to Pill, and preach- ^ 
ed in the flreet (the only way to do much good there,) ' 
to a more numerous and more attentive congregation 
than I have feen there for many years. 
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Thurfday, Oftober 5. I had the fatisfa^lion to find, 
that two of our brethren, with whom 1 had taken 
much pains, had at length put an end to their Chancer/ 
fuit, and clofed their debate by a refejcnce. 

Sunday 8. I permitted all of Mr. Whitcfield's^ 
Society that defircd it, to be prcfent at our Love-feaft,. 
I fuppofe there were a thoufand of us in alL And we 
were not fent empty away. 

Monday 9, 1 preached at Briftol, Pcnsford, Shep* 
ton-Mallet ; and in the evening at Wincaunfon- Th». 
people here had juft as much feeling as the benches on 
which they fat. Tuefday 10, I preached in Shaftf- 
bury, at noon ; and in the evening at Sahfbury. Here 
1 was as in a new world. The congregation was alive, 
and much more the Society. How pleafing would it 
be to be always with fuchl But that is not our calling, 

Wei 11. I preached in Rum fey at noon: in the 
evening at Winchefler. Thurfday 12, I preached 
at.Farehara about one ; and at Port fmouth- Common, in 
the evening. 1 very narrowly milled meeting the great 
Pafcal Paoli. He landed in the Dock but a very few. 
minutes aftei I had left the water fide. Surely He who 
hath been with him from his youth up, hath not fent. 
him into England for nothing. Lord fhew him what 
is thy will concerning him ! And give him a kingdom 
that cannot be moved ! 

Sat. 14. Setting out at two in the morning, I camet 
to London in the afternoon. Sunday 15, My brother 
and I had fuch a congregation at Spitalfields, as has not 
been there fincc the Covenant-night. The Founder/ 
was equally crowded in the evening : is God about to 
work here, as he did fome years ago ? If fo, having, 
learnt experience by the things we have fufferedy I truft. 
we {hall not quench the Spirit, ^$ we did before. 

Monday x6. I began my journey into Oxfordflhire,, 
and in the evening preached at Henley. A great part 
of the congregation was perfectly void both of fenfe and 
roodcfly. But at this time they were unufually quiet, 
as I did not take them out of their depth, in opening, 
and applying thofe words, <* It is appointed unto men 
once to die.*' 
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' Tuefday 17, We went to* Wallingford, a town I 
never faw before, though I lived fo many years at Ox- 
ford, How white are the fields here unto the harveft ? 
The whole town fcemed flocking together, rich anjx 
poor, in the evening, and received the word with joy» 
But who will endure to the end ? Abundance of peo- 
ple came again at five in the morning, and were ready 
to devour the word. How pleafant it is to fee the^ 
dawn of a work of grace ? But we mufl not lay too 
much ftrefs upon it. Abundance of bloflbms! But 
when the fun is up, how many of thcfc will wither 
away ! • 

Having appointed to preach in Oxford at ten, I was 
under fome difficulty. I did not like to preach in thd 
Diflenting Meeting-houfe : and I did not fee how to 
avoid it. But the proprietors cut the knot for me, by 
locking up the doors. So I preached in James Mears*' 
garden : and to fuch a congregation as I had not had in 
Oxford fince I preached in St. Mary's Church. 

Thence we went on to Witney, where.we have now 
a large and commodious houfe. It was well filled iii 
the evening : and (whoever clfe did) I found it good 
to be there : efpecially at the meeting of the Society r 
the fpirit of glory and of Chrift was among them. 

I had defigned to fpend another day here. But twa 
of our friends, who were come on purpoje from Broad* 
nsardon, importuned me much to go thither. So I fet 
out with them on Thurfday, and came to Broadmarfton 
in the afternoon. The lovely family, and the congre- 
gation from all parts, made me full amends for my la- 
bour. • Great was our glorying in the Lord. Many 
felt the two>edged fword, and many were filled with 
confolation. 

Friday 20. I had appointed to be in Oxford at 
eight. So I took horfe at two, and took chaifcs from 
Shipfton, which brought me thither at my time. After 
(pending an hour quite agreeably with a few young, fc- 
rious (Indents, I fet out for Ipftone, near Stoken-Church* 
But I was obliged, when we came to the bye-road, to 
quit my chaife, and go as I could, partly on horfe back, 
and partly on foot. The congregation had waited for 
me fome time. So I began immediately on> ** Fear God, 
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and keep his commaodments : for this is the whole of 
man." In the evening I preached to a lively congre- 
gation at High- Wycombe, and on Saturday reached 
London, 

Monday 23. I rode to Towcefter, and preached ta 
a heavy unawakened people, on what they did not feemr 
at all to think of, namely, that they were to die. I 
believe it fuitcd them : they appeared to be more affeft- 
ed than with any difcourfe 1 had ever preached. Tuef-- 
day, 1 preached at Alfton in a large Malt- room, where 
one fide of my head w^s very warm, through the crowd, 
of people, the other very cold having an open window 
at my ear. Between fix and fcven I preached at North-f 
ampton, and it was an awful feafon. 

This evening there was fuch an Aurora Borealis, a»» 
1 never faw before : the colours, both the white, the' 
flame colour, and the fcarlet, were fo exceeding ftrong 
and beautiful. But they were awful too : fo that abun- 
dance of people were frightened into many good refo- 
lutions. 

Wed. 25. At ten, I was forced to preach abroacF 
at Brighton, by reafon of the great concourfe of people : 
and at Haddon, about one. I believe at both places, 
God applied his word to their hearts. Thurfday 26.. 
About nine I preached at Harpole, to a thirfty multi- 
tude : at one, to near the fame number at Weedon ; ixt 
the evening at Whittlebury. Friday 27, about noon,^ 
we had a ferious congregaticfn at Cranfield, and at Bed-* 
ford, in the evening. Sat. s^S, 1 preached about oner 
at Hertford, and at Snowsfields in the evening : and 
after preaching three times a day for three d^ys, and 
four times a day for two more, I found no more hoarf— 
nefs or wearinefs than when I fet out fi'om London. 

Monday 30, I fet out with a little company of our 
friends, and the next day came to Norwich. At fix I 
preached in the fhell of the new houfe, crowded enoughr 
both within and without. 

Thurfday, Nov. 2. We went to Yarmouth, a cold, 
dead, uncomfortable place. Friday 3, I laboured tc^ 
gather up the fragments of the poor Society, (hattered 
to pieces by PrciT>yterians, Atiabaptiftsj and difputers.' 
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of all kinds: efpccially by one unhappy jjian* who 
fiad rifen among ourfelvcs. In the evening I flrongly 
■exhorted them, to " repent and do the firfl; works/' 

Sat., 4. We returned to Norwich. In coming to 
Yarmouth, I had called upon a young woman, alive to 
XJod, but exceeding ilL She died before I came back* 
This afternoon I was defired to bury hen 1 took the 
opportunity of preaching at five in the burying, ground, 
to a multitude of people, who were ail attention, as 
ihough they had already feen " the dead {landing be- 
fore God!*' 

Monday 6, iand the following days, I viiited at 

. inany of the people, fick and well, as 1 poffibly could. 

And on Friday 9, leaving them more united, than they 

liad beeii for many years, I took coach again^ and the 

next afternoon came to London. 

In the coach going and coming, I read feveral vo^ 
lumes of Mr. Guthrie's ingenious hiftory of Scotland, 
I fuppofc as impartial a ot»e as any to be found, and 
as tiiuch to be depended upon, I never read any writer 
before, who gave me fo much light, into the real cha- 
Ta£ler of that odd mixture, King James the Firft : nor 
into that of Mary Queen of Scots, fo totally mifrepre- 
iented by Buchanan, Queen Elizabeth's penfioncr, 
and her other hireling writers : and not much lefs, by 
Dr. Robertfon. Them he cfFeftually expofes, fhewing 
bow-grofsly they cont(adi6l matter of fa6t, 2nd one an- 
other. He likewifc points out the many and great mif- 
takes of Dr. R. fuch as feem to imply either great in- 
Bttention or great partiality. Upon the whole, that 
much injured Queen appears to have been far the great- 
cft woman of that age, exquifitely beautiful in her per- 
fon, of a fine addrefs, of a deep unafFefted piety, and 
of a ftronger under {landing even in youth, than Queen 
Elizabeth had at threefcore. And probably the defpair 
>vherein Queen Elizabeth died, was owing to her deaihjJ 
rather than that of Lord EfTex* 

Friday 17. I preachcdat a Chapel ncv St. John* 
Street, built on the very fpot of ground, whereoi> 
|i^2^ny hundred years ago Pardon- Church flood. In this 
jfXid tbie fpllowing week I vifited the Society in London^ 
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containing now fcarce nineteen hundred members. 
So has God cut us Hiort, fincc the wound received 
by.a'falfe friend, from which- we are now ^ilowly 
recovering. . ' - 

Sat. 25. I went down to Mr. Perronet's, jiift re- 
covering from a long illnefs^ In the evening I 
'preached in the houfe, and at feven in the morning; 
On Sunday 26, Mr. P. defigned to read prayers at 
ten : but we thought it not fafe for him to go out. 
So t read prayers, and then applied, *' What doth the 
Lord thy God require of thee, but to do juftly, tb 
love mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God ? " 
Many who had conllantly appealed to this text, found 
themfJelves (hort in every particular. 

I read prayers in the afcernoon, having been in- 
formed, that it was not ufual to preach. But obfcrv- 
ing a numerous congregation, quite unwilling to go 
aw^y, I went into the pulpit, and fhewed them thd 
nature apd the pleafantne^ of true religion. At five I 
preached in the room : I trufl our Lord has touched 
many hearts this day. 

Thurfday 30. I preached at Wandfworth. For 
many years, the people here were the moll dead, but 
are now the mofl alive, of any about London. Friday, 
Dec. I, I preached at Barnet, which was lail year 
what Wandfworth is now. Monday 4. I went to 
Chatham: Mr. Whit^field's people (fo called) refufmg 
me the ufe of their room, 1 preached in the Barracks 
to a liilening multitude, and our hearts were fweetty 
enlarged and knit together. One of their fociety, 
grieved at the bigotry of his brethren, invited me to 
preach in his houfe in the morning ; which I did, (the 
Barracks not being open) to as many as it could well 
contain. Tuefday 5. I wenr to Sheernefs, and 
preached in the Old Play-houfe, filled from end to 
end. So it was fhe next night. Our own room con*- 
tained us in the mornings. 1 was much comforted 
among the poor people, which in the midft of 
difputers, keep ilraight on following after peace and 
bolinefs. 

Thurfday 7. I returned to Chatham, and the next 
day to London, leaving an eamefl pe(^le at peace witlv 
ea4h other, and with all the world. 
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Mondaif It. ^tdtne' an un^)' Korfe, Fwas oaoch 
tired before £ reached Stftpleharfl. But the ferious, 
earned congregation foon made me forget my weari- 
nefs, and I was not a little helped by the fpirit of Mr* 
C, breaehtng nothing but faith and love. I was agaia 
heartily tired, when I came to Mr. Holman's, near 
Rye. Judging mo ft of the congregation here to be 
an&wakeued, i preached on the ftory of Dives and 
Iiasarus. God gave me to fpeak ftrong^ words, fo thac 
l.trutl foTic were pricked to the heart. Wed. 13. I 
preached at Ewhtirli, (it being the qoarterly meeting) 
both at noon and in the evening. Thiirfdfty^ 14. We 
r^de through heavy rain to Newboands, where Mr. 
I*Anfon and his family gladly received as : and I never 
Hw the houfe fo filled befot«, as it was in the evening. 
Fri(ky 15. I preached at Seven-Oaks, and on Sat. 
retorned to London. 

Being dofiroas to feiifii my winter journies before 
Chriftmas ; on Monday 18, I fet oat for Camerbnry. 
Friday iz, I preached at Sittenboarn and Qutham> aiird. 
on Satarday came to Xiondon. 

Moadayt being Chriftmas-day, vre had fach a con«- 
gtegaiion at four, as I have not feen foyr many years. 
And^om morning to evening we had abandant proof, 
that God is viiiting and redeeming his people. 

Tuefday j6. 1 read the Letters from our preachers 
in America, informing us that God hiad begun tt 
prions work thwre: that both in New-Vork and' 
Philadelphia maltitndes flock to hear> and behave with' 
the deepeil ferioufnefs , and' thac the Society in each 
place already contains above an hundred members. 

Friday 29% W« obler^ed as ,a da/ of fading and 
prayer, partly on occount of the confufipd Hate of 
pttblic siWMTs, psitily as preparatory to the folemn en« 
gag^ffioot, which we were aboat to renew. 

Mftonday, Jan. i, 1770* about eighte^ hundred 
of us met together : it was a moii [<xUsfm feafon. As 
we ^d openly '* avouch the Lord to be our God, fa» 
did' he av6ach ns to be his people." 

WednefHay 17. In a little journey which I took mto 
BedfordihiTe, I finifhed Dr. Burnet's Theory of thtf 
Earth. He is doi^leifs otv? of the ftrft-rate writers^ 
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bi)th as to (enfe and ftyle ; his langnage is remarkably 
clear, unaiFe^ed, nervous, and elegant. And as to his 
Theory, none can deny that it is ingenious, and con« • 
£ilent with itfelf. And it is- highly probable, 1. That ' 
the earth arofe out of the chaos in fome fuch. manner . 
as he defcribes: 2. That the antediluvian earth was 
without high or abrupt mountains, and without'fe^, 
being one uniform crult, inclofing the great Abyfs. 5. 
I That the flood was caufed by the breaking of this cruft^ 
and it's finking into the abyfs of waters : and 4* ' That 
the preient flate of the earth, - both internal and ex- 
ternal, ihews it to be x,he ruins of the former earth.- 
This is the fubftance of his too former books> and thus 
far I can go with him. ~ . 

. I have no objedlion to ihe fubRance of his third 
book upon the general conflagration, but think it rs* 
one of the nobleft crads, which is extant in our- 
language. And I do not much objed to the fou»th> 
concerning the new heavens, and the new^ earth. ^Tiie 
fibflance of it is highly probable. ' - 

Tuefday 30. One informed me, that Mrs. Kitely 
at Lambeth, not expeAed tp .live many hours, had^ a 
great deiire to fee me before (he died* I went ^ 
quick as poflible, but when I came, .ihe feemed fenfe- 
lefs, as well as fpeechlefs. I regarded not this, but' 
fpoke to her immediately ; and. immediately -both her 
i^derfbudding and her fpeech* returned> to teftify a hope 
^1 of immortality. Having had her defire^ ihe fell 
aydeep, two days before her hufbaod : 

* " A perfedk pattern of true Womanhood f " 

A good wife, a good parent, a good miilrefs> ' and 
Vhejr works Ihall praife her i;i the gates." Hov; 
foitable was her death to, ber life ! After matiy years, 
fpent in doing good, ihe redeemed a poor, friendlefs 
youth, out of prifou, took the jail-diftemper and 4i.^<i* 
/^ Sat. Feb. 3, and at my leifure moments on fever^l 
•f the following days, I read with much expectation, 
a celebrated book, Ronfieau upon . Education, -fint 
bow was I difappointed ! Sure a more confummate 
coxcomb never faw the Sun ! How amazingly full of 
]^felf ^ Whatever be fpeaks, he pronounces as an 
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Oracle.' Bat manyr of his 'or&cks are ^ palpably lalfe, 
» as that, V Young childien never . love old people*'* 
No ! , Do they never love grandfathers and grand^ 
mothers? Frequently more than they do their own 
• parents. Indeed they love all that love th«m> aad^at^ 
\yith more warmth and fincerity, than when they 0009 
to riper yearsf • , • . t , . . . ' 

But ] objed to his temper, more than to his judff* 
. meht: He is a meer mifanthrope, a cynic all over. §0 
, indeed is his brother infidel, .Voltaire : and Weil n|gh 
as great a coxcomb. But he hides both his doggedne/s 
. and vanity a little better : whereas here it Hares us in 
the face continually. 

As to fiis book, it is whimfical .to the laft degree, 

grounded neither upon reafon, nor experience. To 

«cUe particular paflages would be endlefs : but any one 

^ may obferve concerning the whole, the advices which 

ar^gpod,' are trite and common, only difguifed undfr 

Hew expre^ons. And thofe which are hew, which are 

really his own^ are lighter than vanity itfelf. Such 

: difcoveries I always expert from thofe^ who are too 

wife to believe their Bibles. 

Thurfday 8. I weat to Wandfworth. What a pro^^f 
-have we here, that God's thoughts are not as our 
thoughts!'*" Every one thought no ^gpo4 coul'4 be 
done here: we had tried, for above twenty ycarj, 
^Very. few would, even give us the hearing ; find fhe 
Yew that did, feemed littfe the better for it. But all 
on a fudden, crowds fiock to hear : many are cut to tHe 
heart: many are filled \yith peace and joy in believ- 
ing.: many long for the whole image of God. In the 
'evening, tho' it was a fliarp.froft, the room was as hot 
as a ftove. And they drank^ in the word with all 
greedinefs, as alfo at five in; the itiorning, while I ap- 
^plied^ '* Jefus put fprtb his hand, and touched him, 
faying, t will : be thou clean !** 

. Tuefday 1 3.. I read with all the attention I was 
'mafter of, Mr. Hutchinfon's life, and Mr. Spearman*s 
.Index to his works. And I was mor? convinced thasn 

ever, I,. That he had. not the leall conception, tnucji 
,lpfs experience, of inward religion: 2. That ani iii- 
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|»«iiibii« man may ]^r6ve joft what he ptea(e<> by well- 
deviled Scriptural etyiBok>gie«: efpeeislly, if hie be in 
the fafhien, if he affe^ to read the Hebrew without 
vowels: and, 3. That his whoie hyp0thels&^ philo- 
i4»phical a»d theolt^icaU is unsupported 4>y ^sy foMd 
)>roof, 

Fjiday 43. I was defired to hear Mr. Leoni fing, 
at the Jcwim Synagogue. 1 never before faw a Jewi& 
congregation behave fo decently. Indeed the place 
itfelf is fo folemn, that it might ftrike an awe upon 
thofe who have any thought or God. 

WednefHay 28. I fat down to read and ferioufly 
ji^l^ig4erXQo;e jof the writii\gs -of Barpn Swedenborg, 
1 beg^n, with buj^e prejudice in his f«^vour, knowing 
him to be a pious irian, one of a ikon^ u(iderltancti]i:^t 
of much learning* and one who thoroughly beliey<»d 
himfeif. But J could not hold put long. Any one of 
his virions puts his real character out of dx^ubt. ne is 
^nc of the rooit ingenJpiis, lively, entertainrng mad- 
' ic,en> thajt ever fet pen W paper. But his waki^jg 
dreams are fo wild, fo far remote. both from Scripture 
and comxQx^l feofe, that one mig^ht as eafily fwaHpw the 
itorieij of Tom Thumb, or Ja^c the Giant fciFler. 

MiQn4ay, March 5.. I came ..to Newbury, where. I 
]iad been much iwpQrtuned to preach. But where ? 
The Piiien^ers ^quld npt permit me to preach in their 
Mectihg-hctufe. Some wcj« th^n defirous tp hire the 
Old Play-houfe : but the good Mayor would not fufFer 
it to be fo profaned! So J made ufe of a work-fbop, 
A l^gc^ conupQdIous place* But it would by no 
mea^is contain the congregatioo. AH that could hear, 
behaved well : and I was in hopes, God would have 
,^ people in this pl^ce aKo. TKe next evening I 
pj^eached aX BriftQj, and fpent the re/! of Jthe weejc 
there. Monday 12. 1 went to Stroud,, where tl^e 
houfe was well fijled as ufual. Tuefday 13. I went 
by Painfwick and Gloucefter to Tewkclbury. Wed. i<j.. 
I preached in the r^few Room, which is juft finifhed, at 
Upton, and thence rode on to Worccfi-er, where I 
preached in a large, old, awkard place, to a crowded 
and much aifeded audience. Afterwards I met the 

Society 



Society of about a hundred members^ all of oie h<:art 
and one mind, fo lovingly and cloiely united together, 
that I have fcarce feen the like in the kingdom. 

\ Thurfday 1 5. I "met the Scle^ Society, How 
fwiftly has God deepened his work in thefe ! I hav^ 
feen very few either in Briftol or London, who are 
more clear in their ex|)erience. The account given hjr 
.a)I whom I had time to examine, was fcriptural and 
rational. And J fuppofe they fpok^ true, for they are 
^witnefles of ihe perfedlion which J preach. Yet they 

- may fall therefrom, I know : but that they muft, I 

utterly deny. 1 ■ 

After preaching at Eveftiam about noon, we rodd 

thro* a furious Ihower of. fnow, driven full in our 

. faces to Broadmarllon. The very uncommon fe verity 

of the weather, fomewhat leiTened the congregation 

in the evening. All who where there, feemed pre* 

* paved for that awful fufajeifl, " I faw the dead, imall 

and great. Hand before God." 

.. Sat. 17. We rod^ ofi, .in another bitter day, witii 
the wind and fnow, juil in our face, to Birmingham* 
(a the evenings the people were wedged in, as clofe 
^s poffible : yet many were obliged to go away. We 
l^ad ]\x^ the (ame congregation in the urarning, 
Sunday 18, at half an liour after one> J was to preach 
at Bromwich-heath : but- 4.he houfe would (carce con- 
tain a fourth part of the cbcgregatiob. So ! made a 
virtue of*neceffity and preached in a ground, where 
^here was room for all that came. And I believe God 
kindled a fire in many frozen hearts. . 
i- In the ev1&riin^> I ^readied in the- boofeat Wedne^- 
bury, a funeral fermoa for Elisabeth Longonofe, I 
think the fir ft witnefs of chrilKan peiifeAioik, whom 
God raifed up in thefe parta. 1 gave fone account of 
)ier experience-, 'many yitars ago. Froin tliat ttme> her 
whole life was anfwerable to her |iroleljioa, every wa^ 
ioly and' unblamable. "Freqaemlylhe had iK>^ brea^ 
to eat: but that did not hindeff- her ujoicin^ evtrnwre^ 
She had cjofe trials, from her poort apollate Jittfbandy 
in tl^e tnidil of (harp pain' and pining, fickaefs. But 
ihe was foperior -to alU Hill feebg her Faiher^s hand^ 
i^nd , in every ^iiittg^i<i^ii£ ihifnks. , Hm death, w^as .fiika-

And as to praying, I could 
not pray, until it pleafed him by his Spirit to (hew 
me my fins. And he Ihewed me, we might fay as 
many prayers as jve would, and go to Church or 
Meeting : Yet all this, if we had not Chrifl for ouj: 
foundation, would not do.' * ' 

** When they were aiked, if they were afraid 
'to die, they always anfwered, * No, for what can 
;<)eath do? He can only lay his cold hand 'upon* 
our bodies.' ' 

" ** One told Lucy, 'Now you may live as yoij 
pleafe, fince.yott arc fure of going to heaven.* She re^ 
plied, * No, 1 would not fin againft my dear Saviour^, 
if you would give ttie this room full of gold.' ' 
' <« Oil the .Monday before he died, Biily repeated 
that hymn> with the moft triumphant jfb^ : 

*' Come, let us join our cheerful fongs, 
«' With Angels round 'tie Throne ! " 

Afternyards, he repeated the Lord's prayer* The laft 
words he fpoke intelligibly were,- • How pl^afiMortit 
is to be with Chrift, for ever and ever— for ever and 
ever! Amen! Amen! Amen!' '

•* While he lay fpeechlefs, there came inta the 
room, fome who he feared knew not God. He feemedr 
much afFeded, wept and^ moaned much, waved his 
hand, and put it on his fiber's mouth ; intimating, as 
ihe fuppofed, that (he could fpeak to them. On Wed. 
evening, Feb. i, his happy fpirit returned to God.'? 
She died not long after." 

' In the following days I went on flowly, thro' Staf- 
fordfirire and Chefhiie, to Manchefler. In-thisjoujs 
ney, as well as in many others^ Lobferved a miitake, 
that almofl univerfally prevails. And I defire ail 
travellers to take good ndtice 'of it, which may fiivc 
them both from trouble .and danger. Near thirt)B 
years ago I was thinking> '^.ow is it« that no horf^ 

ever 
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cver,fi:aaiWes while I am riding?" (Hiitory, Poet«}r, 
ajid Philofophy, X commonly read on horfe-baek, 
having other employment at other times,) *' No ac- 

' count can poflibly be given, but this, Becaufe then I 
tnrow the reins on his neck. I then Tet myfelf to ob- 
ferve. And I aver, that in riding above a hundred 
thouiknd miles, I fcarce ever remember any horfe' 
(except two, that would fall head over heels any 

I way; to fall, or make a confiderable Humble, while I 
ibde ^Mtth ajlack rein. To fancy therefore, that a tight 
r'ein prevents ftumbling, is a capital blunder. I have 
repeated the trial more frequently than moft men 
ih the kingdom can do. A JIdck rein will prevent 
ftumbling, if any^ thing will: but in fome horfes ; 
nothing can. 

* Thurfday 29. I preached in the new preaching 
Hdufe at Rochdale, and on Sat. 31, at Chefter. 
Tuefday^, April 3. I went on to Liverpool : On Wed. 
and Thurf.'Iread Mr. Sellon's Anfwer to Elifha ColeV 
book, on God's Sovereignity, . fo'*.plau{ibly written^ 
that it is no wonder fo many are deceived thereby. 

/ Friday 6- I preached in Wigan at noon, and itf 
the evening at Bolton, Sunday 8. After preaching at 
- eight and one, I haftened on to James Edmandfon's, 
preached to a few ferioas people, and gave diredlioas ta 
bis poor fick daughter, which it is^ poifible, may fave 
lier life. Monday 9. I lode on to Ambleiide ; o» 
Tuefday, to Whitcbaveii. 

\ Here I found • a faintnefs had fpread thro' all. No 
i^'onder, fmce there had been no morning preachingi 
for fome months. Yet every morning I was htxe^ the 
congregations were as large as they, had been for many, 
years* Thurfday 12. 1 met fuch a company of chilf 
dren, as I have not found within a hundred miles. 
Several of them appeared to be convinced of fin ;' five, 
rejoicing in God their Saviour. And upon enquiry, I 
foiiind their whole behaviour was fuitable to their 
{rofeffion. ' '"* 

J Good-Friday 13. Notice having^ been given thro* 
miilake, of my preaching at Carlifle, I was obliged to 
fet out from Wlutehaven, immediately after the morn* 
ihg preaching « I preached in Cockermouth' at onei 

• , : an4 '" 
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and t!icn rode on to Ctfrlifle. It vni here the d«y of 
fmall things ; the fociety conftfting but of fifteen inenrr* 
bin^. I preached at ftx, and as many as could hear, 
behaved with the utmoft ferioufnefs. Afterwards I 
I walked to Houghton^ a village two miles trom Car* 
Itfte, and on a hard clean bed ilept in peace 

Sat. 14^ I preached at five to moft of the villagc^^ 
tho' on To {hort a warning, ; and at night in Carlifle. 
Leaving Mr, Rankin to preach in the evening^ I rode 
on to Longtown : where, finding no better place to 
fpreen U9 from the wind, I flood in a large, broad en- 
try, with a room on either h«nd. Many crowded in 
here : the red 0.ood at the door. Eafter-day 15, Jo« 
feph Guilford preached at five. At eight I preached 
ip a little Squjurc* But at one I w«s defired to preach 
in the Market-place, where was a far mpr^ numenous 
congregation. Afterwards we took horle, and before 
* eight, reached an admirable Inn at Dumfries. 

, Monday i6* We had a fair mommg till we begaH' 
to climb up Enterkine, one <}f the higbeft mounta/ns- 
iii th^ Well of Scotland, ^We then got into a Siioich 
mi^9 and were dripping wet» bef^w we eame to the 
XieadhtUsk In the evening we reached Lefmahagow, 
affd Glargow>, on Tuclday, where I fpe«t two days with 
much fatisfa^ion. I had defigned to go flraigbt from- 
kchqe to Perth ; but being defired to take Edinburgh 
in my way, I rode thither on Fridty^ and endetvounra 
to con&nn tRofe %»hom many had Arove to tiinn oat of 
the way. What a pity is i^ that the ohildven of G<id) 
Should fo aealouily do the devil's work ! How is it, 
that they are dill ignorant of Satan '0 devices? Lord, 
ivhftt is mstn ! 

Sat. 21. Pufhing through violent wind and rain, 
we came to Perth m the afternoon. This evening the 
Xolbooth contained the congregation ; and at*eight ir| 
the morning. The ftormy wind would not fuffer me 
|Q preach abroad in the evening. So we retired into* 
the Court-houfe, as many as could, and had a folemn 
and comfortable hour. 

Monday 23. I walked over to Scone, and took 
' another view of that palace of antient men of renown, 
z long 
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long fmcc mouldered into common dull. The build- 1 
ings top are now decaying apace. So pa (Tes the dream I 
of human great nefs ! 

Tuefday 24. I fpent a few agreeable hours with Dr« 
O. an upright, friendly, rcnfible man. Such hkewife 
I found Mr. Black, the (enior miniHer at Perth, who 
Toon after went to Abraham's bolom. 

Wed. 25. Taking horfc at five, we rode to Dun- 
Tceld, the firfl confiderable town in the Highlands. Wc 
were agreeably furprifed : a pleafanter fituation cannot 
1)6 eafily imagined. Afterwards wc went (oroc miles 
on a fmooth delightful road, hanging over ihe river 
Tay, and then went on, winding thro' the mountains, 
to the Cadle of filair. . The mountains for the next 
twelve miles, were much higher and covered with fnow« 
In the evening we came to Dalwhintiy, the dearefl Inn 
3 have met with in North-Britain. In the morning we 
were informed, Q) much fnow had fallen in the night, 
that wc could get no farther. And indeed three young 
women, attempting to crofs the mountain to Biair, were 
fwallowed up in the fnow. However we rcfolved, 
tvith God's help to go as far as we could. But about 
noon wc were at a full (lop : the fnow driving together 
on the top of the mountain, had quite blocked up the 
road. We difmounted, and ftrikmg out of the road 
vrarily, fomeiimes to the right, fometimes to the left, 
with many (lumbles, but no hurt, we got on to DA' 
xnagarry, and before fun let to Invernefs. 

Benjamin and William Chapel who had been here 
three months, were waiting for a vefTcl, to return to 
London. They had met a few people every night, to 
fing and pray together. And their behaviour luitabic 
to their piofcflion, had removed much prejudice, 

Friday 2-7; I brcakfaRcd with the Senior Minifler, 
Mr. Mackenzie, a pious and fr.enuly mari. At fix in 
the evening, 1 began preaching in the Church, and 
with very uncommon liberty of fpirit. At feven in 
the morning I preached i;i the Library, a large commQ* 
dious room. But it would -rjot contain the congrega- 
tion ; mnny were cbnflcaineU to go Jiway, Afterwards 
I rode over to Fort Gror{;e, a very regular foitification, 

H capable 
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capable 6f copt^ining four tjhou&nd men. As I was 
juil taking horfe, the commanding officer fcnt word^ 
^< I -was welcone to preach." But it was a little to^ 
late. I had then juil time to ride back to Inverneis* 

Sunday 2^» At feven the benches being removed^ 
the Library contained us tolerably well. And I am 
^rfuaded, God (hook the hearts of many outiide Chrit 
4ians. I preached in the Church at five in the after* 
•noon. Mr* Helton defigned to preach abroad at fe* 
vcn : but the Minifters defired, he would preach in 
4he Church, which he did to a large and attentive con- 
gregation. Many followed as from the Church to our 
lodgings, with whom I f^ent fome time in prayer,' and 
-then adviCed them, as many as could, to meet together, 
aivi fpend an hour every evening in prayer and ufefi^l 
Xonverfation» 

Monday 30. We fct out in a fine morning. A

Tuefday, May 1 . I rode on to Aberdeen^ and fpent 

^he reft of the week there. It fell out weU ; for tl^e 

^weather was uncommon; we had ftorms of fnow or 

rain every day. And it feemsthe weather was the fai^ 

li$ far as London. ^ !So general a ftorm has fcarce been ifi

vSunday 6^ I preached an the College- Kirk at 0)4* 
^Aberdoeoi to a very ierious (thg^ xnoAIy gfci^teel) cpt« 

gregatioa 
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firegation. In tlie evening I preacjiedat our pwn room^ 
and early in the morning took my leave of this loving 
fcople* We. camp to Montrofe about noon. I haa 
aefigned to preach there; but found no riot ice had been 
j|iven. However I went down to the Green, and funj 
a hymn. People prefeptly flocked from all parts. And 
bod gave me great freedom of fpeech, fo that I hopd 
iit did not meet in vain* 

At feven in the evening I preached at Afbroth (pro- 
perly Aborbrothwick.) The whole town feems moved : 
ttie congregation was the largeft I have fech fmce-we 
left Invernefs. And the fociety, though but of nine' 
months {landing, is the largeft in the kingdom next tEat 
of Aberdeen « 

. Tuefday 8r I took a View •f the fmall remains of 
the Abbey. I know nothing like it in all Northi-Brl- 
tain. I paced it, and found it a hundred yards lon^ 
The breadth is proportionable. " Part of. the weft end, 
lyhich is flill ftanding, fhewsit wai /ull as high as" Weff- 
binfler Abbey. The fouth end of the Crofs ifle like- 
tvifc is (landing, neiar the top of which is a' large circu- 
lar window. The zealous Reformers, they told us, 
burnt this down. God deliver us from reforming Mobs.f 
t have feen no town in Scotlapd which incr'eales /o 
faft, or which is built with fo much conrimon feofe as- 
this, Two entire new ftreets, and part of a third havei 
been built within thefe two years. They run parallel 
•with each other, and have a row of gardens between 
rhem. So that every houfe has a garden : and thus 
both health and convenience are confulted,. \ 

Wed* 9. I rode on to Dundccr The Mini/lers 
here, particularly Mr. Small, are bitter enough : not- 
withflanding which, the fociety is well eftablifh^d, and 
the congregations exceeding large. I dealt very plainly 
with them at fix, and dill more fo, the next evening*. 
Yet none appeared to be offended. Friday I », I went 
forward to Edmburgh. Sat. 12, I received but a me- 
lancholy account of the flate of thicgs here. The con- 
gregations were nearly as ufual : but the fociety, which 
when 1 Was here before, cohfifted of above a hundred 
and' fixiy members, was now flirunk to about fifty* 

H 2 Such 
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Such is the fruit of a. fingle. Preacher's ftaying a whole 
year in one place ! Together with the hbours of good 
Mr. Town fend. 

Sunday 13. At feven I preached' in the chapel 
taken by Lady Glenorchy, which ftands at a great dif- 
tance from ours, in the moft honourable part of the 
city. Between twelve and one 1 preached in the High 
SchooUYard, it being too ftormy to preach on the 
Caftle hill. A little before fix I preached in our cha- 
pel, crowded above and below. But \ doubt with Lt- 
4le_ efFe£l: exceeding few fcenicd to feel what they 
heard. 

Monday 14, After ten years enquiry, I have learn- 
ed, what are the Highlands of Scoihnd ! Some told 
me, " The HighJands^begin, when you crofs the Tay : "^ 
Others, "when you crofs the Norih-E{k : " And 
others, " when you crofs the river Spey : " but all of 
thefn niiffed the mark^ For the truth of the matter i% 
ihe Highlands arc bounded by no river at all, but by 
Cams, or heaps of ftones laid in a row, South Weft 
and North Eafl, from fea to Tea. Thcfe formerly di- 
vided ihe kingdom of the Pi£ls, from that of the Cale- 
donians, which included all the country north of the 
Carn% feveral whereof are ftill remaining. It takes in 
Argylefhire, moft of Perthfliire, Murray (hire, with all 
the North Weft counties. This is called the High- 
lands, becaufe a confiderable part of it (ibo* not the 
whole) is mountainous. But it is not more mountain- 
ous than North-Wales, nor than many parts of England 
and Ireland ; nor do I believe it has any mountain higher 
iHan Snow'don-Hill, or The Skidder in Cumberland. 
Talking Erfc therefore, is not the thing that diftin- 
guifhes thefe from the Low lands. Neither is this or 
that River ; both the Tay, the Efk, and the Spey run- 
'ning thro' the Higlands, not South of them. 

Thurfday 17. At five in the morning I took a fo- 
Icmn leave of our friends at Edinburgh. About eight 
I preached at M u fie 1 borough, and found fome hope, 
there will be a bleffing in the remnant. In the even- 
ing I preached in the New Houfe at Dunbar, the moft 
cheerful in the kingdom. 

Friday 
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Friday '18. Wc rode- over to the Earl of Kadding- 
ton's feat, finely fitui^ed betwecji two woods. The 

tioufe is exceeding large and pleafant, ^coxnmandin^ a 
wide profped both ways. And the Earl is cutting 
walks, through the woods, fmootbing the ground, and 
much enlarging, and beautifying his garden. Yet he ^s* 
to die! in the evening, I trufi God broke fome of the 
ilony hearts of Dunbar. A little increaf^ here is in. the 
Society likewife; and all the members walk unblamably« 

S^. 19. At noon I preached in the Town-hall. at 
Berwick. Coming, to Alnwick in the afternoon, V 
found that wife and good man, William Coward, had 
been buried two or three d-ys before. I judged it. right 
to do honour to his memory, by preaching a kind of 
funeral ferrapn on, " There is no work, nor device, nor 
knowledge^ nor wifdom in the grave whither thoi^ 

Sunday ao» At feven I prpcached in the houfe at 
four and at feven in the market-place. But the multi^ 
tude w^s fo great, that I doubt many could not hear^ 
1 then met the Society, and we Teemed to breathe the 
fdmefpirit with himthat was juil entered into the jo]r 
of his J^ord. 

. Monday ^x/ I preaclwd at Morpethand at Newv* 
caftle. On Wed. 23, I went over to Sunderland^ 
Sat. 26, .We went by- water to North -Biddick. The 
preaching here, had been difcontinued for many years, 
as It &emed to be fowing upon the fand. But at leng^l) 
we found the, fruit of our labour. Many are both con^ 
vinced and converted to God. In returning as w9 
were four large boats in company, we made,

So is even the Water- language now changed I 

Sunday 27. At eight I prefiQhe4 near ihe Crois iif 
Sunderland, to fuch an alTembly as was never feen therf 
before/ But I believe that the^ Gatefhead Fell was ftiir 
IdJ-ger : as was that at the Cadle-garth in Newcalble.. 

Monday a 8. I began again the meeting of the" 
children^ whi^h had been ncglefted for fome months* • 
And Nve had a token for good : two .or three were cut 
to 4he. heart. And many feemcd much afleded. 

Ha On . 
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On TuefJay the sgtii and the following days, I took 
a little circuit thro* Weardale, Teefdale, and Swaledale* 
The ten days following I fpent in and near Newcaftle* 
Monday, June 1 1 , I took a cheerful leave of that lov- 
ing people ; about noon preached at Durham, and iii 
the evening before Mr. Watfon's door to a numerous 
congregation at Stockton. 

Tuefday 12. At five I preached in the new houfe, 
(Irangely raifed, when the cafe appeared quite defperate, 
by God's touching the heart of a man of fubflance, 
who bought the ground and built it without delay. I 
preached at Norton at noon, and afterwards met thofe who 
can " rejoice evermore, and J)ray without ccafing/* We 
had another comfortable opportunity at Yarra in the 
evening, where I found a greater number of tho(e who 
believe God has enabled them to loVe him with all their 
heart and foul. 

Wed. 15. I preached at'Stokefley, ten miles fron> 
Yarm, and in the evening at Thirfk : Thurfday 14, 
about two at Potto, and in the evening at Hutton« 
Here, as well as elfewhere, thofe who believe they arc 
favcd from fin, undergo many trials from their breth- 
ren. But fo much the more will ^' the God of all grace^ 
after they have fufliercd a while, eftablilh, (trengthen,. 
and fettle them." 

Friday 15. I was agreeably furprized, to find the 
whole road from Thirfk to Stokefley, which ufed to be 
extremely bad, better than moft turnpikes." The gen- 
tlemen had exerted themfelves, and railed money 
enough to mend it efFe£lualIy. So they have done for 
ieveral hundred miles in Scotland, and throughout all 
Connaught in Ireland. And fo undoubtedly they 
might do, throughout all England, without faddling 
the poor people with the vile impofition of turnpikes 
for ever. 

In the afternoon we came to Whitby. Having 
preached thrice a day for five days, I was willing to 
preach in the houfe, but notice had been given of my 
preaching in the market-place. So I began at fix to a 
large congregation, moll of them deeply attentive. 

Sat. 
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Sat. 16. I found our prcacli*r, Jam€s Brownfielcf, 
had juft fet-up for himfelf. The reafons he gave for 
leaving the Methodifts were, i. That they went ta 
Church. 2. That they held Perfeftion* I eamellly 
deitred our Society, to leave him to God, and fay no- 
thing about him good or bad. In the afternoon I 
looked over Dr. Prieftlcy's EngUfh Grammar. I won- 
der he would publifh it after Bifhop Lowth's. 

Sunday 17. I met the feled Society, con fi fling of 
fixty-fivc members. I believe, all of thefe were faved' 
from fin : riioft of them are dill in glorious liberty* 
Many of them fpake with admirable fimplicity. And^ 
their words were like fire. Immediately the flame 
kindled, and fpread from heart to heart. At eight I-. 
preached ; at nine met the children, moft of whonr 
had Jcnown the love of God. And fcveral of themt 
were able (lill, to rejoice in God their Saviour. Al- 
moft as foon as I began to fpcak, God fpoke to their* 
hearts, and they were ill able to contain themfelves. if 
obferved one little maid in particular who heaved ancf 
drove for fome time, till at length (he was conflrained 
to yield, and break out into ftrong cries and tears. 

We had a poor fermon at Church. However, I went 
again in the afternoon, remembering the words of Mr^ 
Philip Henry. *' If the preacher docs not know hi*, 
duty, 1 blefa God that I know mine," 

Between one and two I met the Bands, being near 
two thirds of the Society. Their openneis was quite 
furprifing, as well as the fpirit wiih which they fpoke. 
One plain woman cried, and fpoke, and cried again, fa 
that they were in tears on every fide. I fuppofe, if I 
could have flayed fo long, fome or other would hav& 
fpoke till night. 

At five I preached in the market-place ^gain, to a far 
larger congregation than before. Our love-feaft tooki 
up the next two hours, at which many were filled with 
folemn joy. Afterwards I met a few of the children 
again, all of whom had tafled that the Lord is gracious: 
I afked her that cried fo violently in the morning what 
was the matter with her ? She (aid, " I was fo over- 
whelmed with the pov/er and love of God, that I could 
not hide it.** When I queflioned her farther, (he 

faidj 
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farid) *' A .qnarter of ar year ago; one Sstturday nighty I 
was quite convinced I was a (inner, and afraid of drop-' 
ping into hell ; but on Sunday I felt the pardoning: 
love of God. Yet I. had many doubts till Monda)F 
,^\^ening, when they were all taken away in a Bioment* 
After this I faw and felt the wickednefs of my hearty 
and longed to be delivered from it. And on Sunday Jt 
was delivered, and had as clear a wttnefs of this, as of 
my juRiBcatioQ. But I was fomctxmes off my w^teh ; 
then it was not fo clear ; and people commended me^ 
till by little afid little I loft it. Jndeed 1 aiil feel the 
love of God : but not as I did before." 

Monday 18. I preached at Robinhood'i5<bay abouf 
noon ; at Scs^rborough in the evening. Wed. 2o» i 
rode to Burlington and preached on the Key, to many 
plain, and many genteel people. 1 preached at Iluli- 
in the evening, and rhe next at Beverley. 

Friday 22. I went on to York, where there is now 
iQbore life among the people^ than has been for levcral 
years. We found much of the prefen«e of God thi* 
^veniQg, and much more the next. One young mint 
was in a violent agony, and could not refrain from cryi 
ing aloud. Several continued with him in prayer tiU* 
ten o'clock. He was then filled with joy unrpea)cable;i 

Sunday £>4.' 1 n^t the lele6l Soeiety at (ix, and had 
the pleafurc to find, that fomc who had loft the great' 
bleffiog for months or years, had recovered it with large 
xncreale^ At eighty I preached to a people ready pre-- 
pared for the Lord,^ At nine I met the children. At 
five, -by taking out the benches, we made room for the 
grcatoft part of the congregation. Afterwards I fpcnt 
an hou« with the Society, and (6 concluded the bufy^ 
happy day. 

Monday 25. I preached in Tadcafter at noon^ anc^ 
at Pateley- bridge irf the evening. It rained as ufual, alt 
rhe time: but the congregation ftbod as ftill as the trees* 
And God did (atisfy the hungry with good things, many 
4)f whom have given him all their heart. 

Tucfday 26. It rarned all the time I was preaching 
at Otlcy, to a numerous congregation. And they 
drank in the words of life^ juft as the thkfty earth th^ 
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ihower. The next evening I preached m the houfc a€ 
Vcadon, the rain not fuffering us to (land abroad. 

Thurfday 28, I rode to Mr. SutclifFe's at Hooholcy 
8 lovely valley, encompaft with high mouniains. I flood 
on the fraooih grafs before his houfe, (which (lands on 
a gently rifing ground,) and all the people on the flope 
before me. It was a glorious opportunity. I truft 
many camf boldly to the throne^ and found ^racc to htl^ 
in time of need. -^ 

I can hardly believe that I am this day entered in^cr ' 
the fixty-eighlh year of my age ! How marvellous are 
the ways of Cod ! How he has kept nie, even from a 
child ! From ten to thirteen or fourteen, I had little 
but bread to eat, and not great plenty of that. I be* 
lieve this was fo far from hurting me, that it l^id the 
foundation of lading health. When I grew" up, in 
Gonfequencc of leading Dr. Cheyne,. I chofc to eat 
fparingly and drink water. This was another great 
mean of continuing my health, till I was about (even 
and tweaty. I then began fpitting of blood, which 
continued feveral years. A warm climate cured this. 
I was afterwards brought to the brink of death by a 
fever : ' bat it left me healthier than before^ Eleven 
years after, I was in the third flage of a confamption : 
in three months it pleafed God. to remove this alfo. 
Since that time i have known neither pain nor iicknefsA 
and am now healthier than I was forty years ago t; 
This hath God wrought \ 

On Friday and Saturday I preached at Heptonflall/ 
Coin, and Kighley. Sunday, July 1 Being much 
concerned for the poor parifhioners of Ha worth, wha 
hear atid hear and are no more affedled th*an ilones, I 
fpoke to them in the mofi cutting manner I could. 
May God apply it ,to their hearts ! 

On Monday and Tuefday I preached at Bingley and 
Bradford, and Wed. 4, rode to Halifax. Here 1 hid 
an opportunity of enquiring thoroughly into a very 
extraordinary cafe. On January 26* 1760, a young 
woman of cmo and twenty, felt in the evening an un* 
common coldaefs at her feet. Prefently after, (he was 
feized with convulfions. The diforder from that tin>e 
attended her, more or lefs every day, in fpitc q£ all the 

medicines. 
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rocdiclnes, whkh were a<}iniuiftered> by the moft (kil- 
ful Phyficians. One of her fits began a little before 
we went in. At firft (be fell back in the chair feem- 
rngly fenfelefs, and wrought (like one flrangled) iit 
her breaft and throat. In two or three minaus, fhc 
fprung up, turned round many times, then dropped 
Aown, and began beating her head againft the ftone-floor* 
Quickly (he flarted up, leaped right upwards many 
times, then ran to and fro with an hundred odd gefti- 
culations. She beat he/f(;If on the head, tore hef 
hair, and Attempted to ran into the fire. Being piMI 
ftito a chair, (he fpoke a good deal, but not articalately* 
8he was convulfed again from head to foot ; and after- 
wards faid wildly, "Where am I ? Who are thefe f 
I want my father. I will go to my father*" In about 
an hour (he came to her fenfes. 

I. (hoold have imagined, the Phyiicians would have 
fuppofed all this to be counterfeit. But it feems, one 
and all thought that could not be ; as (he could have 
BO motive to feign, fmce (he gained nothing thereby, 
living upon the fruit of her own and her father's labour. 
And many of the circom (lances could not be accounted- 
for, upon that fuppodtioii. Such were her tears, her 
foaming at the mouth, her tearin|; her hair, ftriking 
herfelf, and beating her head againft the ftoneft-: hei^ 
ilrong convulfions, and what none can well conceive* 
unlefs they, faw it, the change of her countenance* 
which was horrid and dreadful, yea diabolical > as long: 
as the fits were upon her, but was remarkably pretty 
^Yid agreeable, as foon as (he came to herfelf. 

When old Dr. A — r was aiked, what her diforder 
was ? He anfwered, " It is what forn»erly they woulA 
have called "^war^ bewitched.** And why (hould they 
not call it fo now ? Becaufe the infidels have hooted 
witchcraft out of the world ; and the complaifast Chrii^ 
tians^ in large numbers, have joined with them in the 
cry. 1 do not fo m^ich wonder at this ; that man^y 
of thefe (hould herein talk like infidels. But I have 
fometimes been inclined to wonder, at the pert, faucy, 
Indecent manner, wherein fome of thofe trample, upon 
in en far wifer than themfelves : at their fpeaking fo* 
dogmatically againft what not only the whole world,. 
Heachea aod Qhriftiaas, believed in all paft ages, but 

thoulandsy 
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ihoafandsy learned, as well as unlearned, firmly belie v.e 
at this day. I infUnce in Dr. Smollet and Mr. Guihrie, 
whofe manner of fpeaking concerning witchcraft,, 
snufl be extremely offenfive to every ^nfible man* 
'who cannot give up his Bible. 

Thurfday j. I preached at fix at Daw-green neadf 
Dewfi)ury. All things contributed to make it a refredi- 
ing feafon : the gently declining fun, the fiillnefs qf 
the evening, the beauty of the meadows and field^^ 
through which 

The fmooth clear "River drew its finuous train : " 

The oppofite hills and wpods, and the eameftnefs of 
the people^ covering the top of the hill on which we 
^Aooa : and above all, the Day-Spung from on high, 
the confolation of the Holy One ! 

Sat. 7. I rode to Mifs Bofanqnet's. Her family is 
ilill a pattern, and a general bleffing to the, country. 
Sunday 8, I preached at White-chapel, Birftal, and 
Leeds ; at each to as manyas my voice could reach. 
Monday 9, About nopn, I preached at Woodhoufe, a 
village near Leeds, where a flame is fuddenly broke 
out. Few days pafs without freih difplays of the grace 
of God» converting iinners to htmfelf; and afpirit c^ 
childlike, fimple love, runs through the whole body of 
the people. 

Tuefday to* I rode to Harwood, and preached to 
a large congregation of the fame ^irit with that at 
Woodhoufe*. Here too the word of God runs fwifilyj 
many are convinced, and many converted to GoJ. 

Wed. 1 1,. I rode to DitncaHer aiid preached at noqn 
' at the New-Houfe : one of the neateft in England. It 

• was fofficiently crowded, and (what is more (Irange) 
With ferious and attentive hearers. Whit was more 

- unlikely, fome years fince, than that fuch a houfe or 
•^liich a congregation fhould be feen here ! In the even- 
ing I preached at Finningly. n[^e Church was filled ; 

• l>at I fear, few felt the word. 

Thurfday 12. I preached at Epworth. Friday 15, 

'We rode through heavy rain to Newton upon Trent* 

•The weather clearing up, I preached before the hoa(e, 

m> an earneft congregation. A people more loving, 

more artlefs, or more athirft for Gpa^ I have feldom (een. 

Taking 
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Taking korfe about eleven, we rode broUing in the 
fun, thro' Lincoln to Horncaille. Our brethren defir- 
ing me to preach in the Market-place, I cried to an 
unbroken multitude, " What is a man profited, if he 
Should gain the whole world, and lofe his own foul ? " 
The power of God was upon them, and they all calm- 
ly attended, till I commended them te God. 

This was the firft day that I have been weary, (the 

violent lieat drinking up my fpiiits) fince I fct out 

*from London. Sat. 14. In another fullry day we 

rode tp Lowth, formerly another den of lions. Atiirft 

great part of the congregation, feemed to " care for 

'none of thele things." But God made them care : the 

• Lord looked down from heaven, and **his arrows 

.went abroad." J have feldom feen perfons more fenfl- 

bly ftruck. They gathered clofer and clofer together, 

till there was not one inattentive hearer, and hardly 

cne unaffeded. In riding hence, the heat was as in- 

tenfe as ever ; fo that 1 was again tired, before we 

reached Grimlby. But I foon recovered, and preached 

to a congregation of goo:i, old Methodills, on 

. ** Daniel in the den of lions." 

Sunday 15. 1 preached at «ight and again at two, 
and then ha fie ned away to Barrow. The people here much 
refembled thofe at HorncaiUe. So I would not take 
them ot:t of their depth, but explained and inforced 
th^jfe folemn words, <' It is appointed unto n.en once 
to die." Monday i6, at nine 1 preached in Awkboro', 
to a people of quite another kind. So I fpoke to them 
directly of Chrill crucified : and the falvation wh ch is 
through him. About noon, I preached to a people of 
tht' fame fpirit at Amcotes. In the evening, the houfe 
a. Swinfieet not being able to contain a thitd of the 
congregation, I preached on a fmooth, green place, 
fheltered from the wind, on Heb. vii. 26. Many re- 
joiced to hear of being, ** faved to the uttcrmoft," the 
very thing which their fouls longed after. 

Tuefday 17. I preached in the. Market-place at 
Thorn : all ^cre quiet and tolerably attentive. 

Wed. 18. About noon I preached at Crowle. 
This is the place, the former Re6tor of which, cotem- 
porary with my father, ordered thofe words to be ip- 
fcribed upon his Tomb-flone: 

' 3 ' ' •' Here 
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•' Here lies the body of SOLOMON ASHBJJRN, 
Forty years Rector of this Parish. 

All the day long have I ftretched out my hands. 
Unto a difobedient and gainfaying people : 
. . 60 I gave them up unto their own hearts lulls. 

And lei them follow their own imaginations/* 

» 

• *rhc*y did follow them for many years. BttI at 
length God hath vifited them. 

Friday and Sat, 1 fpent at EpVtrorth. Sunday 2«, 
about eight, I preached at Miflerton : at one, about 

- half a mile from Haxey Church: and at five, on 
Ep worth Crofs, to the largeil congregation in Lincoln- 
Ihir^, on, ** I am not aihamed of the gofpel of Chrift.** 

Monday 23. I preached at Doncaller and Roiher- 
ham : on Tuefday and Wed. at Sheffield. On Wed. 
evening my heart was fo enlarged, that I knew not 
how to leave off. Do fome fay, **I preach longer 
than ufual, when I am barren ? '* It is quite the con- 
trary with me. J never exceed, but when I am full of 

• matter. And flill I confide'r, it may not be with my 
audience as with me. So that it is Itrange, if I exceed 
my time, above a quarter of an hour. 

On Thurfday and Friday, I preached at Creitch, 
' Derby, Barton upon Trent, and Aihby. Sat. 28. 1 
rode to Caflle-Donnington : but hay-making had^ 

• emptied the towti^ till a violent fhower brought all 
the hay-makers home, who received the good word 

' with gladnefs. 

At feven I preached in Nottingham : Sunday 29, 

- at Sandy-Acre, where God was eminently prefenc. At 
five in- the evening, I went to the Market-place in 

• Nottingham. Th«ufands upon thoufaftds flocked to- 
gether ; and all were ftill as night, while I opened and 

• applied, " [ am not aihamed of the gofpel of Chrift/* 
We clofed the day with a love-feaft, during which 

' four mourners found peace with God ; two of them 

- could not avoid declaring it, in the prefence of all 
their brethren. 

Monday 30, I preached at Bingham, ten miles 
' from Nottingham. I really admired the exquifite 

- ftupidity of the people, • They gaped and ftared, 

• ' .. i : ' while 
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«irhile 1 'was speaking of death and judgment, as if 
they had never heard of fnch things before. And they 
«vere not helped by two furly, ill-mannered Clefgy- 
fnen, who feemed to be j aft as wife as themfelves. 
The congregation at Hooton, in the evening was more 
fioble, behaving with the ntmoft decency- 

Toefday^i. At nine I preached in the Market- 
place at Loughboro% to almoft as large a congregation 
as at Nocdnghaffl : and equally attentive. Thence I 
flt)de toMarkfield. Nptwuhftanding the harveft, the 
Chnrch was qnickly filled. And great was oor re- - 
joicing in oor great Higb-priejt, thro' whom we cafne. 
jhldfy to. the throm if grace. In the evening I preached 
in the Caftle-yard, at Leicefter, to a mnltitade pf 
Awakened and unawakened. One feeble attempt was 
jnade to diflurb them : a man was fent to cry frep 
Salmon^ at a little diftance. But he might as well have 
^ared die pains : for none took the Jeaft jiotice 
of him. 

Monday, Auguft i. I rode to Northampton. It 
being ilill extremely hot» I determined not to be 
cooj^ up, but took my ftand on the fide of the Com- 
snon> and cried aloud to a large multitude of rich 
and poor, " Acquaint thyfelf now with him, and 
J>e at peace.'* 

Tuefday a. Some friends from Londoii met us^t 
St. Alban's. Before dinner we took a walk in the 
Abbey, one of <he moft ancient buildings in the king- 
iiom, Jiear a thoofimd vears old : and one of the largely 
being five hundred and fixty feet in length, f confident- 
i>ly more th^ Weftminfter Abbey,) and broad ^and 
Jiigh jn propottion. Near the Eaft end is the tomb 
jmd ieattU of good Duke Humphrey. Some now living 
nemember fince his body, was intire. But after the cofin 
was opened, fo many were curious to tafte the liqaor 
$n "^hich it was preferved, that in a little time the 
Aorp: was left bare, and then foon monlderd away^. A 
few bones are now all that remain. How little is |b0 
ffvn^ concern^ at this ! 

Sunday f. And for five or fix days this week, t^e 
lieat vas as f[>^^(j ^ ^ remember it in Georgia* 
y^tUf 7* Pur poafexeaca began^ and ended on 
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Friday lo. On BuaJay cvcmiig. I ftt out in the 
ixutchine, and the next evening preached at Briflol. 
Sat. 1 8, I gave a folemn warning to a large congre- 
gation, on RedcIiff-WU, from thofc awful words, 
•'"The time is come, that judgment muft begin ax ther 
bpufe of God.'' Surely it will : unlefs a general 
repentance prevent a general viiltatioa. 

Monday 20, I rode to Charlton. Thte violent heat 
continuing, I preached in the evening under a tree, ta 
a congregation who were all attention. Tuefday ai,. 
i rode on to Tiverton, and Uience thro' Laoncefton^ 
Camelford, Port Ifaac, St. Cnthburt; St. Agnes, and 
Redruth to St. Ives. Here God has made all our 
enemies to be at peace with as, fo that I might have 
preached in any part of the town. Bat I rather chofe 
s meadow, where fuch as woald might fit down» 
cither on the grafs or on the hedges, (fo the Cornifh 
term their broad ftone walls, which are ufually 
covered with grafs.) Here I enforced, "Fear God 
and keep his commandmeact; fdt thia is the wholes 
q{ maa.'* 

Sunday 26. Being defired to preach inthetowor, 
fer the {^\c of fome who conk) not come up the hiH^ 
i began near the Marktt-place at eight, on, '* Without 
holinefs no naan fliali fee the Lord..'" We had ao 
u(efttl fermon at Chorsh, and another in the afternoon^ 
4elivered in a Urong and earned maimer. At five i 
preached again. Well nigh all the town wereprefentr 
afid thoaf^inds fr^m all parts of the country. Ta wiionv 
t explained, '* The Son of God was j(Raiuieftcdt»de^ 
firoy the works 0/ the Devil." 

Monday 27. I was furprifed to find, that ike Seledf 
Society, had been wholly neglefted^ I got a few or 
them together; but did not find fo much as one, who 
had not gi^z^M. up his (9nfideite$. At nine I renewed the 
meeting of the children, which had alfo beeiit given upr' 
for a long feafon. But fo dead a company have h 
feldora feen. I found fcarce one fparlcof even the^ 
fear of God among them. 

in the evening 1 preached before the hottft, at St^ 
|«ft« on, <*I faw the dead» fmall and great, (land be- 
lorc God*" .It WAS a igloriotts haur» The fao&e fpirie 
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breathed upon as, at the meeting of the Society. Al 
fi5ch a feafon, who does not feel, that nothing is too 
hard for God ? ^ * 

Ob Tuefday and Wednefday, I preached at Newlin 
Gulzinny, and St. John's. Thurfday 30, 1 rode to 
iFalmouth, and preached at two in the afternoon near 
the Church, to a greater number of people than I ever 
faw there before : except the mob, five and twenty years 
ago. 1 preached at Penryn in the evening, Friday noon ' 
at Crowan, in the evening, atTrevorga near Redruth. ' 

f^ Here I met with an ingenious book, the late Lord 
Lyttleton's Dialogues of the Dead. A great part of it 
I could heartily iubfcribe to, tho' not to every word. I 
believe Madam Guion was in feveral miftakes, fpecul- 
ative and prad^ical too ; yet I would no more dare to 
call her than her friend, Archbifhop Fenelon, *' a dif-' 
traced Enthujtafi*^ She was undoiibtedly a woman of 
a very uncommon underftanding, and of excellent 
piety. ^Nor was (he any more ^^ a Lunatic ^^ than (he 
was an Heretic: • • ^ ; . . . 

Another of this lively writer's aflertions is, '* Martin' 
has fpawned a ftrange brood oifellouuSf called "Methodiftst 
Moravians, Hutchinfoniatts, who are madder than Jack 
was, in his worft days.^' I would aflc any one who 
knows what good heeding means. Is this language for 
A nobleman or a porter ? But let the language be as it 

' m?y, is the fentiment juft ? To fay nothing of the 
Methodijls, (altho* fome of them too are not quite out 
<)f their fcnfes) could his Lordfhip (hew me in England, 
many more feniible men than Mr. Gambold, and Mr. 
Okely ? And yet both of thefc were called Mora<viansm 
Or could he point out many men of ilronger and 
deeper underftanding, than Dr. Home and Mr. 
Williaftn Jones.? (If he could pardon them for be- 

. lievinor the Trinity!) And yet both of thefe are 
Hufciinfonians. What pity is it, that fo ingenious a 
man, like many others goneJ>efore him, fhould pafs fo 
peremptory a fentence, in a caufe which he does not 
underHand 1 Indeed how could he anderftand it ? 

. How much has he read upon the queftion ? What 
feniible Methodift^ Mor/i'vian<, or Hutchin/oniany did he 
ever calmly converfe with ? What does he know of 

them

them, but from the caricatures dfawn by Kftiop 
Lavington, or Bi(hop Warburton ? And did he ever 
gWe himfelf the trouble of reading the anfwers to th^fe 
warm, lively men? Why (hould a good naturedand' 
a thinking man, thus condemn whole bodies of men 
by the lump ? In this I can neither read the Gentle-* 
man, the Scholar, nor the Chriftian. 

Since the writing of this. Lord Lyttleton is no 
more ; he is mingled with common duil. But as his 
book furvives, there flill needs an anfwer, to the unjuii 
reflexions contained therein. 

Sat. Sept. I. T took a walk to the top of that 
celebrated hill. Cam-brae. Here are many monu- 
ments of remote antiquity, fcarce to be found in any 
other part of Europe : Druid Altars of enormous 
iize, being only huge rocks, flrangely fufpended one 
upon the other : and Rock-bafons, hollowed on the 
furface of the rock, it is fuppofed, to contain the holy 
water. It is probable, thefe are at leaft coeval with 
Pompey's Theatre, if not with the Pyramids of Egypt. 
And what are they the better for this ? Of what con- 
fequence is it, either to the dead or the living, whether 
they have withftood the waftes of time for three thou- 
fand^ or three hundred years ?

SUNDAY, Sepiemher 2. At Five in the Evening, 
I preached jn'the natural Arephitheatre at Gwe- 
nap. The people covered a circle of near lourrcore . 
yards diameter, and could not be fewer than twenty 
thoufand. Yet upon enquiry I found, they could 
all hear diftinQly, , It being a calm ftill Evening. 

Monday, 3. Between Eight and Nine, while I 
wa3 preaching at Truro^ we had only a few light 
fhowers, altho' a few miles off there was impetuous 

.riun, with violent thunder and lightning. About 
noon I preached at Mevagijey^ in a vacant fpace 
near the middle of the town, and ftrongly applied 
thofe words. Turn ye^ turnyt from your evil "Mays ; 

for nvhy will ye die^ O houfeofljrael? At Six, I 
flood at the h^ad of the ftreet in St Juftall^ and 
jnforced on a large and quiet congregation, Thou 

Jhalt worjbip the Lord thy God^ and him only Jhalt thou 

ferve. 

After vifiting MrJrw, Plymouth^ and Collumpton^l 
came on Friday 7, to Taunton, » Prefently after 
preaching I took horfe ; The rain obliged us to 
make haiie : but in a while the faddle came over 
bis neck, and then tamed under kis belly. I had 
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then only to throw myfelf off, or I mujl have faU 
kn under -him. I was a little bruifed, but foon 
ippunted again and rode to Ljmpjham^ and the ntxt 
day to Brtflol. 

Sunday 9. My Yoice was weak when I preached 
2iX Princes -StreHy in the mornings Ix was ftronger 
at two in the afternoon, while I was preaching un-» 
der the Sycamore -tree in Kihgswoodi And flrongeft 
of all at five in the Evening, when we alFembled 
near Kings^Sqiuire in BriftoL 

Tuefday i u In the Evening I preached at Frame 
but not abroad, as I defign'd, becaufe of the rain. 
The next Evening I preach^, in the adjoining 
meadow, to a» quiet' a- congregation as that in the 
houfe. 

Sunday 16. The appointed Preacher not coming 
in time I preached myfelf at Five ; At Eight, in 
PriTtces-Jireet^ at Two in Kingswood^ and near JCngj" 
fquare at Five in the Evening, Sat. 1 5. 

It was the day before that I firfl obferved a very 
uncommon concern in the children at Kingsivood 
' School, while I was explaining and inforcing upon 
them, the firfl principles of Religion. 

Tuefday 18. Moil of them went to fee the body 
of Francis E<vanSy one of our neighbours who died 
two or three days before. About feven, Mr. Hind- 
marjh niet them all in the fchool, and gave an ex- 
hortation fuited to the occafion. He then gave out 
that Hymn, 

.*' And am I born to die. 
To lay this body down ? 
And muft my trembling Spirit ^y 
Into a world unknown r " 

This increafed^heir concern, fo that it was with 
great difficulty they contained themfelves, 'till he 

began to pray. Then, jil — r M-^r and R d^ 

JV — g cri^d aloud for mercy ; and quickly another 
and another, till all but two or three were conflrain- ' 
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"^ to do theT«me. And as long as he cotirirtued 
to pray, they continued the fame loud and bitter 
cry. One of the maids, Elifi, Nutty was as deeply 
convinced as any of them. After prayer, Mr. H. 
faid, *' Thofe of you who are refolved to ferve 
God may go and pray together" Tifteen of them 
did fo, and continued wreftling with God, with 
ilrong cries and tears, till about Nine o'clock. 

Wednefday, 19. At the Morning prayer many 

of them cried out again, though not fo violently. 

From this time their whole fpirit and behaviour 

were changed ; they were all ferious and loving to 

each other. The fame ferioufnefs and mildnefs 

-continued on Thurfday, and they walked together^ 

.talking only of the things of God. On Friday 

Evening their concern greatly increafed, and cauf- 

ed them to break out again into ftrong cries* 

'Saturday, 22. They feemed to lofe none of their 

concern^ and fpent all their fpare time in prayer. 

Sunday, 23. Fifteen of them gave me their 
names, ^' being refolved, they faid, to ferve God." 
fin the >afternoon I gave them a ftrong exhortation, 
and afterward Mr. Rankin. Their very countenan* 
ces were entirely changed. They drank in every 
word. 

Tuefday, 25. During the time of prayer in the 
Evening, they were afFe<5led juft as the Tuefday 
before. The two other Maids wete then prefenr, 
-and ivere both cut to the heart. 

Wednefday, 26. ** I rode, fays Mr. Rankin, in 
the Afternoon to KingfvoQod^ and went up ftairs vx 
Drder to retire a little. But when I came up, I 
heard one of the boys at prayer in an adjoining 
•room. I liftened a while and was exceedingly 
ftruck with many of his expreffions. When he 
ceafed, 1 went in, and found two others with him ; 
juft'then three more came in. I went to prayer. 
The Lord feemed to reft upon them all, and pierc- 
ed their hearts with deep conviction. The next 
morning I fpent fome time with all the children ; 
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and tken defired thofc who wwe rcfolved to fare 
their fouls, to come up flairs with me? I went up» 
and nine of the children followed roe, who faid, 
*' they were determined to flee from the wrath to 
come." I exhorted t'hem, '* Never to relT, till 
they found peace with God ; and then fung ind 
prayed. The power of God came down in fo won- 
derful a manner, that my voice was drowned by 
their cries. When I concluded, oneof them broke 
out into prayer, in a manner that quite aftoniihed 
me. And during the whole day a peculiar fpirit of 
ferioufnefs refted on all the children/* ' 

** After fpending fomc time in the Schttol on 
Friday, I deiired thofe I had fpokc to th,e day be- 
fore, to follow me, which they did, and one more. 
I prefled each of them feverally, Not to reft, till he 
had a clear fenfe of the pardoning love of God. I 
then prayed, and the Lord poured out his fpirit, as 
the day before : fo that in a few minutes, ray voice 
could not be heard, amidft their cries and groans." 

** On Friday, 28. fays Mr, Hindmarjh^ when I 
'Came out into the ground j ten of the children 
quickly gathered round about me, earneftly afking, 
*' What they muft do to be faved ?" Nor could I 
difengage myfelf fromnhem, till the bell rang for 
dinner. All this time we obferved, the children 
who we»'e moft affedted, learned rafter and better 
than any of the reft.'* 

*' In the Evening I explained to all the chil- 
dren, -the nature of the Lord's fupper. I then met 
twelve of them apart, and fpoke to each particular- 
ly. When I aikcd one of them, Simmi Loyd^ 
*' What do you want to make you happy ?" After 
a little paufe, he anfwered, " God." We went to 
pi ayer. Prefently a cry arofe from one and ano- 
ther, till it ran thro' all, vehemently calling upon 
God, and refulirig to be comforted, without the 
knowledge and the love of God," 
f^ ** About half hour after Eight I bade them good-- 
night, and fent thenvup to bed. But Leyd^ Bronvn^ 
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Titd Robert Hindmarjh flipt' afide, when the reft 
went up, being refolved they would not fleep, nor 
reft, till God i^vealed himfelf to them. When 
they began to pray, fome of the others heard them^ 
and one and another f^ole down, fome half drefTed, 
fome almoft naked. They contiiiued praying by 
turns, near three quarters of an hour, in which 
time, firft one, then a fecond, and before they 
concluded, two more found peace with God. I 
then went to* them and afked Bohhy Hindmarfh^ 
*' Why did you flip afide ?" He faid, *' Simpn 
Lqydf and Jacky JRrown^ and / had agreed together, 
that we would not'flcep till the Lord fet us at liber- 
ty." After I had prayed with them and praifed 
God till about half hour paft Nine, I defired them 
to go to bed. They did fo ; all but thofe three, 
who flipped away, and ftayed with Richard Fiercy^ 
s who was in deep agony of foul, and would by no 
means be perfuaded to rife from his knees. The 
Children above, hearing them pray, in a few mi- 
nutes ran down again. They continued wreftling, 
with ftill increafing cries and tears, till three more 
found peace with God. About a quarter paft ten, 
I went to them again, and obferving fome of them 
quite hoarfe, infifted upon their going to bed, 
which all of them then did. But quickly one, and 
then another. Hole out of bed, till in a quarter of 
an hour, they were all at prayer again. And the 
concern among them was deeper than ever, as well 
as more general; there being but foiir of our five 
and twenty children, that did not appear to be cut 
to the heart. However fearing they might hurt* 
themfelves, I fent one of our maids to perfuade' 
therti to go up. But Jacky Brown catching hold ' 
of her, faid, ** O Betty, feek the falvation of your 
foul! Seek it in earneft ! It is not too late : And 
it is not too foon.** Immediately flie fell upon her 
knees, and burft out; into tears and ftrong cries. 
The two other maids hearing this, ran in,' and 
were prefently feized as violently as her. ^ady 
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Sfifwft then began praying for J?^/fy, and continued 
in prayer near three quarters of an hour. By that 
time there was a general cry from all the maids as 
well as the boys. This continued. till paft Eleven. 
My wife, and I, and Mr. Keard then went in, and 
fearing fome of them might be hurt, with difficulty- 
prevailed dpon them to go to bed, and went up with ' 
them. 

The maids continued below in much diftrefs. 
We talked with them a little, and left them pray- 
ing. But it was not above a quarter of an hour, 
before Betty broke out into thankfgiving. Going 
in, I alked her, ** Now is the love of God free V* 
She anfwercd, ** Free as air: Bleffed be God, that 
ever I came under this roof." The other two re- 
mained on, their knees, praying as in an agony. 
1 defired them to go into their own room, and they 
did : yet would not go to bed, but continued in 
prayer. 

" Saturday, 29. I was waked between four and 
five by the children vehemently crying to God, 
The maids went to them at five : And firft one of 
the boys, then another, then one and another of 
the maids, earneftly poured out their fouls before 
God, both for themfelves, and for the reft. They 
continued weeping and praying till Nine o'Clock, 
not thinking about meat or drink. Nay, Ruhard 
Piercy took no food all the day, but remained in 
uords or groans calling upon God." 

*' About Nine Diana went into her own room, 
and prayed, partly alone, partly with Betty. About 
ten, (as Betty was praying) her ftrength was quite 
fpent, and ihe funk down as dead. She lay fo for 
fome minutes while the other prayed on : but then 
fuddenly flatted up, prailing God with all her 
might, and rejoicing with joy unfpeakablc." 

• •* Mary hearing her voice, broke oflf her work, 
and ran in to her in hafte. They all remained 
praying by turns till rwelve : when fhe lay like one 
at the point to die. But there was not yet any an* 
fwer to prayer, nor any deliverance, 
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^* About One, all the maids and three of the 
boys went up flairs and began praying again. And 
now they found the Lord's hand was not (hortened ; 
bet -een twp and three^ Mary likewife rejoiced with 
joy «nfpeakablc. Th.^ all c ntinued together till 
after Tcur, praifing the God of their falvation. 
Indeed they feemed to have forgotten all things 
here below, and to think of nothing but God and 
heaven." 

** In the evening all the maids and many of the 
boys, hot having been ufed to fo long and violent 
fpcaking,' were worne out, as to bodily ftrength, 
and fo hoarfe that they were fcarce able to fpeak. 
But they were flrong in the fpirit, foil of love, and 
of joy and peace in believing. Sunday, 30, Eight 
of the children, and the three maids received the 
Xiord'g w^ upper for the firft time.-- And hitherto 
they are all rejoicing in God, and walking worthy 1 
of the gofpel." ^ 

AH this time it was obferved, that there was an 
uncommon revival of the work of God, in all 
focieties round about. That in Kingfwood, within 
a few months increafed from an hundred and 
eighteen to above three hundred members. And 
every day more and more were convinced of fin, 
and more and more enabled to rejoice in 6od their 
Saviour. 

Monday, 0<^ober f. and the following days, I 
preached at many of the towns round Briftol^ and 
found the congregations increafing in every place. 
Sunday, 7. My brother and I complied with the 
defire of many of ou: friends, and agreed to admi- 
nifter the Lord's fupper every other Sunday at 
Brifiol. We judged it heft to have the entire fer- 
vice, and fo began at Nine o'clock. After it waa 
ended I rode to King/wood^ gave an exhortation to 
the children, and preached to as many as the houfe 
would contain. A little before five, I began at 
the Square, and f«und no want of ftrength. At 
' the conclufion of the Morning fervice I was weal^ 

and

fitid weary, hardly able to fpeak. After preaching 
at Kingfajood I was better, and at night quite freih' 
and well ! 

Monday, 8. I preached at Pensfard and Sheftofi 
Mallet in my way to fVincaunton^ one of the duilefl 
places in all the county. I preached on Death in 
the Evening, and Hell in the Morning. Tuefday 
9. It feeraed, thefe were the very fubjeds they 
wanted. I never faw this carelefs people fo much 
affeifted before. 

I preached in Shaftlbury at Noon, in Salifbury 
at Night. Wednefday 10. I preached at Fording^ 
hridge^ to a ferious, well-beh'aved congregation. 
Only two young gentlewomen were at firft inclined 
to mirth. But in the Evening two young women 
at Saliibury retained their mirth to the end ; be-' 
ing greatly diverted with hearing of the dead^fmaU 
and great J ftanding hcfore God! Now what under- 
flanding have thefe pretty things ? Have they aa 
much as many children fix years old ? 

Thurfdayj ir. About Eleven I preached at 
Ifincbefler^ to a genteel, and yet ferious congrega- 
tion. I was a little tired before I came to Portf^ 
mouthy but the congregation foon made me forget 
my wearinefs. Indeed the people in general here, 
are more noiU than moil in the fouth of England. 
They receive the word of God ix}ith all readincfs of 
mindy and Ihew civility, at lead, to all that preach 
k. 

Friday, 12. I walked round the Dock, much 
larger than any other in England. The late fire 
began in a place where no one comes, jufl at low 
water, and at a time when all were fafl afleep. So 
that none can doubt its being done by deiign. It 
fpread with fuch amazing violence, among tow, 
and cordage, and dry wood, that none could come 
near without the utmofl danger. Nor was any 
thing expelled, but tK^t the whole Dock would be 
confumed, if not the town. alfo. But this God 
would not permit. It flopped on one fide, clofe 
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to the Commiinoner's houfe, and juft as it was {ei' 
zing the town on the other fide, the wind changed 
and drove it back. Afterwards the fury of* it was 
checked, by water, by fand, and by pulling down 
fome buildings. And yet it was fuU five weeks, 
before it was wholly put out. Saturday, 13. I fet 
out at Two, and in the Afternoon came to the 
Foundery* ' 

Monday, ig, I fet out for Oxfordjhire^ and was 
throughly wet in my way to Wdllingford, The 
congregation was large and deeply ferious. Tuefday 
1 6. I preached at IVitneyy in the new houfe, and 
again on Thurfday Morning. After fervice, many 
crouding with me into the houfe, I fpent fome 
time with them in prayer. It was an happy oppor- 
tunity ; and many praifed God for the confolation 
they received. 

We had afterwards a fair and pleafant ride to 
High-Wycomhe, For many years we had little prof- 
ped of doing good here, out now the feed which 
had been fo long, dead, fprings up into a plentiful 
harveft. Friday, 19. I converfed particularly, with 
fevcral, who believe God has faved them from fin. 
And. their lives, I find, are fuitable thereto, and Ao 
in no wife di (honour .their profeffion. Saturday, 
20, I returned to London, So rainy a week I have 
feldom feen. Yet we have not had one (bower 
while we were abroad, except on Monday morning. 
Poor reafoners ! Who think any inflance of provi* 
dence too fmall to be obferved or acknowledged ! 

Monday, 22. I took horfe a little before five, in 
an exceeding thick fog. But it was gone by Noon. 
The rain which was fufpended all day, began 
again when we came to M^hittlchuiyj where notwith- 
/landing the rain and boiflrous wind, the room was 
filled, both in the evening and morning. On 
Tuefday noon I preached at Toncafier^ and in the 
evening 2itWcedon. Here I heard a remarkable 
account. An eminently profane man, two or three 
days ago was fwearing to his companions, that he 
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ihould out-live forty of them. Inftatitly he began 
vomiting blood, and in ten minutes was (lone- 
dead. 

Wednefday, 24. I preached at Weedon at iive^ 
«nd about Nine at Kljlingbuiy^ where I was obliged 
by the largenefs of the congregation, to ftand in 
the open air. At firft the fun on the fide was fuH 
warm, as it was about noon at Horlfton. Thence I 
Tode to Hortlximpton^ where we had now a more 
commodious place to preach in, formerly ufcd bj 
, the Prelbyterians. The people heard with great 
attention ; and many of them came at Five in the 
Morning. Thurfday 25. About ten I began at 
Brighton^ where likewife the multitude of people 
-conilrained me to preach abroad. About two I 
preached at Haddwty^ to a far greater multitude, in 
a delightful meadow. Nor did I find any want of 
ftrength when I concluded the day by preaching 
and meeting the fociety at Vorthampm. On Fri- 
day I preached at Bedford: On Saturday Noon at 
'Hertford^ and in the afternoon went on to Londtm. 

Monday, 29. I rode to Cdlchefter^ and on Tuefday 
to Nonvfc/j. Wednefday 31, in applying thoie 
Tolemn words, u^s the Lcrd lk)€th^ and as thy foul 
Ihveth^ there is hut a Jiep l:tv^een me and deaths my 
heart was intarged and my mouth opened, both to 
convince and comfort. Surely in fpite of the mar«- 
vellous ignorance which prevails among the gene«- 
Tality of people in this city, and t\te uncommon 
flumbling blocks which have been thrown in their 
way, the work of God will not only continue, but 
•increafe. 

Thurfday, November i. I rode to Tarmouth^ a 
dull, cold place. Yet this evening we had a re- 
markable ble'ifing, as^ alfo the next evening. 
'Lord, thy thoughts are not as our thoughts ! Thoa 
tirilt work ; and who (hall hinder ! 

Sunday, 4. At Seven I met the, fociety at N&f^ 
twivhy and adminifired the Lord's fupper to about 
Sin hundred and Iburfcore perfone. Monday ;• 
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I: met the leaders, and inquired, into the flate of the 
fociety. In iW England I find no people like thofe 
qf Norvoich ; They are eminently unfiable as nvaur^ 
Out of ^ two hundred whom I left here laft year,, 
fixty nine are gone already ! What a bleiSng is 
knowledge when it is fan^tified ? What {lability 
can be expedted without it ? For let their afFedions 
be ever fo lively for the prefent, yet what hold can 
you have upon a people,, who neither know books^ 
nor men ; neither themfelves, nor the bible ; nei- 
ther natural nor fpiritual things ? 

Wednefday, 7. I read and abridged an old trea- 
tife, on *' The Origin of the Soul. I never be- 
fore faw any thing on the fubjed fo fatisfa6lory, 
I think he proves to a demonfiration. That God 
h^ enabled Man, as all other creatures, to propa* 
gate' his whole fpecies, cpnfifling of foul and body. 

Th\irfday, 8. I fet out fcr London* It rained 
almoA all the day : and in the Afternoon fo impe- 
tuouily (the rain being driven upon us by a furious, 
wind) that it was with difficulty we. reached iLi9^^/i<* 
heath. Here ti^e found Mr. Ei/dns juft worne out^ 
a pitlure of human nature in difgrace. He had 
not only no more flrength than a little child, but 
no more underfiaxiding^ ! Friday, 9. About ten I 
preached at Bury and at Braintree in the evening, 
rinding I was among flocks, I was obliged to flrike 
with all my might : and I trull God did flrike fome 
of the flinty hearts. _. 

Saturday, 10. I returned to LondoUf and had the ) 
melanchaly news of Mr. Whitefield^s death, confirm- 
ed by his executors, who defired me to preach' his. 
fuueral fermon on Sunday the i8th. In order to 
write this, I retired to Lev^ijham on Monday, and 
on Sunday following went to the chappel in Totten- 
ham Court road. An immenfe multitude was ga- 
thered together from all corners of the town. I 
was at firil afraid, that a great part of the congre- 
gation would not be able to hear. But it pleafed ^ 
God fo to flrengthen my voice, that even thofe at • 
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the door heard diftin6t1y. It was an awful feafon : 
all were ilill as night : mofi: appeared to be deeply 
affected. And an impreflion was made on many, 
which one would hope will not fpeedily be effaced. 
The time appointed, for my beginning at the 
TaBirnach was half hour after Five. But it was 
quite filled at Three ; fo I began at /our. Atfitft 
the noife was exceeding great: but it ceafed when 
I beg^n to fpeak. And my voice was again fo 
ftrengthened, that all who were within could hear, 
unlefs an accidental noife hindered here or there 
for a few moments. O that ail may hear the voice 
of Him, with whom are the iflues oflife and death ! 
And who fo loudly by this unexpected ilroke calU 
lall his children to love one another. 

Friday, 23. Being defired by the trullees of the 
Tabernacle at Gr^^«w/V/6 to preach Mr. JP6itefieU*s 
funeral fermon there, I went over to day for that 
purpofe. But neither would this houfe contain 
the congregation. Thofe who could not get in 
made fome noife at firft, but in a little- while all 
were filent. Here iikewife I truft God has given . 
a blow to that, bigotry, which had prevailed tor 
many years. 

Monday, December 3. I took a little journey 
into Kent, In the evening I preached at Chatham^ 
in the new houie, which was fufficiently crouded 
with attentive hearers. Tnefday, 4. I preached at 
Canterbury, Wednefday, 5. We went to Dover; 
J where with fome difficulty we climbed to the top of 

Shakefpear*^ Cliff. It is exceeding high, and com-- 
mands a vail profpe£t both by fea and land. But it 
is nothing fo terrible in itfelf, as it is in his defcrip- 
tion. I preached to a very ferious congregation, 
in the evening as well as ift the morning. The 
fame Iikewife we obferved at Canterbury, fo that I 
hope to fee good days here alfo. Friday, 7. I 
preached in FeverJbam^X Nine, and in the Evening 
at Chatham. So we go thro* water and fire ! And 
^ all is well, fo we are doing or fuffering the will of 
\ our Lord ! 

Wedaefday, 
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Wednefday, 19, Abput Noon I preached at 
Darking. The hearers were many, and fecmed all 
atteation. About an hundred attended at Rycgau 
in the evening, and between twenty and thirty in 
the morning : Dull indeed as flones. But camiot 
God out of theje Jiones ra'ife up children unto ABraham ? 

Tuefday, 2 r. This was a day full of work ; but 
bleiTed be God, not tirefome work. I began in the 
Foundery at Four : the fervice at Weji-firect began 
at Nine. In the Afternoon I met the children at 
Three ; preached at Five, and then had a comforta- 
ble feafon'with the fociety. 

Monday, 3.1. We concluded the year at the 
chapel, with the voice of praile and thankfgiving. 
How many bleuings has God poured upon us this 
year ? May the next be as this, and much more 
abundant! 

Tuefday, January^ I fl:, 1771. A large congrega- 
tion met at Spitalfields in the evening, in order to 
renew with one heart and one voice, their covenant 
with God. This was not in vain. The Spirit of 
glory and of God ^ as ufual, refted upon them. Wed- 
nefday, ^^ I preached in the Evening at Deptford^ » 
a kind of funeral fermon for Mr. W'hitefleld, In 1 
«vcry place I wilh to (hew all poffible refpev^t to the I 
memory of that great and good man. 

Thurfday, 3. I fpent an hour and 'a half in beat-» 
ing the air, in reafoning with an infidel of the low- 
eft clafs. He told me roundly, *' I believe God is 
powerful and the creator of all things. But I am 
nothing obUg^d to him for creating me^ fmce he did 
it'only for his own pleafure. Neither can I believe 
that he is good ; fince he can reiBove all the evil la 
the world if he will : and therefore, it is God's . 
fault, and no one^s elfe, that there is any evil in tb^f 
univerfe.** I am afraid we could not deny this, ir 
we allowed, That God had " from all eternity, un* 
changeably determined every thing, great and fmalV 
which comes to pafs in time.^* • - ) 

B Monday, 
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^Monday, 7, I had au hour's converration wifk 
tliat amiable young man, Mr. de C — , wnofe opinioa 
has not yet ipoiled his temoer. But how long will 
he hold out againfl its baleiul tendency ? I fear, not 
to the end of the year, 

Tuefday, 15. I dined at JMr. il'/— '/, an upright 
( man willing to know and to live the gofpel. J can- 
I not but think, he would be an eminent chrifliaa 
\ if he were not rich. 

Sunday. 20. While I was opening and applying 

at Weft-ftreet.chappel thofe comfortable wbrds, He 

kntnveth ^{yhercof-we ar^ made ; he remembereth thai^we 

are Bui dujl ; it pleafed God to (peak to many hearts, 

and to fill them with ftrong confolation. Now let 

them ^alk as children of the light y and they fliall na 

more come into darkiiefs.

Thurfday, February, 7. I met with that ingeni- 
ous tra6bj '• A Dialogue between Mofes and Lord 
BplTttghroke,** It contains many flriking and beautU 
fal thoughts ; yet fome things in it are not quite 
dear. It M not clear, that Mofes includes in his 
account neither more nor Icfs than xh^ filar Jyftem*

Purely for want either of fenfe, or of honeity an4 
activity in them that fuperintend it. 

Tuefday, 19, I preached once more at WelUtifr^. 
to a larger congregatioti than I have feen there for 
ipany years. An(f many feemed to be uncommonly' 
afFe<Sed : Particularly one young gentlewoman, wh.9 
had never hfard any preac^hing pf this- kind, fe^fpre 
this evening. Ai^teir ft^uigUng fome tiine, ^e crle^jl 
outalpu^ and could nQ;i)e comforted; altho^ber 
mother told her,--r** How good fhe ]vas : n^ay and had 

been all hier life.*'

At length we defired all that could to fqueeze into 
the houfe; the reft flood quietly without. And 
none, I believe, repented their labour ; for God waa 
cm^inentty prefent. , 

Saturday, 16* Between Nine and Ten, T began 
at Cardiiimarjh. I have not feen the bulk of a. 
congregation fo melted down, fince I left London^ 
In the evening we had a Sunday congregatipn 
at Chejler: And many were filled with confola- 
uon.

IVTeantimie cl^e (hip went forty leagues in abopc 
twelve hours, and reached Dublin early on Sunday 
lldorning. l^anding at the Key, I walked ilrait to 
ti^ New Roomy very well, (biefledbe God!) apd 
rtry hungry. 

I iinmediately fct myfelf to enquire into the flatc 
of the fociety in DMhu It was plain there had 
been a continual jar, for at leafl: two years lad pa{^, 
which }iad flumj^led the people, weakened the hands 
of the preachers, and greatly hindered. I warned 
to know the ground o*f this : and that I might do 
nothing rafhly, determined to bear parties, feparately 
firft, and then face to face; Having already talked 
with the preachers, I talked this evening with the 
leaders at large. And from the fpirit which ap- 
peared in all, I had a good hope, th^t all hindr^n^ 
Qps would be removed. On Wednefday Evening 
I nl^t the leaders agai^i, and gave them an opportu* 
uity of explaining themfelves further : And on Fri- 
day I appointed an extraordinary meeting, at whic|t 
fome fpoke with mucl> ^armth« But I tempered 
them on eaci fide, /o that they parted in peace. 

Saturday, 30. I preached at the new Preachjing 
houfe, near the Barracks^ about fix in the Evening, 
l^any attended here who cannot, and,m^ny who will 
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not come to the other end of the tovvii. So that I 
ani perfuaded, the preaching here twice or thrice a 
week, will be much for the glory of God. 

Sunday, 31. The leaders, ftewards, and preachers 
fppke their minds freely to each other. I now faw, 
the whole evil might be removed, all parties being 
defirous of peace. 

* On Monday, Tuefday, and Wednefday, I vifited 
the dalles, and found a general Faintnefs had run 
through the fociety. Yet for feveral days, God has 
given a general blefling, and llrengthened many of 
the feeble-minded. On Tuefday I preached again 
at the new houfe: and many were greatly com- 

fbfted.^

On Wednefdav Evening I read over to the leadei^ 
the following paper. 

1. That, it may be more eafily difcerned whether 
the members of our focieties are working out their 
own falvation, t hey. are divided into little companies,*^ 
called Clafles. One perfon in' each of thefe is ftiled 

7/je Leader. It is his bulinefs, 

I. To fee each perfon in his clafs once a week. 
To enquire how their fouls profper ? 

To advife, reprove, comfort, or exhort them. 

II. To receive what they are willing to give, to- 
ward the expences of the fociety j And 

III. To meet the Afliflant and the Rewards once a 
week. 

2. This is the i\:hole and file lujincfi of a leader, 
or any number of leaders. But it is common for the 
aiHftant in aay place, when Teveral leaders are met 
together,' to alk their advice, as to any thing that 
concerns either the temporal or fpiritual welfare of 
the focietyi This "he may, or he may not do, as he 
fees beft. I frequently do it in the larger focieties. 
And on many occafions I have found, That in a 
multitude of counfellors there is fafety, 

3. From this (hort view of the origllnal defign 
of leaders, it is cafy toanfwer, the following quef- 
tions.

Have they not authority to difplace a par- 
ticular leader? 1 , 

No more than the door-keeper has. To place 
and to dijfilace \csidcrsj -belongs to the afliilant alone. 
^ 6. Have they not authority to eA^/tel a particu* 
lar member of the fociety ? 

No : The aiTiftant only -can do this. 
^ 7. But have they not authority to regulate the 
temporal iindjpiritual affairs of the fociety ? 

Neither the one, nor the other. Temporal af- 
fairs belong to the flewards ; fpiritual to the affiftant.. 
j^ 8. Have they authority to make any colU^hn 
of a public nature ? 

No : The affiftant only can do this. 
^ 9. Have they authority to receive the yearly 
fuhfcripticn f . ' ' 

No '. This alfo belongs to the affiftant. 
Confidering thefe things, can we wonder, at the, 
confufion, which has been here for fome years. 
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Ifone-whjeiel iu 3 macW^ie jj;ct$ out of U's pW, 
what diforder muft enfue! 

In the Methodift difcipljne, the wheals regularly 
Hand thus : The zHi&mt, the pres^hers, the iiew* 
ards, the leaders the people. 

But here th» leaders, who ayre the loweft wheel 
bu> one, were got quite out of their place. Thejf 
were got at the top of all, above the ftewards, thie 
preachers, yc|i, ^and ahove'the afliftant himfelf. 

g. To this chiefly I impute the gradual decay of 
the work of God in Dublin. 

There has be^i a jar throughout the whole ma- 
chipe. Moft of t;h^ wheels were hinderetl in tbpir 
motion. Th^ ftewards, the preachers, th^ affiftajjit 
all moTcd heavily. They felt, ^\\ was not ri^ht. 
But if they faw, where the fault ky, they had ppf 
ffrength to remedy it. 

But it may be effe£tually remedied now. Without 
rehearfing former grierances, (which may ^11 die and. 
be forgotten) for the tiraie to cooae, let' each wheel 
keep it's own plaqe. J^et the afliftant, the preachers, 
the flewards, the leaders, know and .execute their 
f(?veral offices. Let none incro^ch upon ^^nbthier, 
but all move together in harmony and love;. So fhall 
the work of God flourilh among you, perhaps as it 
never did before': while you g^Tl hold the unity of 
the Spirit, in the bond of peace.

to laft. This alfo is^a token for good. 

Monday, 8. A$ the weather continued extremely 
coldi 1 judged it befl to vide the inland counties 
and theTouth of Ireland fai^* So to. day I rode to 
Edmderry ; bul was confirained by the keen north- 
wind to preach within. The cafe was the fame at 
^rrels-pafsy pn Tuefday, 9. where I preached in 
the (hell of the new houfe. Wednefday, 10. I 
preached in the Court-houfe at Molingary to a feri- 
ous and 'decent congregation. But they feemtd 
quite unconcerned. Thofe who met in the Court- 
houfe at Longford in the evening, were of quite 
.another fpirit. They drank in every word, while 
^I explained, Lord^ aret/jere/nvthatheja'ved? Who 
can defpair of doing good in any place ? None in 
this kingdom feemed to barren as Longford : And 
that for many years: After near twenty years la- 
bour, we fought fruit, but found none. But on a 
fudden the feed fo long hid, is fprung up, and pro- 
mifes a plentiful harvefl. 

Thurfday, 11. I preached at Loughan 2iX\di Ath^ 
hmx Friday, 12. at Aglim. Saturday, 13. I rode-, 
back to Athhn€y where there is now no oppofition I 
either from rich or poor. The confequence of this | 
is, there is no zeal, while the people dvoell at ea/e. , 

what flate upon earth is exempt from daneer i 
When perfecution arifes, how many are ofFended \ '* 
When it does not arife, how many grow cold and 
have tijeirjirji love ! Somc.perifh by the ftorm, but \ 
far more by the calm.

Sunday, 14, I defigned to preach abroad; but 
the ftorm drove us iiito the houfe. This houfe was 
built and given, with the ground on which it ftands,t. 
by arfingle gentleman. In Cork one perfon, 

Mr. Thomas Janesy gave between three and fouf 
hundred pounds, toward the preaching-houfe. To- 
wards that in Duhlin^Mr. Lunel gave four hundred.

Monday, 
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Monday, t'j. I rode to ^/rr, through tnucl^ h^U 
aud fnowj driven in oyr face by a furious wind, Sq 
was the hail the next day, 33 we rode to Tullamre^ 
Here likewife I Umented the waqt qf zeaL So thQ 
fociery here alfp is no kj^ger, than it was twp years^- 
ago. 

On the following days^ I preached at Cople^-lou^h^ 
Mfuntme^ii^k^ ^n4 pQrtarlingtou* Monday, zim I rode 
to ICiikenny, The new pregching houfe wa^ ja(^ Rt 
nifhed ; a neat and cpmmpdious building, B^t bj?- 
fore wt came to it in th^ Eveniqg, it was filled frprn^ 
end taend. Soitwa# the next Evening, Qti Wcdt 
nefday, 24. I chearfally qonnivefided theip to th^ 
grace of God. 

In the EveniQg^ I k;iew not wh^lip to preach ^% 
Innifcorthj^ the wipd being very high aj?d vpry cold# 
Jul; I wns ip fom^p njci/ure (Ji^ltered by th^ fide of 
ajx houfe : and the people iUliding cloiis tpgeUipr 
iheltere^ one a^oth^r* Only a few carctefs oner 
were blown gwi^y* 

Thurfday^2^, Two of ourbrcthr^ froRi JiP^iJij^/^ 
earoeftly intreated n^^ tp gp thither. I preached itt 
the n\arket«houfe at ten o clo^k. The cpngreg4(i(^ 
was very large^ and very gent^^l ; ^nd yet a4 rjenwfc- 
ably well behaved« a§ any I h^ye f^n in \h^ kiog.- 
dom. 

By hard riding we reached Waje^ford before SiXj- 
where the bou^ toler^ibly well contained the cqn-^ 
gregation : So it generally dpes the £rft night I an^- 

Fiiday^ z(>, I laboured' to calm ^e mindp pf fom^^ 
tjiaf had feparated froip their brethren. But it was 
labour loll. After two or three hours fp^nt in fruit* 
leia'altercatlony I was throughly convinpedi that 
they would not^ ^nd ought not to be re^united to them, 
' Sunday, zS, At Eleven, and again in the After-^ 
noon, I went to the cathedral, where ayouiig gen-- 
tl^man mpgv^i^tlv encountered thegrUvOuswmws^. 
^ he termed the methodifis. I never he^rd a m%n 
flrike more wide of the mark* However^ the (bailour 
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^ifcourfe did good : for it fent abundance of people^ 
rich and poor, ^fo hear and judge for thettifelves. So 
^thatthe court, at the top of which I ilood, -was fiU 
led frt)m end to end. 

Monday, 29. In the Evening I preached in the 
inatk^t-place at Gonmall^ to a Hfteniiig multitude. 
Some feemed inclined to dift^rb ; but the ferious, 
well-behaved troopers kept them all in awe. 

Tuefday, 30. I rode to Corh,^ and on WWnei*- 
day May i. toBandonx but the North-Eaft wind 
forbade my preachitig in the flreet, I was the lefs 
concerned at this, becaufe my bufirtefs now lay chief- 
ly with the fociety. Thofe who had been fcattered 
1 laboured to gather up ; tliofe who were drowxy- 
to awaken ; thofe that were delad, to quicken ; and 
to unite all together in following after peace ancl 
'holinefs. 

Sunday, 5. P returned to Cork^ and would fain 
have preached abroad i but the violent wind would 
hot fuffer it. Monday, 6. 1 fpakc fe'vcrally tcthe 
members of the fociety. Twto years ago they were 
reduced to about an hundred and ninety. They are 
now only an hundred and feventy ; and yet the work 
of God deepens in thofe that remain. 1 fouhd ma* 
ny igrowing in grace; many rejoicing in the pure 
love of God ; and many more, who were'earneftly 
panting after the whole hiind that was ^n Chrift. 

Sunday, 12. I affiled at the ^wntrdX o^ Swfknnah 
i*iljoft. Slie was one of the firft members of this fo- 
ciety, and continued firm in the hottell of the per- 
secution. tJpv^rds of twenty years fhe adorned ftie 
fofpel, fteadily and unifonniy walking witk God. 
or great, part of the time (he was a living witnefs, 
/that the blood of Chrift cUanfeth from all Jin. After 
a lingrifig illnefs, Ihe calmly religned her foul into 
> tlie hands of her faith f ul Creator. 

Monday, ijt We had an agreeable ride to Killfi- 
nan. I deiigned to. preach under the court-houle; 
>but was ofrered the wfe of the room abov^, where 
the church fervice has beefn for thefe two years, as 

the

tlic chxitch lies in ruins. In a very ftiort time, wc 
had a large and attentive congregation. If the 
parifh minifters were zealous for God, the proteft- 
ants in Ireland would foon out-number the papifts. 

Tuefday, 14. I rode on to Limerick^ and told the 
congregation plainly, ** If, as i%your manner, you 
attend three days and then fall off, I can beftqw my 
time better elfewhere. But if you continue to 
come, I will ftay with you longer. They took me 
at my word : and continued to increafe both mora- 
ing and evening, as long as I flayed in the city, 

Wednefda^, i j;. A gentleman defined me to vifit 
his daughter. I found a lovely, fenfible woman, in 
the bloom of youth, fcarce one and twenty, in the 
laid ftage of a confumption. From that time I vifited 
her every day. In two or three days, (he was consi- 
derably better. But, as I expected, when the hot 
weathfer came on, the fweet flower withered away. 

Saturday, 18. I dined at Mr, *s. Such ano«? 

ther family 1 have not feen in the kingdom. Hi 
and Mrs. ■ > ' ' are in perfon, in underflanding, and 
in temper, made for each other. And their ten 
children are in fuch order as I have not feen for 
many years. Indeed never fince I left my father's 
houfe. May they never depart from the good 
way ! 

May, 19. (Whitfunday,) The ground in the 
ifland being wet, I preached in the Evening near the 
new Cuftom -houfe, on If any ma* thirft^ let him come 
to me and drink. I was riot a little refrefhed, obferv- 
ing (b many who feemed to thirll for the living 
water. I preached there again the following even- 
ing, to nearly the fame number of liearers. I fliould 
have thought it well worth while to have come to 
Limericky were it only for thefe two Evenings. 

Wednefday, 22. After preaching at Balligarane^ 
I rode to AJhkayton, There are no ruins, I believe, 
in the kingdom of Irdahdy to be cornered to thefe. 
The old Earl of Defmond*% caftle is very large, and g 
has been exceeding flrong. Not far from this, and 
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formerly communicating with it by a gallery, is his 
great hall or banquetting-room. The walls are ftill 
Srm and incite : and thefe with the fine carvings of 
the window-frames, (all of polifhed marblej give 
ibme idea of what it was once. Its laft mafler lived 
like a prince for many years, and rebelled over and 
over again ft Queen Elizaifetb, After his laft rebel- 
lion, his army being totally routed, he fled into the 
woods with two or three hundred men. But the 
purfuit was fo hot, that thefe were foon fcattered 
from him, and he crept alone into a fmall cabin. 
He was fitting there when a foldier came in and 
Uruck him. He rofe and laid, *' I am the Earl of 
Defmond^* The wretch, rejoicing that he had 
found fo great a prize, cut off his head at once. 
Queen Elizabeth and King James allowed a penfioa 
to his relic for many years. I have feen » ilriking 
pidhire of her, in her widow's weeds, faid to be takea 
when (he was an hundred and forty years old. 

At a ifnall 4iftance from the caille flands the old 
Abbey, the JBneft ruin of the kind in the kingdom. 
Not only the walls of the church, and many of the 
Apartments, but the whole cloyilers are entire. 
They are built of black marble exquifitely polifhed, 
and vaulted over with the fame. So that they are 
9A firm now as when they were built, (perhaps feven 
or eight hundred years ago) : And if not purpofely 
deftroyed (as moft of the antient buildings in Ire*- 
land have been) may lad thefe thoufand years. But 
add thefe to the years they have flood already, and 
what 16 it to fitemity ? A moment ! 

Friday, 24. 1 fpoke feverally to the members of 
fhe fociety in Limerick, I have found no fociety 
in Ireland^ number for number, fo rooted and 
l^rounded in love. ^ We obferved this as a clay of 
tailing and prayer, and were much comforted to- 
gether. 

Sunday, 26. The rain obliged me to pfea^h with- 
in,^ at Five in the Evening. It was a feafon of 
Iblemn joy and forrow* I took borfe immediately 
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after preaching, and rode through continued rain ta 
Sttughorough^ about fourteen Iriih miles from JJmertck- 
Monday y 27. We puihed on thro* violent wind 
and rain, and reached Gakvay in the Afternoon. 
About Six I preached in the Court-houfe, by far the 
peatefl which I have feen in the kingdom. Abun- 
dance of the foldiers, who were to march for Dubliit 
the next day, willingly attended : And not a few of 
the townsfolk ; but (what is rarely feen in Ireland} 
five or ^fix men to one woman. I was enabled to 
fpeak exceeding clofe : and many were ilunped, if 
not wounded. The next evening the number of 
townfmen was doubled ; among whom were the 
mayor and feveral other people of falhion. Again* 
I fpoke with the utmoft plainnefs, and could not but 
^ope, there will be a work of God even in Galway^ 
Wednefday, 29. Heavy rain, with furious windy 
accompanied us all day. However I reached Ballitf 
rohe betvveen Twelve and One, and preached in the 
Court-houfe to forty or fifty hearers. Five miles 
ihort of Caftk'harr we took (belter for a while in a 
little cabbin. The poor man brought us the beft 
thing he had, a glafs of rum* We talked a little 
with him and his wife ; fung an hymn^^and went to 
prayer ; and th^n, the rain ai)ating, rode chear fully 
on to Cqftk'iarr* 

Thurfiilay, 30. I preached about Noon at CafpUf 
^ica^ four miles from Caftk-barrn It is a lone houie; 
but the people foon flocked together. Everjrone 
feemed to be exceeding ferious : Six and twenty 
appeared refolved to work out their o«va falvation^ 
and help each other therein. 

Friday, 31. Ob fervlng many faihionable people in 
the Court-houfe at Cafile-hrr^ I fpoke with fuch 
clofenefs and pungency, as I cannot do but at (bme 
peculiar feafops^ Jt is indeed the gift of God, and 
cannot be attained by all the efforts of nature and 
art united. 

Saturday, June i. This is the twelfth day that we 
have had continued rain^ together with March winds. 

I dined 
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I dined at Rahiny near Caftk-iarrj one of the plea^ 
fantefl feats in Connaughu It nvas an old caftle, 
flandittg between two Loughs, with a river behind, 
and a wood before. And the inhabitants 
** Did like the fcene appear ; 
•* Serenely pleafant, calmly fair: 
•* Soft fell tncir words, as flew the air," 

O that the God of love may add to thefe amiable 
qualities, all the mind 'which was in Chriji Jefus ! 

Sunday, 2. In the Evening I expounded the gof- 
pel for the day, the flory of Dives and Lazarus. 
And now God opened both my mouth and the 
hearts of the hearers. His word fcemed to take fad 
hold of them, even of the- gay and rich, many of 
whom had wandered in among us* 

Monday, 3. I rode to Sligo and preached in our 
own room, to an exceeding ferlous congregation, 
fuch as I have not feen here for many years. Bat 
the next evening a young officer, with feveral pretty 
gay things, behaved fo ill, that I was obliged to re- 
prove them. They took it well ; but we could not , 
recover the fervor which was before fwiftly fpread- 
Ing thro' the people. 

Wednefday, 5. I rode to Baiybannon^ and preach- 
ed in the Aflembly-room. I was acquainted with 
fome of the chief perfons in the town 5 but they 
were alhamcd to own me. Only fome of them fent 
their compliments to me, properly fo called. 

Hence I rode to Mannor Hamilton^ and in the 
evening preached in a pleafant meadow to a very 
large congregation. But I found little life in the 
fociety. Thurfday, 6. We came to Swadlingbarj 
and feemed to be got into another world. The 
people were all' alive, full of faith and love, and 
panting after the whole image of God.* The con- 
gregation in the evening refrclhed me much, by 
their fpirit, as well as their number : They made 

<« The hills and the dales 
With praifes rcfound ;* 
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finging with the fpirit and with the underfiandioi; 
alfo. I have heard no fuch yoices fince we left Cork^ 
nor feen fo earneil a people fince wc left Limerick* 

Friday, 7. About Noon I preached at Tonnylam' 
mon^ four miles fliort of ImJkilUn^ to juft fuch another | 
congregation, deeply athirfl for the full falvation of ^ 
God. In the Afternoon we rode to Mrr A *s , 
At SiJare» Some time fince, one of his neighbours, 
being angrv that his filler refolved to fave her fou)» | 

by the advice, as he fuppofed, of Nancy A ■ » 
came one Sunday in the Afternoon while they were 
at prayers, burfl into the room,' flruck a woman in 
the face who would have flopped him,, and with his 
loaded whip flruck NiMcy A on the tetiaplei fo 

that (he lay as dead for feveral hours. He defigned, 
it feems, to make an end of her at once. And in- 
deed (he never has been well fince. 

Here a tent was let up on a ereen, glaffy place, 
amidd: abundance of people, ripe for the gofpel. , So 
I cried, in our Lord s words. If any man thirft^ Jet 
him come unto me and drink. And it is not eafy to 
expreffi the thirll^ the vehement defire which appear- 
ed in a great part of the congregation* 

Saturday, 8. We fet out for Rufke^y a little towa 
near Macquire*s hridge. But before we had gone 
nine miles, we found a congregation, waiting in the 
ilreet at Lifmolawy where I know not who had given 
notice, that I was to preach. I at firfl thought of 
riding on. But fearing it might hurt the poor peo* 
pie, 1 alighted and preached immediately. They 
were all attention while I explained, Tearefaved 
thro^ faith. About Noon I preached at Rujkey, 

In the Evening we came to Augher. For ieveral 
days we have been among fome of the warmeft 
chriflians in the kingdom. All at once we came to 
a people cold as ice. Here <z.rtfj a lively people ! 
But they have long grieved the holy Spirit of God, 
and he feems to be departed from them. Knowing 
few would come to the houfe, I flood abroad, and 
had forty or fifty hearers, but unconcerned enough. 

Sunday, 
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Sunday, 9. About Eight, I had a few more, and 
about an hundred in the Evening, I went to 
church at Cloghcr. The Dean is one of the bed 
readers I have heard, and one of the mofleafy, natu-- 
ral preachers. And the congregation was not only > 
large, but remarkably well-behaved. 

I feldom look at the old caftle at Augher^ without 
thinking of the famous Sir Phelim O* Neale, In the 
beginning of the Iri(h rebellion, he called one night 
at one Mr. KenntdJ^ an intimate acquaintance and 
fofter-biother (a very facred relation among the IriJIj) 
and faid, *' Rife, come away with me, that I may 
prote6t you, for fear fome of ttiy ftraggling parties 
ihould hurt you.*' Mrs. Kennedy^ being very near 
her time, faid, " Nay, Goflip, confider my condi- 
tion, and do not take my hufband from me.'* He 
replied, ** You fool, it is for his own good.**^ But 
foon aftfer they were gone, Mrs. K. faid, " My 
heart mifgives me : whatever comes of it, I muft 
follow them.'* So as well as ftie could, (he walked 
between her man lervant, and her maid, an Irijh 
girl. About fun-rife they came near Augher caille,^ 
where Sir Pbdim was ftanding with his men. Juft 
by him was her hufoand hanged on a tree. Sir 
Fhelim feeing her,, fent and ordered the -man and 
maidtolftand froii) her.. The man did fo : the maid 
replied, •' No : I will die with my miftrefs." On 
this he ordered his men to fire. She fell, and two 
infants fell out of her. Such was the mercy of the. 
IriJh at that time ! Such the fpirit which their good. 
priefls infufed into them ! 

Monday, 10. I was furprized at the improve- 
ments made in this county withiii a few years. For 
above thirty miles, it is now cultivated like jE»^- 
land^ and fprinkled up and down with little new-, 
built houfes., A gentleman of i)^rw^«/ndefiring me 
to preach there, I began without delay, at the end 
ofhishoufe. It being the fair-day, there was a 
ixumei'oCis congregation : but not fo numerous as that 
at MaUilou^b^ where I preached about Noon* Bc- 
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tween Six and Seven, after riding more than fifty 
Jrijh miles, I reached Derry^ and preached on Thire 
hath no temptation taken you ^ hutfuch as is common tQ 
^nten, God fpake by his word to many tempted fouls, 
and comforted them over all their troubles. 

Every Mdrning and Evening, on the following 
days, the congregations were larger than I ever re- 
member ; and feveral clergymen were prefent every 
Evening. Thurfday 13. X fpoke feverally to the 
members of the fociety. I found far more life a- 
moDg them, than I expe(fled. Near one half of the 
fixty (that was the number of thofe that remained) 
I judged to be real believers. What a mifchievous 
injuftice it is, to reprefent all this people as dead ! 
It has weakened the hands of the preachers much, 
and has greatly difcouraged the people. The con- 
tinually telling people, they are dead, is the ready 
way to make them fo. 

Friday, 14, I looked over a volume of Mr. SkcU 
iofi\ works. He is a furprizing writer. When 
there is occafion, he ihews all the wit of Dr. SwJJi^ 
joined with ten times his judgment ; and with (what 
is far more) a deep fear of God, and a tender love 
to mankind. About Noon I preached at the New 
Buildings^ two hiiles from Londonderry, The peo- 
ple fome time paft bore a near refemblance to the 
collie^-s of Kingfwood. They were equally without 
God in the world, and eminent for all manner of 
wickednefs. But old things are pad away, and they 
are eminent now for the fear of God, and the love 
of their neighbour. I preached there again on Sun- 
day 16, and adminiftered the Lord's fupper to the 
ibciety. I think they were all in tears ; but with 
the greatell pan, they were tears of joy and love. 

Monday, 1 7. I met the fingers, for the lad time. 
I joined them together two years ago. But as the 
preachers following took no care or thought about 
them, they ofcourfe flewafunder. And no wonder; 
fbr nothing will fland in the Methodijl plan, unlefs 
\ the . preacher has his heart and . Hs hand in it. 

Every 
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Every prftather therefore (hould coniideij it Is not 
his bufinefs to mind this or thai thing only, but 
every thing. 

Thurfday, i8. Chearfully leaving Londonderry^ 
I rode through the wild, dreamy m6untain» to Cook/" 
town. Here the fcene was changed. The houfe at 
Which I alighted was filled with whjjky drinkers : 
and the whole town, it being the fair-day, was all 
hurry and confufion. However, about Seven the 
tent was fet up : the people flocked from all quar- 
ters, and, coniidering many of them were far from 
fober, behaved tolerably well. 

Wednefday, 1 9. I preached at Five^and at Twelve 
to a lifelefs company, and then rode through a fruit* 
ful country to Stcnsyart'town. A large congregation 
foon aflerabled in the court-houfe, mofl of whom 
behaved with decency ; though very few of thera 
appeared to underftand any thing of the matter. 

Thurfday, 20. We went on to Cafile CaJfield, As 
we were walking in the Afternoon, an horfe that 
was feeding, turned (hort and flruck me on the fmall 
of my back. Had he been but an inch or two near<»> 
er, I (hould not have travelled any farther. As it 
was, I was well again in a few days. In the Even- 
ing, I preached on the lovely green before the caflle, 
to a ferious and large congregation. This was the 
firft fummer day we have had this year : and this 
was only warm, not hot. 

Friday, 2 1 . About Eleven we had a fiill larger 
congregation, near the cattle In Charlemount j whom 
I exhorted to be not flothful in hufinejs^ hut/ervent in 

firit, ferving the Lord, At Seven in the Evening, 
preached at Armagh^ in Mr. Macgough^s avenue. 
The congregation was in an arbour, the wide-fpread 
trees quite overihadowing them; while

Saturday, 12. I rode to Caladon^ where, two 
years ago, Mr. C— was ready to put me in his bo- 
lom. But he did not know me now ; fo I preached 
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in the (breet to an exceeding quiet congregation, and 
' rode back in the Evening. Is it ftrange, that men, 
or the moon (hould change I 

Sunday, 2^3. In the Evening, fuch a multitude of 
people auembled, and flood fo clofe together, that, 
though we were in op^n air, the heat was almofl in- 
fupportable. Surely God will have a people in this 
place 1 The poor, at leaft, will receive the gofpel. 
Monday, 24. I preached about Noon at a village, 
which takes it's name fron* the Mack watery m which 
the Irtjh papids drowned fo many proteAants in 
i64i» In the Evening' I preached at Clanmainy to a^ 
very dull congregation. Tis well, if the firfl are 
not laft! Tuefday, 23, I preached at C^r^-^/// in 
a delightful Evening, under feme (hady trees. Ma- 
ny ofthe people were alive to God. Wednefday^ 
i6. I preached at tbe Grange^ to a flill livelier and 
larger congregation. But I foyind the livelieft of 
all Derty-Annfil^^ Six or feven of this little fociety 
ftill rejoice in the pure love of God. Thus has 
God his fecret ones, in a little corner of the land,, 
furrounded with bogs, and out of all road! Friday,. 
28. I preached in the (li^et at Portadown^ to a i'e- 
rious, well-behaved congregation, and in the Even- 
ing at Kilmaranty, tothe jargeft congregation I have 
feen, fince we left Armagh, 

This day I entered the fixty-mnth year of my 
age. I am llill a wonder to myfelf. My voice and 
ftrength are the fame, as at nine and twenty. This 
alfo hath God wrought. 

Saturday, 29. I preached at the end of the mar- ' 
ket-houfe m Tondragee* Sunday, 30. At Nine, the 
people flocked from all parts ; but much more at Six 
in the fiv^ning, when we had a London congrega- 
tion, both for number and ferioufnefs. 

Monday, July i . I preached at ICtllwarli\ where 
a few weeks ago Thomas Mott died in peace. In the^ 
Evening I preached in the Linen-hall at Lijhurn^ 
to a numerous congregation. Tuefday, 2. I preach- 
ed on the green at Newtown* But the people had 
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not thtfpirit of thoik Qt Ltfion. Wednefday, 3. At 
Ten, I preached to a fmall cbngregation, a mile 
from Belfafty and in the market-place there at 
Twdve^ I never faw fo large a congregation there 
before, nor one fo remarkaUy flupid and ill-man- 
nered. Yet a few iliould be excepted, encn gentle- 
men, who feemed to know fenfe from nonfenfe. I 
have found as feniible men at Dublin as at Belfaft : 
but men fo felf-fufficient I have not found. 

I preached at Carrickfergus in the Evening, and 
Thunday 4. went on to Lum^ and preached at 
Nine in the main llreet, to a very attentive congre- 
gation. Thence I rode to Glenarm* The preach* 
ing began here in an uncommon manner. Some 
months fince, John Smithy now with God, was 
preiTed in fpirit to go and preach there, though he 
knew no one in the town. Near it he overtook a 
young lady riding behind a fervant ; ^nd on her 
faying, it was a ytry wicked place, he alked^ 
*• Are there no good men there?" Shefaid," ** Yes, 
•' there i§ one, JVilliam Hunter" He rode into 
the town, and enquired for William Hunters houfe. 
When he came to the door, a young woman was 
fweeping the houfe. He alked her name, and being 
anfwered, ** Bet^ Hunter^** alighted, and faid,, 
** Beit)f^ take my horfe to an iim, and tell every 
one you meet, '* A gentleman at our houfe haa 
good news to tel\ you, at Seven o'clock." At Seven 
the houfe was well filled, ^obx preached to them 
twice a day, for nine days. But when he took his 
leave, he had only three pence : however, ^he aiked 
the landlady, *' What is to pay for my horfe?" 
*' Nothing, Sir,"faid the woman : *' A gentleman has 
pa>d all ; and will do, if you ftay a month," 

i preached near the market-houfe about Noon, 
to a large number of decent hearers ; but to a much 
larger, in the market-houfe at Ballimena^ in the 
Evening. Friday, ^. I rode to BalUnderry^ and^ 
found an earnefl, fim pie- hearted people. A great 
multitude here received the word, with all readineiji 
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of mind, A fpccimen of the fociety confiilihgofabotit 
fifty members, I had in the houfe w)iere I dined ; 
wherein a father and mother, with a fon and five 
Slaughters, were all walking in the light of God's 
countenance. Afterwards I prayed with an ancient 
woman, while a little girl, her grandchild, kneeling 
behind me, was all in tears, and faid, *^ O grand-' 
mama, hsveyou no fins to cry for, as well as me*" 

Saturday, 6. After fpending two hours very 
agreeably at Mayra^ I rode on to Drumhanahar^ and 
preached to a ferious congregation. That at Nenjo^ 
ry^ in the Evening, was much larger : at Nine in 
the Morning it was larger ftill ; but nothing to that 
in the Evening. Yet I think, all heard, and moft 
of them feemed much a£feded. Monday, 8. I cheaiv 
fully left lievsry^ and in the Evening preached at 

Having /efled a day, on Wednefday i,o, I went 
jto Carkwy and preached in the feiSon-houfe to a 
large, wild congregation. In the Morning, I oace 
mote compofed the differences of the poor, (battered 
fociety. About Noon, I preached in the ftreet at 
Seltingles; in the Evening, to a lovely congrega- 
tion at Bonard. Friday, i ^. I returned to Dublin^ 
well fatisfied with my little excurfion. 

On Monday and Tuefday, I revifed the clafles*. 
.The number of members m the fociety, is ftirunk 
from upwards of five hundred, to beneath four hun- 
dred, in two years. But, I truft, they will now 
increafe, as the offences are removed, and brotherly 
love reftored. 

On Thurfday and Friday, we had our little con- 
ference, a folemn and ufeful meeting. Sunday, ar. 
at the meeting of the fociety, many were comfort- 
ed : and all feemed determined to fet out anew, and 
take the kingdom of heaven by violence. Monday, 
J 2* In the Evening, I embarked on' board the 
Nonpareil^ for ParkgaiCy with a fmall, fair wind, 
ft) that thefeawas fmooth as a looking-glafs. Tuef- 
day, 2}, As wc went flowlyon, the gentlemen (of 

whoiix« 
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whom wc had many on board) dcfired me to give 
them a fermon. This I willingly did, and all were 
fcrioufly attentive. Wc landed about Seven on 
Wednesday 24. and took chaife for Linferpooh 
Thurfday, 2^, I rode acrofs the country to JVhit* ^ 
churchy and fpent an ^agreeable Evening with that 
lovely family* Friday, 26. I went on to 'Shre<wJ^ 
huryy where Mr. Fletcher met me. Sunday, 28. I 
preached at MadeJ^y Morning and Afternoon. The 
church could not near contain the congregation : ' 
but the window near the pulpit being open, thofc 
without could hear as well as tbofe within. Mon-- 
day, 29. I went on to Worcefier. Our brethren had 
chofen a place for me, in a broad ilreet, not far 
from the cathedral ; where there .was room for thou« 
fands of people. And we foon had company enough ; 
part ferious, part'^like the wild afs's colt. But in a 
while, the ferious part prevailed, and filenced or 
drove ^way the rabble, till we had a tolerable de- 
gree ofquietnefs, and concluded in peace. 

Thurfday, Auguft i. I rode to Cheltenham^ and 
preached near the maiicet-place to a large ana quiet 
congregation. Friday, 2. I went on to Kingsvoeod^ 
Sunday, 4. We had above fix hundred and finy com- 
municants at ^r^^/. In the Afternoon, I preached 
in St. James % barton, to an huge multitude : and 
all were ftill as night. 

Tuefday, 6. We had more preachers than ■ ufual 
at the conference, in confequence of Mr. Shirley's 
circular letter. At Ten on Thurfday Morning he 
came, with nioe or ten of his friends. We conver-» 
fed freely for about two hours. And I believe, 
they were fatisfied, that we were not fo ^'* dreadful 
heretics," as they imagined, but were tolerably found 
in the faith. 

Monday, 12. I fet out for Wiaksy and after 
preaching at Chepfiaw and Brecknock^ on Wednef- 
"day 14. came to the Hqy^ Here I met with Dr. 
Madame tranflation of MoJheim\ Ecclefiaftical Hif- 
tory. Certainly, he is a very fenfible trahllator of 

a very 
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« rtry fenRUe writer. But I dare not affirm, that 
either one or the other was acquainted with inward 
religion. The tranflator mentions, without any 
blame, Mr* Shinfira*8 letter againfiyoMatJcifin; which » 
if the reafoning were jufF, would fix the charge of 
fcMatlcifm on our Lord himfelf, and all his apoftles. 
In truth, I cannot but fear, Mr. Sbinftra is in the 
fame clafs with Dr. Con^i Middleton ; and aims eve*' 
ry blow, though he ieenvs to look another way, at 
i thefanatks who wrote the bible. 

The very thing, which M^. Sbinftra C2\hfanati' 
tifm^ is no other than heart religion ; in other words, 
righteoufnefs, and peace^ and joy in the Holy Ghoft. 
Thefe muft be felty or they hare no being. All 
therefore, who condemn inward feelings in the grofs, 
leave no place either for joy, peace, or love in re« 
ligion, and, confequently, reduce it to a dry, dead 
carcafe* 

In the Evening, I preached in the new, neat 
preaching-houfe; to many more than it would con- 
tain. The next Evening, I was conflrained to 
preach abroad. Friday, 16. 1 returned to Brecknock : 
and after fpending two comfortable days there, on 
Monday 19. rode to Carmarthen. The rain obliged 
me to preach within. Tuefday, 20. I rode to Ha'" 
verfora Wefti and, in the Evening, preached ia 
St. Martini church-yard, to a numerous, and deep- 
ly attentive congregation. The next Evening, I 
Krongly applied thenory of Dives and Lazarus : and 
many were aJmqft perfuaded to be Chriltians. 

I rode on Thunday 21. to DaJa^ a little village 
at the mouth of Mlford haven. It feemed to me, 
that our preachers had beilowed here much pains to 
little purpofe. The people, one and all, feemed as 
dead as ftones, perfealy quiet, and perfectly uncon** 
eerned. I tdd them jufl what I thought. It went 
as a fword to their hearts. They fcli the truth, and 
wept bitterly. I know not, where we.have found 
more of the prefenee of God» Shall we at laft have 
fruit here alio ? 

Fiiday, 
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Friday, 25; I preached at Noon, to albvelyxot- 
|;regation* or plaid^ artlefs people, at Houghton ; an# 
in the to^ti^hali at Prtnbroh^ in the Evening, to 
itlativ rich and elegant hecirers* Sunday, 25. At 
Teii; I began the fcrviic at St. Daniel's-. The' 
#hurdi^ as ufoal,' would ill contain the congregation, 
in the Afternoon, I preached in Monk- tovjn'chur<M 
(one of thd three belonging to Pembroke)^ a large, 
^d, rainaos building, l fuppofe, it hasfcarcehad 
^ch a congregation in it, daring this century. Ma^* 
117 of them wtre gay, genteel people. So I fpaktf 
«tt the fifft elemettis ofthegofpel. But I was flill 
out of their depth. O how hard it is, to ht Jbdlo*^ { 
^Kfough for a polite audience ! 
X Monday, 26* I rode to LaneUy^ and at Six reaA 
prayers, and preached in another large church, aU 
itioK a« ruinoils^as that at Pembroke* The congrt^ 
gatioh was uunfierous ; yet moH of th<^ i^med to 
undetftkttd what- they heard* Tuefday, 27. W« 
crcjn through a right Welch road, and reached 0»^ 
^th betw»6eft Twelve and- One. The con^rcga*. 
tion had waited for fome time : fo I began without 
d^Iay. 'ftie road to ftu^rt^ was a little better: fo I 
r6ached the tdwn in time ; and at Six preached \k 
the yiardj a^ our room would contain hardly a third 
cfthe people. Wednefday, i8. I called vii Neath 
on one of our frielfds; but, before I could fit down, 
was informed, a congregation was wetting for meL 
This I had no thought of; however I gave them' t 
ihort iermon, and haftened on to Coy church, ne^r 
Bridge-end. I preached as deliberately as poSible', 
as great part of the audience were Welch. And I 
behevi'; by this me'attsalV of them could underilaivd 
at leaft the fubftance of the difcourfe. About Six^, 
I preached in the town«hall at Covohridgc^ to higk 
and low, rich and poof : and the two next £ve^ 
nings, in the court-houfe at Cardiff^ to a flill larger 
<r6ftgregatioff. Afterwards vrt hai a coihlorfc^li 
loVe-feafl, which brought to bur mind former days; 
i^hea wt ptiifed" Gdd with Jmt JeMttty jttt^ 
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Price^ and Thomas Glafcott^ before Thmas Pr^r 
lowed the deadly tares among them. 

Saturday, 3 1 • I returned to Briffol^ and in part of 
the following week viflced fome of the neighbouring 
ibcieties* Friday, September 6. I fpent an hour 
among our children at Kingswood,. It is flrange ! 
How long (hall we be con drained to weave Ptnelof^^ 
V€^b ? What is become of the wonderful work of ^ 
grace, which God wrought in them laft September ? 
It is gone! Iris loil! It is vaniffaed away ! There 
J is fcarce any trace of it remaining ! Then wc 

I iiiufl begin again; and in due time, we ihall reap, 
if we faint not. 

Monday, 9. I read over Dr. Cadogan% ingenioug

j t^iit moft of them fpring either from indolence, or 

\ intemperance, or irregular pailionst Butwhyfhould

noblefl cordials in nature. Yet flranger, why ihould 

he condemn Bread? Great whims belong to great 

men. 

Tuefday, 10. I preached at Bath : Wednefday, 
II. at Frome : Thurfday, 12. at Kainjham, Here 
too the feed, which feemed loA for fo many years, 
at length begins to fpring up. After feeing fo ma- 
ny inftancesof this kind, how can we defpair of any 
people ? Saturday, 14. I preached abroad at Bed^ 
jninfter. Many horfemen ftopped, and had flrange 
-things brought to their ears. Perhaps fome of w hem, 
we may hear by and by, wete found of Him they 
fought not. 

Sunday, i^y. At Eight, I preached on the key ; 
at Five, in St. Jamesh Barton. Many flrangers flop- 
ped at both places. Surely this is cajiing our hrcad 
upon the waters ! This week I vifited the refl of the 
.neighbouring focieties, and found them increaiiug 
both in gface and number. Thurfday, 26. I preach- 
<k1 once more at Bath^ to an ' elegant congregation, 
tm Knowledge pi^eth up. But^ I trufi, many of 

them 
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iiem can wltncfs, that love edlfiethy builds us ujr 
both in holinefs and happinefs. 

• Monday, 30. I took leave of Briftol for the pre- 
fent, and,liaving preached at Pensford'SiTidiSheptonmal' 
4ety in theway came to Sljaftjbury^ and preached to a nu- 
merous congregation, but wonderfully unconcern- 
ed- i fcarce know a town in England^ where ip 
much preaching has been, to fo very little purpofe* 

• Tuefday, O5ober i. I went on to Salijbury. 
-Wednefday, 3. I preached at Whitchurch : Thurf- 
•day, 4. ?X Wtncbefier, I now found tkne, to take 
a view of the cathedral. Here the fight of that bad 
cardinal's tomb, whom, the fculptor has placed in a 
pollu re of prayer, brought to my mind thofe fine 
lines oi Shakejpear^ which lie puts into the mouth of 
King Henry the Sixth ; 

*^* Lord cardinal, 
If thou haft any hope of heaven's grace. 
Give us a iign* He dies, and makes no fign I 

On Thurfday and Friday Evening, I preached at 
Tortf mouth -common. Saturday, 5. I fet out at 
,Twq, About Ten, fotiie of our "London friends 
•net me at Cohbam^ with whom I took a walk in the 
neighbouring gardens, inexpreifibly pleafant, thro'' 
the variety of hills and dales; and the admirable 
contrivance of the whole. And now, after fpend- 
ing his lif<^ in bringing it to perfe6tioa9 the grey-^ 
lieaded owner advertifes it to be fold ! Is there an^ 
thing under the fun, that can fatkfy a Spirit made 
for God ! 

On Monday and Tuefday, I preached at Wbtttk^ 
lujy^ Tovxefter^ and Weedon : on Wednefday, at 
Kijlinghury^ Harlfion^ and 'Northampton. Thurfday^ 
10. 1 preached at tiolmhy-houfe^ where poor King. 
Charles was formerly lodged. It has been a noble 
•pile of building, finely iituated on an hill. But lit-^ 
tic is left, except the kitchens, which, however, 
'give a ftrong, idea of it's ancient grandeur. Friday, 
■iL I , Jn the Evening, I preached at Bedjordy and oa 
Saturday returned to London.

I preached at Six to a willing people, fimply dellr- 
ing to fave their fouls : and the nexc Evening at JRye^ 
to. a far more numerous, but not more earnefl con- 
gregation. Wednefday, 30. I walked over to Wtn- 
cheljea^ faid to have been once a large city, with 
abundance of trade and of inhabitants, the fea wafh- 
ing the foot of the hill on which it flaqds. The » 
iituation is exceeding bold, the hill being high and 
fteep on all fides. But the town is (hrunk almoft 
into nothing, and the feven churches into half an. 
one. I preached at Eleven in the New Square, to 
a confiderable number of " ferious people; and at

far from the kingdam tf God, Tburfday, 31. T 
preached at Robert/bridge, As yet the whde town it 
willing to hear. And we may hope, a^er the ftony 
and the thorny ground hearers are deducted, fbme 
will bring forth fruit nxnth paticnee. 

Saturday, November 2» I returned to Londonm- 
Monday, 4. I went in the ftage coach to Colchefler^ 
ID which I met witk two agreeable companions, 
whofe hearts were quite open to inftru^ion. Tuef" 

/nday, 5. In our way to Bury^ we called at Ftl/bam-^ 
vsear which is the feat of the late Mr* Reynolds^ 
The Houfe is. I think, the beft contrived and the 
moft beautiful I ever faw» / It has four fronts, and* 
five rooms on a floor, elegantly, though not fumptu- 
oufly, furniihed. At a fmall diftance, ftands a de- 
lightful grove. On every fide of this, the poor, 
rich man, who had no hope beyond the grave, plac- 
ed feats, to enjoy life as long a9 he could. But bein|r 
refolved, none of hts family fhould be put into tbe 
gr-ound^ he built a flru6ture in the mid (I of the grove^* 
vaulted above and b«jeath, with niches for coffins,, 
ftrong enough to fland for ages. In one of thefe^- 
he had foon the fatisfadtion of laying the remains of 
his only child ; and, two years after, thofe of his 
wife. After two years more, in the year 1759^. 
having eat, and drank, and forgotten God, for 
eighty-four years, he went himfelf to give an ac« 
count of his ilewardfhip. 

In the Evening, I preached at Bnfy% and on- 
Wednefday 6. rode on through heavy rain to hymtk 
The people received the werd with joy i though few^ 

' as yet, had any root in themfihej. Thurfday, 7. 1 
was deiired by the prifoners, to give them a word of 
exhortation. They received it with the utmoft ca- 
gernefs. Who knows, but one or two may retain 
it ? In the Evening, thofe, who could not get in, 
were noify at firft j but in a while they went quiet^ 
away.

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Here J reodved a particular account of a poor, 
defolate olie, Bnty F4birhrUge^ f<H*mer!y HcvocrJine'^ 
©f Whithy^ For ibroc ti-nae after (he canae to Lytm^ 
^ was cold -and weary, quke choaked with the 
cares of tliis world. But this time tweiire month, 
when ihe faw me, tho^ (he was in a deep confump- 
tioD^ her fpirit' revived. She began again earncftly 
to feek God ; aiid he healed ber bacyiiding. But 
her bodily weaknefs increafed. So much the more 
did her faith and love increafe, till prayer was fwal- 
lowed • up in praife, and (he went away with trium- 
phant joy ► , . ' 

L^nn fcems to be confiderably larger than Tar* 
m§uth : I believe it fbinds on double tlie ground,. 
And the houfes in general are better built : fome of 
them are little palaces. -The market-pkee is a fpa- 
cious and noble fquare,. more beautiful than either 
that at Tarmouih or Norwich, And the people are 
quite of another turn, affable and humane. They 
have the opennefs and frankncfs common through-^ 
out the county v and they add to it good-nature and 
courtefy. 

Saturday, 9. I rode to Norwich. Sunday, lo,. 
Our houlc was far too fmall in the Evenings I fup- 
pofe marly hundreds went away.. To as many as 
could hear, I dcfcribed the Jrait gate : I believe, ' 
God applied it to their hearts. 

Every day I found more and more rcafon to hope, 
that we (hall at length reap the fruit of that labour, 
which we have beflowcd on this people for fo many 
years ; as it feemed almoin in vain. In this hope 1 
left them on Thurfday, 14, and preached at Laken-^ 
heath in the Evening, with an uncomm on blefiing. 
Among them that attended at dve in the morning, 
was poor -^— i?— •, the man who fk ft invited me to 
this town, but has for a long time foi^otten every 
thing of the kind, fcldom deigning even to hear the 
preaching. However he ffk it to day, being in 
tears all the time that I was inforcing our Lord^s' 
words, He ivhofetteth his hand to the plough^ and look'- 
tth iackf is not Jit for ihe kingdom of God* 

I came 
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came to Mr. Smithemaits at Braintree^ ju ft as he 
had buried his daughter. So on this occadon we had, 
(what I never faw before) the houfe filled from end 
to end : I preached on, Tbegrafs withereth ; thefiovj* 
erfadethi but the word of the Lord fialljiand for et/er, 
, Sunday, 17. I preached both Morning and After- 
noon on the education of children. But O ! How 
few had ears to hear ! Perhaps not ten mothers ia' 
the whole congregation. 

Friday, 21. I wennover to Barnetj and paid my 
laft debt to that excellent man Mr. Joim She^vell^ by 
preaching his funeral fermon, from, It is appointed^ 
unto men once to die. All the time that I knew him 
he was a pattern of ferioufnefs, piety, patience ancl 
beneficence. 

. Thurfday, 28.. I went x^Stainesy where an hoiife 
13 juft fitted up for preaching. But it would not. 
contain one half of the people who flocked together 
from every fide. Thofe that could not get in were 
noify enough : thofe that could, were ftill. as night. 

Friday, 29. We viewed the improvements of that 
a6live and ufeful man, the late duke of Cumberland: 
* the moft remarkable work, is, the triangular tower 
which he built on the edge of Windfor park. It is. 
furrounded with (hrubberies and woods, having fome 
flreight, fome ferpentine walks in them, and com- 
mands a beautiful profpe<3 all three ways; a very 
extenfive x)ne to the fouth weft. In the lower part 
is an alcove, which muft be extremely pleafant in a> 
fummer Evening. There is a little circular projec- 
tion at each corner, one of which is filled by a geo- 
rnetrical ftaircafe ; the other two contain little apart- 
ments, one of which is a ftudy. I was agreeably 
furprized, to find many of the books not only reli- 
gious, but admirably well chofen. Perhaps the 
great man fpcnt many hours here, with, only Him 
that feeth in fee ret. And who can fay, how deep 
that change went« which was fo difcernible in the 
latter part of his life ?

AeA I ever}r faw with nf|y ey^s. Every thing breath^ 
imtlquUv ; fcarce a bedftcy^d u to be feen, that is no^

any thing Wk^ his neigbboura. For fix hoyirs I fup? 
f»pie thefeisle^nt oddities wooki much delight a cu- 
fious man* Sut <ifter 6^ months they would probg* 
bly give him nompre pleafuie than a coUe^ionof 
leathers. 

Monday, December 2. I went down with (evrc^^ 
ral of our friends to Gramefmd^ where a building d^ 
£gned for an aflembly-room wa9 employed for a bet- 
^^ purpofe. It w^ qyite crouded ; yet abundance 
^rcnitd not get in. After reading prayers, I preache4 
jpnpattof thefecond leifon, Heb^ viii. 9, 1.0, !%• 
TJ^ room was pretty well filled at Five in the mor^*- 
Js^. Fair bloi&m3 ! But what fruit will there be ?

Hef^p 
i f^und L. ti^s preachers .had gleaned up nvoll Qf 
«ho{e whom we had difcarded* They ciall thie^n, 
, <** My ladyjB .fgciety,** and haiae my free leave^ to df> 
them all the good they can. 

Thurfday, j*. % preached at Sandwich ajboiMt JEle* 
ji^en, andat Cx«/er^^r|>;iii th&£.vening, Friday, (6. 
JUaving preached to a fmall, -but much afe(^ed.Gomi- 
|)aay at Sktefthurn^ I went on to Clmtham* Tiie 
Iiuge congregation heve ^.iKivred t>he word : jgx 2 
ibopethey digoAedit'tQC}. We weneilrangely kept 
4rQ« this place for many.yeavs y ^ length there as 
;in :Qpen door. 

Saturday^ ^7.. In my way liome, 2 ffinifiicd the 
i&ftft: volume of Mr^ Magk^j Roman Hii^ory. Qnlhis 
2 remark, i. That.it is immeafurably top ibng, con- 
.taiiung a daiouiand paffiigN fletwocfih ^relating ; a. 

That 
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That he relates abundance of coritradr£lory account?, 
often without telling us, which is beft ^ 3. That he re* 
cires at large the feofelefs tales of CV^//^z fwimraingin 
the Tyher^ Matius Seavola^ andtwcnty more ; and after* 
wards knocks them all on the head. What need then 
of reciting thenf? We waothiftory, not romance, 
tho' compiled by Levy himfelf. Yet 4. I admire 
him for doingjuftice to many great men, who have 
been generally mifreprefented : Manlius Capitolinus^ 
in particular, as well as the two Gracchi*, So that 
upon the whole, this is far the beft hiflory of Romg^ 
•that I have feen. 

• I read to day a circurtiftantial account of thelattr 
inundations in the north of England^ occafioned by 
the fudden and violent over-flowing of three rivers-, 
•the 7>«, the Were^ and the Tyne, Ail thefe have 
their rife within a few miles of each other, in a 
mounl^n at the head of Teeftlak and l^eredale ; on 
which? there was nothing more than a little miz'ling 
rain^ till the very hour when the rivers rofe, ana 
poured down fuch an amazing quantity of water, aa 
utterly a(loni(hed the people or Sunderland^ at the 
moturh of the PTsr^e^ overflowed all the lower part of 
Nev9caflk upon the Tyne^ and filled the main ftreet of 
Tarm^ upon the Tees^ with water nine or ten feet 
deep. Such an overflowing of thefe rivers none 
ever faw before, nor have we an account of any fuch 
in hiflory. 

Rain was not the caufe of this : for there was next 
to none, at the head of thefe riven. What was the 
caufe we may learn from a letter wrote at this time, 
by a clergyman in Carlljle, **- Nothing isfo furprizing 
as what lately happened at Sohoay-Mofs^ about ten 
^iles north from CarUJk. About four "hundred acres 
of this mofs, arofe to fuch a- height above the adja*- 
cent level, that at laft it rolled forward like a torrent, 
and continued its courfe^ above a mile, fweeping 
along with it houfes and trees, and every other 
^thing in lis way. It divided itfelf into iflanda of 
different extent, from one to ten feet ia thicknefs.

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%t is remarkable, that no river, or krook runs eitber 
thro', or near the inofs.". -^ 

To what caufe then can anythinking man impute 
this, but to an earthquake ? And the fame doubt-^ 
lefs it was, which about the fame timcv wrought in 
the bowels of that great mouatain, whence thole 
rivers rife, and dlfcharged from thence, that ailon« 
ifhing quantity of water, 

, Sunday^ 8. I ^ead a little more of that flrange 
book BsLion.S<weJeft^urg*s TheologiaCakftis* It furely 
contains .many excellent things. Yet I can't' but 
think, the fever he had twenty years ago, when 
he fuppofes, he was *' introduced into the fociety of 
angels," really introduced him into the fociety of 
lunatics. But^flill there is fomething noble, even 
in his ravings : 

" His mind has not yet loft 
*' All its original brightnefs, but appears 
*' Majeftic, tho' in ruin." 
■• > 

Monday, i6. 1 rode to Darking^ wlier€ were many 
l^eople ; but none were cut to the heart. Tuefday, 
17. I went on to Rye-gate-place. IxiKSng Henry 
the Fourth's time, this was an eminent monaftery. 
At the diflblution of monafleries, it fell into the 
bands of the great fpoiler, Hcmy the Eighth* Queen 
Elizabeth^ pleafed with the fituation, chofe it for 
one of her palaces. The gentleman, who pofTeires 
it now, has entirely changed the form of it ; pulling 
down whole piles of ancient building, and greatly 
altering what remains. Yer, after all that is taken 
^way, it ftill looks more like a palace than a private . 
houfe. The ftair-cafe is of the fame model with 
[that at Hampton-Court : One would fcarce know, t 
.which is the original. The chimney-piece in the 
liall is probably one of the moft curious pieces of 
wood work now in the kingdom. But how long ? ■ 
^ow many of iis once buftllng inhabitants are alrea- i 
dy under the earth ! And how little a time will it i 
be, before the houfe itfelf, yea, the earth ftall be j 
burnt up ! 

I preached 
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t presche J in the evening to a fmafl compsiiiyi dn 
ft is appointed unto men once to Me* All feenl^ moved 
fer the preftnt. They faw, that life is a dream* 
Bttt how foon will they fleep again ? Wedtiefday; 
i8y I preached to another kind of congregation at 
Shorebant. Here we are not plowing upon the fandl 
Many have txceiifed the" ficd upim good ff^owtdi and dA 
hring forth fruit ijoitb patiences 

Saturday, 21. I met an old fnend, yamts Hktton^ 
#hom I had not feen for five and twenty years* I 
felt, this made no difference ; my heart was quite 
e^pen : his feemcd to be the fame. And we converf^ 
cd juft as we did in 1738, when we met in Fetter^ 
lane* 

Monday, 23, and fo aH the followih'g days, when 
I was not particularly engaged, I fpent an hour in 
the morning with our preachers, as I ufed to do 
with my pupils at Opford. Wednefday, 25. I 
preached early at the Foundcry : Morning and 
Afternoon at the Chapel. In returning thence at 
Night, a coach ran full again ft my chaife, and broke 
dhe of the (hafts and the' traces in pieces. I was 
thankful that this was att ; that neither man, nor 
beaft received the leaft hurr. 

Monday, 30. At my brother's requeft, I fat again 
• f6r mypii^ure. This mcfaneholy employment al» 
. ways reminds me of that natural •reflciftion, 

*« Behold* what fraifty wc in man may fee ! 
** His (hadow is lefs given to change than he!" 

Wednefday, January the firft, 1772, wc mfet, as 
ufiial in the Evenings in order fotemnly and expli- 
citly to renew our covenant with God. Sundays ^. 
I bmied the remains of Eli»aietb Hartiand^ an Ifrae- 
lite indeed \ I know not that in thirty years, (he has 
ever dilhonoured her profeffion, ehhet by word or 
deed. Some of her lafl words were, / hanfe fought 
thegdod'fghti J ituve fkijUed tfty courfe i I ha<ve kept 
ikfaitb* 

Tuefd'if, 
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Tucfday, 14. I fpent an agreeable h6iir with ' 
Dr. 5—, the oldelt acquaintance 'I now have. He 
is the greateft genim in little things, that' ever fell 
under ray ooticc. Almofl every thing about him is 
qF his own invention,, either in whole or in part, 
j^ven his fire-fcreen, his lamps of various forts, his \ 
ink-horn, his very fave-alU I really believe, were i 
be feriovifly to fet about it^ he could invent the beil j 
ipoufe-trap that ever was in the world ! 

Thurfday, j6, I fet out for Luton, The fnow 
lay fo deep on the road, that it was not without 
JBUch difficulty and fome danger, we at l^ft reached 
the town. I was offered the uie of the church : 
The froft was exceeding ftiarp; and the glafs was 
taken out of the windows. Ho\rever, for -the fgke of 
the people, I accepted the offer, tho' I might jufl as 
well have preached in the open air. I fuppofe four 
tjimes as many people were prefent^ as would haVe 
been at the room : And about an hundred in xh% 
Morning. So I did not repeat of my journey thro* 
tlie fnow. 

Friday, 17. The ufual road being blocked up with 
fnow, we were obliged to take a by-road to Hertford. 
I found the poor children whom Mr. A, kept at 
fchool, was increaled to about thirty boys, and thir- 
ty girls, I went ip immediately to the girls. As 
foon as I began to fpeak, fome of them burft intp 
tears, and their emotion rofe higher and higher. But 
it was kept within bounds till I began to pray. A 
cry then arofe, which fpread from one to another, 
till almod all cried aloud for mercy, and would' not 
be comforted, 

But how was the fcene changed, whe« I \vent to 
the boys ? They feemed as dead as flones, and 
fcarce appeared to mind any thing that was faid : 
nay fome of them could hardly refrain from laugh- 
ter. However I fpoke on, and fet before them the 
terrors of the' Lord. Prefently one was cut to the 
heart ; foon after, another and another. And in ten 
^minutes, the far greater part of them were little lefg 
• .E afft^ed 
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dSededthan tlie girls had been. Except at longs'^ 
*a)ood^ I have feen no fuch work of God upon chil- 
dren for above thirty years, I fppke exceeding 
plain in. the evening, on the nairtnv 'zvay that hadeth 
to lifi* But the men were widely different from the 
children : They were affected juft as much as io 
many horfes. . ' 

Saturday, February, i. I found an increaft of the 
work of God even in Sontb^varL Thofe who fo 
furioufly oppofed us fome years ago, as though they 
would have I'wallowed us up quick, are now •rum- 
bled into nothu}g. Only the old chapel fubfi'fls, a& 
a dull, ufelefs diirentingineeting-houfe. 

Friday, 7. I called on a friend at Hampton-Courf^ 

(i who went with me thro* the houfe. It flruck me 
more than any thing of the kind I have feen ia 
England^t more than Blcnlxim houfe itfelf. One 
; great difference is, every thing there appears dejignedly 
i grand and fplendid. Here every thing is quite, as it 
\ were, natural, and one thinks it cannot be otherwife. 
If the expredipn may be allowed, there is ^ kind of 
iViffnefs ruas thro* the die, and an eafinefs through 
the other. Of pictures I do not pretend to be a 
' judge. But there is one by Paul Ruhens^ which 
particularly flruck me, both with the deflgn and the 
execution of it. It is Zecharlah and EU%ahethy with 
John the Baptill, two or three years dd, coming to 
vifit Majy and our Lord fitting upon her knee. The 
padioDS are furprizingly exprefTed, even in the chiU 
dren. But I could not tee either the decency or' 
common fenfe, of painting them flark naked. No- 
thing can defend or excufe this : It i^ (hockingly 
abfurd, even an Indian being the judge. I allow, si 
man who paints thus, may have a good hanJy but 
certainly cerebrum non hdtet ! 

Sunday, 9. I buried the rcmsans of Heller JTanfrer^ 
About thirty years he h^s adorned thegofpel : Dili- 
l^nt, patient, loving to every man, and zealous of 
good works.. 

Monday, 10., In going to Darking^ 1 read Mr, 
Jones\ ingenious tradt| ** upon clean and- unclean 

beafls.** 
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beafts.^' He really ftems to prove kis peint, tfy 
make it reafoziably plain, that there is a deeper dc« 
£gn in that part or the Levicifal law« than is com- 
monly underflood : That God had a view througout 
to the moral, rather than nataral qualities ofthe 
creatures which he pronounced unclean; and in- 
tended it as a ihinding warning to his people, againft 
the fiercenefs, greedinefs, and other ill properties, 
which fo eminently belonged to thofe beails or birda 
that they were forbidden to eat ok* touch. 

Tuefaay, 1 1 . I cafualiy took k volume of what it 
called '« A fentlmental journey thr,o* France and 
ttafy*^ Sentimental ! What is that ? It is not Englijb : ' 
.He might as well fay, Continentah It is not (enfe. 
It conveys no determinate idea : Yet one fool makes 
many. And this nonfeniical word (who would be- 
lieve it ?) is become a faihionable one ! However the 
book agrees full well with the title : for one is as 
queer as the other. For oddity, uncouth nefs and 
unlikenefs to all the world beiide, I fuppofe the 
writer is without a rival ! 

Wednefday , 1 2. In returning, I read a very dif- 
ferent book, publiihed by an honefl quaker, on that 
txecrable fum of all villanies, commonly called the 
Slave-trade* I read of nothing like it in the heathen 
world, whether antient or modern. And it infinitely 
exceeds, in. every inftante of barbarity, whatever 
chrl^tian-ilaves fu&r in Mabometan countries. 

Friday, 14. I began to execute a defign, whicli 
had long been in my thoughts, to print as accurate 
Mi edition of my works^ as a bookfelkr Would Ao* 
Surely I ou^t to be at exafl for God^s fake, as he 
woalabe for money ! 

Monday, 17. One gave ine a very remarkable 
relation. A gay, young wopsan lately came up to 
London* Curiofity led Her to hear a fermon, which 
wt her to the beart* One (landing by obfervecl 
{low ihe was a&ded, and took occafion to talk wiib 
ker* She lamented, that (he fiiould hear ne more 
)(oek (crmonsy as (he was to g& iiuo the couotiy the 

% 2 next 
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next day ; but begged her new acquaintance to write 
Co her there, which (he promifed to do. In the 
country her convictions fo increafed, that (he reviv- 
ed to put ah end to her own life. With this defiga 
(he was going up flairs, when her father called her, 
and gave her a letter from London. It was from her 
new acquaintance, who told her, ** Chrift is juft 
ready to receive you : now is the day of falvation." 
She cried our, " It is, it is ! Chrifl is mine 1" and 
was filled with joy unfpeakable. She begged her 
father to give her pen, ink, and paper, that (he might 
anfvver her irlend immediately. She told her what 
God had done for her foul, and added, •' We have 
no time to lofe ! The Lord is at hand 1 Now, even 
now, we are ftepping into eternity/* She direded 
her letter, dropped down, and died. 

Friday, 21. I met feveral of my friends, who had 
begun a fubfcription to prevent my jiding on horfe- 
back; which I cannot do quite fo well, lince aa 
hurt which I got fome months ago. If they conti- 
nue it, well ; If not, \ (hall have ^rength, according 
to my need. ' 

Tuefday, 25". I had an interview with 71 JW^, 
irho feemed much to defire a re-union. But he 
only fcemed : for when we explained upon the head, 
I found he meant jufl nothing. 

Wednefday, 26. I took my leave of that amiable 
woman,' Mrs. Bl — . I doubt whether we (hall meet 
again upon earth : But it is enough, if we meet in 
Abraham's bofom. 

Friday, 28. I opened the new Preaching-houfe in 
Poplar r One might {ny^ confecrated it. For the 
Engiyh law (notwithftanding the vulgar error) does 
not require^ nay does not tf//<7w, any other confecra- 
tion of churches, than by performing public fervice 
therein. 

Sunday, March, i. After the Evening fervice, I 
vitnt to Brentford, Monday, 2. I preached at iVi-w- 
hutyx Tuefday, 3. About Noon, at the Devils. 
The furious prejudice which long reigned in thia 

town 
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tquvn IS now yani(hed a^ay; the peifecutorf, almoft 
to a man, being gone to their account. Iii the 
evening I preached at Brj/cf^ and after having fpent 
a few comfortable days there, on Mondays 9. fet out 
for the North. In the Evening J . preached at 
Stroud* Here I had much, converfadon with one 
that fifteen months ago, was clearly iaved from fin ; 
And immediately Satan was permitted tojfft her as 
njjheau From that moment ihe iVas bunted day and 
night, fo that through the agony of her mmd, deep 
wholly departed from her eyes, and it was. fuppofcci 
ihe mufi foon lofe her fenfes. But in the height of 
her diflrefs, God fpoke» and there was a great palm. 
All was peace and love, and from that time fhe has 
been unlpeakably happy. 

Wednefday, 11. About Noon I preached* at 
STenvi/bwy^ a funeral fermon, for one who had been 
a pattern of all holinefs^ till fhe was fnatched away 
in the bloom of youth ! In the evening I preached 
i^ the new chapel at Worcejier, It was throughly 
filled. For a time thtf work of God was hindered 
liere by a riotous mob. Fut the Mayor cut them 
ihort : and ever fmce we have been in perfe6l 
peace* 

Saturday, 14* I left TPorcejter. The froft was ex- 
ceeding iharp, as it was lail year ju{l at this time. 
I preached in Benge^ortb^ near £vujbam at Eleven^ 
and then took horfe for Broadmarfion. The North 
Eaft wind, unconwnoftly (Harp, was exa6lly in our 
face. But what is the pleafure or pain of this life ? 
A nxomeat, and it is gone ! 

Sunday, 15. At Six in the Morning, and Five in 
the Evening, I preached in otrr own cliapel ; at 
Eleven, in Quintan chprch ^ and betvveen Two and 
Hihtte ^ Honeybourn. Monday, 16. As much fiipwr 
h*d fallen in the nig^t, it was with difficulty we 
reached -<&*^i?r, whete I took chaife for ^/rw/«^^^/ap» ' 
£[ere oar brethren w^/^ in the fiarofGody and th» 
comforts of the Hofy Ghofi. And God has, at lengthy

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them. All were quiet i|;i the Evening. And at Fivjp 
in the Morning,, although fo much fnow had fallen, 
that it lay mid-leg deep in all the ftreets, yet the 
boufe was nearly filled. 

Tuefday, 17, Partly in a chaife, partly on horfe- 
back, I made a ihift to get to Bilbrook^ and after 
preaching to W»lverbamfiton, Thurfday, 19. I 
preached at Burton upon Trent, at J^Jhby de la Zouch 
in the Afterhoon, and in the Evening to a lovely 
congregation, in the new \\QM{t2xL(mghhorough. Here 
18 a fair profped : the la(} fociety in the circuit, is 
likely to be one of the firft. They increafe jconti- 
nually, and are athirft to be not almoft, but altoge- 
ther chriflians. 

Friday, 20. .1 rode to Marifidd, through violent 
rain. The church, notwithftanding the feverity of 
the weather, was pretty well filled, not with curious 
hearers, but with eameft people, who fought only 
to fave their foulsr Some fuch we found at LeiceJ^ . 
ter alfo, in the Evening, together with many who 
iiad little thought about it : to whom, therefore, 1 
fpoke in a quite different manner, exhorting them 
to azvake out qfjieef. I believe, God applied his 
word ; for the houfe, large as it is, was nearly filled 
at Five in the morning. And all feemed willing to 
receive that important truth, Without holinefsy na 
manjhallfee the Lord* 

Saturday, 21. About Noon, I preaclied at Hoton;, 
in the Evening, at Nottingham . Sunday, 22^ While 
we were crofling Sawleyrftrry^ it rained in good 
earnelh But it was quite fair, all the time I was* 
preaching at Donnington. In the Evening, I preach<* 
ed at Derby. Both the rpom and the yard were 
crouded enough^ and yet abundance went away. 
After preaching, the people hung at the doors, and 
could not be perfuaded to go away. So at length I 
fuffered them to come in with the fociety, and 
(Irongly exhorted thei)i| to worfliip God in fpirit 
and in truth. 

Mondayi 
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Monday, 23. An huge congregation was prefenf, 
at Five, to whom 1 fpbke; with ail poffible plainnefs. 
About Nine, I reached AJhhoum in the Peak : but 
the houfe would not hold a quarter of the people. 
So I ilood in the market-place, and cried aloud, . 
Seekye the Lord^ while he may hefound. One or two 
walked to and fro, quite unconcerned. But none 
offered the leaft rudenefs : and the bulk of the con- 
gregation drank in every word. While I was 
dining at Leake ^ fome gentlemen of the town feut, 
to defirc I would give them a fermon, , As it feem- 
ed to be a providential call, I did not think it right 
to refufe. A large congregation quickly ran toge- ' 
ther, and were deeply attentive. We had a folemn 
congregation at Macclesfield in the Evening, t9 
whom I preached longer than ufual. But I felt do 
more wearinefs when I had done, than 1 did at Six 
in the Morning. 

Wcdnefday, 2_j. We went on to Cengkton^ where 
all is now peace and love. None is now left to ipeak 
againfl: the Methodifts, except Mr. Sambach^ the 
curate. He earneflly labours to drive them from- 
the church ; but they will not leave it yet. They 
both love her Hturgyi and her doctrine, and know 
not where to find better. ^ 

Friday, 27. I preached at JViatw^ftv/f^ about Noon, 
and then dragged through a miferable road, till with- « 
in two or three miles oi Whitchurch the chaife ftuck 
fafi:, and all our flrength could not get it a yard 
iacther. So I took horfe and rode to the town.' 
Saturday, 28. I rode on to Chefter. 

Sunday, 29. There were about forty perfoos in 
St. John\ church, at the Morning fervice. Our 
room was pretty well filled in the Morning, and 
crouded in the Evening. Monday, 30. At One, I 
preached in Warrington, I believe, all -the young 
gentlemen of the academy wer(3 there i to whom I 
^ated and proved the ufe o^reafon^ from thofe words 
of St. Patd^ In wichdnefs he ye children ; hut in itn^' 
derjlanding heyt men* 

Iha 
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I had very large and very feriou» congregations at 

Xjtferfiaiy Morning and Evenings .on Monday^ 

Ti^erciay, Wednefday, and Thurfday. Friday, A- 

pril J* I fet out for Wlgan. But before we came ta 

' j^hicH^ 1 was glad to uTe my own feet, and leave 

the poor horfes, to drag the cbaife, as they could. I 

• preached at Wigmn, about Twelve, and in the Even- 

' ing at BoiMn, How wonderfully has God wrought 

in this place! ^odn Mennet^ tome years ago, xe* 

daced diia foctety from feven-fcore to twelve* And' 

they are now ri4a to an hundred and feventy. 

Sui>day» ^* I preached at Eight, to as many' as, 
the hottfe would contain. But at Noon I was ob- 
lif^ to ftand in the fbreet, and expkin the one thing 
medful* I preached at Manchefter in/he Evening* 
But the houfe was far toofmall : crouds were oblig^. 
to go away. The fpeculative knowledge of the truth 
has afcended here, from the lead to the greatefl. 
But how far (bort is this of experimental knowledge \' 
¥et it is-a flep toward it, not to be defpifed. 

Mondayt 6. In the Afternoon, I drank tea at 
Jbit* O* But how was I ibocked ! The children, 
that ufed to cling about me, and drink in every word, 
hod been at a boarding-fchool ! There they had un* 
learned all religion, and even ieriouijicfs ; and had 
leadened pride, vaiuty, aflfedation, and whatever 
could guard them againfl the knowledge and love of 
God^ Methodift parentcr, who would fend your girla 
hradkxig to hell^ fend them to a fafliionabls board-* 
in>gr£bhool ! 

Tuefday. 7. I went to New MiUs. Notwuh- 
fbndioBkg ^Ithe ra>B, the houfe waa well filled ; for 
nothing-caa hinder thisi lively, earneClr people. Wed* 
tielday, 8. I retuf ntd to Manch^ierj and in the Eve- 
ning fully de]<ivefed^ my owb fooK Thurfday, 9., 
Mf .^ BrutP o&rijig to accompany me' into Ssctland^. 
^ I took htm and Mr. j£% too« And it was well I dld.^. 
For Mr. EU horle ^ui^kly feU, and ib difabled 
htttfe^ that I was obliged to leave hini beht»d« 
God grant, that he may not be left behind for ever L 

Friday, 
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Friday, ii. Having fent my chaife before, I rode 
to Jmhlefide, Thence, on Saiwrday, we wetiton 
comfortably in hired chaifes to Whitehaven, 

Sunday, i2« At Eight we had our ufual congre- 
gation of plain, earneft'people. But at Five, (who 
would imagine it?) we had well nigh all the gentry 
of the town. And the p(n\:er of the Lord was prefcnt 
to heal them : fo that few, I believe, were unaffect- 
ed. The fame power was prefent atthe meeting of 
the children. I never ^ in all my life, was fo aiFed* 
edwith any part \^ Solomon's Songy as while one of 
the girls was repeating it ! 

Monday, 15. At Five in the Evening we had all 
the gentry again, with feveral clergymen. And 
again the Spirit applied the word ; for the prefent 
even the rich feemed to be moved. As foon'as I 
had delivered my meflage, I fet out for Cockermouth* 

Tuefday, 14. Ifctoul for CV/r///Z?* A great part 
of the road was miferably bad. However we reach- 
ed it in the Afternoon, and found a fmall company 
of plain, loving people. The place where they had 
appointed me to preach was out of the gate ? yet it 
was tolerably filled with attentive hearers, After- 
Wards enquiring for the G/d/^<?«y?-road, I found it 
was not much round, to go by Edinburgh. So I 
chofe that road, and went five miles forward this 
evenings to one of our friends houfes. Here we 
had an hearty welcome fub lare parvuloy with fwect 
and quiet relh' 

Wednefday, 1^. Tho' it was a lone -houfe, we 
had a large congregation at Five in the Morning. 
Afterwards we rode for upwards of twenty miles, 
thro' ^ moft delightful country, the fruitful moun- 
tains rifing on either hand, and the clear flream run- 
ning beneath. In the Afternoon we had a furious 
ftorra of rain and fnow : however we reached Silkerk 
fafe. Here I obferved a little piece of ftatelinefs, 
which was ouite new to me. The maid came irf 
and faid, ** Sir, the Lord of thejlable waits to knowr 
if helhoald feed your horfes*" We call him €(fiUr 

ia 
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Ui EMglaud. After fupper all the f»mily feemed 0sd 
to join with us in prayer. 

Thurfday, 16. We went on thro* the mountains, 
covered with fnow to EJinhurgb, April, 17. Being 
Good-Friday, I went to the epifcopal chapel, and 
was agreeably furprized : not only the prayers were 
read well, feriouHyy and dl{lin£tly» but the fermon, 
* upon the fufierings ofChrifl, was fpund and unex* 
ceptionable. Above all, the behavior of the whole 
congregation, rich and poor, was folemn and fe- 
rious« 

Saturday, 18. I fet out for G/^^-iu. One would 
rather have imagined, it was the middle of January 
than the middle of April, The fnow covered the 
mountains on either hand, and the froft was exceed- 
ing (harp* So I preached within, both this £ven« 
ing and on Sunday Morning. But in the Evening 
the multitude cou^lralned me to fland in the ftreet. 
My text waS| Ifhaf God bath ckanfed^ that call not 
thou commn* Hence I took occaiion to (bU upon 
their miserable bigotry for opinions and modes of 
worihip. Many feemed to be not a little convinced* 
But how long will the imprei&on continue ? 

Monday, 20. I went on to Grenoci : a feaporC 
town, twenty miles weft of Gla/gow, It i^ built 
very much like P^mouth Docky and has a fa& and 
ipacious harbour. The trade and inhabitants, and 
confequently the houfes are increafii^ fwiftly. And 
(o is curftng, fwearing, drunk ennefs, labbath -break- 
ing, and all manner of wickednefs. Our room is 
about thrice as large as that at Glafgow ; but it would 
not near contain the congregation. I fpoke exceed- 
ing plain, and not without hope, that we may fee 
fome fruit, even among this hard-hearted generation* 

Tuefday, ax. The houfe was very full in the 
Mormng. And they ihenved aa excellent fpirit. 
For after I had fpok^; a few words on the head, 
^very one ilood up at the iingiog. In the After- 
noon I preached at PortGla^o'OOy a large town, twe 
mtlet eaft ef GreitecL ISitany gay peoj^e weire tliere^ 
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carelefs «notigh : but the greater part fepmed to tiear 
with underflanding. In the Evening I preached at 
GH/tock : and God gave them a loud call, whether 
they m\\ hear or whether they will forbear. 

Wcdnefday, 22, About Eight, I preached once 
more ip the Mdfotis Lodge at Port Gla^ow. The 
Boufe wa$ crouded greatly; and I fuppofe all the 
gentry of the town were a part of the congregation. 
Refolving not to (hoot over their heads, as I had 
done the day before, I fpoke llrongly of death and^ 
judgment, heaven ^ and hell. This they feemed to 
comprehend. And there was no more laughing 
among them, or talking with each other, but all 
were quietly and deeply attentive. 

In the Evening when I began at Glafgow^ the 
congregation being but fm^ll, I chofe a lubjed, fit 
for experienced chriflians : but foon after, a heap 
of fine gay people came in. Yet I could not de- 
cently break off what I was about,^tho* rhey gaped 
and flared abundantly. J could only give a fhort 
exhortation in the clofe, more fuited to their capa- 
city. 

Ttiurfday, 23. was the faft before the Lord's fup- 
per. It was kept as a Sunday ; no (bops open of 
bufinefs done. Three minifters came to affift Mr. 
GilVm^ with whom I had much converfation. They 
all feemed to be pious as well as fenfible men. As 
'It rained in the Evening, I preached in the gram* 
marfchool, a large, commodious room. I kno\v 
not that ever I fpoke more plain, nor perhaps with, 
more efied. 

Friday, 24. We had a large congregation at Five, 
and many of the rich and gay among them. I wa» 
aware of them now, and they feemed to compre- 
hend perfe^ly well, what it i5, to be ajhamedof the, 
gofpelofCbrift, I fat out at Seven ; in the Evening 
1 preached at Kdinhurgh, on My fan give me thy hearty 
and after preaching in the Morning, on Saturday,^ 
2 J. fet out for the NoFth. 

I reached Ferih in the Evening, and fent to the 

Provoft 
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Proroft to dftfire the ufe of the GuiU Hall: in whick 
I preached Sunday, 26. in the Morning, and (i( 
being very cold) in thef Evening. Afterwards I ac- 
cepted of the Provoft's invitation, to lodge at his 
houfe ; and fpent an agreeable Evening with him 
and three miniders, concluded with folemn prayer^ 

Monday^ 27. I fpent three or four hours in coa- 
verfation with Dr. O/waU and Mr. Frafer^ two as 
pious and feufible miniilers, as any I know in Scot^ 
'land* From Methuen we went on to Dunkeld^ once 
the capital of the Caledonian kingdom ; now a fmalX 
town, {landing on the bank of the 7ayy and at the 
foot of feveral rough, high mountains. The air 
was (harp, yet the multitude of people condrained 
me to preach abroad : and I trufl not in vain ; for 
great was the power of Ood in the midftof thera. 
. Tuefday, 28. We walked thro' the duke of AU 
ihoVs gardens, in which was one thing I never faw \ 

before, a funmier-houfe in the middle of a green- 
houfe, by means of which, one might in the depth 
of winter enjoy the warmth of May, and lit fur*- 
' rounded wirh greens and flowers on every fide. 

In the Evening I preached once more at Pertb^ 
to a large* and ferious congregation. Afterwards 
they did me an honour I never thought of, prefent- 
ed me with the freedom of the city. The diploma 
ran thus :

I went on to Brcehin^ and 
preached ill the Ttcam-haJl to a congregation of ali 
forts, Seceders, Glaffites, Nonjurors,and what not? 
CXwhat exct^ife have miniflers in Scotlandy for not 
declaring the whole counfel of God, where the bulk 
ofthe people not only endure, but love plain deal- 
ing-? 

Friday and Saturday I refted at Aberdeen* Sun* 
flay, M^y, 3. I went in the Morning to the Engltjh 
church. Here Ukewife I could not but admire thd 
eiem^lary decency of the congregation. This was 
the more remarkable, becatufe fo miferable a reader, 
I never heard before. Lidning with all attention, 
I underftood but one iingle word, Balak^ in the firil:

difltnguiih in the fecond. Is there no man of fpirit 
belonging to this congregation ?

I had deiigned to preach (as ufual) at Provoft 
Dix9n\ in Haddington^ in the way to Dunbar* But 
the provoft too had received light from the ** circu- 
lar letter," and durft not receive thofe heretics* So 
we went round by the nuirquis of Tweedak*s feat^ 
compleatly finifhsd within and without. But he 
that took fo much delight in it, is gone to his long 
home, and has left it to one, that li^s^no tafte or re- 
gard for it. , So rolls the world away ! 

In the Evening, I preached at l)»«^r. Thurf-^ 
day, 21* I went to the Bafi^ feven miles from it, 
which, in the horrid reign of Charles the Second, 
was the prifbn of thofe venerable men,- who fu&rr 
ed the lofs of all things, for a good confcience. It 
is an high rock f urrounded by the iea, two or three 
miles in circumference, and about two miles from 
the ihore. The flrong Eaft wind made the water fo 
rough, that the boat could hardly live. And when 
we came to the only landing place, (the other fides 
being quite perpendicular) it was with much diffi- 
culty that we got up, climbing on our hands and . 
knees. The caftle, as one may judge by what re^ 
mains, was utterly inacceffible. The walls of the 
chapel,' ^nd of the governor's houfe, are tolerably 
intire.- The garden walls are ftill feen near the top 
of the r6ck, with the well in the midft of it. And 
round the walls there are fpots of grafs, that feed 
eighteen or twenty (heep. But the proper natives 
or the illand arc /olan-gee/ej a bird^jbout the fize of 
a 'Mu/covy-duck, which breed by^houfands, from 
generation to generation, on the fides of the rock* 
it is peculiar to thefe, that they lay but one egg, '

Saturday, 23* I wen* on to jffnnmck^ and preach- 
ed in the «own4iail. What a di%rence between aa^ 
jEfiglifi znd a Arofch congregation 1 Thefe judge 1 
ihemfelves rather than die preacher, and their aujij

Monday, 25. 1 preached in Merteth at Noon, 
and in the Evening at Newcafik. Wedneiday, ly, 
I' went on to Sunderland ^ and was- furprized to'ftni* 
^e fociety ftnaHer than I left it. It is true, many 
ai^ removed to other places, and many are remov^ 
«o Abrahaii^'bdrom* But ftill there mu ft be want 
»f zeal in t^ofe that remain, or tfhis lofs would have 
been more than >fup{>lied,, out of the multitude of< 
^iou6 people, who conilantly attend -thie preaching. 
Saturaay, 30. -Ifnet a company of the nioft lively 
children, that I have feen forfeveral years. One of 
(hem TC^peated Jier hymn with fuch propriety, that I 
did not obferve one accent mifplaced. Fairblof- ' 
ibms! And if they be duly attended| there mny be 
£pod fruit ! 
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Sutrday, 3 1 • At eight I preached near tfee market - 
place, toanimmeafecoQgregation. That in Gates^ 
head Fell^ at Two, was flUl more aumerous, but 
more attentive they could not be* About Fire, I 
preached in the cafilr-garth at NnvcqfiUf to the lar- 
ge fl congregation of all but not the mod ferious ; 
there being not a few cafual or curious hearers 
amonj; them. 

Monday, June i. I began a little tour through /j&^ 
Daleu About Nine, I preached at JS!/]^-<&/7/ ; at One, 
at IfaJJmgbam. Here we began to trace the revival 
of the work of God ; and here began the horrid 
mountains, we had to climb over. However, be- 
fore Six, we reached Bamard-caftU* I preached at 
the end of the preaching^houfC) to a large congrega- 
tion of eflabliihed chriflians. At Five in the Morn- 
ing, the houie was near full of perfons ripe for the 
height and depth of the gofpel. Tuefday, 2. We. 
rode to Nevo Orygan in Tetfdale, The people were 
deeply attentive ; but, I think, hot deeply affected. 
From the top of the next enormous mountain, we 
had a view of Warddk, It is a lovely profpe6t. The 
green gently- riling meadows and fields, on both (ides 
of the little river, clear as chryftal, were fprinkled 
over with innumerable little houfes: three in four of 
which (ifoot nine in ten) arefprun^ up, fince U^e 
Methodifts came hither. Since that time, the beafts 
are turned into men, and the wildernefs into a fruit- 
ful field. 

It being very cold, I judged it beil to preach in 
the houfe, though many of the people could not 
get in. Jud as I began to pray, a man began to 
^ream, and that fo loud, that my voice was quite 
drowned. I defired, he would contain himfelfas 
far as he could : and he did fo, tolerably well. I then 
applied the account of the woman of Canaan* The 
people devoured every word* 

Wednefday, 3. I defired to fpeak .with thofe^ 
who believed, God had faved them from inward fin. 
I clofely examined them^ twenty in all,' ten men, 
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eight womeo, and two children. Of one matii and 
one or two women, I ftood in doubt. The expe- 
rience of the reft was clear ; particularly that of the^ 
(Children, Margaret Spenfer^ aged fourteen, and 6/2/- j 
y Blackhurn, a year younger. But what a contrail | 
was there between themr Sally Blackburn W2lS2\\\ 
calmneis: her look, her fpeech, her whole car-| 
riage was as fedate^ as if (he had lived three- fcore ' 
years. On the contrary, Peggy Was all fire : her 
eye fparkled j her very features fpoke ; her Whole 
face was all alive ; and (he looked, as if (he was jufl I 
ready to take wing for heaven ! Lord, let neither 
of thefe live to diftionour thee ! Rather take them 
unfpotted to thyfelf! 

In the Evening, I preached on. Open thy moiitb 
wiJey and I will fill it. And indeed God confirmed 
his word. There was a cry on every fide, but riot- 
like that laft night. This did not damp, but quick- 
en the reft, efpecially that of the children ; many 
of whom mourned for God, but none rejoiced with 
joy unfpeakable. About twenty of them, fteady 
and confident, both in their teftimony and behavi- 
our, defired to join with their elder brethren, in 
the great facrifKe of thankfgiving. A few were 
then alfo conftrained to cry out : but the greater 
part enjoyed ** the filent heaven of love." 

Thurfday, j. At Five I took my leave of this 
blefiied people. I was a little furprized, in looking 
attentively upon them, to obfbrve fo many beautifol 
faces as I never faw be;fore in one congregation : 
Many of the children in particular, twelve or four- 
teen of whom (chiefly boys) fat full in my view. 
But I allow much more might be owing to grace 
than nature, to the heaven within, that ^one out- 
ward. 

B^ore X give a more particular account of this 
work of God, it may be well to look back to the 
very beginning of it. In this part of Jfardale the 
peoplerin general are employed in the lead*mine«. 
In &e year 17499 Mr. Hopper znd John Brown 
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4tame flod'iiitacbed tiDoag ifaem. But it nuide «• 
imppeifioa ; npac oppofe£ and jmbc afibod tfaem ro 
eat Of ilriak. Air« £^. neverdielefi aiade tbesD fere* 
ral viiitst in the eafuing fpsing and fisnmer. To- 
wacdi Autttmft four imwd peace with God, and 
agi«ed to xneet together- At Ciznftiiias •«»• of liie 
eichoi«er8 ia AHwMt^ dcten&iaied lo vifit W^anAde^ 
Befofie thq^ eofiered iiv i^h^ 'kneeled dmn on the- 
fcoHTf aad eapoeftly be^ngiiit ^e L0169 tkit he 
mfOHld lAcliBe iome perien who waa ivord»;, to fe- 
ceive ithem into bishoufe. At tire firft iKsuie where 
idie^ cAltedy they weee iMd ivelcoroe, ftnd tbey fia^d 
there four d^< Tkek* word waawkh pever, fe that 
many were convinced, and feme eoBi«rted to Qs^;. 
Oae of thefe eKhorters was Jmcth £^iu(//.v They. 
continued their viifits at intervala, ali winter*, in the 
^tie^dmiikgofStfinmert about twenty lively^ fleady 
Ipeople were jinned tc^tho-* Fronv that time they 
* ^{iliduaUy incre^d to thirty iire, and cootiniicd 
gbotit that ftumber for ten }'eara. TJKre was then 
a remarkable revival among them, by means ofSatfrnei 
. Mtggoti &> that they increafed to- eighty ;, hot four 
. years fince^ chey were reduced to iixty three. Fiwn 
tbat time they incieafed agaf% and were in Auguft 
«a hui^red and twenty. 

In two irefpeiSbs, this fociety has always been pe-- 
miliarly remarkable ; tlie one, they have been the 
4Raft liberal ifi^providiBg every diing needful fdr the 
fipreachers : The other,, they have been particokrlyv 
oarefttl, with ftgard to jnarriage. They ha^e in 
.jfeneral married wkh each other; and that not for 
cbefake of inoiiey, but viitue. OSence haviicg been 
yoke-fellowa in (grace bcfofe, they moK eafily bear 
the y^k^ of tBaniage^ andaffift each other, in train- 
ing up their children : And Grod has eminently bleft^ 
theaa iheiretau Fer in moft of theif &mriies, the 
Ifveateil |»art of the children above ten years old, are 
cpnvened to -God. So that Xo {everaI.«noiig them- 
one may fay, i^as St. Paid 40 ThaathfS Tbefttitb^ivi^kid^ 
^Wih firfi in ^y ^aftdmotbtr^ und thy msiher^ I urn 
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\f9rfuaied is in thee aifo. It was obfervable tao^ tlisit 
their leaders were upri|;ht men, aliye to God, and 
having an uncommon gift in prayer. This was in« 
creafed by their contmual ezercife of it. The 
preachers were there but once a fortnight. But 
though they had neither preachei^ nor ezhorter, 
they met every night for £nging and prayer. 

Lad Summer the work of God revived, and gra- 
dually increafed till the end of November. Then 
Qod began to make bare his arm in an extraordinary 
manner. Thofe who were Grangers to God, felt us 
it were a fword ia their bones, conflraining them to 
roar aloud. Thofe who knew God were filled with 
joy unfpeakable, and were almoft equally loud in 
praife and thankfgivtng* The convi^ions-that feiai- 
ed the unawakened^ were generally exceeding deep. 
So that their cries drowned every other voice, and no 
other means could be ufed, than the fpeaking to 
the diilrefl, one by one, and incouraging them to 
lay hold on Chri{^. And this has not been in vain. 
Many that were either on their knees, or proflrate 
on the ground, have fuddenly flarted up, and their 
very countenance (hewed, that the Comforter was 
come. Immediately thefe^ began to go about from 
one to-another of them that were flili in dillrefs, 
praiQng God, and exhorting them without delay Co 
come to fo gracious a Saviour. Many who to that 
hour appeared quite unconcerned, were thereby cut 
to the heart, and fuddenly filled with fuch anguifli 
of foul, as extorted loud and bitter cries. By fuch a 
fucce(£on of perfons mourning and rejoicing;^ they 
have been frequently detained, fa that they could 
not part till ten or eleven at night,, nay, fometimes^ 
not till Four in the Morning. 
> A farther account was drawn up by the leaders. 
'^' On Sunday. Afternoon, December, i. as WtUiam 
Hunter was preaching, the power of God fell on the 
congregation in a wonderful manner. Many being 
cut to the heart, cried aloud for mercy, and ten were ' 
added to i\\& fociety. On Tuefday Evening we met

^ Mr.. IbpweU came on. Thmfdfty^ flayed tHite

more in the week following. When MV<» H^mfifr 
aime^ he joiaKd^ many mof«, elovenr of wlfanv were 
juftified. At.our meeting on^ Tuafyay^.devetitmore 
wece filled, with the peace of^ 6od; ¥et one yovn^ 
mall foemed auiee unooscetned; But Aiddanly the 
powet of God £ell upon him : he cried it» two Houff 
wdthaU.l]ds might, and then tiie Lord ftt^hisibul at 
libeMy. On Saturday, a few- mer a« Mn Himtef'fi 
mom, wha were athirfl for full fim^flcationA pMf 
this they wref^led with God, til^a young vatn finind 
liietblefikigy as feB^ral ovhen have done ilnce.. We 
Ikave ever fiace contf nued-our meetings, aifd Odd^ Yhit 
continued his losing* kkidfieA toward us. So tEar 
above an hiuidred and twen^^ ai«r added ^ ta» the fiyci*' 
ety, above an hundred of whom are believefs.*'' 

I \eh Jifhit FnHoukofk Fiid^n June j*; to ata* 
mine die foaieiy one l^ one'. Tins he did ohTrrday 
and Satucdayv The account of what enflied^ he 
gave in the following words. 

<^ Ofi Saturday. Bvening, God waa nrefint thro* 
the whole fervice, but efpecially towans the concltx* 
fioa* ' Then oae and another dropped down, till fix 
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hycntht ground togetker, roaring fbr the difqule- 
tude of their hearts. Obfenring mamr to bequice^ 
amazed at this, I befought them to ftand ffiU, and* 
fee the falvation of G^ But the cry of the dtf- 
treft foon drowned my yoke : {6 I difiniffisd the cos* 
||cegation« About half of .them went away. I con- 
tmued praying with the reft, when my ▼bice could 
be heard; when it could not, I pn^ed without a 
^votce, dll after ten o'clock. In this time, four of 
thofe poor, mourners were doathed with die rdbet 
ofpraife. 

^* The fociety now confifis of 4m bundled and 
fixty five members : of whom there . are but twenty, 
that have not found peace with God. Surely fuch a 
work of God has not been feen before, in any part 
of the three kingdoms.'' 

Such a work, it is true, in many refpeAs, was that 
at E*uertMf fome years fince : yet not in all ; as will 
fully appear, if we confider a few more circuniilan- 
ces of this* 

^* Forty-three of thefe are children, thirty of 
whom are rejoicing an the lore of God. The chief 
taftrument God hasufed among thefe nJaneSaHeld^ 
a fchool miilrefs, a young woman, that is a pattern 
id all that believe. A few of her children are, PbeBe 
Yeatfjerfton^ nine years and an half old, a child of 
uncommon underuanding : Hannah Wat/on^ tenyeara 
old, full of faith and love ; jiaron Ridfm^ not eleven 
years old,, but wile and ibyed as a man : Sarah 
Smtbf eight years and an half old, but as ferious as 
a Voman.of fifty. Sarah Morris^ fourteen years of 
age, is as, a mother amonjg them, always ferious,- 
amays watching over the reft, and building them up 
in love.** 

'* Mention was ;nade of four young men, who 
were affected on the fecoad Wedne&ay in December. 
Thefe hearipg o^ the roaring of the people, came 
out of. mere curiofity. That Evening, fix were 
wounded and fell to the ground, crying aloud for 
mercy. One of them heanng the cry^ rufhedtbco* 
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thccfroud, to fee what was thcmattcn He was no 
fboner got to the place, than he dropped down him- 
felf, and cryed as loud as any. The other three, 
prelfing on, one after another, were ftruck juft in 
the fame manner. And indeed all of them were in. 
fuch agonies, that many feared, they were ftruck 
with death. But all the ten were fully delivered, 
before the meeting concluded, which indeed was 
not till four in the morning." 

Jane Coltins had been an hearer for twenty years, 
but was not awakened, till at a prayer- meeting laft 
winter,* fhe was cut to the heart. It being Sunday, 
the meeting ihould have ended at Nine : but thro' 
her diftrefsit continued till near Twelve. She was 
then hardly perfuaded to go home. In the Evening 
ibe returned, but was dead as a flone. Sb fhe conti*. 
nued all night. But the next day, Gpd revealed hi& 
Son in her heart." » 

" Ed'ward Farles had been an hearer for many 
years, but was never convinced of iin. Hearing 
there was much roaring and crying at the prayer- 
meetings, he came to hear and fee for himfelf. 
That Evenings many cried to God for mercy. He 
faid, he " wiftied it was all real ;" and went away 
more prejudiced than before, efpecially again £1 the 
** roarers apd criers," as he called them. But foou 
after he got home» he was ilruck to the ground, fo 
diflreft, that he wasconvulfed all over. His fiamily 
fearing that he would die, fent for fome of the 
*' praying people." For fome hours he feeraed to ' 
be every moment on the point of expiring, in deep 
agony both of body and mind. He then lay as quite 
breathlefs. But about Four in the Morning God irr 
a moment healed both foul and body. Ever fince_ 
he has adorned the gofpel." 

*' The rife of the late work was this. ^ William t 
Hunter and John Watfon^ men not of large gifts, but \ 
zealous for chriftian perfedtion, by their warm con- • 
verfation on the head, kindled a fiame in fome of the \ 
leaders* Thefe prefled others to feek after it ; and 
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fer tfaiB end appointed meetiDgft for pcay^. Tli^ 
ikie thea fpread wider and wider, till tlie wbole &R3« 
ecy was in a flame." TbuB far Jobti FinfmcH* 

It waa obierved aboiVei tkat this work g^atly Te« 
fem^ed that at Everivn* It dtd in many refpe^^ 
Imt not in all : To infianee in fotne particulars* 

It refembled that work, i . lut its tmexpe^tsed be* 
ginning* No fuch work had ever been feen ^StA^e 
either at Evcrton or in Warddle^ when it broke aok 
in fo aibonifhing a manner, equally unlocked lor by 
the inftruments and by the fubjc^s of it. The lat- 
ter refemblcd the former work. Seconwlli^, in the* 
faiifinefs of its progrefs, I mean, rn tiie perfoad »^ 
fe^ed : Many of whom were in one day, or evett- 
two or three hours, botfa convinced of fiti (without 
.any previous awakening) and c^verted to God: 
3. In thre* nundur of perfons both convinced and con- 
verted ; which w^s greater in a few moAthSy tbai^ 
it had been in Wardale from the firft preaching i^ere, 
or in Efvertoji for a century* The work in Wafdule 
refembled that at E^eran^ 4. In the tmvntd fymp- 
toms which have attended it. In both, the fadden 
and violent emotions of mind, whether of fear, ot 
Ibrro^, of defuse or joy, aiib€ted the whole bodily 
fihame ; infom\ich that many trembled escceedii^ly, 
Aatvy fell to the ground, many, were vitA&i^ con* 
vulG^d, perhaps all over, and' 'many feemed to be in 
the agonies of demhv And the f^r greater part, 
however other wife afTed^d, cried with a' loud and 
tetter cry. To name but one circumftaoce more, 
there was a great rdemblance, j. In moft of tlse 
I iaftruments whom God employed. Thefe were plain, 
i sHtlefs men, fimple oi heart, but without any re- 
\ iDflrkabie giftsj men who (^Imoft literally) knew 
1 nothing Jove Jffus Cbrift^ and hlmctucifitd. 

In fhefe rdpedts, thft work of God in fFhrdale 
nearly ttK^bicd that ^ Evertcn^ 9ut in ofhei^ 
te1pe6b, they wa-c widely different, For i. That 
ii«^9 the^^j^i? insffk of God, of the kind-, which had- 
43Vef bedn in ttofe parts, in the memory of mah% 
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This was only the revival <^a work, which had eoo^ 
tinued £av many year«. Now tkeie circutnflaoceB 
sre common at the dawn of a work, but afterwards 
very uncommon. I do not remember to have feen 
the like, ai^ where in the three kingdoms, unle6 
at the beginning of a work. 2. Although the for- 
mer work was fwift, the latter was far fwifter. In 
general, perfons were both awakened and juilified m 
a far fhorter time. 3, A far greater number were 
converted to God in IVard^le^ than about Evenon ; 
although the number of hearers, round about Evcr^ 
$Mj was abundantly greater than in Wardale, 4. Al- 
though the outward fymptoms were the fame, yet- 
in WardaU there were none of the dreams, viiions,. 
and revelations, which abounded at E'verton ; and 
which, though at firft they undoubtedly were from 
God, yet were aftenvards fatally counterfeited by 
the devil, to the great difcredit of the work of God* 
5. There was a great difference in the inJirumentSy 
whom God employed in one and in the other work» 
Not one of thofe in or near E^verton^ had any ex- 
perience }n the guiding of fouls. None of them 
were more than bahes in Chrift^ if any of them fo 
Qiuch. Whereas in fFardale^not only the three 
preadiiers were, I believe, renewed in love^ but moil 
oi the leaders were deeply experienced in the work 
of God, accuflomed to train up fouls in his way^ 
and not ignorant of Satan's devices. And hence 
we may eaiily account for the grand difierence 
between the former, and the latter work : namely,, 
that the one was {Qjhallo<vo^ there fcarce being any 
fixbje^ts riiing above an infitnt Jiate of grace; 
l4ie other fo deepy many, both men, women^, and 
children, being what St. John terms young men in 
Chrift. Yea, many children here have had far 
deeper experience, and more conftant fellowfhip 
with God, than the oldefl: man or woman at Ever"- 
ion^ which I have feen or heard of. So that, upon 
the whole, we may affirm fuch a work of God, as 
this, has not been feen beifore in the three kiiig^ 
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Friday, ^. Upon examination, I found the focle- 
ty at Newcaftle alfo fmaller, than it was two years 
.fince. This I Can impute to nothing, but the want 
of vifiting from houfe to houfe ; without which the 
people will hardly increafe, either in number or 
.grace. 

In the following week, I preached in many towns 
round Nenuc^Jile, and o«n Saturday went again to 
Sunderland* In the Evening, we mightily wreftled 
with God, for an inlargement of his work. As we 
were concluding, an eminent backflider came flrong- 
ly inro my mind. And 1 broke out abruptly, " Lord, 
is Saul alfo among the prophets? Is James Wat/on 
here ? I f he be, ihew thy power ! *' Down dropped 
James Watfon like a ilone, and began crying aloud 
for mercy: 

Here, Lord, letatl his wandringsend, 
And all his fleps to thee- ward tend. 

Wednefday, 15. I left ^Mur^/*?. About Noon I 
preached at Durham^ in the Evening at Stockton : on 
Tuefday, at Tafmy Wednefday, at Thirjk\ oa 
Thurfday 2Lt 0/mot^rIe^i and Huttonrud^. Friday, 
19. I preached in Stohejley at Eight, and then crept 
over the moors to Cqftleton, The congregation was 
gathered from many miles round, and was indeed 
/wift to hear. It was with much difficulty that wc 
got from hence to JVhithyy between fix and feven, 

Here I found a lively fociety indeed : the chief 
reafon of their livelinefs was this. Thofe who were 
renewed in love, (about forty in number) continuing 
fervent in fpirit, and zealous for God, quickened 
the reft, and were a bleffing to all around them. 

Saturday, 20. It being a fair, mild evening, I 
' preached on the fmooth, green top of the hill, ahttic 
above the church. As foon as I began to preach, 
fome poor men began ringing the bells. But it was 
loll labour : for all the people could hear, to the very 
ikirts of the congregation. 

Sunday, 
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' -Sunday, If. About Noon I preached in the littHf 
^uare at Robrnhoo^s Bay^ to mod of the inhabitant* 
©f the town, and in the Evening at Scarborough^ m 
the fteH of the new houfe. Monday^ 22. 1 went 
on to BarVngton. The room being far too fmail, I » 
was defired to preach in the church-yard. On the 
ringing of the bdls, I removed thence to the mar- 
ket-houfe, where we had more than double the con- , 
greg^tion^ the fnow-ball gathering all the way wd* 
went* 

Toefday, 23. About Eleven I preached at DriJ^ 
field. The fun was extremely hot ; but 1 was tole- 
rably fcreened by a (hady tree : In the Evening I 
preUched at Beverley and on Wednefday, 24. in the 
new houfe at Hull^ extremely well finifhed, and upon 
the whole, one of the prettied preaching-houfes in 
England. The next Evening we were croudei 
enough. Being informed that many antinomians. 
were prefent, I preached on Gedfent his own Sony. 
that the rigbteoujhefs of the law might hefulJUkdin us^y 
walking not after the fidjh^ but after thejpirtt, 
• Friday, 26. I went on to Tork. The next day 
I read over Mr. Elfe*^ ingenious treatife on th# 
Hydrocele. He fuppofes the bed cure is by z fit on or 
zcauftic. Bur I am not inclined to try either of 
them. I know a P hy del an . that has a diorter cure 
than cither one or the o-^^her. 

Monday, 29. I preached about Ten at Tadcafter^ 
and in the Evening at Pately-brldge, Tuefday, 30. 
Calling at a little inn on the Moors, I fpoke a tew 
words to an old man there, as my wife'did to the wo- 
ftfian of the houfe. They both appeared to be deep- 
ly afFefted. Perhaps Providence fcivt us to this houfe 
for the fake of thofe two poor fouls. In the Even- 
ing I preached in the new houfe at Otley^ as neat as- 
that at Hull. And the people appeared to be much 
alive, fo that I was greatly comforted among them. 

Saturday, July, 4. I rode to the Ewood^ to- 
S. Lockwood^Sy formerly the wife of young Mr.. 
Qrlnjjhaw\ afterjyard married to Mr\ Lochvood^ and; 
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How again, a young widow. Her fifier was with 
her, the relict oi^\^,^utcliff^ whofe cafe was very 
uncommon. He had tor ibme time ufed the cold 
ba(h, for a nervous difcrder, and was advifed to try 
the warm. Immediately he was feized with racking 
pains all over, and in two hours expired. 

At One I preached at Heptonjidl^ to feme thou- 
fands of people, who ilood juik before the preaching 
houfe, on a lovely green, which rifes flope above 
Hope, like artificial lerrafes. Hence we climbed up 
and down wonderful mountains to Kighley^ where 
many from various parts were waiting -for us. Sun- 
day, 5. Not half the congregational Haixjorth could 
get into the church in the Morning, nor a third 
part in the Afternoon. So I ftoodon a kind of pul- 
pit, near the fide of the church. Such a congrega- 
tion was never feen there before. And I believe all 
heard diflindly. 

Monday, 6. At Noon L preached to a large con- 
gregation at Binglcy^ and at BraBforth in the Eve- 
ning. From this comfortable place, on VVednefday, 
8, I went to Halifax* My old friend, Titus Kwghty 
offered me the ufe of his new meeting, larger than 
Dr. Taylor s at Norixjich^ full as fuperby (fo he terms 
it in his poem) and finifhed with the utmoft elegance. 
But I judged more people jvould attend in the open 
air : fo I preached in the Covj-markct to an huge 
multitude. Our houfe was well filled at Five in the 
Morning. At Ten I preached in the new houfe at 
Thon^: at Two in the marker-place at Huddcrs field y 
to 'full as large a congregation as at Hallfaxn 
Such another we had at Devjjhury in the Evening. 
And my ftrength was as my day. 

Saturday, ?!. I was prefented with Mr. HiWz 
Review^ a curiolity in its kind. But it has nothing 
to do either with good -nature or good manners* For 
he is writing to an drmlnian ! I aim oft wonder at 
his paflionate defirc to meafure fvvords with me. 
This is the third time he has fallen upon me without 
fear or wit. Tandem extor^uihls ut <vapules, 
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Sundiiy, 12. I preached at Morley about Nine, 
Blrjial at One, and Leeds in the Evening. Mon- 
day, 13. I preached in Z>/^{w^ church, and fpoke 
as plain and clofe as I could. But it feemed to be 
heathen Greek to the congregation. In the Evening 
we had fuch another congregation at Doncafter* 
Tuefday, 14. I preached at i!?5(^f^r/^, Thurfday, 16, 
2X Hathcnham^ and Friday, 17. at Hatjidd. Here 
fome time fince a juftice levied a fine on a local 
preacher, on pretence of the conventiple aft. So did 
a juftice in Kent^ three or four years ago. But it coft 
him fome hundred pounds for his pains. 
. The next day I refted at Epvoorth. Monday, 20. 
About Eight I preached at Brigg^ a noify,^ turbu- 
lent town, in which no Methodifl had preach- 
ed before. So it was fuppofed there would be much 
tumult. But there was none at all ; for the fear 
of God fell upon the whole cogregation. I preached 
in fealhy at One, and Horncq/lk in the Evening : 
on Tuefday and Wednefday, at Trufi-thorpe^ hofwih 
and Grimjhy, Here I was informed of a good man, 
Thomas Capiter^ flying in the full triumph of faith. 
He was between twenty and thirty years a pillar and 
an ornament of the fociet^. A lofs one would 
think, not foon to be repaired. But what is too 
hard for God? 

. Thurfday, 2 3. I preached at Barro^Vy and at Five 
on Friday : about Nine at Asxkhorough ; and at Two 
for the firft time, in Mejfingham^ under a wide fpread 
tree. One or two poor men, not very fober, made 
fome noife for a time. But they foon walked away, 
and left me a numerous and attentive congregation. 
In the Evening I preached .at Oivjlcny and after a 
bufy day, lay down and flept in peace. 

la tills journey 1 read a volume of t\vt Medicals 
EJfaysy lately pu^blifhed at Lmdony I have read -d 
thoufand flrange things; but hone ftrangcr than the 
account which is here given, of three perfons who 
were, entirely cured of a confirmed dropfy, one by 
drinking lixquarts a d^yof cold ws^tier^ the iecQn4» by 
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drinking two or three gallons of n^w cydtr^ the thlirdV 
by ^Irinking a gallon or two of imaU beer, and th« 
&nie (quantity of butter-milk \ Why then, what 
are we doing, in keeping dropiical pcrfons from 
fmall drink ? The fame as in keeping perfons in the 
(^fmaU-pox from air. 

Monday, 17. I read Mr. ^4^;»'j ingenious com- 
ment on the ii»rmer part of the epidle to the J?^^ 
luans. 1 was furprized and grieved*. How are tho 
mig-hty falkn ! Ic is the rery quinteiience of Antt* 
Aomiaaifh}. . I did wonder much, but 1 do not won- 
der now, that his rvd Mes not^ blojjbm. 
. Wednefday, 29.- I croflfed over to Pomfret (pro- 
perly PontefraSh) and about Noon opened the new. 
preaching houiie there» The congregation was lar^,. 
and ^111 as night : perhaps this is a token for good. 
Being ilraiteiied for time, I was obliged to ride hard 
taSwixfieei. And I liad flrength- enough, tho* none 
tQ fpare. 

Thurfday, 30. I preached in the new houfe at 
l^horne: Friday, 31. About Nine at D^ncajler, It 
was the lirll time I have obferved any impreffion 
made, upon this tflegant people. After preaching at, 
Harbury^ U^aJteficld and Binfial^ on Sunday Eve- 
ning I preached at Leeds. On Tuefday, Auguft 4.. 
our conference began. Generally during the time 
of conference, as I was talking frc'a Morninj to 
^ night, I had uftd todcfite one of our brethren to» 
prea<;h in the Morning. Bur having mairy thingr 
tpfay, Irefolved with God's help, to preach Morn- 
ings as well as £-venings. And I found no di'Se- 
renceatall: I was no mere tired than with my 
ufuol labour : that is, no more than if I had been-, 
iitting flill in my (i'udv fnom morning to night. 

Friday,' 7. We kad a rehiarkable inftance of 
G-od'siheafing prayer* Lad Friday a poor mourner 
after Chrift, landing by th a grave, af the burial of 
bi;r huiband, fvm* dow« into her btHnher's armv 
liiaving no iinenfth left in her. He thought it was 
W^ gctef : biit if wofr indeed with joy j for juft- 
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then God wrote pardon on her heart. To day Ae funk 
-again as one dead, and continued Co for fome time. 
When flie opened her eyes, jhe faid, ** Is not this 
heaven? Sure I cannot be upon- earth ftill.*' She 
was in hea^ren tho* on earth. She was all love, 
"having given God all her heart. I faw her in the 
evening, wi'tneffing, that the blood of Chrift ckanfetb 
from all fin, 

Sunday,- 9. I preached VLtRotbivell^ in Thorner 
church, and 9X Leeds : Monday, 10. 2X Cudvsorth 
and at Sheffield, Tuefday, 11. About Eight, I 
preached at Grindhford-hridge. Before Two we 
leached Loftgner. After we had dined, a poor wo- 
man came in, and another, and another, till we 
had feventeen or eighteen men and women, with 
whom we fpent a little time very comfortably in 
prayer andprailc. At the en.d of the town the 
chfaife broke down. We had two and twenty miles 
Ao Barjkm, So I took horfe, and making hafte, 
came thither a little before preaching-time. Wed- 
aefday, 12. I preached at Salop^ and fpake flrong 
words, to the amfezementof many w//c»^/ believers. 
Thurfday, 13. I preached at the iJd);. Friday, 14J- 
Aboutnoon^ at the rcqueft of my old friend Htmjel 
Harris^ I preached at Trenrrcka^ on ti>e firait gate 
And we found our hearts knit together as at the be- 
ginning. He iaid, ** I have borne with th^fe pert, 
ignorant young men, vulgarly called ^iudentt^ till I 
cannot in confcience bear any longer. Th^y preach 
tare-faced reprobation, and fo broad antinomianifm, 
that I have been conilrained to oppofe them to the 
face, even In the 45ublic congregation." It is wo 
wonder thej' Ihould preach thus* What better can be 
expedted from raw lads, of little underllanding^ 
little learning, and no expenence ? 

After fpending a day or two very comfortably a% 
Breckjiocky on yiowdOiy ^ 17, I preached in the caf- 
t\c at Carmari/jeny and on Tuefday. 18. in the hew 
houfe at Havar/ord wefij far the, neateft in Wales* 
T* here is a confiderable increafe in this fociety ; and 
cot in number only. After preaching on Wednef- 
day Evening we had fuch a meeting as I have feldom 
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kn(9w». Almoft ev^ry ou^ fpok^t ^ well «i ihiif 
could for tears j wd with the utmoik^ £i»plicity. 
And nwpy of dieiin appeared to know tJk great yW- 
vattotif to love Qod with all tbcir heart* 

Thitffd^y, z9, I rod^ ov^r to Mr- B$nuen% at 
JJanguire^ an agreeable pU^e, ai^ an ^reeable fa- 
lufly. Here I r^jpTP^ to j^iiect with JVIif. -P*5?A| 
whofe living is within a mile of Uanguiri. Id tk^ 
Evempgbe read pxayeis at N^vfp^t andpreaipbed to 
a deeply lerious po^^^atioD. I tiuft, bis bt U 
cail for £ood, among a i^^aple both defirotis aod ca- 
pable ofindn^ion.' Friday, 21. I preached agaio 
abpuc £igbt, and tbeu rode lUck to Harford. Aft^r 
difitier we hailed to the piaili^. JKut the wat^rmea 
w^re iiot in ba{le to fetch us oyer. So I £»t dowor 
on a conveuieat {lone, and fi«i(bed the little tradt i 
liad in band. However I got to Ptmbroke in tinae^ 
and preached in the town^l^U, where we bad a io^ 
lemn and comfortably opportunity* 

Sunday, 23. The violent Tdin conliderably leflca* 
edour congregauon at St. DanitVi. Afterwards th« 
wind was fo extremely bigbt (bat I doubted if we 
could crofft the paiTage. Bat it flood ezafjtly in the 
right point : and w^ got to HarforJ jufk herore the 
thunder dorm began. In the Evening, I took mj 
{eave of this loving people, and the next reached 
Llanelfy, 

Tuefdayi 2j, IvfeatontaSwaaJey^ and preached 
in the Evening to a numerous congregation. I 
preached in Old-ceftU church, near Bridge-tniy 
about Noon on Wednefday, 26: and in the Evenings 
in the air^mbl.y-room at Co<wbridge^ to an unufually 
ferious congregation. Thurfday, 27. I preached 
at Cardiff in the town-hall ; as aHb the follawing^ 
Evening : about soon in the little church at Car^ 
^ly. Saturday, 29. I went on to Brifid, 

Wednefday, September, a* I preached at Baibm. 
Our r^om, tho' C9nfiderably inlarged, will not yrt 
eontain (be congregation^ wbicb i« flill continnaJUy 
iDcreafing. 

Friday, 
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FiWay, '4. f wipnt over to- Kt^gswdi^d aftd fpiake 
largefy to the children, is alfo on SsrVufdity and 
Sunday. I fotfnd there had been a frejh revival of 
the worit of" Odd artiOng them fbhie fnonths ago. 
B^t?t w«« fooft at an ^nd, which I impute chiefly 
td their fohtl fic'gledt of pf ivae^ jrayer. Without 
thi^, all the ofher fncfans which «iey enjoyed cotiJd 
profit them nothing. 

Swiday, 6. I preached on the Jftjy, zt Kings^ooJ^ 
aiid tfe^r Kings-ftiuare, To this day field preaching 
is a croft to nie. "Bvit I know my commiffioir, and 
fee no dther way of preaching the go/pel to enfety crea^ 
tute. 

In tlie ftrflowing week I preached at Bath^ Ftome^ 
CSrJTty^ Bi^adford^ and Kainjhdm: oA Tuefday, \{. 
at Pemfotd, Thence I went fo Fuht(Kv^ which i^ 
nowv what Latonflofte wJft once ! Here is a family ?rf- 
dcfcd: filch rfttft^eflcs, and fach a company of chil- 
dren, as I bfelreve all England caii'iiot parallel ! 
Wednefday, 1 6. I fpe^ht an houV wifh therti i*n ex- 
hortation arid prayer, and was much comforted 
among them. I preached in Pensfofd at" Eight, 
Panlton'^howt On^y and CV/r^// ih the Evening. 

Friday, f 8» I preached vei^ quietly at the Ae- 
tn%es» Scarce one of the old perfecutors is alive. 
Very few of them lived out half their days ; mafny 
wterc fnatdied a^'ay in an hour when they looked 
not for it. 

Friday, '2^, I went over to J^tnMvodd again, and 
h3d much fatisfa6Hon with the chiidi'en. On Sun- 
diiy I talked whfh theelder children, one by one, ad- 
v?finf them as eJich had need. And it was eafy to 
perceive that God is again working in many of their 
hearts. 

Wednefday, 30. I began vifitingthe fociety from 
houfe to houfe, taking them from weft to eaft. 
This Will undoubtedly be an heavy crofs, no way 
pleafmg tbfldft and. blood. But I already faw, how 
unfpeakably ufeful it will be to many fouls.

Monday, O^obcr j. I l^ft Brijhl^ sltA goiilg 
round hy JShaftJhuryy Salt/bury^ Winchefter and Fortf'*' 
mouthy on Saturday, 19. reached London^ 

Monday, 12. I began, my little tour thro* Nar^ - 
ihamptonfhire. Wednesday, 14*^ A book was given 
me to write on, the works of Mr. Tf^omffon^ of whole * 
poetical abilities I had always had a vfery lowopini- » 
on. But looking into one of hi& tragedies, Edward 
and Elconara^ I was agreeably furprized. The fen- * 
. timents are j uftand noble, the di<Stion ftrong, fmooth 
and elegant : and the plot conducted with the utmoii: 
aft, and wrought off in a moil furprizing nianner. 
It is quitp his maflier-piece, and I really think might . 
vie witlT any modern performance of the kind. 

Friday, 16. I went round to Bedford. I was 
forry to hear from alderman Parker^ that his fon-in- 
law, who fucceedcd hira in the mayoralty, had 
broke thro' all the regulations which he had made 
tolerating all the tippling, fabbath-breaking, &c« 
which Mr. P. had totally fuppreft I Thus (hewing • 
to. all the world, that he was not under the law either 
of God or man ! 

Monday, 1 9. I began my tour through Oxford^ 
Jhire. Tuefday, 20. In the Evening, I prcache4 
at Witney^ to a crowded congregation, and, at pre- , 
fent, one of the livelieft in the kingdom. After- 
wards I met the fociety, much alive to God, and • 
growing both in grace and number. 

Wednefday, 21. I converfed. freely with fome of 
the mod amiable chriftians I know. In the Morn- ; 
ing, I met the feled fociety, one an.d twenty in 
number, all (it feemed) or all but one rejoicing in . 
the pure love of God. It is no wonder, if the in- 
fluence of thefe (hould extend to the whole fociety, 
or even the whole town, 

Thurfday, ii^ I found another fociety at High - 
Wycomhe^ §lmoft as earneft as that at li^un^. A • 
large congregation was prefent at Five in the Morn- 
ing, many of whom were athirffc for full falvation- 
I talked with twelve of them, who feemed to have 
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experienced It* This is genuine chriftianity ! Fri- 
day, 23. I ppeached at Chejbam^ and on Saturday 
returned to London. 

Monday, 26. At Twelve,' I fet out in the ftagc- 
coach, and in the Evening came to NorwicJ!?, Tu6f- 
day, 27. Finding abundance of people were out of 
work, andHX)nfequentiy in the utmofl want, fuch at 
general decay of trade having hardly been known,- 
in the memory of man) I inforced in the Evening^ 
Seekyejirfi the kingdom of God^ and bis righteoufnefs^ 
and all thefe things Jhall he added unto you* For ma- • 
&y years, I have not feen fo large a congregation 
here, in the Mornings, as well as Evenings. On6 
reafon of which m^ be this. Thoufands of people, 
who, when they had futnefs of bread, never Confi- 
dered whether they had any fouls or not, now they 
are in want, begin to thmk of God. Thurfday, 
29. I took an exa6l account of the fociety, confi- 
derably increafed within this year. And there is 
reafon to believe, that many of the members are 
now a little eUablilhed, and will no longer be driven 
to and fro, as reeds fhaken with the wind. Friday, 
50. I went to Loddon^ ten miles from Nornjoichy 
where there has been preaching for a year or two* 
Ttie preaching houfe, at One, was thoroughly fil- 
led with ferious and attentive hearers. So was the 
houfe at Nonvicb in the Evening. From all thefc 
blotfoms, will there not be fome fruit? 

Saturday, 31; A young man of good fenie, and 
an unblameable chara6ter, gave me a {(range account 
of what (hefaid) had happened to himfelf, and three 
other petfons in the fame houfe. As I knew, they 
all feared God, I thoAight the matter deferved a far- 
ther examination. So in the Afternoon I talked 
'largely with them all. The fum of their account 
was this, 

** Near two years ago, Martin <5— and ffiiliam 
y — faw, in a dream, two or three times repeated 
to elach of them, a perfon who told them, there 
was a large treafure hid in fuch a fpot, three miles 
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from N(9fvji€iky coniifting of mooey and plate» bu*. 
tied in a cbeft, between fix and eight feet deep* 
They did not much regard this, till each of them» 
when they were broad -awake, faw an elderly m«n 
and womaa Handing by their bedfide, who told 
them th^ fame thing, and bad them ga and dig it. 
up, between £ight and Twelve at Night. Soon af-. 
ter, they went, but being afraid took a third man 
with them. They began digging at £ight, and af- 
ter they had dug lix feet, faw the top of a cofier or 
cheft. But prefently it fucik down into the earth; and 
thers appeared over the place a large globe of bright 
fire, which, after ibme time, role higher and high- 
er, ull it was quite out of fight. Not long afcery 
the man and woman appeared again, and faid* 
^ Youfpoiled all, by bringing that man with you." 
From this time, both they, and Sara/^ and MaryJ^^ 
who live in the fame ho^ with them, have heard,. 
&v$ral timet in a week, delightful muiic, for a 
quarter of an hour at a time* They often hear it, 
before thofe perfons appear; often when they do 
not appear*" They aiked me, *^ whether 

they were good or bad fpirits ?" But I could not re- 
iblvc thens 

Sunday, November i. I adminifiered the Lord's 
ftipper, aa ufual, to the fociety ; and had, at leaiib, 
fifty more communicants than this time lafl year. 
In the Eveniog, many hundreds went away, not 
being able to iqueeze into the room. For thole that 
were within, it was a blefied feafon : God watered 
them with the dew of heaven ; and £6 likewife 3t 
Five in the Morning, £ven to part in this manner 
is fweet. But how much fweeter will it be, to meet 
before the throne ? 

Monday, a. No coach fettiog out hence to day, 
I was obliged to take chaifes to Bury. I preached to 
a Uttie, cold company, on the thirteenth chapter of 
the firft epiiMe to the Carinthianu This love is the 
very thing they want : but they did pot like to btt 
told ii>. Bjut I could not help that : I muft declare 
yad what I find in the book. 

Tuefday, 
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Tu^ftyt 5. I went on to Cekhejter. The cot- 
gre|;ation in the Evening wiis little fmaller than that 
at Norwich* The next Evening, I took an exaft 
account of the fociety, a little increafed fince lafl No- 
vember. But moft of them were hard befetwith po- 
verty. So indeed they were ever fincc I knew them : 
but they are now in greater want than ever, throu|^ 
'fcarcity of btffinefs. Few of our focieties are rich : 
but I know none in the kingdom {o deplorably poor 
-as thie. Saturday, 7. I returned ip the coach, witb 
'very ienfible and agreeable company, to London. 

Sunday, 8 . In difcourfing on Pfalm xv. i . I was 
led to fpeak more ilrongly and explicitly, than I had 
done for a long time before, on the univerfal love 
of God. Perhaps in times paft, from an earned 
deiire of living peaceably with all nien, we have not 
declared, in this refp©<^, thef whole counfel of God. 
ButHnce Mr. /////and his allies have cut us off from 
this hope, and proclaimed iin inexpiable war, we 
fee it is our calling, to go flrait forward, declaring 
to alt mankind, that Chrift taded death for all, to 
xUanfe tf^m from all fin. , 

Monday, 9. I began to expound (chiefly in the 
Mornings, as I did &me vears ago) that compendi- 
um of all the Holy Scriptures, the firft epiftle of 
St. John* 

Friday, 13. I went to Sarnetj and found a large 
congregation, though it was a rainy and dark Even- 
ing. Saturday, 14. I faw, for the firft time, the 
chappel at Snowfields full : a prefage, I hope, of a 
'greater work there, than has been fince the deadly 
-breach was made. 

^uefday, 17. One was relating a remarkable 
ftory, which I thought worthy to be remembered* 
Two years ago, a gentleman of large fortune, ia^ 
Keni^ dreamed that he was walking through the 
church-yard, and faw a new monument with the 
following inii:ription, 

** Here Ties the body of Sonmel Savagfy Efq; 
•* who departed this life on September i??** 

. M aged " 
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He told his friends in the Mprning, and was muck 
affeded. But the impreHion foon wore off. But on 
that day he did depart, and « flone was eroded with 
that very infcription. 

A gentlewoman prefent added a relation equally 
furprizing, which 0ie received from the perfon's 
own mouth. 

•* Mrs. B — , when about fourteen years of age, 
being at a boarding fchool, a mile or two from her 
father's, dreamed (he was on the top of the church- 
fleeple, when a man came up, and threw her down 
to the roof of the church. Yet (he feemed not much 
hurt, till he came to her ^gain^ and threw her to 
the bottom. She thought, £e looked hard at him, 
and faid, ** Now you have hurt me fadly, but I 
(hall hurt you worie," and waked. A week after, 
(he was to go to her father's. She fet Out early in 
the Morning. At the entrance of a little wood, (he 
flopped and doubted, whether (he (hould not go 
round, inftead of through it. But, knowing no rea- 
fon, (he went flrait through, till (he came to the 
other fide. Jufl as (he was going over the ftile, a 
man pulled her back by the hair. She immediately 
knew, it was the fame man whom (he had feen in 
her dream. She fell on her knees, and begged 
him, " For God's fake, do not hurt me any more." 
He put his hands round her neck, and (queezed her 
fo, that (he inf^antly loft her fenfes. He then ftrip- 
ped her, carried her a little way, and threw her in- 
to a ditch. 

Mean time, her father's fervant coming to the 
fchool, and hearing (he was gone without him, walk- 
ed back. Coming to the flile, he heard feveral 
groans, and looking about, faw many drops of 
bl(X)d. He traced them to the ditch, whence the 
groans came. He lifted her up, not knowing her 
at all, as her face was covered with blood, carried 
her to a neighbouring houfe, and, running to the 
village, quickly brought a furgeon. She was ju(k 
alive; but her throat was much hurt, fo that (he 
could not fpeak at all. 

Juft 
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Juft then^ a young man ol the village was fririf* 
fing. Searcii -being made^ he vyas apprehended itt 
an ale^houfe, two miiesoC He had all her cloath^ 
with him in a bagv which, he faid^ he found. It 
was three months before ihe was able to go abroad*^ 
He wat arraigned at the aHizes*. She knew him per* 
fedtly, and fwore to the man. He was condemned^ 
and foon after executed^ 

Monday, 23* I opened the new houfe ?it Dorkings 
and was much comfoned, both this and the follow*- 
iflg Evening. In returning to X^isk/^xr^ I read over 
BeUfarius, The biftorical part is both afe6ting and 
indrudive. But his tedious detail of the duties of 
a king mighfe very well be fpared. 

Wednemay, December 2. I preached at the nevr 
preaching houfe,, in the pariih of Bromley. In fpeak* 
kig feve rally to the members of the fociety, I wal 
furpriaed at the opennefs andartleffnefs of the peo- 
ple, ^uch I ftiould never have expected to find^ 
within ten miles of Lending 

Monday? 7. I went to Canterhuryy and on Tues- 
day to Dover . The raw, pert young men, thar 
lately came hither, (vulgarly, though very impro- 
perly, called ^«i/f;fft^ though they have left no ftond- 
unturned^, have not been able to tear away one iin-^ 
gle member from our fociety. I preached here twdk 
Evenings and two Mornings, to a large and jnuch af- 
fected congregation. Thurfday^ 10. 1 preached at 
Mutgati about One, and at Canterbury in the Even- 
ing. Friday, ii. Faffing through Sittemburn^ L 
found a congregation ready : fo I gave them a (horfe 
clifcourfe,s and went on to Chatham* ^ 

In this journey, I. read over Sir yotm BfahympU\ 
•> Memoirs of the Revolution." He appears to be- 
a man of firing underflanding \ and the book is wrote 
with great accuracy of language, (albwing for a* 
few Scoticifms ) and intermist with very fenfible re- 
ie^Hons. But I obferve i. He believes ju(l as much" 
of the bible, as Dofvid Hume did. Hence he perpe<^ 
tually aicribes to entbu/tafif^ whatever good men aid^ 
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from a ftrong conviiflioa, of duty. 2. He cordially 
believes that idle tale, which King Jama publilhedy 
concerning Father Huddleflon^ giving King CharUg 
extreme uudlion. My eldeft brother alked Lady 
Oglethorpe concerning this. " Sir, (faid (he) I nt> 
Ter left the room, from the moment the king was 
taken ill, till the breath went out of his body : aiKl 
i aver, that neither F. HuddUfion^ nor any prieft 
came into the room, till his death.** 3. He much 
labours to excufe that monfter of cruelty, Graham 
oi Claverhoufe^ afterwards, as a reward for his exe- 
crable villanies, created Lord Dundee. Such wanton 
barbarities were fcarce ever heard of, as he pradtifed 
toward men, women, and children. Sir John him- 
felf fays enough, in telling us his behaviour to his 
own troops. '* He had but one punifhment for aU 
faults, death : and for a very moderate fault, he 
would ride up to a young gentleman, and, without 
any trial or ceremony, Ihoot him thro* the head.*' 4. 
He is not rightly inforn>ed concerning the manner 
of his death, I learned in Scotland^ that the cur- 
rent tradition is this. At the battle of Gallyerdnkiej 
being armed in (leel from head to foot, he was bran- 
dilhing his fword over his head, and fwearing a 
broad oath, that " before the fun went down, he 
. would not leave an Engliihman alive." Jufl then a 
niufket-ball flruck him under the arm, at the joints . 
of his armour. Is it enthujiafm to fay, Thus the 
hand of God rewarded him according to his works ! 

Mohday, 14. I read prayers and preached to a 
crouded congregation at Graivefend* The ftream 
here fpreads wide ; but it is not deep. Many are 
drawn; but none converted, or even awalTened* 
Such is the general method of God^s providence : 
where all approve, few profit. 

Thurfday, 17. In my way to Luton^ I read Mr, 
Htttchefons '* ElTay on the Paffions." He is a 
beautiful writer; but his fcheme cannot {land, un- 
lefs the bible falls. I know both from fcripture, 
reafon and experience, that his pidure of man is not 
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dijiwn from the life. It is not true, that no man 
is capable of malice, or delight in giving pain; 
much lefs, that every man is virtuous, and remains 
fo as long as he lives : nor does the fcripture allow, 
that any a^ion is good, which is done without any 
deiign to pleafe God. 

Friday, i8. I preached at Hertford, Lafl: year 
there was a fair profpedt there. But the fervants of 
God quarrelled among themfelves, till they deflro}^^ 
ed the whole work. So that not only the fpciety is 
no more, but even the preaching is difcontinued. 
And hence thofe who had no religion before, are 
now more hardened than ever. A more ilupid and 
fenfelefs mob I never faw, than that which flocked 
together in the Evening. Yet they foftened by de- 
grees, fo that at laft all were quiet, and as it were, 
attentive. 

Monday, 21. I viiited the lick in various parts of 
the town, but was furprized, that they were ib few 
I hardly remember fo healthy a winter in London : 
So wifely does God order all things, that the poor 
may not utterly be deftroyed, by hunger and ficknefs 
together. 

Sunday, 27. I dined with one who in the midd 
of plenty is completely miferable, through the fpirit 
of bondage^ and in particular, through the fear of 
death. This came upon him not by any outward 
means, but the immediate touch of God's Spirit. 
It will be. well, if he does not (hake it off, till he re- 
ceives the Spirit of adoption^ 

Thurfday, 31. Being greatly embarrafled by the 
neceffities of the poor, we fpread all our wants be- 
fore God in iblemn prayer 3 believing that he would 
fooner make windows in heaven ^ than fufier his truth 
to fail. 

Friday, January, i. 1773. We (asufual) folemnly 
renewed our covenant with God. Monday, 4, I 
began reviling my letters and papers. One of them 
was wrote above an hundred and fifty years ago (in 
1619) I fuppofe^ by my. grandfather's father, to her 
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be was tD marrjr in a few days. ScTttil wtrc wr&tt^ 
bj niy l^others and roe wiien at firhool, many while* 
we were at the Umverfity; abundantly teiUfying. 
(if it be worth knowing) what was our aim trattk 
OUT youth up. 

Thurfday, 7, I called whefe a child was dyin^ 
of the iinali-pox, and lefcued her from death and the 
doSton, who were giving her faffiron &c. ta dritf^ 
them 0tu / Can any one be fo ignorant ilill ? 

We obferved Friday the 8th, as a day of fafiingr^ 
and prayer, on account of the general want of trade 
and Icarcity of provifions. The next week I made- 
an end of reviling my leuers. And frdm thoie 
I had both wrote and received, I could not but make 
one remark. That for above rhefe forty years, of all 
the friends who were once the moft clofely united^ 
and' afterwards feparated from me, every one had 
ftparaied bimfelff He left «7e, not 1 him. And from, 
both mine and their own letters, the lleps whereby 
they did this are clear and undeniable- 
Monday,. 1 8. In my fcraps of time this week, I 
read over '^ An account of the European Settlenientt 
in AmericaJ* But forae part of it I cannot receire \^ 
I mean,, touching the manners of the nativi Atheri-^ 
cans: If it be true^ that " they all nearly refemble 
each other,^ then from the knowledge I have of not « 
a few 'American nations, I muft judge a great part of 
that account, to be pure, abfolute romance : and i 
iuipe£t it to have been tranfcribed from fonie papers^ 
which I myfclf read, before I embarked iox America^ 

^ Thurfday, 28^ I buried the remains of poor E^ 
T: of whom enter fiicejbe diedhti huiband fpeaks aa 
a moft excellent womat), and a moft affectionate 
wife ! I have known many fuph inilances : Manyt 
couples, who while they lived together, fpoke ol 

\ each other as mere finntri^ But as foon as either was 
dead, the furvivor fpake of the deceafed as the hjk 
creeaurt in the world ! 

Tuefday, February, 2. Captain Wchh preached ar "^ 
Che Fouadery* I admire the wifdom o£ God, in IHll 
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raifing up various preachersi according to the vai> 
.0U8 tafles of men. The captain is all life and fire : 
Therefore although he is not deep or regular, yet 
many who would not hear a better preacher, fiock 
together to hear him. And many are convinced 
under his preaching ; fome juilified ; a few built up 
in love. 

Thurfday, 4. I had much converfation with 71 
M, He faid, his * sprinting that wretched book 
again ft me^ was owing to the preiling inflances of 
Mr. Wh^ and Lady &" I cannot tell how to be- 
lieve* it. But if it was, they might have been better 
employed. 

On Mondayy 159 and the following days, I took a 
little journey into Surty^ On the road I read Bona^ 
vicPs hiftory of the late war in Itafy* . I think the 
late, revolution at Genoa^ which he recites at large, is 
altogether as flrange as that of Mqjjaniilh at Naples. 
That an unarmed rabble without any head, fhould 
drive a difciplined army, under an experienced gene- 
ral, who were in pofTeffion of the arms, the forts and 
the whole city, not only out of the city and forts, 
but out of the whole territory of Genoa^ is a plain 
proof, That God rules in all the kingdoms of the 
earth, and executes his will by whomfoever it pleaf« 
eth him* 

WedneiHay, 24. A very remarkable paragraph was 
pubFifhcd in one of the Edinburgh Papers. 

'* We learn from the Roltes in the county of 
Donegal, in Ireland, that a Danifh man of war, cal- 
led the North Crown, commanded by the Baron 
D* Ulfeld, arrived off thofe iflands, from a voyage 
of difcovery towards ^t pole. They failed from 
Bornholme in Noi;way, the ift of June, 1769, with 
flores for 18 months, and fome able afbronomers, 
landfcape -painters, and every apparatus fui table to 
the defign ; and. fleering N. by E. half E. for ^7 
days, with a fair wind and open fea, difcovereda 
large rocky ifland, which having doubled, they pro- 
ce^ed W. N, W. till the- 17 th of September, when 
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Atj found tfaemfelres in a ftrang current, betvrees 
two high lands, fcemingly about ten leagues diflant^ 
which carried them at a prodigious rate for three 
days, when, to their great joy, they faw the main 
land of America, that lies bettireen the mofl wefberl]r 
pan of the fettlements on Hudfon's river and Cali- 
fornia. Here they anchored, in a fine cove, and 
found abundance of wild deer and bu&loes, with 
which they vi^tuaUed; and failing fouthward, in 
three months got into the Pacific Ocean ^ and retUm^ 
ed by the freights of le Maine, and the Weft India 
iflands* They have brought many turiofities, parti- 

' cularly, a prodigious bird, called a Contor, or Con- 
toie, above fix feet, in height, of the eagle kind, 
whofe wings, expanded, meafufe twenty two feet, 
four inches. After bane ring fome fkins with the 
country people, for meal, rum, and other ncceffaries, 
they failed for Biemen, to wait the thaw, previous 
to their return to Copenhagen," 

Feb. 24. 1775. 
If this account is true, one would hope not ^xr^ 
the kir^ of Denmark will avail himfeU of fo impor-^ 
tant a dlfcovery, 

Wednefday, March, 3. I was invited to fee Mu 

. CmU celebrated Mufeum* I cannot fay, my expeo* 
tation was difappointed ; for I expedled nothings 
and I found nothing but an heap of pretty, glitter- 
ing trifles, prepared at an immenfe expence. For 
what end ? To pleafe the fancy of, fine ladies and 
pretty gentlemen I 

Sunday, 7. In the Evening I fet out for Brtftol^ 
and after fpending a few days there, on Monday, 1 j;, 
went to Stroud^ and on Tuefday, 1 6. to Wcrcefier. 
Here I enquired, concerning the ** intelligence fent 
. Mn Hill from Whrceftcr^ (as he fays in his warm 
book) ^' of the fhocking behaviour of fome that pro- 
fitfTed to be perfect/' It was fuppofed, that intelli- 
gence came from Mr. Skinner^ a dear lover of me 
and all connected with me. The truth is, One of 
the fbciety, after having left it, behaved extremely 
flL But none who profefled to love God with all 
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Atvr heart, have done any thing contrary to tkaC 

profefiion* 

I came to Li'verpaol on Saturday, 20. Monday, 
%%• The captain wa9 in hafle to get my chaife oa 
board* About £Ieven we went stboard our^Ives : 
aad before One we ran on a iknd-bank* So tb« 
ihip being hiki we went a(hore agaim Tuefday, 23^ 
We embarked again on board the Frei-mafin^ with 
fix other cabbin-paiTengers, four gentlemen, and two 
genteeUwomen, one of whom was daily afraid of 
falling in labour. This gave me feveral opportuni- 
ties of talking cbfely and of praying with her ao4 
ker companion. We did not come abreaJft of Hol^» 
bead till Thurfday Morning. We had then a ilrong* 
gale, and a rolling fea. MoiVof the paiTengers were 
fick enough, but it did iiot affe6t me at all. In the 
£vening the gentlemen dedced I vi^ould pray with^. 
them : fo we concluded the day in a folemn and 
comfortable manner. 

Friday, zh* We landed at DunJajy^ and hired a< 
coach to Duhlin, Saturday, 27. I burled the re» 
mains of RUhardWayh. For feveral months^ he 
bad been quite difordered. But for fome time before 
his death, his fenfes returned, and he died rejoicing 
and praifing God. 

On Monday and Tuefday I examined the Society^^ 
a little leflenM, but now well-united together. I 
was a little furprized to fiad the Commifiioners of the 
Cufloms would not permit jny Chaife to be landed* 
becaufe they faid, *^ The Captain of a Facquet-boac 
had no right to bring over Goods J*^ Poor pretenee ! 
However, I was more obliged to them than I thea 
knew. For had it come on ihore, it would have 
been utterly fpoiled, 

Monday April j. Having hired fuch a chaife ai 
I could, I drove to Ed^nderry, Tuefday 6, 1 went 
on to Tyrreh-pajh ThurlUay 8. I preached in the 
^ Court- Houfe at Molmgar in the Moining, and in that 
zX Longford in the Evening, and again at Eight ia 
the Miorning (being QoQd-Fridf^ :^ and then went 
on to AMont* * 
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I belief all the officers, with a whole aitny of 
Soldiers, were prefent in the £vening : So were 
mod of them the next« I would fain have preached 
abroad on Eafter^Day : but the rain would not per- 
mit. However the whole Congregation in the houfe 
behaved with fo remarkable a ferioufnefs, that it was 
good to be there. And I could not be forry, that 
we were driven info it. 

Monday 12. I preached at BalUnaflo and Aghrim 
Tuefday 13. As I went into Eyre-court the llreet 
was full of people, who gave us a loud huz^a, when 
we paiTed through the market-place. I preached in 
the open air, to a multitude ot people, all civil, and ■ 
moft of them ferious. A great awakening has been 
in this town lately : And many of the moft notorious 
and profligate finners are entirely changed, and are 
happy witneiTes of the gofpel falvation. 

1 preached at Birr in the Evening : Wednefday, 
24. At Ferhatin and Coolyloughx Thurfday, ij. In 
the church at Clare^ one of the neateft I have feen 
in the kingdom. In the Evening I preached at 
Ttdlamore. I believe all the troopers were prefent : 
none of whom was more a^dVed than one who had 
been a iinner far above his fellows. He was pre- 
fent again at Five in the Morning, and feemedtully 
refolved to forfake all iin. 

Friday, 16. In the Evening and at Ten on Satur- 
day, I preached at Portarlington : On Saturday 
Evening at Mountmelicky and on Sunday, 18. at 
Nine, and again at Twelve, to an artlefs, earneft 
ferious people. In the Afternoon I went on to 
Mimtratb, The rain conftrained me to preach in 
the houfe. And God was prefent, bbth to wound 
and to heal. 

Monday, 19. In the Evening I preached in the 
New Houfe at Kilkenny y to a numerous congregation, 
almoft as genteel and full as unawakened as that at 
Poriarlington. The next Evening it was conlidera- 
bly larger, and many feemed to be deeply affected. 
Even at this fountain-head of wickednefs, I truft, 
God will always have a feed to ferve him. 

Wednefday,^ 
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Wednefday,:v2.i, Some applied to the Quakers.at 

Enifeortfy^ for the iife of their meeting houfe. They 
refu(ied« So I flood at Hi^h M^'JaughUn^doov^ and 
botk^ thofe .mthiff .and without cpuld hear. I was 
in doubty which. way to )take ftom hencei one of my: 
chaife-horfes being muckvtired : till a geotleman of 
Ballyrane nic^f fFex/ord told me. If I wouldpieaoh 
at hift h oiife . the next £vening» he would meet me 
on the road with d. freik.horfe* So I complied^ tho* 
it was fom€» miles out of the way.. . Accordingly.,he 
met us on Thurfday, ziy. .fix or feven miles fnonx 
Enifcortby^ But we found, \ his mare would not draw* 
at all* So we were forced to go on as we oouM* : I 
preached in the £venin^ at BaJ^ape^ to a deeply 
ierious congregation.; iLarly in tjie morning we fe( 
out, and at Two in the Afternoon .came cq BaUihaQ* 
Ferry* . 

A troop of fsuk>x». ran down to the ^re, to fee the 
chaife put into the boat* . I was walking at a fmaU 
difhince, when. I, heard them cry out, . *^ Avaft i 
Avaft! The ^oach is overfet into the .jriver." I 
thought, " HdRvever 'tis well my. bags are on fliorex 
fo my papers are not fpoikd." . In lefs tjian aa hout 
they fi(hed up the ohaife, and -go tit fafeistoi the 
boat* As it would not hold, .us all,>I got in myfelf, 
leaving the horfes to eome after. At half hour after 
Three* I came to Pajjage^ Finding no poft-diaife 
could be had, ,and having- no time to fpare, I walked 
on (fix or feven miles.) to WoMerford^ and bega«i 
preaching without delay on. My yoke is tajy^ andn^ 
'hurden is lighft* 

Saturday, 24. I had much fatisfa&ion . both 
Morning and fivening, in the number ^and feripuf- 
nefs of the congregation. Sunday, a 5. Word being 
brought me, that the Mayor was willing I (hoiyia 
preach, in the .iinvling-green^ 1 weau. thither .io the 
£vening» An huge multitud&Wias. quickly gathered 
together.. I preached on,. I/aw the dead/majl 4iiki 
greatjjiajid before God. Some attempted to difturb, 
but without fuccefs ; the bulk of the congregation 
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being deeply attentive. But as I was drawing to a 
concluiioD, fome of the papifts fet on their work in 
earneft* They knocked down John Cbriftian^ with 
two or three more, who endeavoured to quiet them ; 
and then bega^ to roar like the wares of the fea : . 
but hitherto could they come and no farther. Some 
gentlemen who ftood near me, rulhed ihto the midft 
of them, and after beftowing fome heavy blows^ 
feized the ringleader and delivered him to the con- 
ilable. And one of them undertook to condu^ me 
-home. So, few received any hurt, tbut the rioters 
themfelves, which I truft will make them more 
peaceable for the time to come. 

Monday, 26. I went on to Clobeen ; Tuefday, to 
Cork^ Wednefday to JSandon. The wind being boif- 
terous, I preached in the houfe, well filled with feri* 
OUB hearers. Even the fafhionable ones, who were 
not a fcWf were uncommonly attentive. So they 
were the next Evening : fuch congregations had 
not been feen in Ban Jon for twenty years. And the 
fcciety was near doubled within a twelve- month* 
So had God bleifed the labours of mUtam^CoUins ! 
Another proof, that atprefint^ a prophet is VkOXvntb* 
put how^ur^ even^ in bis own country* 

Friday, 30. Wer had a folemn watch-night at 

Cork, I believe the confidence of many was ihaken, 

; while I was enforcing, Tho* I have all jaith^ fo as 

\ to remove mountains^ and hafoe not lovey I am nothing* 

', An hard faying ! But yet abfolutely neceflary to be 

? infilled on, particularly among the people called 

! methodifls. Otherwife how many of them will 

» build on the fand, on an unloving, unholy faith ! 

•Tuefday, May 4. I left Cork with much fatis- 

fa6lion, having feen th^ fruit of my labour. In the 

Afternoon we had a quick fucceilion ' of piercing 

wind, rain, hail and fnow : and in a fhort time after, 

loud thunder, with a few flafhes of lightning. We 

lodged at Cbarkville^ and on Wednefday, 5. after 

an eafy ride dined at Limerick, 

Here

Here I found as in time paft, afettled, ferbtit 
peoplci but in danger of finking into fotraality. 

. Thurfday, 6. I hired apoil-chaife for BalUgarane^ 
the man promifing to go two miles and an half an 
>hour. But he could not perform it. In about five 
hours he could not drive quite twelve miles. I then 
tookhorfe, and after riding two miles^ came juil 
at the time I had appointed. In the Evening I 

. preached at Newmarket : papifts and proteflants 

. flocked together from every fide. And for the tinoc 
they appeared to be greatly affefiied* But who will 

■ tndure to the end? 

Friday, 7. I returned to Limerick^ but could not 
preach abroad, becaufe of the fevere weather. 
Monday, 10. After the Morning preaching, I met 

: the felci^ fociety. All of thefe once experienced 
/alvation from fin: fome enjoy it flill: but the 
greater part are, more or lefs (horn of their flrength ; 
yet not without hope of recovering it. 

Tuefday, 11. The north wind was fo high and 
fiiarp, that it was thought beft, I Ihould preach with- 

' in. But had I known what a congregation was af- 
fembled in* the Barracks, I (hould have preached 
there at all events. I am afraid iatan made us con* 
fult our owneafe, more than the glory of God. 

Wednefday, 1 2« I took my leave of this affe6^io« 
Bate people, and in the Evening preached af Clare. 
What a contraft between Clare and LimerUk ! A lit- 
tle, ruinous town ! No inn that could afford us 
either meat, or drink, or comfortable lod^ng ! Na 

• fociety ; and next to no congregation, till the fol- 
diers came \ After preaching, I fpent an agreeable 
hour, with the commanding officer: and having 
procjLired a tolerable lodging in the barracks, flept 
in peace. 

' Thurfday, 1 3. We went on, thro* a mofl dreary 
country to Galwdj\ where, at the late furvey, there 
were twenty thoufand papifls and five hundred pro- 
teftants. But which of them are chridians ? Have 
the mind that was in Chriil^ and walk as he walked ? 
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And wtthont this, how little doei if avail, whether 
thejr an caHfd proteftants or papifls i At Six I 
preached m the court^houfe to a large congtegadon, 
who all behaved well. Friday, 14* In the £veQ- 

xng I preached at BaBinrobe^ and on Saturday went 
on^ ID CifiUhorr* Entering the town, I was ftmck 
with the fight of the charter-fchool : no gate to Ae 
court yard ! A large ' chafmin the wall ! Heaps of 
. rubbiA- before the houfe-door ! Broken windows in 
abundance ! : The whole a picture of flothfulneis^ 
naftioefs -and delation ! I did not dream there were 
any inhabitants, till the next day, I iaw about forty 
boys and girls walking from church. As I was juu 
behind them, I could not but obferve, i • That there 
■was neither foafler normiilrefs, tho' it feems, they 
were both well. 2* That both boys and girls were 
coropleatly dirty. 5. That none of thdm feemed to 
have any garters on, their ftockuigs hanging about 
their heels. 4. That in the heels even of many of 
, the gifls^ftockings, were holes larger than a crown- 
piece, I -gave a plain account of thefe things to the 
truftees of the charter-fchool in DuUin : whether 
they are altered or no, I cannot tell. 

Sunday, i6. I preached in the.: ;grand-'juiy«>room. 
Morning and Evening to a lovely 'congregation, 
whofe hearts feemed <to> be as melting wax. Mon- 
^ day, 17.. I fpent a comfortable ^ Afternoon with the 
. aniiable family at Rehini> I know not that I could bear 
I many fuch days ; flrong cordials muftnot be taken 
{ too often. Tuefday, i8. I went on to Tubhtrcarragb^ 
and on Wedn^fday Morning to Sligo. Here I ex- 
pected little comfort, as having little expe6lat»n of 
doing any good > and the lefs, as fotne fh^Uers wjsre 
ading a play over the market^houfe where I wasto 
preach. At Seven I began in our own room. iMa- 
nyofthc foldiers, with fome olEcers.were prefent. 
And the whole congregation, rich and poor, were 
.'fo remarkably ferious, that I had a faint* hope, we 
' ihall fee fome fruit, eveaJn-coU, hAtxsASliga. 

Thnrfiiay, 
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Thurfday, ao. We had a lai^e congregation of 
foldiers, as well as^ townfmea, at Five in the Morn-^ 
ing* In the Eveniag I preaehed in the market- 
houfe to fbch a congregation as has not been feen 
' here for many years. Surely GU)d is giving yet 
another call to the poor, flupid finners of Sligo. 

Friday, ii* I went on to Mannor Hamilton^ and 
preached to a large and ferious congregation. Satur* 
day, 22, in oar way to Swadling-har^ the hinder 
axIe-jCree of the chaife brokein two. I borrowed ,an 
borfe and rode on, till we overtook one of our friends^, 
who was a coach- maker. By his help the damage 
. was repaired^ and things made at lead,, as good as 
they were before.. 

In the Evening we had a large congregation, of 
(moflly) experienced chriAians, and a larger at 
Eight in the Morning on Sunday : but the grand -^ 
concourfe was in the Evening. When the hearts of 
. the people were as wax melting before the fire, and I 
truil many received the ^Aamp of love. 

Monday^ 24. About Noon I preached to jufl 
fuch another congregation at Tonnyiommon. After- 
wards I talked with roar men and eight women, wha 
believe they are faved from fin. Their words were 
t in wifdom as wellln power : I think none who- 
heard them could doubt of their teftimony. ' 

One of my ho^'fes having a (hoe loofe, I borrow- 
.ed Mr. JVatfon*^ horfe, and left him with- the chaife* 
When we came near Inijkillen^. I defired two only 
to ride with me^ and the reft of our friends to keep 
, at a dif1:ance. Some mafons were at work on the 
; firfl bridge, who gave us fome coarfe words. We s 
had abundance more« as we rode thro' the town. 
' But many foLdiers being in the flreet, and taking 
knowledge of me in a refpe^tful manner, the mob 
fhrunk back. An hour after^ Mr. Watfoh came in 
the ehaife. Before he came to the bridge, many 
. ran together, and began to throw whatever came 
. next to hand. The bridge itfelf they had blocked 
tip with large fiones, fo that a carriage could not 
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pafi. Bat an old nuin cried our, ^< Is Ais the way 
.you ufe ftrangers^' And roUcxk away tke'ftones. 
The mob quickly fewaided hun, by pUiftering faim 
over nrithmonar horn head to foot. They then fell 
upon the carriage, which th^ cat with ftones ' m 
feveml places, and iveU nigh coveried with dirt and 
mortar. From one cad of the town - to the • other, 
theflones fiew thick about the coachman's head. 
Some of them were two or< three pounds weight, 
which they threw with alt their might. If but one 
of them had ilruck him, it would have ^eStaslly 
prevented him from driving any ^rther. And then 
doubtjeffr they would have given an account of the 
chaife and horfes. 

1 preached at Sydnr in the Evening aud Morn- 
ing, and then.fet out for Roq/fy* The road lay not 
far from Im&ilkn. When we came pretty near the 
town, both men and w^omen (aluted us, firll with 
bad words, .andithen with dirt and ftones. My -hor- 
. fes foon left -th^m behind ; but not till they had 
broke one of the windows, the glais of which came 
poucing in upon n^ ; but did me no further hurt. 

About an hour after, John Smiib came to Inifkil' 
leu. The mafons on the bridge preparing ior battle, 
he was afraid, his hopfe would leap with htm mto 
the river, and therefore chofe to alight. Immedi- 
ately they poared in upon him a whole Ihower of 
. dirt and flones. However, he made his way thro' 
the town, though pretty much daubed and bruifed. 
At Roojky^ Mr. Machurney^ one of our preachers, 
gave me the fotbwing account. On Thurfday, 
March 4. he went to Mr. Parry's, a quarter of a 
mile from Achalun^ a village (iz or femen miles from 
Inniikillen* In the Evening, he was finging an 
hymn, when a large mob befet the houfe. Six of 
thefe ruihed in, arme4 with clubs, and immediately 
fell upon the people. But many of thpm joining 
together thrufl them out, and (hut and faftened the 
door* Qn this they broke every pane of glafs in the 
windowsy and threw in a large quantity^ of ftoaes.

Ttey thtti broke into the houre,- through a weak 
part of the wall, and hawling o\ic both men andwo« 
men, beat th^m without mercy. SoOn after, they^ 
dragged out Mr. Machrurytfy^ whom iW-t- W^ in- 
ftantiy knocked- down. They continued beliting him 
on the head and breaf)-, while he lay fehfelefs on 'the 
ground. Yet after a while, coming a little to him- 
iclf, he got up; but not being quite feiiflble, ftag- 
gered, and fell again. Then one of them fet his 
root upon his face, ^wearing,. ♦< he would tread the 
'Holy Ghoft out of him.'* Another ran his flick 
into his mouth. Asfobn ab he could fpeak, hefaid, 
•♦ May God forgive you ; I do." They then fet 
him on his hof^, and M*^ -N^^ got up hehind, 
and forced him to gallop down the rocky mountain^ 
to the town. There they kept him, till a gentle- 
man took him ou^ of Iheit hands, and entetlained 
and lodged him m the moft hofpifable manner. But 
his bruiies, on the Iread and bread in particular, 
would not fuflfer him to fleep. Ahd erdc fince he 
hfts felt fttch hiward pain and weaknefs, that it is a 
wonder he is ftill alive. 

One of thofe that wa^ math abufed was Mr. 
Miichll^ who lives about a mile from the town. 
On Saturday the mob came to his h^ufe, about Eight 
in the Evening, fwearing they ^' would have his fa- 
ther's hcart'sbloOd.^They threw many large flones at 
the windows, and broke a great holt in the dobr. 
Thro' this hole, Mr. Mitchell feeing no other reme- 
dy, fired twice with fmall ihot. At the (btoted ihot, 
they ran away with all fpeed, no man looking be- 
hind him. 

Mr. jPffry and M/t'^^// applying to Mr. i>rttv« of 
Green-Hill^ he granted Warrants for fix of the r|- 
' oters ; and the next week, for fifteen more i but 
the conftable vijould not take them. And th6f next | 
week at the affizes held in IniJkiUen^ the Of and fuiy I 
threw out all the bills ! Therefore it is to thefe ho- » 
nourable gentlemen /am obliged, for all the infalta 
and outrage I met with* Sut mean timOj whdt»

Wednefday, 26. We fet out at half hour pafl: two, 
and reached Omagh a little before Eleven. Finding 
I could not reach Ding-^rtdgc by Two o'clock in the 
chaife, I rode fofward with all the fpeed I could. 
But the horfe dropping a ihoe, I was fo retarded, 
that I did not reach the place till between Three and 
Four* I found the miniuer and the people waiting. 
But the church would not near contain them. So I 
preached near it to a mixt multitude of rich and 
poor» church<ment papifb, and prelbyterians. I 
was a little weary and faint when I came^ the fun 
having ihone exceeding hot. But the number and 
behaviour of the congregation made me forget my 
own wearinefs. 

Having a good horfe, I rode to the place where 
I was to lodge (two miles off*) in about an hour. 
After tea, they told me another congregation was 
waiting : fo'I began preaching without delay, and 
warned them, of the madnefs^ which was fpreading 
among them, namely, leaving the church* Mod of 
them, I believe, wiU take the advice : I hope, all 
that are of our fociety. The family here, put 
me in mind of that at Reh'ius : they breathe the 
fame fpirit. 

Thurfday, 27. I went on to Londbnderry^ Fri- 
day, 28. I was in invited to fee the hifhop's palace, 
\ (a grand and beautiful firudure) and his garden, 
newly laid, and exceeding pleafant. Here I inno- 
cendy gave fome o^ence to the gardener, by 
mentioning the Englijb of a Greek word. But he 
fet us right, warmly aifuringus, ** That the £«j'/i/^ 
name of the flower, is not Cran^s-hillhyxt Geranium T* 

Saturday, 29, We walked out to on^ of the plea- 
fant^ fpots, which I have feen in the kingdom. 
It is, a gardet^ laid out on the fteep iide of an hill ; 
one ihady walk of which in particular, commands aU 
the vales ^d the hill beyond. The owner iihifhed 
his walks-^and died 1 

Ift 
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Tnthe Evening I pre^died to a fii^dxts, irtlefs 
tongregation, at Fabun, feven miles wfeft frbm Deny^ 
On Whitfunday, May 30; I'dined at Mr. tSh a (fen- 
fiblc, fiicndly man 5 where were five clergymen 
belides me, all of whom attended ^the preaching every 
'£vening« 'One would' have imagined from this 
' fiiendlinefs ofthe dergy, joined With the good will] 
both of the biihop and dean, the fociety would in* 
cfeafe fwiftly. But in fa6):, it does notincreafe at 
ftll : it {lands jnfl as it was two years ago : fb little 
does the favour of man advance the work of God ! 

Monday, 31. At Noon I preached atM^ a 
town five miles north eafl of Derry. In returning, 
the wind being in our back ; and the fun in our 
face, it was intenfely hot. But whatfi[gnifies either 
pain or pleafure, that pafies ^Way like a dream ? 

Tuefday, June i. I preached at the Nim Suifd- 
ingsy and fpent an hour with the fociety, I YouAd 
' them as lively a^ ever, and more c^adly regular thin 
any fociety in thefe parts. 

Wednefday, 2. I took my le^e of this pleafant 

• city, and agreeable people. When we came to the 
foot of the mountain beyond Dungevan^ my hoHes 
d'id'iiot chtife to' draw me any farther; ^ I walked 

' on feven or eight' miles, -and ordered them to follow 
' me to Co^kft&wn* 

Thurfday, 3. At TToon I preached to a large 
^ congregation on the green at Cafth'caKlJieldyZtidihn 
' tiie £vening near the barracks 2XCharlembunt* Fri- 

• day, 4. -We went on to Armagh, The Evdniftg 
congregation in the avenue was very forge and ex- 

' ceedingferious; rich and poor kneeling down en 
the grafs, when I went to prayer. 

Saturday, ^. I walked over the fine improvements 

^ which the Primate has made near his lodge. The 
ground is hardly two miles round ; but it is laid out 
to the bdfl: advantage. Part is garden, part meadow, 
part planted withihi^ubs^ or trees of viirious' kinds. 
The houfc is built^f fine, white fiohe, add i^^t for 
a nobleman, ' He intends to ciarry away a bog which 

lies 
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lies behind it, and haine a large piece of water in ita 
place. He iafiCDds alio to impiove the town greatly 
and to execute many other grand defigns : I doubt, 
too many even for a primate of Ireland^ that is above 
feventy years old ! 

Sunday f 6* {Trinity Sunday) at Nine, I ex* 
plained the great text of St. Jphn^ to an exceeding 
large congregation. We had at church an anthem , 
which I know not that I have heard thefe fifty years, 
Praife the Lard^ O fi^fiid ; and iung in a manner 
that would not have difgraced any of our Rnglijh 
cathedrals. The congregation in the fiveni&g, waa 
the largeft J have feen in Ulfter, And I believe for 
the preieot, all were convinced, that nothing will 
avail, without hUmble, gentle, patient love. 

On Monday, Tuefday and Wednefday, I preach- 
ed at Hamilunfs Bahn^ Cianmaiu^ Legally the Grange^ 
And Cockhill. Thurfday, lo. 1 rode to Deny Ajtvti; 
fome of the livelieft chriilians I have feen in the 
kin^om. Eight of them I examined clofely, who 
teflified that they had never lod the Witnefs^ nor 
felt any-decayi iince the hour they were perfected 
in love. 

On Friday and Saturday I preached at PitrtaJovm^ 
KiUmarart}^^ Dawfoits Grovi^ and Tandragee* Sun- 
day, 1 3« I preached at Nine with great enlargement 
of heart. At half hour pad Eleven the church fer- 
• vice began. The^ curate read prayers exceeding 
well, and the Reoor preached with uncommon ear* 
neflnefs. But what I moft admired was, i. The 
cleafinefs of the churchy equal to any I have feen in 
jEngland. a. The ferious behaviour of the whole 
congregation, and 3. The excellent (inging, by for- 
ty or fifty voices, half men and half wtomen. I 
have heard nothing like it in any church, fince I 
came into the kingdom. 

The. Redor inviting me to dinner, I fpent an 
agreeable hour with him and his curate. The con- 
gregation at Six was exceeding numerous, and ex- 
ceeding ferious. We concluded the day with the 
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focleties, leathered horn alhpans. And great waf 
our rejoicing : many were filled with < confolation, 
and many feeble hands were drengthened* 

Monday, 14, After preaching at Lurgan^ I en* 
quired of Mr« MiUer^ whether he had any thoughtt 
of perfe6^ing his fpeaking ihtue^ which had fo^ong 
lain by ? He faid, *^ He had altered his defign : 
that he intended, ' if he had life and health, to make 
two which would not only fpeak, but fing hymns 
alternately - with an articulate voice : that he had 
made a trial, and it anfwered well. But he could 
not tell when he ihould finiih it, as he had much 
bufinefs of other kinds, and could only give his lei- 
fure hours to this.'^ How amas&ing is it that no 
man of fortune enables him to give all his time to 
the work ! 

I preached in the Evening at hifium* All the 

^tlme I could fpare here, was taken up by ^oor pati* 

€nts. I generally a&ed, " What remedies j^'^w^ ybii 

ufed ?'• And was not a little furprized. What has 

fajhionto do mthphyfaf Why, (in Ireland sit leaft) 

almoft as much as with head-drefs. Blifiers^ for any 

thing or nothing, were all t)ie fafhion, when I was tn 

^ Ireland hd^ Now the grand fafhionable medicine 

for twenty difeafes, (who would imagine it?) is 

mercury fuhlimate ! Why is it not an holier^ or a 

ptftol ? They would 'ture a little more fpeedily. 

' Tuefday , 1 5. I went to dreary Nenx?io^\m, This 

place always makes me penfive. Even in Ireland I 

hardly fee any where fuch heaps of ruins as here. 

And they are confiderably increafed iince I was here 

before. What a (hadow is human greatnefs ! 

The ' Evening congregation in the new market- 
houfe appeared deeply attentive: efpecially the 
backfliders ; feveral of whom detei;mined to let out 
afreih. 

When I came to Belfqft^ I learnt the real caufe 
of the late infurre^kions in this neighbourhood. 
Lord Donnegal^ the proprietor of almoft the whole 
country, came hither to give his tenants new leafes. 

But 
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But when they, came, they found two mercliaats <^ 
the town, had taken their tarms over their head$ ; fo . 
that m\iltitude$ of them, with theic wives and chilr , 
dren were turned out to the wide WGirld*^ It is no 
wonder that as their, lives were now bitter to themr 
they ihould fly out as they did* It is rather ?l wop-, 
der, that they did not go' much farther. And if 
they had, who would have been, moft in fault? 
Thofe who were without home, , without moneyt v 
without food for themfelves and families ? Or tbofe. 
who. drove them to this extremity? 

In the £vening J preached to a numerous congrcr 
gation in the new marketrhoufe, but trifling enough. 
Yet by degrees they funk, into ferioufodTs* Thp 
greater part of them came again in the Morning:, 
and their behaviour was then remarkably decent. . 

Thurfday, 17. There, was a lovely congr^ation 
at the Shire^hall in Cankkfergus^ Very large and vjBry . 
ferloqs. Nor was it much fmaller at Five in the 
MQjning. I added fevecal to the ibciety, and could 
not but hope, that there was feed fown here, that 
will never be rooted upt , 

Friday^ 1 8. I wei^t to Ballimena^ and read a flrangei 
trad, j;hat profeifes to diicover f ^ the inmofl receflea 
oi ^Frie^mafoniy i** faid to be " tranllated from the^ 
French ,ong\n^^ lately publUhed at Berlin.^* I in-, 
cline to think, it is a genuine account* Only if it- 
be, I wonder the author is fuffiered to live- If'^it be, 
what an amazing banter upon all mankind, is free* 
mafonry ! And what a fecret is it which, fo many, 
concur to keep 1 From what motive ? Through 
fear— Or ihame to own it ? 

In the Evening, the minifler offered me the ufeof 
the church, I feared it would npt contain- the peo- 
ple, who ran tpgether fo eagerly, that it was with 
diflficulty I could get to the door. But after we ha4 
ftov^ed them clofe together, almoft all could get jn. 
I dealt exceedingplamly with them, and they had 
cars to hear. 

Satu^d^y, 
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Saturday^ 19. I declared to a loving people at 
Sallindeny^ the grace of our Lord Jefus Chrlft. Ma<. 
ny of them experienced this ; • and many felt their 
wants ; fcveral children in particular. In the Eve- 
sing I preached at Lijburny and on the two follow- 
ing days. Monday, 21* I met a gentleman, who 
looked hard, and aiked me^ *^ If I did not know 
faim ?" Indeed I did not tho' I had been at his houfe 
fome ye^s ago in Londonderry ^ Mr. Samp/on was 
then one of the miniflers there, a lively, fenfible 
man ; very fat, and of a frelh, ruddy complexion. 
But he was now, after a long and fevere melancholy, 
io thin, pale and wan, that I did not recoiled one 
feature of his face. I fpent an hour with hira very 
agreeably. He did not (hew the leaft touch of wilcU 
neils, but calm, rational ferioufuefs : fo that I could 
not but believe, it is good for him» that he has fees 
affli6tioii. 

Wednefday, 23. I preached at Drumbanahur aod 
Ne<iviy, Thurfday, 24. Some friends from DuhUm 
met us at DroghecUu In the Evening we walked to 
fee the place where King William paflM the Boyne^ 
Itwasalmofla defperate attempt, confid^ring the 
depth of the river and the fieepnefs bf the banks ! 
But God was on his tide ! Near the place an hand-. 
fome obeliik is ere6ted, with an infcription* giving 
a brief account of that memorable adion. 

Friday, 2f. I went on to Dublin^ I left three 
hundred and feventy -eight members in the fociety^ 
and found four hundred and twelve, many of whom 
were truly alive to God. • Saturday, July 3. I 
lent to the commanding ofHcer, to deiire kav^e to 
preach in the barracks. But he replied^ '* He would 
have no innovatiomr No. Whoredom, drunken- 
sefs, curling and fwearing for ever ! 

Monday, ^. About Eleven we croft DuUin-hzr^ 
and were at Hoy-lake the next Afternoon. Thi« 
was the firft night I ever lay awake in my !ife, (tho* 
I was at eafe in bpdy and mind). I believe few can 
lay this : in feventy years I never loft one nighttr 
fleep! 

It In 
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In my paflage I read Dr. Lelandh hi^lory of Inn 
land: a fine wiiter, but unreafonable partial. I 
^an eafily believe, that the /r/^ were originally Tar^ 
tars or Scythians J tho* calling at Spain in their way : 
but not, that they were a jot lefs barbarous, thaa 
their defcendants in Scotland i or that ever they 
were a civilisw^d nation, till they were civilized by 
the Engl Jh : much lefs that Ireland was in the fc- 
venth or eighth century, the grand (eat of learning: 
that it had many famous colleges ; in one of which 
only, Armaghy there were feven thoufand fludents. 
All this, with St. P^/r/V^'s converting thirty thou- 
fand at one fermon, I rank with the hiftory of Bel 
and the Dragon^ 

I went by moderate ftages, from Liverpool to 
Madely^ where I arrived on Friday, 9. The next 
Morning we went to fee the effeds of the late earth- 
quake. Such it undoubtedly was. On Monday,' 
27. At Four in the Morning, a rumbling noife was 
heard, accompanied with fudden gufls ot wind, and 
wavings of the ground,' Prefently the earth-quake 
followed ; which only (hook the farmer's houfe, and 
removed it entire about a yard ; but carried the barn 
about fifteen yards, and then fwallowed it up in a 
vaft chafm : tore the ground into numberlefs chafms, 
large and fmall : in the large, threw up moiXnts, 
fifteen or twenty feet high : carried an hedge with 
two. oaks above forty feet, and left thfem in their na- 
tural poiitlon. It then .moved under the bed of 
the river ; which making more refiftance received a 
ruder fhock, being (battered in pieces, and heaved up 
about thirty feet from its foundations. By throwing 
this atid many oaks into its channel, xhe Severn was 
quite (lopt -^p^ and conflrained to flow backward, 
till ivith incredible fury, it wrought itfelf a new 
channel. Such a fccne of defolation I never faw. 
Will none tremble,, when God thus terribly Jhakes the 
•earth f 

In the Evening I preached under a fpreading oak 
in Madejy-fVbad. Sunday, ii. Morning and After*- 

noon^ 
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noon, in the church. In the £vening I preached to 
the . largeft congregation of all, near the market- 
houfe at Brofeley, I came back juft by the famous 
well. But it burns no more. It ceafed from the 
time a coal-pit was funk near it, which drew oflfthe 
fulphureous vapour. 

Monday, 1 2, I preached at Wolverhampton and 
Birmingham. In my journey from Liverpool^ I 
read Dr. Byrorn^ poems. He has all the wit and 
humour of Dr. 5'w//?, together with much more 
learning,^ a deep and flrong underflanding, an4 
above all, a ferious vein of piety • A few things in 
him I particularly remarked, i . The firft is, concern-' 
ingthe patron oi England. And I think,, there can be 
noreafonable doubt of the truth of his conjedture. 
That '* Ge$rgins is a miftake ^ot Gregorius : that the 
real patron of England, is St. Gregory^ (who fent 
j^ufiin the Monk to convert England) and that St. 
Gtorge (whom no one knows) came in by a mere 
blunder." a. His criticifms on Homer and Horace 
feem to be well- grounded* Very probably the 
Kirii mentioned by Homer, were uot dogs j but at' 
tendants. And without doubt 'Kpn^er means, not 
muks, but the outguards of the camp. 

It feems, that ode in Horace ought to be read

In the Art of Poetry he would read,

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A few things in the fecond volume are taken from 
^ac&^ Behmen : to whom I objed, not only that he 
IS. ohfcnre^ (altho^ even this is an inexcufable fault 
in a writer on pra6tical religion) not only that hii 
#faoie hypothefis is unproved \ ' wholly unfupported 
cither by fcripture or reafon : but that the ingenious 
madman ever and over contradifis chriflian experi* 
ence, reafon, fcripture, andliimlelf. 

But fetting thefe things afide, we have fome of 
tlic ilneft fofitiments that ever appeared in the Eng^- 
ii09 tongue :. fome of the nobleft truths expieffed 
• with the utmoil energy of language, and the ftrong-^ 
eft colours of poetry. So that, upon the whole, 
1 tiuft this publication will much advance thecaufe 
of God, andof true religion . 

Tuefday, 13. I preached at Wcdneshery : Wed- 
nefday, 1 4. at Dudley and Birmingham. Thurfday^ 
X j:. I went on to ffltnty^ and had the fatisfa^tion to 
find, that the work of God was ftill increafing. In 
the Evening, I preached at the Eafl txi^ of the 
town^ to a numerous and attentive congregation* In 
the Morning, I met the fele^l fociety, full of faith 
and love ; although the greater part of them ard 
young; fome little more than children. At Six, 
I preached at the Weft end of the to|vn, near Mr, 
Bolton*s door. After preaching, I had a pleafiuit 
journey to WheatJey^ and the next day to London* 

In this jcjurney , I read over that ftrange book, 
the life of Sextus ^intus^ an hog driver at firft, then 
a monk, a priefV, a biHiop, a cardinal, a pope. He 
was certainly as great a genius, in his way, as any 
that ever lived. He did great things ; and deligned 
far greater : but death prevented the execution. And 
he had many excellent qualities ; but was full as far 
from being a chriflian, as Henry VIII. or Oliver 
CrormjoelU 

Wednefday, 21. We had our q^u^rtcrly meeting 
at London : at whkh . I was furprized to find, that 
our income does not yzx. anfwer our expence. We 
; were again ne^r two hundred pounds bad. My pri-^ 
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nte account I find flill worfe. I liave laboured fl»| 
much as many writers. And all my labour has 
gained me, in feventy years, a debt of fire or fix 
hundred pounds. 

Sunday, 2g» was a day of ftrong confolation^ 
particularly at Sptiatfields. At Five, I preached in 
Moorfields^ to (it was fuppofed) the largeft congre- 
gatidn that ever aflembled there. But my voice wa» 
lo flrengthened, that thofe, who were fartheft off", 
tfould hear perfectly well. So the feafon for field-' 
preaching is not yet over. It cannot, while fo ma- 
ny are in their fins and in their blood. 

Tuefday, Augufl 3. Our conference began. I 
preached Mornings as well as Evenings. And it wa» 
all one. I found myfelf juft as firong, asif I had 
preached but once a day. 

Sunday, 8. At night I fet out in the machine, 
and on Monday reached BtiftoU In the way, I look- 
ed over Mr. — — — *s difiertations. I was furprizcd 
to find him a thorough convert of Mr. 8t(mehoufe*9^ 
both at to the pre-exiilence of fouls, and the non- 
eternity of hell. But he is far more n^erciful than 
Mr. Stonehoufe. He allows it to lafl (not five mil* 
lionS| but) only thirty thoufand years I 

It would be excufable, if thefe menders of the 
bible would offer their hypothefes modeftly* But one 
cannot excufe them, when they not only obtrude 
their novel fcheme with the utmoft confidence^ but ev- 
en ridicule that fcriptural one, which always wa3, 
and is now held by men of the great ell learning and 
piety in the world. Hereby they promote the cauie 
of mfidelity more efe6laally, than either Hume or 
F&ltaire. 

Thurfday, 12. I fet out for CrrvDu^^; and the 
next day we came to CoUumpton. For five or fix dajrs, 
I think, the weather has been as hot as it is in Geof^ 
gta. After preaching, I went on to Exeter with 
Ralph Mather^ then an bundle, fcriptund chrifiian* 
Saturday, 14. I went on to Plymouth'dsck^ and in 
the Eveiung preached inthefquare. Sunday, i^. 
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i As I could not flccp, (an uncommoir thing w»th mc) 
till near Two in the Morning, my companion was a« 
fr»d, I (hould not be able to go through the labour of 
the day. But I knew, I did not go a warfare at my 

^ own coll. At Seven, I preached in Mr. IGnfmaiC% 
preaching-houfey on Strive to enter in at the Jtrait 
gate* And I think many received the truth in the 
love thereof. Between One and Two^ I preached 
in the tabernacle at Plymouth^ and in the Evening 
declared in the fquare, to a multitude of people, the 
nature of that love, without which all we fay, know^ 
believe, do and fufier, profits nothing. 

Monday, i6. In the Evening, I preached at St. 
Awftel\ Tuefijay, 17. in the coinage-hall at Truro ^ 
at Six, in the main flreet at Helfion^ How changed 
is this town, fince a Methodift preacher could not 
ride through it, without hazard of his life \ 

Wedne{ds|y, 18. I preached in the town-hall ia 
Penzance, It was fbon filled from end to end. And 
it was filled with the power of God* One would 
have thought, every foul muft have bowed down, 
before him. In the Evening, I preached at St- 
Juft : Thurfday, 20. in Penzance and Marazion t 
and in the Evening in the market-place at St. Ives^ 
to the largeft congregation I have yet feen in CVr/c« 

Saturday, 22. I preached in lUugan and at Red'- 
rutb; Sunday, 2^. in Su Agnes church, a town,^ at 
Eight;, about One, at Redruth; and at Five, in 
tlie amphitheatre at Gwenafi^ The people both fil-^ 
led it, and covered the ground round about, to a 
confiderable diflance. So that, fuppofing the fpace 
to be four-fcore yards' fquare, and to contain five 
perfons in a fquare yard,, there muft be above two 
and thirty thoufand people : the largeft afTembly I 
ever preached to*. Yet, I found, upon enquiry, 
all could hear, even to the ikirts of Uie congrega- 
tion ! Perhaps the firft time, that a man of feventy 
had been heard by thirty thoufand perfons at once 1 
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Hence 1 went by St. Cuthherts^ Port IfaaCy Ca* 
melfordy and Launctjion^ to Tiverton. Saturday, 28* 
I returned to BrifioU ^ 

Friday, September 3. I went over to Kingyvoood^ 
and enquired into the groundof many heavy charg- 
es, which had been confidently advanced againft the 
management there. One article was true, and no 
more." And this fault is now amended, 

I waited a few days, before I fat down what has 
lately occurred among the children here. From the 
time God vilited them la ft, feveral of them retain* 
ed a meafure of the fear of God. But they grew 
colder and colder, till Ralph Mather met them iii 
the latter end of Auguft. Several then refolved to 
meet in clafs again, and appeared to have good de- 
fires. On Saturday, September 4. he talked with 
^hreeofthem, aboutFour in the Afternoon. Thefe 
freely confeffed their befetting fins, and appeared to 
be greatly humbled. At Five all the children met 
in the fchool. Duiring an exhortation then given, 
firft one, then two or three were much addled. 
Afterwards two more were taken apart, who were 
foon deeply tliftreflcd : and one of them {James 
Whltejione)^ in lefs than half an hour, found a clear 
fenfe of the love of God. Near Seven, they came 
down the boys in theichool; and Mr. Mathejr alk- 
«d, " Which of you will ferve God ?" They all 
feemed to be thunderftruck, and ten or twelve fell 
down upon their knees. Mr. Mat^jer prayed, and 
then James Whitejione. Immediately one and ano- 
ther cried out, which brought in the other boys,, 
who feemed ftruck more and more, till about thirty 
were kneeling and praying at once. Before half 
hour pad Nine, ten of them knew, that they were 
accepted in the beloved. Several moip were brought 
*o the birth ; and all the children, but three or four, 
were afFeded more or lefs. 

Sunday, ^. I examined fixteen of them, who de- 
£red to partake of the Lord^s fupper. Nine or Ten 

had 
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liad a dear fenfe of the pardoning love of God. 
The others werevfuliy determined never to refl, till 
they could witnefs the fame confeffion* 

Eighteen of the children from that time met in 
three bands, befides twelve who met in trial band. 
Thefe were remarkable for their love to each other, 
as well as for ileady ferioufnefs. They met every 
day : belide which, all the children met in clafs. 

Thofe who found peace were, James Whiteftone^ 
Alexander Mather^ Matthew Lawes^ fPiUiam Sncwdan^ 
John Kelly Charles Farr^ John Hamilton^ Betyamim 
Harrisy and Edward KeiL 

Monday, 6. After Mr. Mather had preached at 
Pemfordy he met the children there. Preiently the 
fpirit of contrition fell upon them, and then the 
fpirit of grace, and of fuppucation, till the greater 
part of them were crying together for mercy, with 
a l^ud and bitter cry. And all Mi(s Owen's chil- 
dren but one, (two and twenty in number) were ex- 
ceedingly comforted* 

Friday, io« I went over to A^x^yiv^^, and enqui- 
red into the prefent ftate of the children. I found 
part 6f them had walked clofely with God ; pare 
had not, and were in heavinefs. Hearing in the 
Evening that they were got to prayer by themfehrea 
f n the (chool, I went down ; but not being willing 
to diflurb them, flood at the window*^ Two or three 
had gone in fir^ ; then more and more, till above 
thirty were gathered together. Such a fight I never 
iaw, before nor fince : Thr^ or four flood and ^ 
flared as if affrighted* The refl were all on their 
knees, pouring out their fouls before God, in a man- 
ner not eafy to be defcribed. Sometimes one, fome- 
times more, prayed aloud : fometimes a cry went 
Up from thetn dl : till five or fix of them who were 
in doubts before, faw the clear light of God's coun- 
tenance. 

Sunday, 12. Four of Mifs Owen's children, defir- 
cd leave to partake of the Lord's fupper. I talk^ 

with 
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with them feverally, and found they were all fiill 
rejoicing In the love of God. And they confirmed 
the account, that " there was only one of their 
whole number, who was unaffe^Aed on Monday: 
But all the reft could then fay with confidence, 
Lord, thou knoweft that I love thee." I fuppofe,i 
fuch a vifitation of children, has not been known in 
England thefe hundred years! Info marvellous a 
manner Out of the mouth of babes andfucklingi God 
tas ferfe^ed fraife / 
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MONDAY, Sept. 13, 1 773. My cold remainingi 
' I was ill able to fpeak* In the eveiiing I was 
much wdrifly my palate and throat being greatly in- 
Earned : however 1 preached as I could. But I could 
then go no farther. I could fwallow neither liquids, 
nor folids, and the windpipe fcemed nearly clofcd. 
i lay down at my ufual time ; but the defluxion of 
r)ieum was (b un^lterrupted, that I ilept not a minute 
till near three in the morning. On the following 
three days I grew better. Friday 17, I went to Kings- 
wood| and found feveral of the childien flill alive to 
God. ' ' 

Saturday 18. I gave them a fliort exhortation, which 
tijred, but did not hurt me*. 

Sunday 19. I thought myfelf able to fpeak to the 
congregation, which I did for half an hour. But 
afterwards I found a pain in my left fide and in my 
fhouldcr by turns, exa6Uy as I did at Canterbury 
twenty years before. In the morning I could fcarce- 
lift my hand to my head. But after being cle^rified 
I was much better : fo that I preached with tolerable 
eafe in the evening : and the next evening read the 
letters, though my voice was weak. From this time I 
Howly recovered my voice and my flrength, and on 
Sunday preached without any trouble, 
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Wcdncrday IQ. After preaching at PcnsforcL I 
^ent to rublow, and in the morning ipent a little 
time with the lovely children* Thofe of them who 
were lately affefled) did' n6t appear to have loft any 
thing of what they had received.^ And fome of them 
were clearly gaining grouody and advancing m. the 
faith which works by love. Sunday, O^. 3. i took 
a folemn leave of thQiSocjtety a| Bridol, now confid- 
ing of eight hundred members. 

Monday 4. I went by Shepton Mallet to Shaftlhury, 
and on Tucfday to Salifbury. Wednefday 7. Tak- 
ing chaife at two in the, morning, in the -evening i 
^ame well to London. The. jneft cff^the w%ek I made 
what enquiry I could into the date of my accounts. 
Some confufion had arifeh from the fudden death of 
my fiook-keeper; but it was lefs than might have 
been expcftcd. 

Monday 1 1. And the following days I took a littlte 
tour through Bedfordfhhe and Northamptpnfhire. Be- 
tween Northampton and Towceftcr wc^ met with a great 
natural curiofity, the largeft Elpi 1 ever faw : it wa$ 
twenty -eight feet in circumference: .fix feet more than 
that which was fome. years ago /n Magdz^en College 
walks at Oxford. 

Monday 18. I began my Uttje .journey through 
Ojcfordfhire and Buckingham {hire» In tho w^y I read 
over Sir Rich«rd Blackmore*s Prince ♦ Arthur. It is 
not a contemptible Poem ; although by no means equal 
to his Poem on the Creation, in which are many ad- 
mirably fine ftrokes. 

Monday 25. I went to Shorcham and fpcnt two 
days both agreeably and profitably. The work of God, 
which broke out here two or three years ago, is flill 
continually increafing. I preached near Bromley on 
Thurfday, and on Friday 39, had the fatisfafUon of 
dining with an old friend. 1 hope {he meant all the 
kindnefs fhe profcfTcd. If (he did not, it was her 
own lofs. 

Monday, Nov. 1. I fet out for Norfolk, and. came 
to Lynn while the congregation was waiting for me. 
Here was once a profpefl of doing much good : but it 
has almoft vanimed away. Calvinifm breaking in 
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upon them, has torn ' the infant Society in pieces. I 
did all I could to heal the breach, both in public and 
private. And having recovered a few, I left them all 
in peace, and went on to Norwich on Wednefday. 

Friday 5, I preached at noon to the warm congre- 
gation at Loddon, and in the evening to the cold one 
at Yarmouth. I know there is nothing too hard for 
God : elfe I fhould go thither no morr. Monday 8, 
1 found the Society at Lakenheath, was intirely 
vaniChed away. I joined them togetlier once more, 
and they ferioufly promifeJ to keep together/ If they 
do, I Ihall endeavour to fee them a^ain, if not, I 
have better work. 

Tuefday 9. I preached at Bury, and- on Wednef- 
day at Colchefter, where I fpent a day or two with 
much fatisfaftion, among a poor, loving, fimpLc- 
hearted people. I returned to London on Friday, 
and was' fully employed in viliting the Clafles from 
that time tp Saturday the 20th. 

In my late journey I read over Dr. Lee's Soplhron : 
Tie is both a learned and a fen fible man. Yet 1 juJge 
his book will hardly come to a fecond imprelTion, for 
thefe very obvious reafons : i. His language is generally 
rough and uhpleafmg ; frequently fo obfcure, that one 
.cannot pick out the meaning of, a fentfence, withov^t 
reading it twice or thrice over. " 2. His pei'iods are in- 
.tolerably Ipng, beyond all lenfc and realbn ; one period 
often containing ten or twenty, and "fometimes thirty 
lines. 3. Whetj he makes a pertinent remark, He 
knows not when to have done with it, feut fpins It 
X>ut, without any pity to the reader. 4. Many of his 
.remarks^ like thole of his Maften^ Mr* Ilutchinfon, 
arc utterly ftraincd and unnatural : Tuch as give pain to 
thofc who believe the Bible, and diverfion to thoic 
who do not. 

Monday 22. . I fet out for Suffex, and found abun- 
dance of people willing, to hear the good word; fit 
Rye in. particular. . And they' do -irtany things glad IjK 
But they will not part with the .accurfed thing, Imug- 
ffling. So I fear with regard to thefe, our labour will 
ne in vain. Monday 29, I went to Gravefend, OU 
Tuefday to Chatham, and on Wednesday to Sh^criteis, 
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over that whimfxcal Ferry, where footmen and horfes 
pay nothing, but every carriage four fhillings ! I was 
pleafing myfelf that I had feen One Jair day at Sheer- 
nefs ! But that pleafure was foon ovtfr. We had 
rain cngugh in the evening. However the hbufe was 
crouded fufHciently. I fpoke exceeding plain to the 
bigots on both fxdcs. May God write it on their 
hearts J 

Monday, Dec. 6. I went to Canterbury in the 
flage-coach, and by the way read lord, Herbert's Life, 
written by himCelf, the author of the firft Syftem of 
Deifm, that ever was publiflied in England. XVas there 
ever fo wild a Knight-Errant as this? Compared 4fo 
him Don Quixot was a fober man. Who can wonder, 
.that a man of fucb complexion, fhould be an Infidel ? 
I returned to London, Friday 10, with Captain Plin- 
derfon of Chatham, who informefl us,-—** Being oflF 
the Kentifh coafl, on Wednefday morning lafl, I 
found my (hip had been fo damaged by the florm 
which ftill CQntinued, that (he could not long keep 
above water. Sa we got into the boait, twelve in all, 
though witho^ttle hope of making the fhore, A fhip 
palEng by, ve made all the iignals we could ; but they 
took ^'hotice« A fecond pafTed near. We made 
fgnals and called : but they would not flay for us, 
A third put out their boat, took uS up, and fet us 
j&fe on ihorc/* 

Friday 17. Meeting with a celebrated book, a 
volume of Captain Cook's Voyages, I fat down to 
read it with huge expe6lation. But how was I dif- 
appointed. I obferved, i. Things abfolutely incredi* 
ble : ** A nation without any Curiolity.** And what 
is {^ranger ftill, (I fear, related with no good defign) 
•• Without any fenfe of (hame! Men and women 
coupling together iiT the face of the fun, and in the 
fight of fcores of people ! Men whofe fkin, cheeks^ 
and lips are white as milk.'' Hume or Voltaire might 
believe this : but . I cannot. I obferved, 8. Things 
abfolutely impoflible. To inftance in one, for a fpcci- 
mcn, *• A native of Otaheite is faid to underfland the 
language of an iHand eleven hundred miles dtOiant 
hom U in latitude } betides I know not how maay 
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.hundreds in ^longitirde! So, that I cannot * but ran|^ 
this Narrative with that of Robinlbn Crufo ; and ac- 
count Tupia to be, in feveral refpc£ls, a-kin to his 
man Friday. 

. Saturday 25* And on the following days^ we had 
many happy opportunities of celebrating the folemn 
feaftdays, according to the defign of their inftitution. 
We concluded the year with a faft-day, clofed with a ^ 
folemn watch-night. 

Tuefday, January 4, 1774. Three or four years 
ago, a Humbling horfe threw me forward on the pum- 
mel of the faddle. I felt a good deal of pain : but k 
foon went oif, and I thought of it no more. Some 
months after I obferved, tejliculum alUrum alttro duplo 
majorem effe, I cohfultcd a Phyfician. He told mc, 
it was a common cafe, and did not imply any difeafe 
at all. In May twelve-month it was grown near as 
large as a hen's egg. Being then at Edinburgh, Dr. 
Hamilton infifted on my having the advice of Dit^ 
Gpegory and Monro. They immediately faw it was a 
Jiydrocele, and advifed me, as foon as I came to 
London, to aim at a radical cure, which they judged 
'might be c&Qjcd in about fixteen days. /When I 
came to London, I confulted Mr. Wathen. He ad- 
_vifed mc, 1. " Not to think of a radical cure, which 
jcould not he hoped for, without my lying , in one 
pofture fifteen or fixteen days. And he did not 
«xnow whether this might not give a wound to my 
conftitution, which I (hould never recover. 2. To 
do nothing while I continued eafy." And this advice 
.1 was determined to take. 

» La ft month the fwelling was often painful. So 
on this day, Mr. Wathen performed the operation^ 
and drew off fomething more than half a pint, of » 
thin, yellow, tranfparent wateh With this came out 
(to his no fmall furpriie) a pearl of the fize of a fmall _. 
fhot; which he fuppofed might be one caufe of the ' 
diforder, by occafioning a conflux of humours to the 
part. Wedncfday 5, I was. as perfe£Uy eafy, . as. if no 
operation had been performed. 

.' Tuefday 12. I began at the Eafl: end of the town, . 
to vifit the Society from houfc to houfe. I know no 
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branch of the Paftoral cflice, which is of greater iin« 
'portance than this. But it is fo grievous to fiefh and 
ilood, that I can prevail on few, even of <mr Preachers, 
^ to undertake it. 

Sunday 23^ Mr. F^teerols aflifled xne at the 
Chapel. O what a curfe upon the poor fons of men 
is the Confufion of opinions f Worfe by many degrees 
thah the curfe of fiabel, the Confufion of tongues^ 
What but this coujd prevent this amiable young man 
from joining heart and hand with us ? 

Monday 24. I was defired by Mrs. Wright of New- 
York, to let her take" my effigy in wax-work. She 
has that of Mr. Whitefield and many others ; but 
none of them, I think, comes up to a well drawn 
pid^ure. 

Friday 28. I buried the remains of that venerable 
mother in Ifracl, Bilhah AfpcrhcU. She found -peace 
with God in 1738; and foon after, purity df heart. 
From that time fhe walked in the light of God's 
countenance, day and night, without the lead intcr- 
million. She was always in pain, yet alwa^'s rejoio» 
ing, and going about doing good. Her defire was, 
that fhe might not live to be uielefs j and God granted 
her defire. On Sunday evening jfhe mtt her CIals,'as 
ufual. The next day fhe fent for her old fellow- 
iraveller, Sarah Clay, and faid to her, ** Sally, I am 
going." Sarah aiked, ** Where are you gohig ? " She 
chearfully anfwered, "To my Jefus, to be fure!** 
and fpoke no more. 

Sat. 2g. And fevcral' times trt the fdlh) wing week, 
I had much converfation with 'Ralph Mather;^ a de- 
voted young man, but almoA driven out of his fenfea 
by My (lie divinity. If he efcapes out of this fpccious 
fnare of the devil, he will be an inftrumcnt of much 
good. 

Thurfday, Feb. 10. I was defired by that affefti- 
onate man, Mr. P- — , to give him a fcrmon at CheMca. 
Every comer of the room -was througfhly croudcd ; . 
arid all but two or three gentlewomen (fo called) -were 
deeply ferious, while I ftrongly infbrced *^ Strait is 
the gate, and narrow is the way that Icadcrh unto life.**

JDoniiington* It was a . fhowery day, but tho ihowerf 
vrere Rd^nded during the preaching. In the even- 
ing I preached at - Derby, and had the fatisfa3:iofi; tcK 
obierve. an unufual feriournefs in the congregation*' 
Cardefs as they ufed to be, they feemcd at length x<9- 
know the day of their, vtfitation. 

' Tueiday, March 29. About ten, I pi^eached in th0 
Market-place at A(hburn, to a large- and uAevshly 
ftrious " congregatioir. And fbme, I believe, felt fhici 
word of God quick and powerful,^ while I enforced, 
*^ God now commandcth all men every where to re- 
pent," . After dinner we went on to NcwCaftle under' 
Line (that is* the proper name of the river) where L 
was invited by the Mayor, a ferions, fenfible man, ta 
lodge iii' hifii^ boofe. I was defired (our room being 
but ^ail). to j^reach in. the Market-place« Abundtrncer 
of} pfio|de .were foon gathered together, who iuvpri2edi 
me not '9 little, >by roifbtking the tune and ftriking up 
the Marph: in Judas Maccabeos^' M^ny of them had^ 
admirable voices^ - and tolerable ikiil» i know- nct> 
wbenr I. havk' heard fo agmea^e a found : it was indeed 
t&e yoic^.bf-nselodyi . But we had one jarring firing : 
axilrai^ en.- gentleman fwas a little noiley, till he waa^ 
cacriedaway. 

Wednefday 30^ I went on to Congleton, where X 
r^tesred iett^s infi^rming mie, that tny prefence was 
necefTary at Briftol. So abont one I took ch'j^fe, and 
reached Briftol about half an hour after one the next 
day. . Havmg done my bu^nefs' in about tvro hours, 
on> Frids^ in the afternoon I reached Congleton agaki ; 
(about X hundred and forty miles from BrifloU no ' 
n^re tiisd (blefTed be God!) than when I left it»- 
What' a changer is in this town ! The bitter enmity 
of the towns^Dcs to the Methodilb is clean forgotten. • 
So has the fleady behavioui: of the little flock t^irned 
the hearts of their oppolers. 
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' 'Eaf&r-clay, April .^v 1^ ^'ent <m to .Macclesfield, 
wad xame juil m time (fo is the" fcene changed here 
alfoJ) tx> walk to the old churchy with the Mayor ;an4 
' the two Mini Hers. The raia drorvte vs into the bonfe 
in the- evening, that is/ as many ts' could iqucezc in ;> 
and we had a feafon of flrbng coniblation, bothat the. 
preaching, and at the meeting of the Society;' 

> Monday 4. I went on to M^chefter, where the* 
work of God appears to be -ftill increaiin^. Tues- 
day 5, about noon I preached at New>Miil,'to an- 
ttrnefi, artlefs, loving people ; and in the evening at' 
poor, dull, dead Stockport, n^t. without hopes that' 
God would raifc the dead. As one means joi this,!' I 
determined to reftore the morning . p/eaching, which' 
liad been difcontinued for . many years, SoL walked 
oyer from Portwood in the morning, and found the' 
houle well filled at five o'clock. .: Wedncfiiay 6, I ' 
preached at Pendleton pole, two miles from Manchel- 
ter, in a nei^ Chapel, dciignedior a Church minifler^ 
which was Hied from end to end* 

Thurfday ^j. 1 preached about noon at North wich, 
now as quiet as Manchefler : and in the evening at 
that lovely fpot Little Leigh. Friday 8, 1 went 00 to 
Chefter. Saturday 9, I vifited our old friends at 
Alpraham ;< many of whom are now well nigh worn 
Qfut, and jtift ready for the bridegroonu / * 

. Monday x 1. I preached about noon at Warrington, 
and in. the evening at Livetpool.! Thurfday 14, I 
preached in Wigan at - noon, where all tumult is -now 
at an end : the lives of the chriflians having quite put > 
to filence the ignorance €tf foolifh 'men*. In the even- 
ing I preached at Bolton, to the mofl; lively and mofl ( 
fteady people in all thefe parts. 

Friday 15. I ' preached at a Preaching-houfe jud : 
built at Chow-bent, which was ; lately a den o£ lions. 
But they are all now quiet as lambs. So they were « 
the next day at the new houfe, near Bury. Friday i6. 
At noon I preached in Rochdale^ and in the evening, 
near the Church in Huddersfield. The wind was high, 
and very (harp ;. but the people little regarded it, • 
while I ftrongly infoxsccd tJboie words, *• What doft 
thou here, Elijah?" . , , . 

Sunday 
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, Sunday 17. I rode to Halifax. Such a country 
Church I never faw before, I fuppofe, except York 
Minder, there is none in the county fo large. Yet it 
would not near contain the congregation. I was afraid, 
it would be irappffif>le for all to hear; but God gave 
me a voice for the occalion. So that I believe all 
heard, and many felt the application of thofe word* 
(part of the firit Leffon) " Let me- die the death of 
the righteous, andlet my laft end be like his,** 

While I was at dinner at Dr. Leigh's, one cam« 
from Huddersfield to tell me, " The Vicar was will* 
ing I fhould preach in the Church." Dr. Leigh 
lending me his fervant and .his horfe, I fet out im- 
mediately, and riding faft, came into the church while 
the Vicar was reading the Pfalms. It was well th^ 
people had no notice of my preaching, till I came in- 
to the town. They quickly filled the church. 1 did 
not fpare them, but fully delivered my own foul. 

Monday 18. The Minifter of Heptonftall fent me" 
word that I was welcome to preach in his churchr 
It was with difficulty we got up the fteep mountain ; 
and when we were upon it, the wind was ready to 
bear us away. The church was filled, not with 
curious, but ferious hearers. No others would face (& 
furious a ftorm. At Ewood in the evening we had 
the ufual bleding. 

Tuefday ig. Mrs. Holmes, who has been fome 
years confined to her bed, fent and defired I would 
preach at her hou(e. As I flood in the pafiage, fhe 
Could hear and all that flood in the adjoining rooms* 
I preached on Rev. xiv. ver. 1 — 5. It was a refrelh- 
Ing feafon to her and to many* At half hour after ten 
I preached in the New Houfe at Hightown, ^ndia 
the evening at Dai^-Green. 

I found Mr. Greenwood (with whom I lodged) 
dying (as was fuppofed) of the gout in the flomachv 
But on obferving the fymptoms, I was convinced it 
was not the gout, but the Angina Pe£loris, (well de-* 
fcribed by Dr. Heberden ; and flill more accurately 
by Dr. M * Bride, of Dublin) I therefore advifed him. 
To take no more medicines, but to be e^drified 
.^rou^h the breaft. He was fo« The violent fymp. 
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toms immediately ccaied, and he fell into a fweet 
deep. 

Thurfday 21. I preached at Moriey, on, " O thou 
•f little £iith, wherefore didfl thou doubt ? ** About 
two I preaehed at the New-built hqufe at Pudfey, 
where the Germans (I was informed) are continually 
declining. Twenty years (ince one would ha v« thought 
they would never have been moved. But who can 
Hand any, longer than God is on their fide? Thi$ 
evening and the next I preached to the lively congre- 
gation at Bradford, and was much comforted. So 
were many : indeed all that eameHly dedred to recover 
the whole image of God* . 

Friday a 2. I rode and walked to Bradfhaw-houfe, 
Handing alone in a dreary wafte. But although it was 
a cold and ftormy day, the people flocked from all 
quarters. So they did at noon the next day, to 
C lough, ( two or three miles from Coin ; ) where 
though it was cold enough, I was obliged to preach 
abroad. In the evening I preached to our old, up#- 
right, loving brethren at Ktghley. 

Sunday 24. It being a cold and ftormy day, Ha worth 
church contained the people tolerably well. On Mon- 
day, Tueiday, and Wednefday, I preached at Bingley 
and Yeadon : and on Thurfday opened the new Houfe 
at Wakefield. What a change is here, fincc our 
friend was afraid to let me preach in his houfe, lefl 
the itipb fhould pull it down ! So I preached in the 
main ftreet : and then was fown the firft feed, which 
has fmce borne fo plenteous a harveft. 

Hence I went to Leeds, and on Saturday 30/ to 
Birftal. Here, on the top of the hill, was the ftand- 
ard firft fct up four and thirty years ago. And, fince 
•that time, What hath God wrought^ 

Sunday, May 1. I preached at eight'on that deli- 
cate device of Satan to deftroy the whole religion of 
the heartj the telling men, " Not to regard jramti 
or feelingSy but to live by naked faith j that is, in 
plain terms, Not to regard either lovcj joy, peace, 
or any other fruit of the Spirit : not to regard, whe- 
ther they fed thefe or the reverie ; whether their fouls 
be in a heavenly or hcUitti frame / " At <3ine I preached 

at

tit the fodt of the hill to many thoufand hearers ; and- 
at Leeds to about the fame number : whom I befought 
in ftrong terms, " Not to receive the grace of God in 
Vain I " 

On Monday and Tuefday I preached at Otley and 
fately-b ridge. Wednefday 4, I went to Amblelide ; 
and on Thurfday to Whitehaven. Monday 9, I fct 
out for Scotland. At eight I preached in the Caille- 
yard at Cockcrmouth, to abundance of carelefs people, 
on, " Where their worm dieth not, and the fire is 
not quenched.*' In the evening I preached at Car- 
kfle. On Tuefday I went on to Selkirk, and on 
Wednefday to Edinburgh ; which is diftant from Car- 
liflc ninety -five miles and no more. Thurfday 1?, I 
-went in the {lage*coach to Glafgo^v ; and on Friday and 
Saturday preached on the Old Green, to a people, the 
grcatcft part of whom A^ar much, know every thing, 
zndfcd nothing. 

Sunday 15. My fpirit was moved whhin me at the 
Sermons I heard both morning and afternoon. They 
contained much truth, but were no more likclv to 
awaken one foul, than an Italian Opera. In the even-* 
ing a multitude of people affcmbled on the Green, to 
whom I canieflly applied thefe words, " Though I 
have all knowledge, though I have all faith, though I 
give' all my goods to feed the poor, &c. and have not 
iove, I am nothing." 

Monday 16. In the afternoon, as alfo at feven in. the 
morning, I preached in the Kirk at Port Glafgow. 
My fubje£ls were death and judgment, and I fpcke as 
home as I poHibly could. The evening congregation 
at Greenock was exceeding large. I opened and en- 
forced thofe awful words, " Strait is the gate, and 
narrow is the way that leadeth unto life." I know 
not that ever I fpokc more flrongly. And fome fruk 
of it quickly appeared. For the houfe, twice as large 
as that at Glafgow, was throughly filled at five- in the 
morning. In the evening, Tuefday 1 7, I preached on 
the Green at Glafgow once more, although the North- 
wind was piercing cold. At five in the morning I 
commended our friends to God. 

B ft How 
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lloW is it that there is no increafe in this Society ? 
It is exceeding eafy to anfwer. One Preacher ftays 
here two or three months at a time, preaching on Sun- 
day morning, and three or four evenings in a week. 
Can a Methodift Preacher p refer ve either bodily 
health, or fpiritual life with this exercifc f And if he 
is but half alive, what will the people be ? juft fo 
it is at Greenock too. 

Wed. 18. I went to Edinburgh, and on Thurf- 

/ day to Perth. Here likewifc the morning preaching 

1 had been given up : confequently the people were few, 

I dead, and cold. Thefe things muft be remedied, or 

we muft quit the ground. 

In the way to Perth, I read that ingenious tra6b, 
Dr. Gregory's " Advice to his daughters.*' Al- 
though I cannot agree with him in all things (particu- 
laily as to dancings decent pride, and both a rtfcrve 
{and a delicacy y which I think are quite unnatural:) 
yet I allow there are many fine ftrokes therein, and 
abundance of common fenfe. And if a young wo- 
man followed this plan in little things, in fuch things 
as daily occur, and in great things copied after Mi- 
'randa, {he would form an accompliHied chara6^en 

Friday 20. I rode over to Mr. Frafer's at Moncdy, 
■ whofe mother-in-law was to be buried that day, O 
; what a difference is there between the Englifii and 
the Scotch method of burial ! The Englifh docs 
honour to human nature ; and even to the poor re- 
mams, that were once a temple of the Holy Ghoft i 
, But when I fee in Scotland a coffin put into the earth, 
. and covered up without a word fpoken, it reminds me 
\ of what ^as fpoken concerning Jeboiakim, '^ He (hall 
'. be buried with the burial of an afs ! " 

Sat. .21. I returned to Perth, and preached in the 
evening to a large congregation* But I could not 
find the way to their hearts. The generality of the 
rpeople here, are fo zoijej that they need no more 
knowledge ; and fo good, that thy need no more re- 
ligion ! Who can warn them that are brim full of 
wifdom and goodnefs, to flee from the wrath to come ? 
Sunday 22. I endeavoured to ftir up this drowzy 
people, by fpeaking as flcongly as I could, at five, on 

" Awake 
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*^ Awake thou that flccpcfl:" at fcven, on, '< Where 
their worm dicth not,'* and in the evening on, ** I 
faw the dead, fmall and great, fland before God.'* In 
the afternoon a young gentleman in the Well-Kirk, 
preached fuch a clofe, pra£lical fermon on *^ Enoch 
walked with Cody*' as I have not heard fmce I came 
into the kingdom. 

/Monday 2^* About ten, I preached to a confider- 
able number of plain, ferious, country people, at Reil, 
a little town in the middle of that lovely valley, called 
>' The Carfc of Gowry,'* In riding on to DundeeTX 
I was utterly amazed at reading and confidering a Tra^ 
put into my hands, which gave a fuller account than I 
had ever iieen, of the famous Gowry- Confpiracy in , 
a6oo* And I was throughly convinced, i. From the 
utter improbability, if one Ihould not rather fay, Ab- 
furdityy of the King's account, (the greater part of 
vrhicb reds entirely on his own lingle word :) 2. From 
the many contradi&ons in the depofitions which werp 
made to confirm fome parts of it : and 3. From the 
various collateral circum (lances, related by coteDapoh 
rary writers, that the whole was a piece of King^cr^ft ; 
the clumfy invention of a covetous and blood-thirfly 
tyrant, to deftroy two innocent men, that he migbt . 
kill and alfo take pojtffion of their large fortunes, — ^ 

In the evening I preached at Dundee, and on Tuef- 
day 24, went on* to Arbroth, In the way I read 
lord K — 's plaufible Edays on Morality and Natursd 
Religion^ Did ever man take fb much. pains to (o 
little purpoie, as he does in his Elfay on Liberty and 
Neceflity, Cui bono ? What good would it do to 
mankind, if he could convince them, That they are 
a mere piece of clock-work ? That they have . no 
more ihare in dire6ling their own a£lions, than, iz| 
directing the Sea or the North wind ? He owns, that 
5' if men Jaw thcmftlvts in this lights all fenfe of mor^ 
obligation, of right and wrong, of good or ili defer t, / 
would immediately ceafe," Well, my lord fees hirn^ \ 
Jtlf in this light. . ConCequeptly, if his own- doftrine ' 
is true, he has no " fenfeof moral obligation, of right « 
(Nadiwrong) or gpod or ill dcfert,'? Is he not thea? 

• B 3, excellently > 
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excellently well qualified for a Judge ? Will he con- 
demn a man for not holding the zoind in his Jtjt ? 

The high and piercing wind made it impraffcicable 
to preach abroad in the evening. But the houfe con- 
tained the people tolerably well, as plain and fimple 
as thofe at Rait. I fet out early in the morning ; but 
not being able to ford the North-Efk, fwoln with the 
late rains, was, obliged to go round fome miles* 
However I reached Aberdeen in the evening. 

Here I met with another curious book, *' Sketches 
of the Hiftory of Man." Undoubtedly the Author 
is a man of flrong underilanding, lively imagination, 
and confiderable learning. And his boiok contains 
fome ufeful truths. Yet (bme things in it gave me pain : 
1. His aflBrming things that are not true'; as, that all 
Negro children turn black the ninth or tenth day fronal 
their birth. No : moft of them turn partly black on 
the fecond day, entirely fo on the third. That all the 
Americans are of a copper colour : not fo : fome bf 
them are as fair as we are. Many more fuch affertions 
1 obierved, which I impute not to dc(ign but cre- 
dulity, g. His flatly contradi^ng himfelf : many times 
within a page or two. 3. His afferting, and labouring 
to prove, that man is a mere piece of clock-work : 
and, laftly, his loling no opportunity of vilifying the 
Bible, to which he appears to bear a mofl cordial 
hatred. 1 marvel, if any but his brother Infidels, will 
give two guines for fuch a work as this ! 

Sunday 29. At feven the congregation was large. 
In the evening the people were ready to tread upon 
each other. I fcarce ever faw people fo fqueezed to- 
gether. And they feemed to be all ear, while I ex- 
horted them with flrong and pointed words. Not to 
receive ike grace ef God in vain, 

Monday 30. I fet out early from Aberdeen, and 
preached at Arbroth in the evening. I know no peo- 
ple in England, who are more loving, and more fim- 
ple of heart than thefe. Tuefday 31, I preached at 
tafthaven, a fmi^} town inhabited by Fifhermen. I 
luppofe all the inhabitants were prefent : and all were 
xead^ to devour the word* In the evening I preached 

HI. 
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It Dundee^ and had great hope, that brotherly love 
would continue. 

In my way hither I read Dr. Reid^s ingenious Eflay* 
With the former part of it I was greatly dehghted : 
but afterwards I was much difappointed : I doubt whcb- 
ther the fentiments are jufl : but I am fure his language 
is fo obfcure, that to mod readers it muil be mere 
Arabic. But I have a greater obje£Uon than this; 
namely his exquifite want of judgment, in fo admiring 
that prodigy of felf-conceit, Rouffeau— A Ihallow, yet 
fupercilious InHdel, two degrees below Voltaire ! Is 
it poflible, that a man who admires him^ can admire 
the Bible? 

Wed. June 1 . I went on to Edinburgh, and the next 
day examined the Society one by one. I was agreeably 
furprized. They have feirly profited fince I was here 
lail* Such a number of perfons having found chriflian 
experience I never found in this- Society before. I 
preached in the evening to a very elegant congregation^ 
and yet with great enlargement of heart ! Saturday 4, 
I found uncommon liberty at Edinburgh in applying. 
EzekiePs vifion of the dry bones. As I was walking 
home, two men followed me, one of whom laid, " Sir, 
you are my prifoner. I have a warrant from the 
Sheriff, to carry you to the Tolbooth." At firft I 
thought he jefled ; but finding the thing was ferious^ 
I defired one or two of our friends to go up with me.. 
When we were fafe lodged in a houfe adjoining to the 
Tolbooth, I defired the Officer to let' me fee his war- 
rant. I found the profecutor was one George Suther-* 
land, once a member of the Society. He had dcpofed^. 
<« That Hugh Sanderfon, one of John Wefley's prca* 
chers, had taken from his wife one hundred pounds in 
money, and upwards of thirty pounds in goods ; and 
had,.befides that, terrified her into madnefs, fo that 
through the want of her help, and the loiis of bufinefs^ 
he was damaged five hundred pounds.'' 

Before the Sheriff^ Archibald Cockbum, Efq; he 
had depofcd, ** That the faid John Wefley and Hugh 
Sanderfon, to evade purfuit, were preparing to fly 
the country, and therefore he defirea his warrant- to 
ieai:ch for, feize, aad incarcerate them in the Tolbooth^ 
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till they lliould find fecuxity for tKeir appliance." 
To this requed the Sheriff had aflented^ asid given his 
warrant for that purpofe. 

But why docs he incarcerate John Wdley ? No- 
thing is laid againll him, le(s or more» Hugh Saux>- 
derfon preaches iu the connexion with him. What 
then ? Was not the Sheriff flrangely overfeen ? 

Mr. Sutherland furioufly infifled. That the Officer 
Ihould carry us to the Tolbooth without delay. HoW'- 
ever he waited till two or three of our friends caxne^ 
and gave a bond for our appearance on the 24th ix>- 
ilant* Mr. S. did appear, The caufe was heard| and 
the Profecutor fined one thoufand pounds. 

Sunday 5. About eight I preached at Ormifton, 
twelve miles from Edinburgh. The houfe being fmall, 
I ftood in the {Ireet, and proclaimed the grace of our 
Lord Jcfus Chrift. The congregation behaved with 
the utmoil decency. So did that on the CafUe-bill ia 
Edinburgh at noon : though I ftrongly infifled, That 
God '^ now comm^andeth all men every where to re- 
peat." In the evening the houfe was throughly filled. 
And many feemed deeply affe£led. I do not wonder, 
that Satan, had it been in his power, would have had 
me otherwise employed this day. 

Wednefday 8. X took my leave of our alFe&ionat^ 
friends, and in the evening preached at Dunbar. 
Thurfday 9, the wind being high, I preached in the 
Court-houfe at ^Inwick ; but it was intolerably hot. 
Friday 1 o, about eleven I preached in the little Square 
adjoining to the Preaching-houfe in Morpeth. In the 
evening I preached at Newcaflle : and in the morning, 
Saturday 11, fet out for the Dales. About noon I 
preached at Walfingham, and in the evening, near the 
rreaching-houCe in Weardale. 

Sund. 1 2. Tl\e raip drove Vis i|ito the houfe, both 
morning and afternoon. Afterwards I met the poor 
remains of the Select Society. But neither of my. two 
lovely children, neither, Peggy S pence, nor Sally 
Blackburn were there. Indeed a whole row of fuch I 
had feen before ; but three in four of them' were now 
as carelefs as ever. In the evening I fent for Peggy 
^ipeo^e and S^ly £l»cU>uriu. f.eggy came, and I 

found, 
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found (he had well nigh regained her ground, walking 
in the light, and having a lively hope of recovering all 
that (he had loft, Sally flatly refufed to come, and 
then ran out of doors. JBeing found at length, after 
a . flood of tears, (he was brought almoft by force. 
But I could not get one look ; and hardly a word from 
her. She Teemed to have no hope left* Yet (he is 
not out of God's reach. 

. I now enquired into the caufes of that grievous decay 
in the vaft work of God which was here two years 
{ince. And I found feveral caufes had concurred, 
1. Not one of the Preachers that fucceeded, was capa« 
blc of being a nurdng father to the new-bom children* 
s. Jane Salkeld, one great inflrument of the work, 
marrying, was debarred from meeting the young ones : 
and there being none left, who fo naturally cared for 
them, they fell heaps upon heaps. 3. Mod of the 
livclieft in the Society, were the lingle men and wo- 
men. And feveral of thefe in a little time contra6led 
an inordinate aife£lion for each other : whereby they 
fo grieved the Holy Spirit of God, that he in great 
meafure departed from them* 4. Men aroie among 
ourfelVes, who undervalued the work of God, and 
called the great work of Sa^i^fication, a deludon. By 
this they grieved fome, and angered others, fo that 
both the one and the other were much weakened. 
5. flence the love of many waxing cold, the Preachers 
were difcouraged : and jcaloufies, heart-burnings,^ evil 
furmifings, were multiplied more and more. There is 
now a little revival: God grant it may increafe ! 

Monday 13. At eleven I preached in Teefdale, and 
at Swaledale in the evening. Tuefday 14, we crofTftd 
over the enormous mountain, into lovely Wenfdale, 
the largeft by far of all the Dales, as well as the raoft 
beautiful. Some years fince many had been awakened 
here, and joined together by Mr. Ingham and his 
Preachers. But fince the bitter diffention between 
their Preachers, the poor (heep have all been fcattered. 
A confiderable number of thefe have been gleaned up 
and joined together by our preachers. I came into the 
midft of them at Redraire. As I rode through tBe 
town^ the people {lood flaring on every fide, as if we^ 

had 
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had been a company of roonfters. I preached in the 
X ftrcct, and they Toon ran together^ young and oldr 
from every quarter. I reminded the elder of their 
having feen me thirty years before, when I preached 
in Wenfley church, and inforced once more, " Believe 
in the Lord Jefus Chrift, and thou flxalt befaved :"^ 
^hen \ rode back through the town, it wore a new 
face. The people were profoundly civil. They were 
bowing and curtfying on every iide» Such a change 
^1 two hours I have feldom feen. , 

Hence we hafted to Richmond, where I preached 
in a kind of Square. All the Yorkfhii-e militia wercr 
(here. And fo were their OfEcers, who kept them in^ 
awe, fo that they behaved with decency. At fix I 
preached at the end of our houfe in Barnardcaflle. I 
was faint and feverifh when I began. But the laying 
an hour in a cold bath (for the wind was very high" 
and fharp) quite refrelhed me, fo that all my faintnefk 
Was gone, and I was perfe£dy well when I concluded. 

Wed. 15. I went on by Durham to Sunderland* 
Saturday 18, I preached at Biddick. It was hit while 
I was preaching ; but rained very fail both before and 
after. Sunday 19, I preached at the Eafl end of the 
town. I think, to tbciargefl congregation I ever faw 
at Sunderland. The irain did not begin till I had con- 
cluded. At two i preached at the Fell, at Hve in the 
Orphan-houfe. 

Monday 20. About nine I fct out for Horfeley, with- 
Mr. Hopper and Mr. Smith. I took Mrs. Smith, 
and her two little girls, in the chaife with me. About 
two miles from the town, juft on the brow of the hill, 
on a fudden, both the horfes fet out, without any 
viiible caufe, and flew down the hill, like an arrow 
out of a bow. In a minute John fell off the coach- 
box. The~ horfes then went on full fpeed, fometimes 
to the edge of the ditch on the right, fometimes on 
the lefu A cart came up againft them : they avoided 
it as exa£lly as if the man had been on the box. A 
narrow bridge was at the foot of the hill. They went 
dirc£ily over the middle of it. They ran up the next 
hill with the fame fpeed ; many perfons meeting us^ 
h^t getting out of the way. Near the top. of the hill 

was

was a gate which led into a farmer's yard. It ftooit 
open. They turned ftidrt, and run through it, with* 
out touching the gate on one iide, or the pod on the 
other. I thought, ** However the gate which is on 
the other fide of the yard, and is fhut, will flop them.** 
But they ru(hed through it as if it had been a cobweb, 
and gallopped on through the corn-field. The littld 
girls cried out, " Grandpappa, fave us," I tolcf them, 
^' Nothing will hurt you : do not b6 afraid ; " feeling 
no more fear or care, (bleffed be Ood!) than if I had 
been fitting in my ftudy. The horfes ran on, till they 
came 'to the edge of a ftecp precipice. Juft then Mr# 
Smith, who could not overtake us before, gallopped 
in between. They flopped in a moment. Had they 
gone on ever fo little^ he and we muft have gone down 
together ! 

I am perfuaded both evil and good angels, had a 
large fharc in this tranfa6lion : how large \Vc do not 
know now : but we (hall know hereafter. 

I think fome of the mod remarkable circumflance^ 
were, 1. Both the horfes, which >^ere lame and quiet 
as could be, ftarting out in a moment juft at the top 
of the hill, and running down full fpeed. 2. The 
coachman's being thrown on his head with fuch vio- 
lence, and yet not hurt at all. 3. The chaife runningj 
again and again to the edge of each ditch, and yet not 
into it. 4. The avoiding the cart. 5. The keeping 
juft the middle of the bridge. 6. The turning ftiort 
through the firft gate, in a manner that no coachman 
in England could have turned them, when in full 
gallop. 7. The going through the fecond gate as if 
it had bc«n but fmoke, without flackenihg their pace 
at all. This would have been impodiblc, had not the 
end of the chariot-pole ftruck exaftly on the center of 
the gate : whence the whole, by the fudden impetuous 
fhock, was broke into fmall pieces. 8. That the little 
girl, who ufed to have fits, on my faying, " Nothing 
will hurt you," ceafed crying, and was quite compofed. 
Laftly, that Mr. Smith ftruck in juft then : in b, 
minute more, we had been down the precipice. And 
•had i^ot the hoifes ftoppcd at once, they muft have 
carried him And us. down together! ** Let thofe give 
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thanks, whom the Lord hath redeemed, and delivered 
iFrom the hand of the enemy ! " 

Frid. 24, I read over Dr. Wilfon's traft, on the 
Circulation of the Blood. What are we fure of, but 
the Bible 1 I thought nothing had been more fure, 
than that the heart is the grand, moving power, which 
both begins and continues the circulation. But I think 
the Di;;. has clearly proved, that it does not begin at 
the heal't : and that the heart has quite another office : 
only receiving the blood*, M^hich then moves on through 
its channels, on the mere principal of fu6Uon, aflifted 
by the ethereal fire, which is conneded with every 
particle of it. 

. Sunday 26. In the morning I preached at the Bal- 
lafl-hiUs, among the glafs-men, keel-men, and Tailors* 
As thefe had nothing to pay, I exhorted them, " to 
buy wine and milk without money and without price." 
Monday 27. I took my leave of this lovely place 
and people, and about ten preached to a feiious con* 
gregation at Durham. About fix I preached at Stock- 
ton-upon-Tees, on a text fuited to the congregation, 
** Where their worm dieth not and the fire is not 
c[uenched.** - 

Tuefday 28. This being my birth-day, the fir ft day 
I of my feventy-fecond year, I was confidering, how is 
> this, that I find juft the fame ftrength, as I did thirty 
years ago ? That my fi^ht is confiderably better now, 
: and my nerves firmer than they were then ? That 1 
I have none of the infirmities of old age, and have loil 
leveral I had in my youth ? The grand caufe is, the 
., good pleafure of God, who doth whatfoever pleafeth 
•j him. The chief means are, 1, My conftantly rifing 
' at four, for about fifty years : 2. My generally preach- 
ing at five in the morning, one of the moft healthy ex- 
; ercifes in the world. 3. My never travelling lefs, by 
' fea or land, than four thoufand five hundred miks m a 
year. 

In the evening I preached at Yarm : about eleven 
the next day, at ^Ofmotherly ; and in the evening at 
Thirfk. Thurfday 30, I preached at Hutton-rudby., 
and found ftill remaining a few fparks of the uncom- 
mon flame, which was kindled there ten years affo. 
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It was quenched chiefly by the filly, childifh conttti"' 
tions of thofe,,who were real partakers of that great, 
bleiling. 

Friday, July !• I preached in Stokefley at fix : and^ 
many determined to fet out anew. In Gifborough I 
was cqnftrained to preach abroad : and the whole mul- 
titude was as filent as the fubje6l — death 1 I never be- 
fore had fuch an opportunity at this place. In the af« 
ternoon, through miferable roads> we ;^t length got to 
Whitby, 

Sunday 3. ^\ie had a folemn hour at five,^ with the 
Society only: and artbthef at eight, while I enforced 
thofe words on a numerous congregation, "How fhall 
we efcape if we ncgleft.fo great (alvation ? " While we 
were at Church a poor man would needs divert himfelf 
by fwinuning : but he funk, and rofe no more. The 
Minider preached in the afternoon a fermon fuited to 
the occafion, on, '* Be ye likewife ready, for ye know 
not the hour when the Son of Man cometh." At 
five I preached in the Market-place, on, " Though I 
ipeak with the tongue of men and angels, &c. and 
have not charity, I am, nothing.?' I fpoke exceeding 
plain, and the people ^ycre attentive. Yet few of 
them, I doubt underdood what was fpoken. The So« 
ciety however arc well eftabUihed, and adorn the doc- 
trine of God our Saviour. . 

Monday 4. At eleven I preached in the little Square 
at Robinhood's Bay, At iix I preached to a numerous 
congregation, in the new houfe at Scarborough. It is 
plain ; and yet is one of the n^teO: and mofl elegant 
preaching-houfes in England* Now let the people,^ 
walk worthy of theii; callii^, and there will be a good' 
^vork in this place* . ,< 

Wed. 6* I went on to Burlington-key, and in the 
evening pj^eachfd in the town, to as ftupid and ill- 
manil^red a c^ligregation as I have feen for many years. 
Thurfday 7. I preached at Beverley and Hull, where 
the hou(e would not near contain the congregation* 
How is this town changed, fince I preached on the 
Carr ! Saturday 9. I preached at Pocklington an4 
Vork, 
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Sunday lo. Some of Tadcafter informing me. That 
the Miniiler was willing I fhould preach in the Church, 
I went thither in the morning. But his mind was 
changed. So I preached in the ftreet to a liftning mul- 
titude, from the lefTon for the day, on the righttorifnefs 
which exceeds that of the Scribes and Pharifees. In the 
morning and evening at York. 

Tuefday i2. Was the quarterly meeting. It was a 
bufy and yet a comfortable day. • Many were refrefhed 
both at the Love-feaft, and while I was defcribing the 
^' hundred forty and four thouiand, ftanding with the 
Lamb on Mount Sion." Who is ambitious to be of 
ii that number ? 

Thurfday 14. About nhie I preached at Wakefield, 
and in the evening at Doncafter. Here alfo God has 
a Jew names, Friday 15. About eleven I preached at 
Thome, and in the evening at Rotherham, to a people 
who both underftand and love the Gofpel. 

Sat. 16. I went to Epworth, and preached in the 
Market-place to a^ numerous and quiet congregation, 
Sunday 17, . About eight I preached at Miflerton. 
The fun (hining in my face was a little troublefome at 
lirfl : but was foon covered with clouds. We had a 
ufeful fermon at Haxey Church. About one I preached 
at Overthorpe : And between four and five, the rain 
being ftayed, I began in Epworth Market-place. Such 
a congregation never met there before. And they did 
hot meet in vain. 

Monday 18. I reached Brig before eight, and, by 
the requefl: of the chief perfons in the town, preached 
ait nine in the Market-place, to a large and attentive 
congregation. Hence I went on to Tealby, and 

E reached near the Church to a multitude of plain ^ 
irious country people. Very different from the wild, 
unbroken herd, to whotn (preached at HorncaiUe in 
the evening. « 

Tuefday 19. I preached at Lowth about noon, and 
at Grimfty in the evening. At ten, on Wednefday 
so, I preached at Wimberton. None of the hearers 
was more attentive than an old acquaintance of xny 
father's, Mr. George Stovii), formerly a Juftice of 
the Peace near Epworth, noW as teachable as a little 
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child^ and determined to know nothing fave Chrifi; 
crucified. About two I preached in an open place at 
$cotter, and .in the evening at OwA;on« One of my 
audience here was Mr* Pinder, a cotemporary of mine 
at Oxford. But any that obferved fo feeble, decripid 
an old roan^ tottering over the grave, would imagine 
there was a difference oi Jorty^ rather than ^wo years 
between us ! 

On Friday and Saturday I made a little excurflon 
into Yorkfhire* Sunday 24, I preached at eight, at 
Gringley in the Hill, to a huge congregation, among 
whom I could obferve but one perfon that was inat- 
tentive. Here I received an invitation from- Mr. Har- 
vey, to give him a Sermon at Tinningly. I came 
thither a little before the fervice began ; and the churth 
was filled, but not crouded. Between three and four 

{\ returned to Epworth. The congregation there was 
arge laft Sunday. But it was nearly doubled now : 
and never bad we from the beginning a more folemn 
and afFe£tionate parting. 

Monday 25. I went to ShefEeld, and on Tuefday 
met the Sele^ Society. But it was reduced from fixty 
to twenty : and but half of thefe retained all that they 
once received. What a grievous error, to think thofe 
that are iaved from fin, cannot lofe what they have 
gained ! It is a miracle if they do not : feeing all earth 
and hdl are fo enraged againft them ! While, mean- 
time, fo very few even of the children of God, fkil- 
fuUy endeavour to ftrengthen their hands. 

'Wed. 26. About one we reached Leake in StafFord- 
(bire. I could not imagine who the Quaker (hould 
be, that hacf lent me word he expe£led me to din* 
ner : and was agreeably furprized to find, that it was 
ny old friend Jofhua Strongman of Mountmeliick, in 
Ireland, whom I had not feen for many years. I 
found he was the fame man flill ; of the fame open, 
friendly, aoliable temper^ And every thing about hiin 
was (not codly or fine) but furprizingly neat and ele- 
gant. It began to rain foon after we came in ; but 
the rain flayed while I was preaching : and it feemed 
the whole town, rich and poor, were gathered toge- 
ther^ and liflcned while I explainedf << Cod is a Spirit, 
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and they that worlhip Him, muft worfhip him in fpiiit 
and in truth." I preached at Borflem in the evening : 
and on Tharfday 28, in' the afternoon came to Shrcwf- 
bury. 

Sat. 30. I went on to Maddey ; and in the even- 
ing preached under a Sycamore-tree in Madclcy-Wood, 
to a large congregation, goodpart of them colliers, who 
drank in every word. Surely never were places more 
alike, than Madeley-Wood^ Gatelhead Fell, and KingC* 
wood! 

Sunday 31. ' The church could not contain the con- 
gregation, either morning or afternoon. But in the 
evening I preached to a flill larger congregation at 
^JBrofeley, and equally attentive. I now learned the par- 
ticulars of a remarkable ftory, which I had heard im- 
perfeftly before.— Sometime (ince, one of the colliers 
here coming home at night, dropped into a coal-pit^ 
twenty-four yards deep. He called aloud for help^ 
but none heard all that night and all the following day* 
The fecond night being weak and faint, he fell aileep^ 
and dreamed, that his wif<^ who had been fome time 
dead, came to him and greatty comforted him. In the 
morning, a Gentleman going a hunting, a hare (btrted 
up juft before the hounds, ran flrait to the xnouth of 
the pit, and was goiie, no man could tell how. The 
hunters fearched all rouiKl the pit, till they heard a 
"Voice from the bottom. They quickly procured help, 
land drew up the man unhurt ! 

Monday, Auguft 1. I preached at Bewdly, in an 
open place, at the head of the town; and in the 
evening at Worcefter, which dill continues one of the 
livelieft places in England. Here I talked with fome 
who believe, God has lately delivered them from the 
root of fin. Their account was iimple, clear, and 
fcriptural : io th^ I faw no reafon to doubt of their 
tcftimony. 

Tuefdiy--2, I preached at ten in the Town-hall at 
Everlham, and rode on to Broadmarfton. Thurfday 4, 
I crofled over to Tewkfbury, and preached at noon in 
a meadow near the town, under a tall oak, I went 
thence to Cheltenham. As it was the high feafon for 
drinking the waters, the town was full of gentry. So 
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I j>reached. neai^ the Mark6t-place in Ihe cvcninft'~td 
the largefl congregation that y/zs ever fc6n there* 
Some of the footmen, at firfl made, a little diflurbance. 
But I turned to them^ and they ilood reproved. 

Saturday 6. I walked from Newport to Berkley* 
Caflle. It is a beautiful, though very ancient build- 
ing ; and every part of it kept in good repair, except 
the lumber-room, and the chapel; the latter of which 
having been of no ufe for many years, is now dirty 
enough. I particularly admired the fine fituation, and 
the garden on the top of the houfe. In one corner of 
the Caftle is the room, where poor Richard il. was 
murdered : his effigy is ftill preferved, faid to be taken 
before his death. If he was lik^ this, he had an open, 
manly countenance, though with a caft of melancholy* 
In the afternoon we went to Briiloh 

The Conference, begun and ended in lave, fully 
employed me on Tuefda)^, Wednefday, and Thurlday* 
And we obferved Friday 12, as a day of failing and 
prayer for the fuceels of the Gofpel. 

Monday 15. I fet out for Wales, but did not reach 
Cardiff, till near eight o'clock. As the congregation 
was waiting in the Town-hall, I went thither without 
delay. And many, I believe, did not regret the time 
they had waited there. 

Tuefday i6. I preached about noon in the Great 
Hall at LandafF, on, *' It is appointed unto men once 
to die.'' Strange do8rine, and not very welcome to 
the inhabitants of palaces ! 

Wedneifday 17. At eleven I preached in the Town- 
Hall at Cowbridge : the neatef): place of the kind I 
have ever feen. Not only the floor, the walls, the 
ceiling are kept exa£tiy clean, but every pane of gla& 
in the windows. * ^ 

Hence I hafled on to Swaxifey, and at feven pleached 
in the Caftle to a large congregatioAt. The next morn* 
ing I went on to Llanelly. But wha^ a change was 
there ! Sir Thomas Stepney, the father of the poor, 
was dead ! Cut down in the ftrength of his ytaris ! 
So the family was broke up, and Wilfred CcAley, his 
butler, the father of the Society, obliged to remove* 
Soon after, John Deer^ who was next in ufefulneft 
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to him, was taken into Abraham's bofom* But juft 
then Col. St. Leger, in the neighbourhood, lent to 
Gatway for Lieutenant Cook to come and put his 
houfe into repair, and manage his eftate. So another 
is brought, juft in time, to fupply the place of Wil- 
ferd CoUey! I preached. at nve near iifler Deer's 
door, to a good company of plain, country people ; 
and then rode over to the old ruinous houfe, which 
Mr. Cook is making all hafte to repair. It is not un- 
like old Mr. Gwynne's houfe at Garth, having a few 
large handfome rooms. It is alfo fituated much like 
that ; only not quite fo low. For it has the command 
of a well-cultivated vale, and of the fruitful fide of 
the oppoiite mountain. 

. Friday 19. We rode on to Lam*Ferry ; and fedng 
a perfon juil riding over the Ford, we followed him 
with eafe, the water fcarce reaching above our horfes 
knees. Between two and three we came to Pembroke* 
. Sunday 21. At nine I began the fervice at St. 
Daniel's and concluded a little before twelve. It Mras 
a good time. The power of the Lord was unufually 
prefent^ both to wound and to heal. Many were con* 
ilrained to cry, while others were filled with fpeech- 
lefs awe and filent love. 

After dinner I went over to Haverford Weft, but 
could not preach abroad, becaufe of the rain. Both 
here and at Pembroke, I found the people in general 
to be in a cold, dead, languid ftate. And no wonder, 
iince there had been for feveral months a total negle£i 
of difcipUne, I did all I could to awaken them once 
more, and left them full of good refolutions. Tues- 
day 23, I went to the New Inn, near Llandilo, and 
on Wednefday 24, to Brecknock. 

In the evening I preached in the Town-hall, to moft 
of the gentry in the town. They behaved well, 
though I ufed great plainne^ of fpeech, in defcribing 
the narrow way. 

Thurfday 25. At eleven I preached within the walls 
of the old Church at the Haye. Here and every 
where I heard the &me account of the proceedings 
at ^— _^, The Jumpers (all who were there inr 
formed me] wej?e firft in the court| and afterwards in 
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the houle. Some of them leaped up many times, nUen 
and women, feveral feet from the ground : they 
clapped ' their hands with the utmoft violence ; they 
{hook their heads; they diflorted all their features: 
they threw their arms and legs to and fro, in all variety 
of poflures. They fung, roared, ihouted, fcreamed 
with all their i&ight ; to the no fmall terror of thofe 
that were near them. One gentlewoman told me, 
•* She had not heen herfelf fince, and did not know 
when fhe fhould." Meantime the perfon of the houfe 
was - delighted above meafure, and faid, *' Now the 
power of God is come indeed !*' 

Saturday 27, Being detained fome hours at the Old 
PafTage, I preached to a fmall congregation ; and in 
the evening returned to BriftoL 

Monday 29. I fet out for Cornwall, and preached 
At Collumpton in the evening. I fpoke ftrong words 
to the honefl, fleepy congregation : perhaps fome may 
awake out of fleep. Thurfay 30, I 'preached to a far 
more elegant congregation at Launcedon. . But what 
is that, unlefs they are alive to God ? 

Wednefday 31. The rain, with violent wind, at- 
tended us all the way to Bodmin. . A little company 
are at length united here. At their requefl I preached 
in the Town-hall, (the moft dreary one I ever faw) 
to a mixt congregation of rich and. poor. All behaved 
well I and who knows but fome good may be done even 
at poor Bodmin ! 

In the evening I preached at Redruth. Thurfday, 
September i. after preaching at St. John's about noon, 
I went on to Penzance. When the people here were 
as roaring lions, we had all the ground to, ourfelves* 
Now they are become lambs, Mr. S — h, and his friends 
ftep in, and take true pains to make a rent in the 
Society. But hitherto (Bleffed be God!) they ftand 
firm in one mind and in one judgment. Only a few, 
whom we had expelled, they have gleaned up : if they 
can do them good, I fhall rejoice. In the evening, I 
took my (land at the end of the town, and preached 
the whole gofpel to a lidning multitude. I then earn- 
eftly exhorted tibe Society, io follow . afur piace and 
fialinefs^ 

Friday 
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Friday 2. I preached in the market place at St^ Iveii 
to almofl the ^hole town. I could not but admire 
the number of ferious children, as well [behaved as the 
eldeft of the congregation. This was a happy meet-f 
ing : fo was that of the Society too, when all their 
hearts were as melting wax, 

Saturday 3. We had the quarterly meeting at Red- 
ruth. This is frequently a dull, heavy meeting ; but 
it was fo lively one to-day> that we hardly knew how 
to part. About fix I preached at Treverga, and ap« 
plied clofcly to the Methodifts, What do ye more than 
others ? One cried out, *^ Damnable dofbrine ! " True; 
it condemns all thofe who hear and do not obey it. 

Sundey 4. The rain drove us into the houfe at St. 
Agnes. At one it was fair ; fo I preached in the flreet 
St Redruth. But the glorious congregation was z£~ 
fembled at Hve, in the Amphitheatre at Gwenap« 
They were judged to cover four-fcore yards, and yet 
thofe fartheft off could hear. 

To-day I received the following note. 

" The fermon you preached laft Thurfday evenings 
was, by the grace of God, of great good to my fouL 
And when you prayed fo eameftly for backfliders (of. 
whom I am one, an arrow dipt in i>lood reached my 
heart. Ever fince I have been refolved, never to reft 
till I find again the refl that remains for the people of 
God. I am, . Dear Sir, a vile backflider, from the 
pure love of Jefus, and from the fociety at Gwenap. 

Monday 5. I preached at St. Cuthberts'. Tuef- 
day 6, at Port Ifaac. Wednefday 7. Having preached 
at Camelford and Launcefton. I did not think of 
preaching at Taviflock ; but fin4ing a congregation . 
waiting, I began without delay. I had fcarce half 
finiflied my difcourfe in the fquare at Plymouth-Dock, 
when the rain began* At firfl I did not regard it : 
Dut as it grew heavier, I thought it beft to fhorten my 
Sermon. 

It feems, after a long interval of deadnefs, God is 
again vifiting this poor people. The Society is .nearly 
doubled within this year, and is flill continually iix« 
creafing. And many arc athirft for full falvation $ par^ 
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ticuhrfy the young men, Friday 9, I fet out early 
from the Dock : and the next afternoon reached Briftol. 

Friday 16; We had a folemn watch-night at Kings- 
wood. It feemed, every one felt that God was there, 
fo that hardly any went away till the whole fervice was 
concluded. 

In the following week I vifited many of the country 
Societies, At Fromc I learned the remarkable cafe of 
fitter Whitaker. Laft Sunday (he met her- -Clafs as 
ufual : and after faying, " I know that my Redeemer 
liveth," dropped down, and in a few minutes, without 
any ftruggle or pain, expired. 

Tuefday 27. I preached at Frefhford and Bradford. 
Wedneftlay 28, At Bath, where many of the people 
feemed much moved : chiefly thofe who had long ima- 
gined they were built on a rock^ and now found they 
bad been ktiiding upon the /and, 

Thurfday 2^. I preached at Pill, on. The worm 
"that (Heth not, and the Jire that is noV quenched : If 
haply fome of thefe drowzy ones might awake and 
efcape from cverlafting burnings. 

Monday, Oftober 3, and on Tuefday and Wcd- 
nefday I examined the Society. 

Thurfday 6. I met thofe of our Society who had 
votes in the enfuing eleftion, and advifed them, 1, To 
vote, without fee or reward, for the perfon they 
judged moft worthy ; 2, To fpeak no evil of the per- 
fon they voted againft ; and 3, To take care their fpirits 
were not fharpened againtt thofe that voted on the 
other fide. 

Sunday 9. The evening being fair and mild, I 
preached in the New Square. It was a fruitful feafon, 
•* Soft fell the word, as flew the air ;" even as the 
rain into a Jleece of wool. Many fuch feafons we have 
had lately: almoft every day one and another has 
found peace, particularly young perfons and children. 
Shall not they be a blefling in the rifing generation ? 
In the evening . we had a folemn opportunity of re- 
newing our covenant with God: a means of grace, 
which I wonder has been fo ieldom ufed', either iii 
Romi(b or ProteiUnt cbutches ! 

Monday 
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Monday io» I preached at Sali(bur}% and on Tue(* 
day 11, iet out for the Ille of Purbeck. When we 
came to Carf-CafUe, the evening being quite calm and 
snild, I preached in a meadow near the town, to a 
deeply attentive congregation, gathered from all parts 
of the Ifland. I afterwards met the Society, artlels 
and teachable, and full of good dcRres* But few of 
them yet have got any fiirtheri than to Ju men as trees 
walking. 

Wed. IS. I preached to a large congregation at 
five, who feemed quite athirft for inflrufbon. After- 
wards we took a walk over the remains of the Caftle^ 
fo bravely defended in the lail century, againd all the 
power of the parliament-forces, by the widow of the 
Lord Chief Juftice Banks. It is one of the noblefl 
ruins I ever la^ : the walls are of an immenfe thick- 
tLtlk^ defying even the affaults of time, and were foiy 
merlv furrounded by a deep ditch. The houfe, which 
ftands in the middle, on the very top of thd rock, baa 
been a magnificent (bu^lure. Some time Ance the pro* 
piietor fitted up ibme rooms on the South-Wefi fide 
of this, and laid out a little warden, commanding a 
large profpeft, plea&nt beyond defcription. For a 
{ while he was greatly delighted with it : but the eye 
I; was not fatisfied with feeing: it grew familiar; it 
: pleafed no more, and is now run all to ruin. No won- 
' der. What can delight always, but the knowledge 
^- and love of God ? 

About noon I preached at Langton, three or four 
miles from Carf-Caflle, to a large and deeply ferious 
congregation. Here is likewife a little Society ; but I 
did not find any among them, who . knew in whom 
they had believed. In the evening I preached in a 
meadow, near Swanage, to a tlill larger congregation. 
And. here at length I fouxid three or four perfons, and 
all of one family, who feemed really to enjoy the 
faith of the Gofpel. Few others of the Society (be- 
tween thirty and forty in number) appeared to be con- 
vinced of fin. I fear the preachers have been more 
fludious to pleafe than to awaken^ or there would have 
been a deeper work. 

The 
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The Ifle (or properly Pcninfula) of Pur^cl, U 
^ine or tea miles broad, and perhaps twenty long, 
running nearly from North- £a(l to South-Weft* Twa 
mountains run almoil the whole length, with valleys 
both between them and on each fide, but poorly cul- 
tivated* The people in general are plain, artlels, good- 
natured, and welUbehaved. If the labourers here are 
sealous and aftive, they will furely have a plentiful 
harveft. 

Thurfday 13. I fet out early, and reached Gofport^ 
(feventy>two miles) not long after fix. Finding a boat 
ready, I crolTed, and went ftrait to the room. It was 
liill enough ; fo I began without delay, and inforced 
our Lord's words, (one of my favourite fubje£b) *• My 
yoke is eafy and my burthen is light," Friday 14, I 
vilited as many*as I could, (i-ck or well, andendea-^ 
voured to fettle thofe that had been fhaken, by thofe 
bigots who are continually waiting, to receive the weak 
unto doubtful difputations. I had intended, after preach- 
ing in the evening, to meet the Society alone. But 
the eagemds of the people to ftay, induced me to fuf- 
fcr a great part of them. Yet it was little to their 
fatisfadion ; tor when I warned our brethren, not to 
have itching ears^ they ran away in all hafte. 

Saturday 15, Setting out (as ufual) at two," I reached 
London early in the evening. Monday 17, I fet out 
for Oxfordfhire, and preached at Wallingford in the 
evening. Tuefday i8. About nine I preached at 
Newnham ; at noon in the garden at Oxford ; and in 
the evening at Finflock, (a village near Carnbury- 
houfe, built by the great £arl of Clarendon, but not 
inhabited by any of his defcendants !) to a plain, artleis 
people. Wednefday 19, I rode to Witney, and found 
more life than I expelled, both in the congregation 
and the Society, Thurfday so, I preached at Wat- 
tleton, at the front of Mr. StonehilPs houfe. The 
whole congregation was ferioufly attentive. In the 
evening I preached at High Wycombe, to many more 

than the room would contain. And I believe, not in 

Vain, 

Friday 21, I preached in CheCbam, and on Saturn 

day returned to London. 

Monday 
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MonS$y 24. I fet out for Northamptonfiiirey and 
received a particular account of one that enuneotly 
' adorned the Gofpel. 

1. ** Sufannah Spencer was bom at Whittlebury:, ia 
the year 1742* When fhe was young, (he contracted 
a very general acquaintance, and was exceedingly be- 
loved by them, having an agreeable perfon, a good un- 
der {landing, and much fweetnefs of temper. And bc» 
ing modefl and decent in her whole behaviopr» (he 
fisoned, like others^ to think (he had religion enough. 

2* In i^Gb. Thomas Groyer came down and 
preached feveral times at Whiulebury and at Towcef^ 
ter. She went to hear him, but with a fixt refolution, 
'^ Not to be catched," as (he called it. But her re- 
folution was vain. In a fermon (he heard at Towcefter, 
Cbe was cut to the heart. Her convi£kions grew deeper 
and deeper from that time, for about a year. She was 
then hearing him preach, but felt her heart as hard as 
the nether milldonc. Yet at the Love-feaft which 
followed, it was fuddenly broke in pieces, and fhe was 
all melted into tears, by thofe words applied to her in* 
mod ibul, in an inexpreifible manner, 

*^ My God is reconciled ; 

His pard'ning voice I hear ! 
He owns me for his child ; 
I can no longer fear." 

3. The day following, being exercifed with ftrong 
temptation, (he gave up her confidence. But the next 
night, wreftling with God in prayer, (he received it 
again with double evidence. And though afterwards 
(he frequently felt fome doubts, yet they never continued 
long ; but fhe had in general, a clear abiding fenfe, of 
the pardoning love of God. 

4. From that tim^ (he walked fteadily and clofely 
with God and was a pattern to all around her. She 
was particularly exad: in reproving fin, and lod no 
opportunity of .doing it. In her whole converfation 
(he was remarkably lively, and yet gentle towards all 
men. Her natural temper indeed was pafTionate ; but 
the grace of God left fcarce an/ traces of it. 

. 5. From 
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5. From the very time of her juflification,* (lie 
clearly faw the neccflity of being wholly fanftified ; 
and found an unfpedkable hunger and thirfl after the 
full image •f God, And in the year 1772, God 
anfwercd her defire. The fecond change was 
"wrought in as flrong and di(lin£i a manner, as the 
firft had been. Yet flie wa« apt to fall into unpro- 
fitable reafonipgs; by which her evidence was often 
fo douded, that the could not affirm, (he was faved 
from fin, though neither could flie deny it. But 
her whole life bore witnefs to the work which God 
had wrought in her heart. She was as a mother in 
lirael, helping thofe ttiat were weak and tenderly 
concerned for all; while fhe funk deeper into the 
love of God, and found more and more of the mind 
that was ia Chrift. 

6. In the fummer 1773, ihc took cold by lying 
in a damp bed. This threw her into a violent fever, 
which not only brought her V^ery low, but Hxt a 
deep cough upon her lungs, which no medicine 
could remove. It quite wore her down ; efpectally 
when there was added the lofs of bpth her (idera 
and her mother, who were all taken away within a 
little time of each other. She had likewife^a con*, 
tinual, crofs^from her father, and was at the fame 
time tried, by the falfhood of thofc friends, ia 
whom file confided^ and whom (he tenderly loved. 
The following year 1774* ^^ bad a prefage of her, 
death ; in confequence of which, (he was continu- 
ally exhorting the young women, Betty Padbury irv 
particular, to fill up her place, when God (hould re- 
move her from them. 

7. In the beginning of winter I • underilood^ 
that weak as (he was, (he had not proper nourifh- 
ment ; being unable to procure it for hcrfelf, and- 
haying no one to procure it for her. So I took that 
charge upon myfelf : I worked with her iii the day; 
(for (he woufd work as long as (he could move hex 
fingers, lay witK her every night, and took care, 
that (he (hould want nothing which was c<onveai^ot' 
for her. 

S* For fojne time her diforder feemed at a (land, 
growing xiolther better nor worfe. But in the fpring/ 

D a(t^r 

• £i4zabeth Padbyfx. 
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Qkftcr. file had taken a qMaofity of. the b^rk, fhe was 
abundantly worfe. Her cougt^ continually, incr^aie^d^ 
and her flrengtbi fwifily decayed: To that beforq 
Eafler^ (he was obliged to take to luu: bed; an4 
having no w, a near profpci^ of death, the mightily 
rejoiced in the thought, carneilly lonffing for the 
welcome rpomeat: only. {UU with that rpfervq^ 
*/ Not as I will, bMt as thou wilt." 

9« Mr^ Harper (the preacher) took feveral op* 
portutiiti^ of a {king her many queftions* She an* 
fwered them all, with reacLinefs and plainnefty to 
his entire fatisfadion. She told him abundance of 
temptations which the underwent from time to 
time : but dill witneffed, that the blood of Chrilt 
had cleanfed her from all fin. She often faid to u% 

^< The race we are all running now I 
' And if I firft attain, 
Ye too your willing heads (hall. bow ; 
Ye fliall the conquefl gain ! '* 

io« Commonly when I came into her rooto, I 
was not able to (peak for a time. She would then 
fay, " Wi\y do not you fpeak ? Why do you not 
encourage me ? I ihall love you better when wc* 
meet in neaveii, for the help you give me now/* 

11, In the laft week or two. (he was not able 
to fpeak many words' at a time; but as (he could, 
with her feeble, dying voice, {he exhorted us to 
go forward. Yet one day, fome of her former 
companions coming in, her fpirit feemed to revive, 
and (he fpoke to them, to our great furprize, for* 
near an hour together. They feemed deeply af. 
fc6led : and it was fome time before the imptel&da 
wore oft. 

12, Her father now freauently came, fat by her 
bedfide, and expreflfed tender ane£lion; weeping, 
much, atid faying, " He (hould now* be quite alon<^, 
and have no one left to whom he could /peak.**; 
She fpoke to him without referve. He receivect 
every word, and has never forgotten it fince* 

13, A ftw days before fhc dfed, after we had^ 
b^en praying with her, we obferved (he was in* 
tears, and aiked the rcafoo« $he (aid, <* 1 feel my 

'-' heait •• 
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heart knit to you, in a manner 1 cannot exprefsi 
And I was ttiihking if we love one anotl^er now, 
hbw will our love be enlarged when ive meet iti 
hedven ? And \hb thought was too much for hi«( 
to beat- : it quite overcame me/' 

14. On Friday Ihe feemed to be juft upOh the 
wing : wc thougnt flie was going almoll every mo* 
inent. So ihe continued till Tiiefday. We wcrci 
unwilling to part with her, but feeing the paift 
ihe was in^ could not wiih it ihoiild continue, and 
io gave her up to God. I fat up with her that 
nighti and the next day, June 7^ ihe fell afleep/* 

Monday 31. And the following days, 1 vilited 
the Societies near London. Friday, November 5,' 
In the afternoon John Downs (who had preached^ 
With us many years) was faying, «* 1 feel fuch a 
love to the people at Weft-Stireet, that I could be 
content to die with them^ I do not find myf^lf 
yery well: biitlffitf^ be with them this evening/* 
He wcm thither, and began preaching, i5h, ** (J^mi 
unto me, ye that ate weary a'n^ ne^vy laSen,'* 
After fpealung ten or twelve minutes, he flunk 
down, and fpake no more^ till his fpirit returned 
to God. 

• I fuppofe, he was by nature full as great a ^enioi 
as Sir Ifaac Newton. I will mention but two or 
three inftarices of it« When he was at fchool^ 
leai^ning Algebra, he catne one day to his m^fter^ 
zhd ftid, " Sir, 1 tzn prove this propofition i, heij 
tcr way thin it is proved in the Book/* His maftet 
thb£ight it could not be ;: but upon trial, acknow** 
Icdged it to be fO« Soine time after, his father fent ' 
IjiA to Newcaflle, with a clock which was to be 
mended. He obferved the clock-maker's tools, and 
the; manlier how he took it In pieces,' and put i| 
together again. And when he came hbme, firfl 
inade himfelf tools, and then made a clock, which 
went as true as any in the town, I fuppofe fucli 
ifitength of genius as this, has fcarce been know li 
in Europe before. 

An^otKer proof of i^ was this; Thirty years affo. 
while l.was ihavifigj li'e wa^ wh'itling the top b? a 

D % ftick. 
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ftick. I a(kcd, « What arc you doing ? " He an*" 
jwered, V I am taking your face, which I intend 
to engrave on a copper plate." Accordingly, *with- 
out any in{lru6lion, he firil made himfelf tools and 
then engraved the plate. The fecond pi^ure which 
he engraved, was that which was prefixt to the 
Kotes upon the New Teftament. Such another in* 
fiance, I fupp^fe, not all England, or perhapl^ 
^urope can produce. 

For feveral mopths pall, he had far deeper com* 
viunion with God, than ever he had had in his life. 
And for fome days he had been frequently faying, 
<* I am fo happy th^t I fcarce know how to live. 
I enjoy' fuch fellow (hip with God, as I thought 
could not be had on this fide heaven." And hav* 
^ng now Hnifhed his courfe of fifty- two years, after 
a long confli6l with pain, ficknefs and poverty, he 
glorioufly refled from his labours, and entered into 
\ the joy of hi« Lord^ 

^ "^Tuefday 8. I baptized two young women : one 
pf whom found a deep fenfe of the prefence of God 
in his ordinance : the other received a full affur- 
ance of his pardoning love, and was filled with 
joy uafpeakablc. 

Sunday 13, After a day of much labour, at my 
ufual time, (half hour pafl nine) I lay down to refl. 
I told my fervants, I mufl rife at three, the Nor- 
wich-coach fetting out at four. Hearing one of 
them knock, tl^ough fooner than I expe£led, I rofe 
hnd' drefl myielf : but afterwards, looking at my 
watch, I found it was but half hour pafl ten» 
While I was confidering what to do, I heard a con- 
fufed found of many voices below ; and looking _ 
but at the window towards the yard, I faw it was 
as light as day« Meantime many large flakes of 
fire were continually flying about the houfe; all 
the upper part of which was built of wood, which 
was near as dry a« tinder. A large deal yard, at 
a very fmall didance from us was all in aJight fire: 
from which the North- Wefl wind drove the flames 
direQIy iipon the Foundery. And there was no 
probability. of help; for no water could be found. 
Perceiving I could' be of no ufe^ I took wy Diary 
.' ' ' " tnd 
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und my papers, and retked tb a friend*^ lidUfe. 1 
k-dd no fcitT ; committed the xha^teV into God's 
hands, and knowing he would db whiatever was 
befl. Immediately the wind turned about froiji 
North-Weft to South-£aft« And our pump fupphed 
the engines with abundance of water: fo that fti in 
little more than two hour^, all the dsfhger was'ovef« 

Monday 14. In the evening^ I preached at Bury : 
Tucfday 15. About one at Lbddon, to a people the 
moft athirit for God, of any Ifourid in the'county, 
'In the afternoon I went on to Yarmouth. When 
was « confulion worfe confounded ? " DiviHbh 
after divifion has torn the oncc-flo'urifhmg Society 
alt in pieced. In order to heal the breach in fome 
meafure, I inforced thofe deep words, •« Though 1 
have ail knowledge and all faiith, fo as to rembve 
mountains, and have not love, it profiteth me no- 
thing." One of our former Lfcaders, being afked^ 
" What bethought of this?** Frankly anfwered,. 
^ It is damnable do^rine,'* 

ThUrfday 16, Abt>ut noon I preached at Lowe- 
ftoff, where the little flock aie remarkably lively.. 
TM evening cong«:egatidn at Yarmouth was' all at- 
tentloTi. And truly the power of God was prefent: 
to heal them, - 

In the evening I rfeturned to Norwich.' Neiter: 
-was a pdor Sciciety fo negle^led, as this has been > 
for the yeir paft. The thorningprcaching was at* 
aB'end; the Bands fuffered air to fall in pieces'^. 
and no care at all tak;en of the Clafles, fo that whe- 
ther they met or notj it was aH one. Going. t6 
Church and Sacrament were forgotten,, and ih6' 
jiiebpf^ Tumbled. hither and thithihr as they lifted;/ 

On Friday cveriing I met the Society, and t6l4« 
tbbm plain, I wai'rcfolved to have a regular So- 
ciety ot none. I then read the rules, and de fired t 
everyone to cohfider, whether he was willing t6* 
walkby'thefe rules or no? Thofe in particular of • 
meeting thdr Clafs every, week^ unlcfs hindered by- 
dtftaftth or: fitknefs (the only reafdn for* not meet- 
ing which I: Could allow) and being conftant ate 
Church and Sacrameiit ?• I defired thole who were • 
i[^.piunde«^t6 meet met her n^xtnight, andlhe'refkl 
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to ftay away. The next nigbt we had fu- the 
;greatcr part; on whom I ftrongly infbrced the 
lame thing* Sunday so. 1 fpoke to every Leader, 
concerning every one under his care ; and put out 
every perfon whom they could not recommend to 
sne. After this was done, out of S04 members, 1 74 
remained. And thefe points (hali be carried if ouiy, 
£fty remains in the Society. 

Monday 21, I examined the Society at Loddon* 
There are near fifty of them, fimple and teachable, 
all of one mind, and many of them able to rejoice 
in God their Saviour. Tuefday 22, I took a folemn 
and affe^onate leave of the Society at Norwich. 
About twelve we took coach. About eight. Wed- 
nefday 23, Mr. Dancer met me with a chaife, and 
cariied me to £ly. O what want of common fenfe 1 
AVatcr covered the high road for a mile and a half. 
I afked, <' How mufl foot people come to the 
town ? " «* Why they muft wade through I " 

About two I preached in a houfe well filled with 
plain, loving people. I then took a walk to the 
Cathedral, one of the mod beautiful I have feen. 
The weflern Tower is exceeding grand ; and the 
nave of an amazing height. Hence we went through 
a fruitful and pleafant country, though furrounded 
with fens, to Sutton. Here many people had lately 
been ilirred up. They had prepared a large barn* 
At fix o'clock it was well filled ; and it feemed 
as if God fent a medage to every foul. The next 
morning and evening, though the weather was un- 
commonly feverc, the congregation increafed rather 
than diminilhed. 

Frida)r 25. I left them in much hqpe, that they 
will continue in this earneft, fimple love. 

I fet out between eight and nine in aone-horfe 
chaife, the wind being high and cold enough^ 
Much fnow lay on the ground, and much fell, aa 
we crept along over the fen-banks. Honeft Mr« 
Tubbs would needs walk and lead the hoi;re through 
water and mud up to his mid-leg, fmiling and fay. 
ing, " We fen-men do not mind a little dirt.'* 
]When we had gone about four miles, the road 
would not admit of a chaife. So I borrowed a hoife 
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«nd rode forward. But not far ; for all the grouncb 
were under waten Here therefore I procured a 
boat, full twice as large as a kneading trougji. I 
was at one end) and a boy at the other who paddled 
xne.fafeto £nth« There Mifs L ■ waited 'for 

znewith another chaifei which brought me to St« 
Ives* 

No MethodiH, I was told, had preached in this 
town: fo I thought it high time to begin: and 
about one I preached to a very well-dreiTed, and yet 
^ell'<behaved congregation. Thence my new friend 
j(how long will (he be fuch ?) carried me to God* 
manchefler near Huntington. A large barn was 
ready, in which Mr. fierridge and Mr. Venn ufed 
to preach. And though the weather wa^ (till 
fevere, it was well filled with deeply attentive peo- 
ple. Saturday 26. I fet out early, and in the 
evening reached London. 

Monday 28. I paid a vifit to the amiable family 
at Shoreham, and found .the work of God there 
iiill increaiing. Wednefday 30, I crofled over to 
RyegatCi and had a^ larger congregation than ever 
before. 

. Thurfday, .December i. I preached at Dorking, 
and was much pleafed with the congregation, who 
feemed to tafle the g99d word, Friday 2, 1 returned 
to London. 

. Monday 5. I preached at Canterbury, and Tuef- 
day 6, at Dover. As 1 was fettin^ out thence on 
Wednefday morning, a waggon joilling us, dif- 
abled our chaife. Our coach-man went back to 
procure another, faying, ** He would foon over* 
take ujs.'* He did fo^ after we had walked nine or 
^en miles, and' brought us fafe to Canterl^ury^ 
.where I fpent a day or two with much fatisfaflioni 
and on Saturday returned home. ' 
, Monday. 1 2. . I opened the new hpufe at Seven- 
oaks. Tuefday 13. About one I preached at New- 
bounds. And in the evening at Sevenoaks again ; 
where our labour has not been in vain. 

Wednefday 14. I rode to Chatham, and found 
that James Wood, one of our local preachers, who 
j^eing ia a ^^ep coixfumptioni had peen advifed to 
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fpend fbme time in France, had come back thitiier 
two or three days before me. The day after be 
came he flept in peace. And two days after^ his 
body was interred^ atl our brethren finging him 
to the grave, and prailing God on his behalf. I 
preached his funeral Sermon to a ctouded audi- 
ence, on the text he had chofen, ** Let me die 
the death of the righteous, and let my lad end be 
Ukc his ! " 

Monday 19. Atid the following days I read witk 
the preachers what I judged moft ufefui : and we 
€nde^avoured to provoke om another to love and good ^ 
works • 

Tburfday 22^» I walked with one that belongs to 
the family, through the Queen's houfe. The apart* 
mentr are nothing fo rich as thofe in- BUnheim- 
houfe, but Jul! as el«gant« Nor is any thing in 
Blenheim itfelf more grand, than the ftaircafe 
and the Satoon* But I was quite* difappointed 
in the Cartoons*. They are but the (hadow of what 
they were. The colours are fo intirely faded* that 
you can hardly dillinguifli what they virere price ! 

Sunday 25. I buried the body of EftherGrimaldi,. 
who died in the full triuofph of fahh. A mother tis- 
Jfrael had thou beeti ; afid thy otork JkaU praife tkoii 
in the gates J DurixYg the twelre fef^iTral days, wc 
had the Lord'S-Supper daily; a little embiera of the 
Primitive Church* May we be followers of them, 
in ail thingv, as they^ Were of Chri A4 

Sunday^ Janoaiy t, 1775^ Wc had a larger co»^ 
gtegation at the renewal of the Covenant^' thaii. 
we nave had foT> many years: and.I* do-notknow^ 
that we ever* had' a greater bleffing; Afterwai^da- 
a^anfy defxre'd to return thanks, eit-her fov' a' fehf4 
of pardon, for. full falvatton, or for a froih 'mani<« 
fellation of his grace, hedling all their backilkli^gis; 

Tuefday lOk 1 (et out for Bedfordftiife, and in 
the- evening pYeaihet*' at LutonU' AVednefday n* 
ll ere ^t on through a miferabte roaid'to Bedfovd^.. 
but was well rewarded by^ the behaviou r-cif the conw. 
grej^aiion. 

Thurfday it. We eroflted over the - ctottntry* u^. 
fl^admaaeheiUff, Tho.^ vlhpib: to^iv Itemed to hm-, 
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moved* The people flocked together from all partiTi 
fo that the barn would in no wife contain them, I 
found great liberty oF fpeech among them, and 
could not doubt, but God would confirm the word 
pf his medenger. 

Friday Ig, Even at poor, dead Hertford was 
fucb a concourfe of people, that the room would 
not near contain them. And moll of them were 
deeply attentive while I explained thefe awful 
words, « I faw the dead, fmall and great, Itand be^ 
fore God." 

' Sunday 29, Finding many were much dcjefted, 
by the threatning pofture of, public aflFairs, I ftrongly 
inforced our Lord's words, «« Why are ye fearful, 
O ye of little faith ?'* And of*a truth God fpoke 
in his word. Many were afharaed of their unbe- 
lieving fears; and many enabled, to be careful for 
nothing: but (imply to make all their requejls known 
unio God mth thank/giving, 

Sunday, February 5, I faw a glorious, inltance 
of the power of faith. Thomas Vokins, a man of 
« forrdwful fpirit, ufed always to hang down hit 
head like a bulrulh. £ut a few days fince, as h« 
vras dying without hope, God broke in upon hit 
foul. And from that time he has been triumphing 
over pain and death, and rejoicing with joy full €« 
glory. 

Wednefday 8. I had a particular converlation 
with Mr. Fergufon, on fome difficulties in philo* 
fophy: He feemed throughly fatisfied himfelf. But 
he did not fatisfy fne» I ilill think both Mr. Ken- 
nedy and Mr. Jones have fully proved their feverai 
points. 

Wednefday 22. I had an opportunity of feeing 
Mr. Gordon's curious garden at Mile-end, the like 
of which I fuppofe is hardly to be found in Eng- 
land,' if in Europe. One thing in particular- I 
learned here, the real nature of the Tea-tree. I was 
informed, 1 . That the green and bohea are of quite 
iliiferent fpeciea. 2. That the bohea is much ten- 
derer than the green. 3. That the^ green is an 
evergreen, and bears not only in the open air, but 
In the froft perfedly well. 4. That the hei^b of 
, .. <^ Paraguay 
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^•ngu&y Hkewife bears the froft, and is a fpecies op 
tea. 5. And I obferved, that they are all fpeciei 
•f bay or laurel. The leaf of green tea, is both 
of the ci^our^ ftape, and (tze of a bay leaf: that 
of bohea is fmaller, fofter, and of a darker colour* 
So h the herb of Paraguay, which is of a dirty 
^reen, and no longer than our common red fage. 

March i. Being Afli-Wednefday, I took a fo« 
lemn leave of our Mends at London, and on Thurf" 
da^ a^ net our brethren at Reading. A few were 
awakened, and perhaps converted here, by th^ 
Itoiniftry of Mr. Talbot. But as he did not tAke 
any account of them, 6r join them together, wd 
found no trace of them ieiiiainingt A Targe robai 
^as prefently filled, and all the fpates adjoining;: 
And 1 have hardly ever feen a people who feeme4 
more eager to hear. 

Friday 3. The mild iireather changed hiip cblA 
and bluftering, with heavy ffaowers of rain ; not* 
withftanding which we had a . very large congre^ 
gation at Ramfbury-Park. Saturday 4. At noon I 

{reached to a ilill larger ; congregation, in the new 
ou£e at Seend: in the afternoon I went on tb Brif* 
tol, whence, on Monday 13, I fet out for Ireland. 

Tuesday 14. At noon 1 preached in Tewkfbury^ 
tiow the liveliest place in the circ<kit. Many hero 
have been lately convinced of (in, and many con* 
verted to' God. Some have been made partakers 
of the great falvation, and their love and zeal 
i)«rt'e diirred up others. So that the flamfe noW 
ipre&ds wider and wider. O let none be able tb 
quench it ! 

In the evening I preached at Worcefter. Hcr^ 
alfo the flame is gradually increaiing. While I was 
here, there was a very eXtriotdinary trial sift the 
afiizes. A boy heing beaten^ by his m^(ter, rkti 
away, and wandering alK>i!ir till he washilf (larved^ 
was then allowed to lie in the hay-loft; tt ari Ifin^ 
In the night he ftole into the room wherft twi 
gentlemen lay, f probaWy not very foberj and with- 
out waking them, picked the rtOney out of both 
their pockets, though * their breeches lay undet 
thetr head, la the matiitg^ having confelFed th4 
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%9£tt be w^s commHtcfl to. gaol* He mads no ded 
fence: fo one of the cojjDrcllors rofe up, and fafd, 
^/ My lord, as there is none to plead for this poor 
$oy, I will do it myfelf/' He did fo, and thea 
added, " My lord» it may be this bad boy may make 
a good man* And I humbly conceive, it might be 
be/l to feo,d him bai:k to ^his mafter. I will give 
him a guinea towards his expences*" And I will 
give him another," faid the Judge : which he did 
with a mild and ferious reproof* So he was fent 
>ack full of good refolutions. 

Friday 17. In the evening, though it was cold^ 
I was obliged to preach abroad at NewcafUe* One 
ll>ufFoon laboured much to interrupts fiut as he was 
bawling, with his mouth wide open, fome arch 
boys gave him fuch a mouthful of dirt, as quite 
latisfied him* 

On Saturday and Sunday I preached at Congle* 
l^n and Macclesfield. Monday 20, at Stockport^ 
and Mancheftfio Ttiefdav 2i| I preached atKnuts* 
ford ;. hut the houXe wouIa by no means contain the 
congregation. The flreet too was Htled : and even, 
thole which could not hear, were filent. ' This is 
uncommon : efpecially in a town little accuflomed' 
tp this ftrange way of preaching : thofe who can* 
not hear themfelves« ufu^ly. taking care to hinder 
qthers from hearing* 

In the eveajng I opened the. new houfe at North* 
wich, which w.ai fufEciently crouded both this- 
night and the next* After preaching at many places 
in the Way, on Saturday ^Si ^ came to Liverpool* 
The congregations . here, bothmorni-ng and'evening^ 
lyere.fa large and fa deeply attentive, that I could 
not be forry for the contrary winds, which detained 
us till Thurfday the ^oth^ when we went, on board 
the Hawk. Wc w«re'fcarce out of the river, when 
the wind turned againft us, and blew harder and 
Ivirder. A rolling fca made my companions fkk. 
enough, fiut fo fine a fhip I -never failed in before. 
She never Ihipped one fea, and went more fleady 
than I thought was polfible. On Friday morning it 
blew hard: but the next^lay we had a fair, fmall 
%y#nd« So about fix^ on fiaadayi April a. W^ 
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Ihtlded aC Dunlary, and between nine and tea 
reached Whttefriars- Street. 

On Monday and Tuefday I examined the Society, 
in which two years ago, there were three hundred 
and ieventy-fix perfons. And I found three hun<* 
dred and (eventy*fix 11111, not one more or lefs. 
But I found more peace and love among them^ than 
I had done for many years. 

Thurfday 6. I viJited that venerable man, Dr. 
Rutty, juil totteriag ove^the grave; but itill clear 
in his underftanding, full of faith and love, and 
patiently waiting till his change ihould come. Af- 
terwards I waited on Lady Moira, and was fur-^ 
prized to obfcrve, though not a more grand, yet « 
far more elegant room, than any I ever Taw in Eng- 
land. It was an o£iagon, about twenty feet fquare, 
and Rfteen or fixteen high : having one window, 
(ihe (ides of it inlaid throughout with mother-of- 
pearl) reaching from the top of the room to the 
bottom ; the ceiling, fides, and furniture of the 
room were equally elegant* And mud this too 
pafs away like a dream ! 

Sunday 9. The good old Dean of St. Patrick'Sj^ 
defired me to come within the rails, and a Hi il him- 
at the Lord's Supper. This alfo was a means of 
removing much prejudice, from thofe who were 
zealous for the church. Monday eg. Leaving jufi 
four hundred members in* the Society, I began my 
tour through the kingdom. I preached at £din-' 
derry in the evening; on Tuefday and Wednefday 
at Tyrrell's- pafs. Thurfday 13.' Sending my chaife 
ft rait to Athlone, I rode to Mullingar, and thence, 
through miferable roads, to Longford* A large' 
number of people attended the preaching, both in 
the evening. and at eight in the morning, being Good** 
Friday. But I found very little of the fpirit which 
was here two years ago. About eleven I preached 
at Loughan, and in the evening at Athlone. On | 
Eader-day 1 would willingly have preached abroad; • 
but the weather would not permit. Monday 17. I I 
pi^eached at Aughrim ; and Tuefday-noon at Eyre- [ 
court. Afterwards I was defired to walk down 
to .Lord Eyre's. I wa&.a little furprized at tl^ais^. 
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fcription over the doer, "Welcome to the houfe> 
of liberty." Does it mean, liberty from fin ? 

It is a noble, old houfc. The flair-cafe is grand $ 
and fo are two or three of the rooms. In the reft 
erf the houfe, as well as in the ruinous out-houfes, 
gardens, and fifh-ponds, the owner feemed to fay to 
every beholder, " All this profiteth me nothing !" 

I preached in the' evening at Birr, with a good 
hope that God would at length revive his work. 

Wednefday 19. About noon, I pleached in the 
Market-place at Clara. It was the market-day : 
but that did no leffen the congregation. The poor 
people early flocked from the market ; and therc^ 
was no buying or felling till I concluded. ' 

After preaching at Coolylough, Tullamore and 
Porta rlington, (ftill unjtable as tvater) Saturday 22, 
I found at Mount Mellick, a little company who 
appeared to be better cftablifhcd. I fpcnt Saturday 
and Sunday comfortably among them, building 
them up in our moft holy faith. 

Monday 24. The minifter of Maryborough invito 
ing me to preach in his church, I began reading 
prayers about nine, and afterwards preached to a 
numerous congregation. For the prefent, everyone 
feemed affefted. Will not fomc bring forth fruit 
with patience ? 

In the evening I was fcandalized both at the 
ftnallnefs and deadnefs of the congregation at Kil- 
kenny.' The next evening it was a little mended,' 
but not much. Of all the dull congregations I have 
feen, this was the dulled ! 

W^nefday 26. »I went to Waterford, where the 
rijiin drove us into the preaching houfe, the moR: 
foul, horrid, miferable hole which I have feen fince 
I left England. The next day I got into the open 
ait^ and a large congregation attended. I had de« 
Hgned to fet out early in the morning : but doubting' 
if I ihould ever have fuch another opportunity, 
(the Major of ^he highland regiment (landing be« 
hind me, with feveral of his ofRcers, many of the 
foldiers before me, and the centinel at the entrance 
of the court) I gave notice of preaching at ten the 
next morning, and at four in the afternoon. I did 
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foy to a welUbehaved congre^tioa^ aad in the 
evening went on to Carrick. 

Saturday 29. Early in the- evening wc reached 
Rothcormuck : but found the Inn filled with officers* 
It is true, they were but five, and there were fevers 
beds^ but they had befpoke all, and would not 
fparc us one I So we were obliged to go fome miles 
further. We drove this day jufl tbreefcore (Eng- 
li(b) miles. 

Sunday 30.1 I came to Cork tim'e enough 'to 
preach. The congregation was not fmall, and it 
was not large. But it was very large ia George- 
Street at four in the afternoon, as well as deeply 
attentive. At fix I preached in«the room, and 
could not but obferre tuch finging as I have feldom 
heard in England. The women in particular^ ^^^S 
fo exaflly that it feemed but one voiqe. Monday, 
May 1. I examined Uie Society, and found it ia 
fach order, fo increafed bbifa in gr^ce and number^ 
as I apprehend it had not been before, iince the 
time of William Pennington^ 

Wednefday 3. I rode to Bandon, and prtached 
iQ the main ilreec to a very numerous congregation, 
AH behaved well,, except three or four pretty gen* 
tlemen, who feemed to know jufl nothing, of the. 
matter! 

I found this fociety likewife much eilablifhed iii« 
grace, and greatly increased in number : fo has God 
ble& the labours of two plain men, who put forth 
all their ilrength in his work. 

Saturday 6. • I returned to Cork, and in the 
evening preached at filackpo<}l. It rained a liHle, 
all the tinve I was preaching, but the people rc« 
^rdeditnot. 

Sunday 'j. Iwssdefired to preach on 1 John.v, 
y, •« I'hcre are three that bear record in heaven." 
The congregation was exceeding large; but abun« 
dantly larger in the evening, I never faw the houfia 
fo crouded before. It was much the fame the nex4 
evening. Tuefday 9, I preached my farewel fcr« 
mon in the afternoon ; and going to Mallow in thia^. 
evening, went on. the next day to Limerick* 

Saturday 
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Saturday 13. I preached to a large congregation 
of Papifts and Prote flan ts, in the yard of the caf- 
tom-houfe, where many could hear within as well 
as without. 

Monday 15, Having wailed for a chaife to go to 
BaUigarane as K)ng as I could, I at length fet out 
on horfe-back. But T. Wride loitering behind, I 
might as well have fpared my pains : for though I 
came to the town at the time appointed, I could 
find neither man, woman, nor child, to direft me 
to the Pieaching-houfc, After gaping and ftarin'g 
Come time, I judged it beft to go to Newmarket, 
wh^re I was to preach in the evening. 1 b<sgan 
about fix. The congregation Was deeply ferious; 
great part of whom came again at five in th^ morn« 
ing. And were it only for this oppprmnity, I di4 
not regret my labour. ^ 

Wednefday 17. I e:|camined the fociety at Li 
snerick) containing now a hundred »ti4 oncperfonj, 
feven lefs than they were two vears a^o. I a Un\» 

Voider at this : ccnRderittg tKe fcandaTof the crdS 
as well nigh ceafed here, through the wife and 
ileady behaviour of our 'brethren. But they w^atit i 
«eal : they are not fervent in fpirit : therefore they I 
cannot increafe. 

Thurfday i8. In the .evening I preached at GaU 
way, in the county court-houfe, to a more civil 
and attentive cozigregatioHy than I ever f^w there 
before. 

Friday 19. , About tone,' 1 preached :it Bailinrobc, 
in the aflcmbly room, and was agreeably ffeirpriftd, 
both at the unufual number and ferioufnefs of th^ 
hearers. I had purpofed to go on to Cadlebarr^ 
but now thought it might be worth while to ftay 
a little longer. In the afternoon I took k view of 
the Caftie. Col. Cuffe*s father took great delight 
in this place, laid out beautiful gardens, and prc^ 
cured trees of all forts, from all parts of the king^ 
dom. Part of thefe placed €m the flopc of the hill, 
(at the fide of which runs the river) form a lovely 
wildernefe, at the end whereof arc regular rows of 
elms. But the Colonel has no pleafure therein. Sd 
all 13 flow fwiftly running t® ruin»

( 52 ) May 1775. 

I preached again at fix to a large congregation, 
sind the next evening at Caillebarr. Monday 22, I 
fpent two or three hours in one of the loveliefb 
places, and with one of the lovelied families in the 
kingdom. Ajmofl all I heard put me in mind of 
beautiful lines of Prior, 

The nymph did like the fcene appear. 
Serenely pleafant, calmly fair; 
Soft fell her words as flew the air." 

How willingly could I have accepted the invitation i 
to ** fpend a few days here !" Nay : at prefent I 
fnufi dc ai^ut my Father's hujintfs : but I truft to meet 
them in a flill lovelier place. 

Between Limerick and Caftlebarr, I read over the 
famous controverfy between Drs. Clark and Leib* 
nitz. And is this he whom the king of Prudia ex« 
toh, as (bmethtng more than human ! So poor a 
writer have I feldom read, either as to fentiments 
or temper. lo fentiment he is a thorough Fatalift ; 
maintaining roundly, and witnout reiefVC, t*»*t 
God has abfolutely decreed from all eternity, what- 
ever is done in time ; and no creature can do more 
good or lefs evil, than God has peremptorily de* 
creed. And his temper is juft fuitable to his fenti- 
ments. He is haughty, felf-conceitad, four, im« 
patient of contradi^ion, and holds his opponent 
m utter contempt ; though in truth he is but a 
child in h's hands. 

Wcdnefday 24. I reached SUgo, My old friend, 
Andrew Maban, did not own me. However^ a 
few did : to whom, with a tolerable congregation, 
I preached at fix, in the Barracks. The next even- 
ing I preached at the Market-houfe, to a far larger 
congregation. We feem by all the late liuiUe and 
confufion to have loll nothing. Here is a little \ 
company as much alive to God, and more united 
together than ever. 

Friday 26. I preached at Mannor-Hamilton, and 
the next evening, near the bridge at Swanlingbar. 
Knowing a large part of the congregation to have 
iafiti of the pozotrs of the world to come^ I fpoke on 
the glory that fhijl be revealed. And all feemed 
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deeply affeQ:ecl, eitept a few gentry, fo called, wh<t 
feemed to underftaiaa nothing of the rhatter. 

Sunday 28. 1 preached at ten to a far largcc 
congregation, on, '< God now commandeth all mei^ 
every where to repent;" and after church to a flill 
greater multitade, on, «< It is appointed unto men 
once to die." 

Monday 29, Being defired to give them a fer-* 
»on at Belturbet, about eight I preached in the 
Xown-hay. It was not in vain. God opened, as 
it were, the windows of heaven, and ftiowcred bis 
blefllng down. 

I called afterwards at Ballihays, and fpent an 
hour with that venerable old man, Col. Newburgh. 
It does me good to converfe with thofe who hav« 
juft fin-lhcd their courCe, and are quivering over 
the great gulph. Thence I went on to Clones, 
(that is its proper na^me ; not Clo^nifli, asit is vul- 
garly called.) It is a pleafant town, finely fiiuatedf- 
<yn a rifing groUrKl, in the mfdft of fruitful* hills: 
ahd has a larger Market-place than afty I have feeif 
in England, nof excepting Norwich or Yarmouth* 
At fix I preached in the Old Dan ifll Fort, to thtf 
target congregation I have had in the kingdom. 
The next morning I preached to a g<«at part of 
th'em agaiti : and a^ain the Word- fUnk as the fain in" 
U iht UndtT^hetb. » 

I prcach'^d at Rooflty at noon, and Sydarc in the 
•vening, Wednefday 31, I hobbled on, thrOugk 
a^miferable road, as' far a» wheels could paf^, ahdr 
|heh rode on to Lifleen. After dinner w* haftened 
t4> Darg-bridgc, a^d found a. large congregation 
Waiting. They appeared one and all to be deeply 
ferious. Indeed t^here is wonderful reformation- 
fpreading throughout this wh^Dle country, for feveJ 
rai miles round. OutNvard wickedlnefs iis gone : « and 
ttihany, young and old, witnefs that ih* kingdom •<5# 
Ood is within rhem. J . » » 

Thujffday JuAc 1 • \ reached ' Londonderry, • bul[ 
I had fo deep a hoarfenefs',that my voice was almpofl 
g^Mie. However pi&undedgfirlick- applied to th^ 
ialesof my fectj -tiJoiicjitr aWay before l^he'morni^ig* 
June 4^ being Wh*ijft»nd*iyv tHo^-ai^hop^-^reiKhed 
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t judicious, ufeful fermon, on the Blafphemy of 
the Holy Ghoft. He is both a good writer, and a 
good fpeaker. And he celebiated the Lord's Sap- 
per with admirable folemnity. 

Hence I hadened to the New-Buildiogs. The 
fup was intenfely hot; as it was on Monday and 
Tuefday* Six futh days together, I was informed 
have not been in Ireland for feveral years. 

Monday 5. I examined the Society, growing in 
grace, and increafed in number from fifty-two to 
Bear feventy. Tuefday 6, the Bifhop invited me 
to dinner, and told me, *< I know you do not love 
our hours, and will therefore order dinner to be on 
table between two and three o'clock.'' We had a 
piece of boiled beef and an £nglifb pudding. This 
IS true good bteeding* The Bifhop is entirely eafy 
and unafFe6led m his whole behaviour, exemplary 
in all parts of public worlhipi and plenteous in 
good works* 

Wednefday 7. About noon I preached a fevr 
Bitles from Strabane ; in the evening at Lifleen : 
' and the next at Caftle Caulfield. In the night the . 
fain came plentifully through the thatch into my 
lodging-room. But I found no prefent incooveni. 
ence, and was not careful for the morrow, 
. Friday 9* I preached ar eight to a numerous 
congregation, in the Market-place at Dungannon : 
at eleven, and at five in the arternoon, in the main 
' llreet at Charlemount* I lodged at a gentleman's^ 
j who (hewed me a flower, which he called the Gum 
I Cyftus. It blooms in the morning, with a Urge,. 1 

I beautiful, fnow-white flower. But every flower dies 1 

1 in the evening : new flowers blow and fall every 
;day* Does not this ihort-lived flower anfwer to 
J that (hort-lived animal, the £phemeron-fly ? J 

Saturday lo. I preached at nine to a large con- 
gregation at Killepaan. The rain began as toon as 
4 concliided. But it ceafed time enough for me to 
preach in Mr. M'Gough's. avenue at Armagh. 

June ik. Trinity Sunday,. 1 preached at nine^ 
en, ^^ Sa God created tBaii in his own image : " and 
in the eveaing to a hugie coiigregaMoiw But I could 
not find the ^»y to iktis hearts^ 

Monday^ 
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' Monday 3 2* Having taken a folemn hive of 
Armagh, about eleven I preached at Blackwater : 
and in the Evening at Clanmain, where many feemed 
cut to the heart* O why fiiould they heal the wound 
ftightlyl 

Tuefday 13, I was not very well in the morning, 
but fuppofed it would foon go o£F. In the after* 
noon, the weather being extremely hot, I lay down 
on the grafs in Mr. Lake's orcfiard at Cockhill. 
This I had been accuftomed to do for forty yciffs, 
and never remember to have been hurt by it. Only 
I never before lay on my face, in which pofture X 
fell afleep. I waked a little, and but a little out of 
order, aad preached with eafe to a multitude of 
people, . Afterwards I was a good deal wor{c» 
However the next day I went on a few miles, to 
the Grange* The table was placed here in fuch a 
manner, that all the time I was j)Teaching, a (Irong 
and iharp wind blew, full on the left fide of my 
Kead. And it was not without a good deal of 
difficulty that I made an end of my fermon. I now 
found the deep obiirudion in my bread: my pulfe 
were exceeding weak and low. I (kivered witb 
cold, though the air was fultry hot, only now and 
then burning for a few minutes. I went early 19* 
bed, drank a draught of treacle and water, and 
applied treacle to the foles of my feet. I lay till 
feven on Thurfday 15, and then felt confiderabfy 
better. But I found near the fame obltrufiion in^ 
my breafl : I had a low, weak pulfe, I burned ^nd 
ihivered by turns, and if 1 ventured to cough, \t 
Jarred my head exceedingly* In going on to Derry 
Anvil, I wondered what was the matter,, that 1. 
could not attend to what I was reading ;.no, not 
for three minutes together, but my thoughts.were 
perpetually Ihifting. Yet all the time I wa&preach-» 
mg in 4he evening, (although JL iiood in the open 
air, witli the wind whiflling round . my head)^ my 
liaindi was. as compofed as ever* Friday. 16,. in go^ 
ing toLurgan, I was again futprifed, that I could 
spt &x my. attention on what. L. rqad : yet wliile { 
was preaching in. the evening on, the Parade, 1. 
fQWA ^Y. ^^ Eerfedly, cotnj^olecl 2. although it 
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niined » great part of the timie, t^hich did tiot wetl'^ 
agree with my head* Saturday 17, I was. pef fuaded 
to (end for Dr. Laws, a feniibie and fiulful J>hy* 
iician* He told me, ^* I was in a high fever, and- 
advifed me to lay by." But I told him, " That 
could not be done ; as I had appbinted to preach 
at feveral places, and muil preach as long as I could 
i^ak." He then prefcribed a cooling draught, 
with a grain or two of Camphor, as my nerves 
were univerfally agitated. -This I took with me to 
Tandragee: but when I came there, I^ was not 
able to preach : my underilanding being quite con« 
fufed^ and my ftrength intirely gone. Yet I br^thed 
freely, and had not the leaft ihiril, nFor amy pam 
from head to foot. « 

I was nowata full (land, whether toarraat LiT* 
1»urn, or to puflt forward for Dublin ? Bat my 
ftieftds doubting whether I could bear. fo long a jour* 
Hcy,. I went ftrait to Derry-Aghy, a gentleman's 
feat on the fide of a hill, three miles beyond LiC* 
burn. Here nature funk and*I took my bed : bat h 
eou\d no more turn myfelf therein, thana nev9« 
lK)rR child. My memory farled as well asrmy 
ftrength, an.d well nigh my dndertianding. Only, 
thofe words ran in my mind, when I law Mif^^ 
i^aycr on ^one fide of the bed,, looking at her xho^- 
iher on the other, .

But ftill I had no thirfl^, no difficulty of breathing^, 
no pain from head to foot. 

1' can give no account of^what^foirowcd for two 
or threes days, being fpOre dead > than a-live. Only. 
1. remember it was difficult^ . for me to* fpcikj my 
throat befng exceeding dry. Rut Jofeph Bradford * 
tclltime, 1 faid on Wednefday^ « Ir wittbtf dete ja- 
mmed before tiki's thne to-^orfow;" That^my^Migti^. 
Was much fwolh, and as blaek as - a eo^I ; tttat 1 . 
was convulfed all ovtr, artd that for (bmettme irty 
hcfart did not beat pcrc<!ptibly',* ntithcr.-ifc'as any: 
f uKe difcernable. :' 
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In the night of Thurfday, the fttf, Jofcph Brad" 
ford came to me with a cup, and (aid, '< Sir, you 
muft take this." I thought, •* I will, if 1 can 
fwallow, to pleafe him : for it will do me neither 
harm nor good." Immediately it fet me a vomit*' 
ing : my heart began to beat, and my pulfe to play 
again* And from that hour, the extremity of the 
fymptoms abated. The next day I fat up feveral 
hours, and walked four or five times acrofs the 
room. On Saturday I fat up all day, and walked 
acrofs the room many times, without any weari» 
nefs. On Sunday I came down flairs, and fat 
feveral hours in the parlour* On Monday I walked 
out ^before the houie: on Tuefday I took an air« 
ing in the chaife : and on Wednefday, trufting in 
God, to the aflonifhment of my friends, I fet out 
for Dublin, 

I did not determine how far to go that day, not 
knowing how my flrength would hold. But find- 
ing myfelf no worfe at Banbridge, I ventured to 
Newry, And after jtraveling thirty (Englifti^ miles, 
I was ftronger than in the morning. 

Thurfday 29. I went on to the Man of War, 
forty (Irilh) miles from the glebe at Newry- Fri- 
day 30, We met Mr. Simpfon, (with feveral other 
friends) coming- to meet us at Drogheda: who took 
us to his country feat at James-Town, about two 
miles from Dublin. 

Tuefday, July 4. Finding myfelf a little ftronger, 
I preached for the firlt time, and I believe moii 
could hear. I preached on Thurfday again : and 
my voice was clear, though weak. So on Sunday 
I ventured to preach twice, and found no weari- 
nefs at all. Monday 10, I began my regular courfe 
of preaching morning and evening, 

While I was in Dublin I read two extraordinary 
books; but of very different kinds, Mr. Sheridan's 
Letiures on Elocution, and the life of Count Mar« 
fay, and was difappointed in both.. There is more 
matter in the penny tradfc " On Aftion and Utter- 
ance," abundantly more, than in all Mr. S ■'& 
book : though he feems to think himfelf a mere 
phoenix.— —.Count Marfay waS| doubtlefs, a pious 

mauj 
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Ihan, but a thorough Enthufi^fl; : guided ia all hi* 
fteps, not by the written word, but by his owir 
imagination, wLich he calls the fpirit f 

Sunday 23. I again afiifted at St. Patrick's m 
deliveiing the elements at the Lord's Supper. In 
the evening 1 eir/oarked in the Nonpareil and about 
ten on Tuefday morning landed at Park-gate. Wcd=- 
nclday 26, 1 found one rclick of ray illnefs ; my 
hand (hook fo that I could hardly write my name. 
But after I had been wjell cledlrified, by driving, 
four or five hours over very rugged, broken pave- 
ment^ piy complaint was quite removed, and my 
hand w*s a2( fteady as when I was ten years old. ^ 

About noon I preached in the Oiell of the houfc 
at Wigan. In the middle of the fcrmon carrfe an 
impeiuous (lorm of thunder, lightning, and. rain, 
which added much to the folemnity of the occafion.^ 
Thurfddy 27, I went on to Mifs Bofanquet'^ and 
prepared for the Conference. How willingly could 

1 1 f^cnd the rcfiaue of a bufy life, in thi* delightful 

i retirement! But,

• up and be doing ! Labour on, till 

t Death '< fings a requiem to the parting foul.*' 

Sunday 30. I preached under BirftaUHiJI, and 
the greater part of the huge audience could bear^ 
while 1 enforced, " When the breath of man goeth 
forih, he tu4rneth again to his dud, and then all his 
thoughts perifti.*' 1 preached ai Leeds in the event- 
ing, and found ftrength in proportion to i»y work. 

Tueiday, Xuguil 1. Our Conference began, hav- 
ing received fcveval leiters, intimating that many 
of the Preachers were utterly unqualified for the 
work, having neither grace nor gifts fuHicient for 
it : 1 deternuned to examine thi# weighty charge, \ 

with all poifibie exadnef^. in order to this, I read 
thoic letters to all the Conference! : aiid begged, 
that every one would freely propofe'and inforce • 

whatever objeftion he had to any one. The ob- ' 

jc£lion« propofed were confidered at large i in two : 

pr three difficult cafes, committees w^re appointed 
ioi thatpurpofc, l^ coofcquen^c irf this^ wc wer* 

all • 
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all fully convinced, that the charge advanced wai 
"without foundation : that God has really fpnt thofc 
labourers into his vineyard, and has qualified them 
for the work. And wc were all more clofely united 
together, than we have been for many years. 

Friday 4. I preached at Bradford, where ihQ 
people arc all alive. Many here have lately ex- 
perienced the great falvation, ^and their zeal has 
been a general bleffing. Indeed this I always ob- 
lerve : whenever a work of fan^lifi cation breaks 
out, the whole work of God profpers. Some are 
convirK:ed of fin,' others judified^ and all ftirrcd 
up to greater earneftnefs for falvation. 

I break fa (led at Great Horton. Two or three of 
the neighbours then came in to prayer. Quickly^ 
the hoiiie \»as filled : and a few minutes after, all 
the fpace before the doon I faw the opportunity, 
and without delay, got upon the horfe-block in tho 
yArd. Abundance d£ children crouded round mc,^ 
and round them a numerous congregation* So I 
g^ve them* »n ear.neil exhortation, and then com* 
xsended them to the grace of God* 

- Sunday 6. At one I proclaimed the glorious gof- 
pel| tO; the ufual congregation, at Biril/il, and in 
the evening, a^ Leeds* Then, judging it needful 
to pay a (hort vifit to our brethren at London, I 
taoh tH« ftage coachy withr five of my friends about 
^ghtf o'clock. • Before nine, a gentleman in a fingle* 
herfe cha:sfe, fti^uck his wheel againft one of ours, 
Ififlantly the weight of the men at top, overfet 
tbe cqach ; otherwife, ten times the Ihock would 
Slot h^vs moved it. But neither the coachman, 
norifeemcn .at top, nor any within were hurt at/ 
aih Oti Tuefday, in the afternoon wc were iBj,t 
at HatHeldf b)% -many of our friends, who con- 
dM£led^us fafe to London. 

Having, fpent a few darys in town, on Monday. 
14, I fetout for Wales, and Wednefday 16, reached* 
ihc Haye* Being defired to give them one fermoa 
9X Trcvjbxrka, 1 turned alide thither,- and on Thurf- 
day i^ preachad at- eVeven to a- numeroua congre- 
gation.. What a lovely place i Apd what a lovely- 
famiiy.i iftiU confifiing of about fix-rc6re pcrfons, 

So 
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So the good man is turned again U his dujt I But hit 
thonghU doth not prrijh, 

I preached at Brecon the next day : and on S a- | 

turday 19, went on to Carmarthen. How is this ^ 

wUdernefs become a fruitful field ! A year ago I 
knew no one in this town, who had any defire of 
fleeing from the wrath to come: and now we have 
eighty perfons in focicty. It is true, not many of 
them are awakened ; but they have broke off their 
outward fins. No%v let us try, whether it be not 
podible to prevent the greater part of thcfe from 
drawing back. 

About this time I received a remarkable letter, 
from one of our preachers at Weft Bromwick, near 
Wcdneibury, The fubftance of it is as follows : 

Aaguft 16, 1775. 

'< About three weeks fince, a perfon came and 
told me, <« Martha Wood, of Darlafton, was dying 
and had a great defire to fee me* When I came in-, 
to the houfe, which with all that was in it, was 
fcarce worth five pounds^ 1 found in that mean 
cottage fuch a jewel, as my eyes never beheld be- 
fore. Her eyes even fparkled with joy, and her 
heart danced, like David before the Ark : in truth 
ihe feemed to be in the fubui4>s of heaven, upon 
the confines of glory. 

She took hold of my hand and faid, I am glad 
to fee you ; you are my father in Chrift. It is 
twenty years fince I heard you firll. It was on 
that text, << Now ye are in forrow. But I will fee 
you again, and your heart ihall rejoice, and your 
4oy no man taketh from you." In that%our God 
'broke into my foul, delivered me from all forrow, 
aild filled my heart with joy. And, bleffed be his 
name, I never have loft it, iro;n that hour to tbis/^ 

For the firft ten years, fhe was fometimes in 
tranfports of joy, carried almoft beyond herfelf^ 
But for thefe laft ten years, (he has had the con^ 
ftant witnefs, that God has taken up all her heart* 
«* He has filled me, faid Ihe, with pcrfeft iovc V 
and perfe6l; love cafts out Is^^r^ Jefus is mine : 
Cod and hciiycDr ^nd eternal glory are mine. My 

heart. 
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heart, my very foul is loft, yea fwallowed up in* 
God." 

There were many of our friends ftanding by her 
bedfide. She exhorted them all, as one in perfcft 
health, to keep clofe to God, « You can never,' 
flid (he, do too much for God: when you have'- 
done all you can, you have done too little, O, 
who that knows him, can love, or do, or fufFer too' 
tAuch for him ! " 

Some worldly people came in. She called them' 
by name, and exhorted them to rep^nlJ and turn to' 
Jefus. She looked at me, and dolircd I would 
pteach her funeral fermon on thofe words, ** I have 
fought the good fight; I have finifhed niy courfe; 
I' have kept the faith. Hencefoith there is' laid up 
for me a crown of righteoufnefs, which the Lord 
the righteous Judge will give me at that day.*^ 

She talked to all round about her in as fcriptural 
and rational a manner, as if ihe had been in her 
full ftrength, (only now and then catching a little 
fdr breath) with all the fmilcs of heaven in her 
countenance. Indeed feveral tiroes fhe fcemed to 
be qoite gone ; but in a little while the taper lighted 
up again ; and Ihe began to preach, with divind 
' power, to all that flood near her. She knew every 
perfon, and if any came into the room, whom (be 
knew to be car^efs about religion, fhe dircdly 
called them by name, and charged them to feek 
the Lord while he might be found. At lall fhe 
cried out, ** I fee the heavens opened : I fee Abra- 
ham, Ifaac, and Jacob, with numbers of the glori- 
fied throng, coming nearer and nearer. They arc 
jufl come ! •* At that word, her foul took its flight, 
to mingle with the heavenly hoft. We looked '" 
after her, as EJifha after Elijah : and I truft, fomc 
of us have catched her mantle!" 



After making a little tour through Carmarthen- 
fllife, Pembrokefhire, and Glamorganfhire, on Mon- 
day 28, fetting out early from Cardiff, I reached 
Newport about eight; and foon after preached to 
a large and ferioUs congregation. I believe it is 
five and thirty years fincc I proaCh^Q uerc befbre, 

l^ • to 
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tp a people who \^^ere then wild as bears, Hovr 
amazing is the fcene changed ! O what is too hard 
for God ! 

We came to the Ncw-PaiTage, jufl as the boat 
was putting ofF : fo I went in immediately. Some 
friends were watting for me on the other (ide, 
who received me as one rifen from the dead, . The 
room at Briflol was thoroughly filled in the even* 
ing : and we rejoiced in him that ktarcth frayiVm 
Having finHhed my prefent bufinefs here, on Wed« 
nefday 30, I fet out at three ; and at twelve^ 
preached in the great Prefbyterian Meeting-houfe 
in Taunton : and indeed with fuch freedom and 
opennefs of fpirit, as I did not expert in fo briU 
liant a congregation. In the- evening I preached, 
in the dreary Preaching-houfe at Tiverton, The 
people appeared as dull as the place. Yet who 
knows, but that many of them may again, hear 
the voice that raifeth the dead ? 

On Thurfday and Friday I preached at Laun« 
cedon, fiodmin, and Truro: on Saturday, in the 
main ilreet at Redruth, to the ufual congregation* 
on " Happy are the people Chat have the Lord for 
their God." 

, Suoday, Sept. 3. I preached at eight in St. 
Agnes' Churcn-town, on, " Believe in the Lord 
Jefus Chrid, and thou (halt be Aived,'* A young 
woman followed me into the houfe, weeping bit* 
terly, and crying out, " I muft have Chrift ; I mil 
have Chrift. Give me Chrift or clfe I die :" TWo 
or three of us claimed the promife in her behalf. 
She was foon filled with joy unfpeakable, and 
burfl out, «* O let me die! Let me go to Him 
now ! How can I bear to flay here any lonjger ? " f 

We left her full of thi. t peace, which paOcth all J 

underftanding. About eleven I preached at Red- 
ruth : at five in the evening in the amphitheatre 
at Gwenap. I think this is the mofl magnificent 
fpe£lacle, which is to be feen on this fide heaven; 
And no mufic is to be heard upon earth, compara- 
ble to the found of many thoufand voices, when 
they are all harmonioufly joined togetheri finging 
praifes to^ GctJ ^j^!^ the Lamb« 

^' "" Monday 
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Monday 4, I went on to our friends at St. t^ts$ 
many of whom arc now grey-headed, as well ai 
me. In the evening I preached in the little mea- 
dow above the town, where I was fome years agoi 
The people in general here, (excepting the rich) 
fccm almofi perfnadcd to bt Chriftians, Perhaps th^ 

f^rayer of their old paflor, Mr. Tregofs, is an* 
Wered even to the fourth generation* 

Wcdncfday 6. About nine I preached at Crarick, 
and crolTed over to St. Cuthbcrts', where I found 
my good old friend, Mr. Hofkins, quivering over 
the grave. He ventured however to the Church 
town, and I believe found a blefling under the 
preaching. 

Thurfday 7. About eleven I preached in thd 
Tcfwn-hall at Lifkard, to a large and ferious con« 
gt^egation. At Saltafh foihe of our ^ brethren met 
me with a boat, -which brought me fafe to Ply« 
mouth-Dock, 

Underllanding fome of our friends here were 
deeply prejudiced again ft the King antl all* his 
Miniflers, I fpokc freely and largely oh the fubjefly 
at the meeting of the -Society. God applied it to 
their hearts: and I think there is hot one of 
them now, who does not • fee things in anothex' 
Kght. 

Friday 8. I preached at noon on the Quay iii 
Plymouth; in the evening, 'tn the new Square at 
the Dock. Many here Teemed to feel the applica<i 
tion of thofe words, " O thou of little faith, where-* 
fore didft thou ddubt ?*' 

Saturday 9. I preached at Exeter at four in the 
afternoon, and about feven at Collumpton. Sunday 
10, I came to Wellington in an acceptable time ; 
for Mr. Jeife was ill in bed ; fo that if I had nof 
come, there could have been no fervice, eitheiF 
morning or evening. The Church was moderately 
tilled in the morning. In the afternoon it wa^ 
crowded in every corner. And a folemn awe felt 
on the whole congregation, while I prefled tha^ 
important queflion, <« What is a man profited, if 
he (hould gain the whole world, and lofe his'owa 
fkml ?•'

Thutfday 12. About noon I preached at Wattle- 
ton : and in the evening at Oxford, in a large hdufe,' 
formerly belonging to the Prefbyterians. But it 
Was not large enough. Many could not get inv 
Such a congregation I have not feen at Oxford^ 
either for ferioufnefs, or number, for more than 
twenty years. 

I borrowed here a volume of Lord Chefterficld'ji 
Letters, which Ijhad heard very*highly commended^ 
Jind what did I learn? That he was^a man of 
much wit, middling fenfe, and fom« learning: but' 
as abfolutely void of virtue, as any Jew, Turk, or 
Heathen that ever lived* I fay, not only void of 
all religion, (for I doubt whether he believed, there 
jt a Gad : though he tags moft of his letters with 
the name, for better found fake) but even of vir* 
tue, of'juftice, and mercy, which he never once 
recommended to his Son. And truth he fets at 
open defiance : he continually guards him againft it ; 
half his letters Inculcate deep diilimulation, as the 
moft neceffary of all accomplifhmentSk Add toij 
this, ftudioufly inftilling into the young man, all:\ 
the principles of debauchery, when himfelf wa$ 
between feventy and eij^hty years old. Add, his J 
cruel cenfure of that amiable man, the Archbilhop ^ 
of Cs^bray, (Quantum difpar illi !) asa mere Umr* r 
Serving hypocrite ! , And this is the favourite off 
the age ! Whereas if juftice and truth take 'place, . 
if he is rewarded according to his defcn, hit name ! 
will ftink to all gcoerationc.

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Saturday 14. I preached at Finilodc. How many • 
dliys ihould I fpei^d here if I was to do my own* 
will I Not fo ■: I am ^< to do the will of him tha;t 
fcfli me, and to Rniih his work."

Monday and the following days I vifited the

Tuef* 
day 21, Several were with us in the evening at 
Rye, who had never heard a Methodiil-Sermon 
before. However, conddcring the bulk of the 
congregation, more than a handful of gentry, I. 
earnelUy befought them, ^< Not to receive the grace 
of God in vain." The next evening I applied part' 
of the 13th chapter of the ftrft Epidle to the Cor« 
inthians. Many were fhaken when they weighed 
themfelves in that balance. May we not be found 
wanting in that day ! ^ 

Thurfday 13. About noon I preached at Cran* 
brook, and in the evening at Staplehurft. Friday 
S4, I preached at Sevenoakf, and on Saturday re- 
turned to London. 

In ibme of my late little journeys I read Mri; ^ 
Wrazars travels, in which are feveral ingenious 
remarks : but the account he gives of Count Stru* 
cnzee, is a midake from beginning to end* Struen* 
see was as bad a man, as mod that ever lived. He 
caufed many horrid abufes ; but never reformed, or 
defired to reform one« And there was abundant 
proof of the crime for which he fuffered : there* 
lore the behaviour of King Geoj;ge was exadly 
right, 

Monday 27. I fet out foe Norwich. That even- 
ing I preached at Cplcheder^ Tuefday, at Norwich} 
Wednefday at Yarmouth. 

About this time I publilhed the following in 
Lloyd's Evening Pod : ^ 

Sir, 
I have been fcrioufly afkcd, «« For what motive 
did you publifh your *^ Calm Addrefs to the Ameri- 
can Colonics ? 

I ferioufly anfwer, not to get.money. Had that 
been my motive^ I fhould have fwe21e4 it into a^ 
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fhilling pamphlet, and have entered it at Stationer'^- 
Hall: 

Not to get preferment for myfelf, or my brother's 
crhildren. I am a little too old to gape after it for 
myfcIf. And if my brother or I lought it for 
them, we have only to Qiew them to the world. 

Not to pleafe any man living, high or low. J 
know mankind too well, I know they that love 
you for political fervice, love you lefs than their 
dinner, and they th^t hate you, hate you worb 
than the devil. 

Leaft of all did I write, with a view to inflame 
any: juft the contrary. X contributed my mite 
towjHrd putting out the flame, which rages all over 
the land. This I have more opportunity of ob- 
serving, • than any other man in EnglancU I fee 
with pain to what a . height this already rifes, ia 
every part of the nation. And. I fee many pouring 
oil into the flame, by crying out, «< how unja(lly, 
how cruelly the King is uflng the poor Americans i 
who arc only contending for ,thcir liberty, and for 
their legal privileges." . 

Now.theie is no poffible way to put out thif 
•flame,^or hinder its riling higher and higher, but tQ 
fhew that the Americans are no^ ufed cither cruelly 
or unjuftly : that they are not -injured at all, leer- 
ing they are not contending :for Uieriy ; (this they 
had even in ils full CKtieni, t>qth fiivil 4^nd religious^} 
neither for, any legal frjmUgcs: for they enjoy 
.all that their charters grant,. . But what .they con- 
tend for, is, the Illegal privilege of being exempt 
from parliamentary taxation* A privilege this, 
which no charter ever gave to any American colony 
yet : which no charter can give) unlefs it be con- 
£rmed both by King, Lords, and Commons : which 
•in fad our colouies never had ; which they nevc|^ 
.claimed till the prefcnt reign. And probably they 
would not have claimed it n9W» had they not been 
incited thereto by letters from England. One of 
^thefe was read,;accO(rding to the defiie^of the writer, 
•not only at ihc Continental Congref^ but IVkewifi^ 
in many congregations throughout the combine4 
provinpes* Xtadvified thsm. To feiae upon all th^ 
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King's Officers, and exhorted thein, "Stand val- 
iantly, only for fix months, and in that time there * 
will be fuch commotions in England, that you may , 
have your own terms." 

This being the real ftate of the quedion, with- : 

out any colouring or aggravation, what impartial j 

nan can either blame the . King, or commend the I 

Americans ? ! 

With this view, to quench the fire, by laying '1 
the blame where it was due, the Calm Addrefs was

Thurfday 30. I preached at Lowe doff at noon, 
and Yarmouth in the evening. Here a Gentleman 
who came with me from London, ivas takenr ill 

She informed me) of the bloody flux. This being 
lopped, I thought his head was difordered, and 
'would fain have fent him back without delay, of- 
fering him my chaife and fetvant to attend him, 
though I could ill fpare either one or the other, 
fiut he could not in any wife be prevailed on to 
accept of the propofal. I afterwards heard, he 
had been in fane, before he left London. However 
1 could now only make the bcft of it. 

Friday, December 1. After preaching at Loddon, 
I returned to Norwich, and procured Mr. ■ 

a lodging in a friend's houfe, where I knew he \ 

would want nothing. I now again advifed him 
to go flraight to London in my chaife, but it was loft 
labour. 

Saturday 2. I procured, " the Hiftory of Nor- 
wich," publi(hed but a few years (ince. The 
author (hews, that it was built about the year 41 8« 
But it incrcafed in fucceeding ages, till it was more 
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than double to what it 13 now, having no lefs than 
iixty churches. Its populoufncfs may be indifpun 
tably proved, by one (ingle circumflance. The 
fird time it was vifited with, the Sweating-SickneCs^ 
(which ufually killed in ten hours) there died in 
about fix months, upwards of fifty-feven thoufand 
perfons, which is a confiderable greater number 
than were in the whole city a few years ago« He 
remarks concerning this unaccountable kind of 
plague, I. That it feized none but £n£lifhmen:i 
none of the French, Flemings, or other foreigners I 
then in the kingdom, beinf;^ at all affe6led : s* That | 
it feized upon Englifhmen in other kingdoms, and | 
upon none elfc : and 3. That the method at lafb. 
taken, was this* The patient, if feized in the day 
time, was immediately to lie down in his cloaths^ 
and to be covered up. If in the night time, he. 
was to keep in bed. And if th^y remained four 
and twenty hours without eating or drinking asy 
thing, then, they generally recovered. 

In the evening a large mob gathered at the door 
of the Preaching-houi'e, the Captain of which 
flruck many (chiefly women) with a large dick* 
Mr. Randal going out to fee what was the matter^ 
he flruck him with it in the face; But he 'was 
foon fc cured, and carried before the Mayor; who 
knowing him to be a notorious offender, againfb 
whom one or two warrants were then lying, fent 
him to jail without delay. 

Tuerday5. We fet out a little before day and 
reached Lynn in the afternoon. In the evenings 
the new houfe would hardly contain one half of 
the congregation : and thofe who could not get in 
were tolerably patient, confidering they could hear 
but a few words. 

Wednefday 6. About one I heard a (brill voice 
in the Hreet, calling and ^defiring me to come to 
Mr. . Going direCily, i found him ill in 

body, and in a violent agony of mind. He fully 
believed he was at the point of death ; nor could 
any arguments convince him of the contrary. Wc* 
cried to him who has' all power in hea\en and 
earth| and who keeps the keys of life and death* 

He 
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He foon ftarted up ia bed, and laid with a loud 
voice, •♦ I ftiall not die, but live," 

In the day I vifited many of thofe that remained 
^ith us, and thofe that had left us, lince they had 
learned a New Do6lrine. I did not difpute, but 
endeavoured to foften their fpirits, which had been 
fharpened to a high degree. In the evening the 
chapel' was quite too (mall; and yet even thofe 
who could not eet in were filent : a circumflance 
which I have feldom obferved in any other part of 
England. 

• Thurfday 7. Mr. «■» was fo thoroughly dif- 
Qfrdered, that h was- heavy ^s'ork to get him for- 
\7ard. At every ftage, « he could not poflibly go 
any farther ; he muft die there." Neverthelefs we 
reached Bury in the afternoon. I preached at feven 
to the large ft congregation I ever faw there. We 
ufed to have about a dozen at five in the rooming. 
But on Friday 8, I fuppofe we had between forty 
and fifty. "We'fet out oetween-^ix and feven, hop- 
ing to reach Burntwood in the evening. But as 
^e came thither fome hours fooner than we ex- 
j)efted, I judged it mofi advifable to pufh on. 
And the moon (htning bright, We eafily reached 
London foon after fix o'clock.

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Why IS fucli a f..iiit as this, buried alive by cdrw 
tinu^I. ficknefs ? In the evening we had a larger 
congregation than before. I never faw the boufe 
thoroughly filled till now. And I am fure the peo- 
ple had now a call from God, whether they will 
hear or whether they will forbear. 
' Friday 15. lo the evening I preached at Chat- 
ham, and on Saturday returned to London. In the 
evening I preached a kind of Funeral Sermon at 
Sriow's-Fi'clds, for that upright woman, Jane Bick- 
ncll. For many years flie w^s a pattern of all 
holinefs, and for the latter part of her life, of 

ratience : yet as Ihe laboured under an incurable 
nd painful diforder, which allowed her Nttle re ft^ 
clay or night, the corruptible body prefled down 
Xh6 foul, and frequently occafioned miich heavinefs. 
But:before (hfe went the qlouds difperfed, and {he 
died in fweet peace: but not in fuch triumphant 
joy, as did Ann Davis, two or three Weeks before. 
%he died of the farrte ' diforder, but had withal for 
fome years, racking^pains ip her head day and night, 
'which in 'a while rendercd'her (tone blind. Add to 
;thiS, that (he had a kind hu(band, who was con- 
"^tinualty repr<Saching her «« for living fo long," and 
curfing her for not '« dying out of the way." Yet 
'in all this Ihe iiid not charge God' jSolijhly ^ but 
meekly Waited till her change ihould come. 
'To-day I read Dr. Beattie's Poems> certainly one 
of the befl Poets of the age* He, wants Only the 
cafe-andlimplicltyof Mr. Pope.— I know one, and

Monday i8. I took another little journey, and 
in the evening preached at Bedford. Tuefday ig,

Wednefday . (to. I preached at Luton > the ntext

tk^med to London*

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This day we obferved as a day oF fafting an4 
pxayer, and were much perfuaded God will yet be 
mtreated; 

Thurfday sg. I revifed a volume of Latin poems 
"Wrote by a gentleman of Denmark. I was fur- 
prized. Mo A of the verfes are not unworthy of 
the Auguilan age t Among the red, there is a tran- 
ilation of two of Mr. Pope's Epiftles, line for line! 
And yet, in language, not only as pure a» Virgil's 
but as elegant too ! 

Tuefday, January 2, 1776. Being preft to pay 
m vilit to our brethren at Briftol, fome of whom 
had been a little unfettled, by the patriots, fo called. 
I fei out early ; but the roads were fo heavy, that 
I could not get thither till night. I came'juli time 
enough not to fee, but to bury poor Mr. Half, my 
brother-in-law, who ditd on Wcdnefday morning, 
1 truil, in peace ; for God had given him deep re- 
pentance. Such another monument of divine 
mercy, confidering how low he had fallen, and 
from what height of holinefs, I have not feen, no 
not in feventy years ! I had defigned to vi(tt him 
in the morning : but he did not ftay for my com- 
ing. It is enough, if after all his wanderings, wc 
meet agaui in Abraham's bofom. 
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
